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ſight, and Care, to receive all ſuch Perſons into Favour, as 
were Adherents to Peter Warbeck, by Fine or otherwiſe, as to 
them ſhall ſeem moſt proper. This Commiſhon they managed 


ſo diſcreetly, that (as Hollinſhed obſerves*©) Equity therein was 


very well, and juſtly executed. 

It is further memorable of him, that in the Reign of King 
Henry VII. when Cardinal Wolfey was only a Schook- maſter ar 
Limington in Somerſetſbire, Sir Amias Paulet, for ſome Miſde- 
meanor committed by him, clapp'd him in the Stocks. Where- 
upon, when the Cardinal grew into Fayour with King Henry 
VIII. he ſo far reſented it, that he ſought all manner of Ways 
to give him Trouble, and obliged him (as Godwiz in his Annals 
obſerves?) to dance Attendance at London for ſome Years, and 
by all manner of Obſequiouſneſs to curry Favour with him. 
During the Time of his Attendance, being commanded by the 
Cardinal not to depart London without Licence, he took up 
his Lodging in the great Gate of the Temple towards Fleet-ſtreer. 
And in 7 Henry VIII. when the Cardinal was made ® Lord- 
Chancellor, he re-edified the (aid Gate, (now called the Middle- 
Temple Gate) and ſumptuouſly beautified it on the Outſide with 
the Cardinal's Arms, Cognizance, Badges, and other Devices, 
in a glorious manner, thereby hoping to appeaſe his Diſpleaſure. 
Having been ſo great a Benefactor to the Society of the Middle- 


Temple, he was choſen Treaſurer thereof in 12 H. VIII. and 


departed this Life in the Year 1538, 30 H. VIII. as is evident 


from his laſt Will, which bears date on the iſt of April the 


fame Year, and the Probate thereof the 25th of June follow- 
ing. He orders his Body to be buried in the Church of Cherſ- 
comb in Com. Somer/. and was a Benefactor to the Cathedral 
Church of Wells, and to the Churches of Henton, Cherſcomb, 
Chard, Crookhorne, Nminſter, Soath-Peterton, Dynington ; and 


the Abbey and Convent of Ford. He bequeaths all his Lands, 


Goods, ec. to his Son and Heir Sir Hugh Paulet, Knt. whom 


he made ſole Executor, charging him to be loving to his Sons 


Fohn and Henry, and to help them to Preferment. 

He married two Wives, firſt, Margaret, Daughter of John 
Paulet, Eſq; Grandfather of William Marquis of Wincheſter ; 
and ſecondly, Lora, Daughter of William Kelway of Reckborn 


in Com. Sourhamp. Eſq; but had Iſſue only by the laſt, viz. the 


three Sons mentioned in his Will; and one Daughter Flixabet 
married firſt to Fobn Sidenham, Eſq; ſecondly to William Car/- 
well, Eſq; and thirdly to Henry Coppleſton, Eſq, 

Sir Hugh Paulet, his eldeſt Son, was knighted for his Ser- 


vices in the French Wars, at the Creation of Edward Etirl of |

Hertford, on the 18th of October, 29 H. VIII. The Year fol- 


lowing, in conſideration of his Services &, he had a Grant from 
the King, to him and his Heirs, of the Manor and Borough of 
Sampford-Peverell in Devonſhire; and on the 24th of February, 

1 H. VIII. was! made Superviſor of all the Manors, Meſſuages, 
et &c. belonging to Richard Whiting late Abbot of Glafton- 
bury, attainted. On the 11th of May, 33 H. VIIL he had ® a 
Grant to him and his Heirs of all the King's Lands, Tenements, 
Woods, c. called Upcrofte, and Combe, in Crukerne in the 
County of Somerſer. 

In 3 Edward VI. he was * Knight-Marſhal of that Army com- 
manded by the Lord Ruſſel, Lord Privy-Seal, ſent againſt the 
Rebels of Devonſhire and Cornwall, who had beſieged the City 
of Exeter ; and being defeated by the King's Forces, fled into 
Somerſctſhire, where this Sir Hugh followed them, and at King r- 
Miſton again vanquiſh'd them, and took their Leader Priſoner. 
For theſe Services the Year following, he was * made Governor 
of the Iſle of Ferſey, and of Mount-Orguil Caſtle. 

In the 6th Year of Q Elizabeth, he was one of the principal 
Commanders, who (o valiantly defended Newhaves againſt the 
French?®, and when Montmorency, Conſtable of France, by a 
Trumpet to the Earl of Warwick, ſummoned him to ſurrender; 
this Sir Hugh Parlet was ſent by the Earl to aflure the Conſta- 
ble, that the Engliſb were prepared to ſuffer the laſt Extremity, 
before they would yield up the Town without the Queen's Or- 
ders. And when the Forces were greatly reduced by the Plague 
and Peſtilence, ſo that the Queen, in Compaſſion to thoſe 
brave Soldiers that were living, gave Directions to the Earl of 
Warwick to ſurrender the 'Town?, Sir Hugh Paulet was the 
principal of the Commiſſioners that managed the Conferences 
with the Conſtable of France, for the Capitulation. 

Dr. Falle, in his Account of the Iſland of Ferſey, writes, that 
this Sir Hugh Paulet was Treaſurer to King Heury the VIirh's 
Army at the Siege of Bo/oyne ; Governor of Havre de Grace, 
when the Town was in the Hands of the Engliſh; reputed one 
of the beſt and moſt experienced Captains of his Time, and a 
zealous Promoter of the Reformation in the Iſland of Fer/ey, 
of which he was Governor 24 Years, and was ſucceeded by his 
Son Sir Amias Paulet, in 13 Eliz. 

He married Philippa, Daughter of Sir Lewis Pollard of De- 
vonſhire, Knt. by whom he had Iflue three Sons, Sir Amiar 
Paulet, Nicholas, and George; as alſo a — ane, Wite of

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His eldeſt Son Sir Amias Paulet ſucceeded him in the Go- 
vernment of the Iſle of Ferſey, as was ſaid before; and was 
Knighted in 18 Elix. In the Year 1576, 19 Elix. He was Am- 


baſſador to the French King; and in 27 Eliz. the —_— of 


Mary Queen of Scots“ was chiefly committed to his Fidelity, 
who ſo honourably diſcharged his Truſt therein, that when Se- 
cretary Walſingham moved him to ſuffer one of his Servants to 
be bribed by the Agents of the Queen of Scott, the better to 
gain Intelligence, he would on no Terms conſent to it. In 
29 Elix. being one of the Privy-Council, and Governor of the 
Ile of Ferſey, he was in the * Commiſſion for the Trial of the 
Queen of Scots. And in the Year after, on the Eve of the Feaſt 
of St. George, was * ſworn at Greenwich, Chancellor of the moft 


Noble Order of the Garter : And was alſo Cuſtos Rotalorum of 


the County of Somer/er. 

He died in 1588, the memorable Year of the Sani Inva- 
ſion, and was buried on the North Side of the Chancel in the 
Church of Sz. Martin's in the Fields, London, where a noble 
Monument is erected to his Memory, of the Ianict Order, with 
his Effigies carved at full Length, lying in Armour, fenced with 
Iron Rails, and this Inſcription.

Jerſæ præfecto, apud Chriſtianiſſimum Regem quondam

He married Margaret, Daughter and Heir of Anthony Her- 
wey of Columb-Fohn in Com. Devon. Eſq; and had Iſſue three 
Sons, Hugh who died in his Infancy, Sir Anthony Paulet, and

George Paulet of Gothurſt in Com. Somerſ. in Right of his 
Wife Elizabeth, Daughter and Heir of Edward Paulet of the 
ſame Place, Eſq; lineally deſcended from Fohn Paulet of Got- 
burſt, Brother to Sir William Paulet before-mention'd, who firſt 
reſided at Henton St. George. Alſo two Daughters, Joan mar- 
ried to Robert Heydon of Bowood in Com. Devon. Eſq; and 
Elizabeth, who died unmarried. 

His eldeſt ſurviving Son and Heir Sir Anthony Paulet, was 
alſo * conſtituted Governor of the Iſle of Fer/ey, on the Death 
of his Father ; was likewiſe Captain of the Guard to Queen 
Elizabeth; and in the 42d Year of that Reign departed this 
Life; Sir Walter Raleigh being on his Deceaſe * appointed Go- 
vernor of Fer/ey, the 26th of Auguſt the fame Year. He? mar- 
ried in the Year 1583, Catherine ſole Daughter to Henry Lord 
Norris, by whom he had Iſſue Joba his Son and Heir, and a 
Daughter Margery, married to Fohn Sidenham of Combe in the 
County of Somerſet, * 

Which Jobs Pauler, Eſq; being a very accompliſh'd Gentle- 
man, of quick and clear Parts, and a bountifu! Houſe-keeper, 
(as Fuller in his Worthies of England relates K. Charles I. con- 
figned Monſ. Soubize unto him, who gave him and his Retinue 
many Months liberal Entertainment. After which he was by 
Letters- Patent bearing date 23 Junii, 3 Car. I. advanced * to 
the Dignity of a Baron of this Realm, by the Title of Lord 
Paulet of Henton St. George. He was * Knighted with his eldeſt 
Son Sir Jobs Paulet by the Earl of Lind/ey, on board his Ma- 
jeſty's Ship the Mary- Honour, the 27th of September, 1635, with 
four other Perſons of Quality; being in that Fleet which was 
then ſent out to ſecure our Commerce, the Spaniſh Bullion, & c. 
in Engliſh Bottoms being expected Home, and t to be in 
danger from the Hollanders, who had lately made a with 
France againſt Spain. Which Service our Fleet perform'd. 

In the Year 1640, he was ſummoned to that Council ap- 
pointed to meet at York, to adviſe his Majeſty what Method 
ſhould be taken with the Scott, who had then invaded the 
Northern Parts of the Kingdom. And this Meeting producing 
a Treaty at Rippon, he was appointed by the King with ſeventeen 
other Peers, Commiſſioners for that Purpoſe, being (as my 
Lord Clarendon writes) all popular Men, and not one of them 
of much Intereſt in the Court, except the Earl of Holland. But 
when the Parliament, that met ſoon after, engaged in Deſigns 
(as he thought) prejudicial ro his Majeſty's Intereſt, he mani- 
felted the greateſt Diſlike thereof, and immediately repaired to

his Majeſty at York; where he, with many other Lords an? 
Counſellors, on the 15th of June, 16425, ſubſcribed a Declara- 
tion, diſavowing any Intention, either in the King, or them- 
ſelyes, of raiſing War againſt the Parliament. And an unnatural 
Rebellion openly breaking out ſoon after, he moſt loyally en- 
gaged both himſelf and his eldeſt Son in the Royal Cauſe; and 
having accepted of a Commiſſion to raiſe a Regiment of 1500 
Foot, he accompanied the Marquis of Herzford into the Welt 
of England, by whoſe great Reputation, and the Intereſt of this 
Lord Paalet, with ſome other Gentlemen of Prime Quality 


there, his Majeſty hoped to form an Army in thoſe Parts able 


to relieve Portſmouth, then beſieged by the Parliament's Forces; 
they being (as my Lord Clarendon writes ) like to give as good 
Examples in their Perſons, and to be followed by as many Men, as 
any ſuch Number of Gentlemen in England could be. However, 
after having with leſs than 1000 Men withſtood an Army of 

ooo, commanded by the Earl of Bedford, and finding them- 

lves unable, by reaſon of his coming, to draw more Forces 
together, the Marquis and the Lord Paulet 5 tranſported them- 
ſelves into Wales, where they“ raiſed 2000 Foot, and one Re- 
giment of Horſe. 

In the Tear 1644, he was one of the principal Commanders 
that beſieged Lyme in Dorſetſbires, which after many gallant 
Attacks being almoſt reduced, was ſupplied with Proviſions by 
the Earl of Warwick, and the Siege raiſed ſoon after by the Earl 
of Eſex. Thereupon the Parliament voted, that 1000 / per 
Annum, out of the Lord Poulet's Eſtate, ſhould be given to the 
Inhabitants, in Recompence for their Service. The fame Year 
* he met his Majeſty a Mile from Exeter, in order to conduct 
him to that City; and on the 3oth of Seprember following, had 
the Honour to entertain him at his Seat at Henton St. George. 
The Year following the King was unſucceſsful in all his Under- 
takings, and the Kingdom being reduced ro the Obedience of 
the Parliament, he endeayoured to compound for his Eſtate. 
But the Houſes of Peers and Commons differing in their Opi- 
nions, the Lords * thinking fit to pardon him, and the Com- 
mons diſſenting, he on the 2oth of April, 1646", obtained 
Leave to ſtay at Exeter, until he ſhould compound with the Par- 
liament, or get a Paſs to tranſport himſelf out of England. How. 
ever, on the ad of May following, after a ſharp Debate, he, at 
the Requeſt of the General, was ® permitted to compound ; and 
the ſame Day, on a Petition from the Town of Lyme, it was

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'Gidered they ſhould have Reparation out of his Eſtate for the 


Loſſes they had ſuffered by him. How far this was complied 
with, appears not; but his Compoſition was not ſettled till three 
Years after, when on the 6th of March, 1648-9?, it was voted 
to be 4200/7. and at the ſame Time Sir John Paulet his Son 
was likewiſe allowed ro compound for 3760 /. 

This noble Peer departed this Life on the 20th of March, 
1649, having took to Wife Chriſtian, Daughter and Heir to 
Chriſtopher Ken of Ken in Com. Somerſ. Eſq; who ſurvived him, 
and was married ſecondly to John Aſbburnham of Aſhburnhan 
in Com. S. Eſq; (Anceſtor to the preſent Earl of Aſbburu- 
bam) by whom ſhe had no Iſſue: Bur by the Lord Paulet ſhe 
had three Sons and five Daughters, viz. John his Succeſſor ; 
Francis, who married Catherine, Daughter to Robert Creighton 
Biſhop of Bath; and Amias : Florence, married to Thomas Smith 
of Long-Aſbton in the County of Somerſet, Eſq; ſecondly to 
Colonel Thomas Pigot of the Kingdom of Ireland; Margaret, 
firſt to Dennis Rolles of Stephenſon in Com. Devon. Eſq; ſe- 
condly to Sir Richard Cholmley of Groſmont in Com. Ebor. Knt. 


Governor of Axminſter for King Charles I. and laſtly to Co- 


lonel Edward Cook of Highnam in Com. Glouceſt. Sujax, to Mi- 
chael Wharton of Beverley in Com. Ebor. Eſq; Helen, to Wil- 
liam Wilmot, Son and Heir to Sir George Wilmot of Charleton 
in Berkſhire, Knt. and dying 12 May, 1651, was buried in 
Wantage Church in the ſame County, where a Monument is 
erected to her Memory ; Elizabeth, youngeſt Daughter, mar- 
ried firſt to William Aſbburnham of Aſbburwham in Com. Su/ſ. 
Eſq; and afterwards to Sir William Hartop of Rotherby in Com. 
Leiceſt. Knt. 

Fohn Lord Paulet, his eldeſt Son and Heir, received the 
Honour of Knighthood in his Father's Life-time, as before ob- 
ſerved, and being elected Knight of the Shire for the County 
of Somerſet to that Parliament, which met in the Year 1640, 


» he eminently manifeſted his Loyalty to his Sovereign during the 


Civil Wars. He had the Command of a Regiment of Foot, 


_ after the Rebellion broke out in Ireland, and ſerved ſore time 


in that Kingdom. Bur in the Year 1643, it was * tranſported 
out of Munſter for the Service of the Weſt, where he ſerved. 
In 1645, he was beſieged in the Caſtle of Wincheſter (where 
the Lord Ogle commanded in Chief) by Cromwell, who firſt 
ſummoned them to ſurrender, but being refuſed, he batrer'd ir 
ſo long with his Guns, that he made a Breach in the Walls fit to 
enter, on which the Caſtle was delivered up, and the Officers 
and Soldiers conveyed to Woodſtock. He afterwards com- 
ed for his Eſtate ; and having lived to ſee the Reſtoration 

of King Charles II. (tho? I don't find he had any Recompence

Somerſot, on the 15th of September, 1665, in the 5oth Year of 

his Age, and was buried at Hinton St. George. 

He married two Wives, firſt Catharine, Daughter and Co- 
heir to that famous General Sir Horatio Vere, Knt. Lord Vere 
of Tilbury in Eſſex, by whom he had Iſſue two Sons, Jobs and 
Horatio; and three Daughters, Elizabeth married to Sir Jobn 
Sydenham of Brimpton in Com. Somer/. Bart. who dying Anne 
1669, was buried at Brimpton; Vere died unmarried ; and Ca- 
tharine, wedded to Mr. Secretary Fohnſton. His Lordſhip mar- 
ried ſecondly Anne, ſecond Daughter and Coheir to Sir Thomas 
Broum of Walcote in Com. Northamp. Kut. by whom he had 
Iſſue two Sons, Amias and Charles; alſo four Daughters, Anne, 
Florence, and Mary who died young, and Margaret, married to 
Francis Fulford of Fulford in Devonſhire, Eſq; | 

Fohn, his eldeſt Son and Heir, ſucceeded him in Honour 
and Eſtate, and dying about the Year 1680, left Iſſue by hig 
firſt Wife Eſſex, eldeſt Daughter to Alexander Popham of Little. 
cote in Com. Wilts, Eſq; two Daughters, Catharine married to 
William Lord Lempſter ; and Letitia to Sir William Monſon of 
Broxburn in Hertfordſbire, Bart. by whom ſhe had no Iſſue. By 


bis ſecond Lady, Saſan, Daughter of Philip Earl of Pembroke, 


he had Iſſue John his only Son and Heir. 

Which John, now Earl Poulet, ſoon after the Acceſſion of 
Queen Arne to the Throne, was ſworn of her Privy-Council ; 
and having been one of the Commiſſioners for the Treaty of 
Union anno 1706, was the ſame Year, on the 29th of December, 
created Viſcount of Hexton St. George, and Earl Poulet. For 
ſome Years his Lordſhip declined accepting of ſeveral Places 
of great Diſtinction ; and at length Queen Anne deſired to have 
him appointed firſt Lord-Commiſſioner of the Treaſury, which 
his Lordſhip accepted of on the 8th of Avg. 1710; in which 
high Station he continued till the Year 1711, when on the « 
I2th of une he was declared Lord-Steward of her Majeſty's , 
Houſhold. He was alſo Lord- Lieutenznt of the County of 
Devon, and Cuſtos Rotulorum of Somerſer/bire. And on the 
26th of October 1712, at a Chapter then held, was elected a 
Knight- Companion of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, 
but was not inſtalled till the 4th of Auguſt following; when 
his Lordſhip was Lord-Steward of the Houſhold, Lord-Lieu- 
tenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of Devonſhire, and Cuſtos Rotu- 
lorum of Somerſetſbire. N 

His Lordſhip married Bridget, Daughter and Coheir to Pe- 
regrine Bertie, Eſq; Brother to Robert Earl of Lindſey, and Uncle 
to Robert Duke of Ancaſter, and by her has four Sons and four 
Daughters; Fobn Lord Viſcount Henton, Peregrine, Vere, and 

7 . .

HIS Family is denominated from Godolphin in the County 

of Cornwall, (antiently written Godolghaz ) as is evident, 
* as well from Athentick Records, as from the white Eagle, 
which the Name in Corniſh imports, and has been conſtantly 
borne in their Coat of Arms. 
Jobn de Godolphin, who was living about the Time of the 
Norman Conqueſt, being, among other his Poſſeſſions, Lord of 
the Manor o Godoiphin, and reſiding there, was from thence 
denominated. And * by his Wife Margaret, Daughter of Roger

Which Edward, by his Wife Chriſtian, Daughter of Tho- 
mas Prideaux, Eſq; had Iſſue Alexander Godolphin, Eſq; who 
married Mary, Daughter of Sir John de Tregour, and had Wil- 
lam his Son and Heir, Father of David Godolphin of Godol- 

in, Eſq; | 
Wu David Godolphin, Eſq; taking to Wife Meliora, Daugh- 
ter of John Cowling of Trewerveneth, Eſq; left Iſſue only Elea- 
nor his Daughter and Heir, married to Fohn Rinſey, Eſq; of 
an antient Family in the ſame County, but being a great Heireſs, 
it was covenanted, that his Defcendants ſhould bear the Name 
of Godolphin. They had Iſſue Thomas Godolphin, of Godolphin, 
Eſq; who took to Wife Iſabel, Daughter op.. Beune, of 
Bostenna in Com. Cornub. Eſq; and was ſucceeded by John his 
Son and Heir. 

Which John Godolphin, Eſq; married Elizabeth, Daughter of 
Jobn Beauchamp. of Bennerton in Com. Cornub. Eſq; and by 
her was Father of a Son of his own Name, John Godolphin, Eſq; 
who wedded Elizabeth, Daughter of John Killigrew, Eſq; and 
was ſucceeded by his Son and Heir, another John Godolphin, Eſq; 
* who was Sheriff of Cornwall in 19 H. VII. and in 23 H. vil 
he and Sir Robert Willoughby Lord Brook, Steward of the Mines 
in Cornwall and Devonſhire®, had a Pardon for all Forfeitures, 
Penalties, ec. relating to the Tin-Works and Courts: He mar- 


ried Margaret, Daughter of Fohn Trenouth, Eſq; and had Iflue 


a Daughter Elizabeth, wedded to William Canell, Eſq; as allo 
two Sons, Williem, and John Godolphin, whoſe Deſcendants 
were ſeated at Morewale and Trewervenith in the County of 
Cornwall. | 

The eldeſt Son, Nilliam Godolphin, Eſq; ® married Margaret, 
Daughter and one of the three Coheirs of John Glinne of More- 
val and Lowewater, by whom he had Iſſue two Sons, Sir 7d. 
liam Godolphin, and Thomas Godolphin, Eſq; from whom the pre- 
lent Right Honourable Earl of Godolphin is lineally deſcended. 

Sir William Godolphin was a Perſon of great Note in the Reign 
of King Henry VIII. who, for his Services, conferred on him 
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the Honour of Knighthood, and * conſtituted him Warden and 
chief Steward of the Stannaries. He lived to a great Age, was 
ſeveral times choſen one of the Knights of the Shire“ for Cora- 
wall, in the Parliaments of K. Henry VIII. and K. Edward VL. 
was alſo Sheriff of the ſaid County in 21, 25, and 30 Hex. VIII. 
3 Edward VI. and 1oth Year of Queen Elizabeth. He likewiſe 
acquired much Fame, by his Conduct and Intrepidity, in ſeve- 
ral Military Commands u, particularly at the Siege of Bolague. 
Mr. Carew, in his Survey of Corzwall, ranks this Sir William 
Godolphin among the principal Worthies of that County, giving 
this Account of him, © He demeaned himſelf very valiantly 
ce beyond the Seas, as appeared by the Scars he brought home, 
© no leſs to the beautifying of his Fame, than the disfiguring 
of his Face.” He took to Wife Blanch, Daughter of Robert 
Langden, Eſq; by whom he had three Daughters, Margaret 
married to Sir Robert Verney; Grace married to Sir John Sydex- 
ham of Brimpton in Com. Somerſ. and Anne, wedded to Sir Joh 
Arundel of Talvern in Com. Cornub. but leaving no Iſſue Male, 
the Eſtate devolved on his Nephew Francis Godolphin, Eiq; 
Son and Heir of his Brother Thomas Godolphin, Eſq; 

Which Thomas Codolphin was at the Siege of Bologne with his 
Brother Sir William Godolphin; and on Thurſday; 14 Ang, 15 44, 
he, Mr. Harper, and Mr. Culpepper, were hurt with one 
from the Town. He married ..... Daughter of Edmund Boni- 
zhon, Eſq; and left Iſſue two Sons, Francis and William Godol- 
phin, Eſq; one of the Members for Helſton in the Parliament 
of the 28th of Queen Elizabeth, and had to ? Wife one of the 
two Coheirs of Gawrigan. 

Francis Godolphin, eldeſt Son, ſucceeded his Uncle Sir N. 
liam Godolphin in the antient Inheritance of the Family, and 
was Knighted by * Queen Elizabeth, at Richmond, on Sunday 
the 20th of November, in the Year 1580. His Knowledge in the 
Laws, his Love for Juſtice and Equity, and his Affection to her 
Majeſty's Government, raiſed him to all the Poſts of Honour, 
conſiſtent with a Country Life, which he rather choſe, than an 
Atrendance on the Court, where his great Abilities might have 
further advanced him. He was returned one of the Knights for 
the County of Cornwall, to the Parliament held in 31 Ez. 
and ſerved for the Borough of Leſtwithiel in the next Parlia- 
ment, which met at Weſtminſter in 35 Eliz. In that Reign he 
was the firſt in the Commiſſion of the Peace*, and of the Quorum;

He was alſo Governor 
of Scilly, which (as Mr. Carew, my“ Author, faith) by her Mar- , 


jeſty's Order, was reduced to a more defenſible Plight by bim, who . 
with his Invention and Purſe, better d his Plot and Allowance, 
and therein ſo temper d Strength with Delight, and both with 
Uſe, as it * ee for a ſure Hold, and a commodious Dwelling. 
This moſt ingenious Knight, having always the Good of his 
Country in his Thoughts, entertain'd a Durch Mineral Man *, 
and taking Light from his Experience, built thereon far more 
profitable Concluſions, practiſing a more ſaving Way to make 
Tin, of what was before rejected for Refuſe. He likewiſe un- 
dertook the Coinage of Silver out of Mines in Wales, and Corn- 
wall; and King Charles I. ( for he was living on his Acceſſion 
to the Throne) for his Encouragement, and ſaving of Expence, 
granted him the Power of Coinage at Aberrusky in Cornwall ; 
and the Pence, Groats, Shillings, Half-Crowns, ec. of this Sil- 
ver, had the Oſtrich Feathers (the Arms of Wales) for Diſtinc- 
tion ſtamp'd on them. He likewiſe diſtinguiſh'd himſelf in the 
Defence of his Country, in July 1595, ſhewing the greateſt 
Courage, and moſt approved Conduct, in reſiſting the Spaniards, 
who landed near Penſance in Cornwall, of which Mr. Carew 
gives a very particular Account *; and acknowledges in his Sur- 
vey of Cornwall*, That from him he gathered Sticks to build that 
Neſt, and was Aſſiſtant unto him in that playing Labour ®, as he 
termeth it; and gives this memorable Character of him about 
the latter end of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth. 
Sir Francis Godolphin, Knt. whoſe Zeal in Religion, Up- 
xrightneſs in Juſtice, Providence in Government, and plen- 
* tiſul Houſe · keeping, have won him a very great and reverent 
Reputation in his Country; and theſe Virtues, together with 
< his Services to her Majeſty, are ſo ſufficiently known to thoſe 
of higheſt Place, as my Teſtimony can add but little Light 
& thereunto. But by his Labours and Inventions in Tin Mat- 
< ters, not only the whole Country hath felt a general Benefit, 
* ſo as the ſeveral Owners have thereby gotten very great Profit 
cout of ſuch refuſe Works, as they before had given over for 
< unprofitable ; but her Majeſty hath alſo received Increaſe of 
* her Cuſtoms by the fame, at leaſt to the Value of 10,0007. 
Moreover, in thoſe Works, which ate of his own particular 
Inheritance, he continually keepeth at work 300 Perſons, or 
c thereabouts ; and the yearly Benefit, that out of thoſe his 
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& Works accrueth to her Majeſty, amounteth communibus annis 
« to 10001. at the leaſt, and ſometimes to much more. A Mat- 
© ter very remarkable, and perchance not to be match'd again, 
6 70 any of his Sort and Condition in the whole Realm.“ 
He married Margaret, Daughter of John Killigrew of Arn- 
wick in Com. Cornub. Eſq; by whom he had three Sons, il 
liam, Fohn, and Francis; as alſo fix Daughters, Blanch married 
to © George Keckwith of Catch-French, Eſq; (a Seat fo named 
from a memorable Accident) a Gentleman of continual large 
and inquiſitive Liberation to the Poor, beyond the Imication 
of any other in the Shire, faith Mr. Carew. Urſula, ſecond 
Daughter, wedded to . . . . Creyde, Eſq, Thomaſin, third Daugh- 
ter, the firſt Wife of Sir George Carew, afterwards Earl of Tur- 
aeſs; Fane, Elizabeth, and Margaret. 

William Godolphin (eldeſt Son and Heir of Sir. Francis) was 
one of thoſe Gentlemen of Quality, who accompanied Rob ers 
Earl of Eſſex, in his Expedition to Ireland againſt the Rebels, 
A. D. 1599; and for his Valour at Arclo*, was with William 
Courtney, Eſq; Knighted by the {aid Earl, on his Return to Da- 
lin. He ſet out with great Reputation, having befides a very 
liberal Education, travelbd into moſt Parts of Europe, and at- 
tain'd ſeveral Languages. Mr. Carew makes this honourable 
Mention of him, That he had ſo inriched himſelf with Sufficiency 
for Matters of Policy, by his long Travel; and for Martial Af. 
fairs, by his preſent Carriage in Ireland, that it is better known 
how far he outgoeth moſt others in both, than eaſily to be dif- 
cerned ; for which he deſerveth principal Commendation. He 
had fo far ized himſelf by his Valour and Conduct, that 
on the Spaniſh Invaſion, in the latter end of the Year 1600, he 
was in ſuch Eſteem with the Lord Montjoy, Lord-Deputy of 
Ireland, that he entruſted him with the Command of his o 
Brigade of Horſe, in the decifve Battle een the Queen's 
Forces, and the Spaniard: and Rebels*, fought on the 24th of 
December, within a Mile of Kin/ale; which Victory was prin- 
—_ owing to his gallant Service, having broke thro the 

e Body of Spaniardi t, entirely routing them, taking their 
chief Commander Priſoner, whereupon the Iriſh immediately 
threw away their Arms and fled. In this Action he was ſlightly 
wounded in the Thigh with a Halbert; but in fix Days after 
was ſo well recover'd of it, that when Don John d Aquila, 
Commander of the Spaniards in the Town of Kinſale, offered 
a Parley, deſiring the Lord-Deputy, that ſome Gentlemen of 
ſpecial Truſt and Sufficiency might be ſent into the Town to con-

ſer with him, and receive his Propoſals, he was * employed in 
the Negotiation (related verbatim by Stow in his * Annals) which 
was brought to a Concluſion the 2d of January, 1601, the Spa- 
ziards agreeing to quir all Places in that Kingdom. 

Sir William Godolphin afterwards performed divers Services 
againſt the Rebels; and on the 2oth of March 1601-2, for the 
great Truſt repoſed in him “, and the good Opinion had of his 
diſcreet Judgment, he was ſpecially appointed to confer with 
the Earl of Tyrone, and receive (according to his Requeſt) his 
humble Submiſſion to her Majeſty. In the Year 1603, he 
commanded in the Province of Leinſter, and the Rebels being 
ſubdued, he returned into England, ſoon after the Death of 

ueen Elizabeth. 

In the firſt Parliament call'd by King James, he was unani- 
moully elected one ꝰ of the Knights for the County of Cornwall, 
on the Deceaſe of Sir Jonathan Trelawney, Knt. and departing 
this Life, A. D. 1613, left Iſſue by Thomaſin his Wife, Daugh- 
ter and Heir of Thomas Sidney, of Wrighton in Com. Norf. Eſq; 
one Daughter Penelope, baptiſed in the Pariſh of St. Margaret t 
Weſtminſter, 13 July 1607, married to Sir Charles Berkley Lord 
Viſcount Fita harding; and three Sons, Fraxcis, Sidney, and 
William Godolphin, all eminent for their Valour, Conduct, and 
Sobriety. 

» William, the youngeſt, had the Command of a Regiment, 
and performed many ſignal Services for King Charles I. in ſe- 
veral remarkable Actions in the Weſt. And Sidzey, the ſecond 
Son, loſt his Life in the Royal Cauſe at Chagford in Devon- 
Hire: © Ayoung Gentleman of incomparable Parts (as the Earl 
of Clarendon relates?) who being of a Conſtitution and Edu- 
© cation more delicate and unacquainted with Contentions, 
© upon his Obſervation of the Wickednels of thoſe Men in the 
© Houſe of Commons, of which he was a Member, out of 
© the pure Indignation of his Soul ”m_ them, and Conſcience 
to his Country, had, with the firſt, engaged himſelf with that 
Party in the Weſt: And though he thought not fit to take 
& Command in a Profeſſion he had not willingly choſen, yet as 
© his Advice was of great Authority with all the Commanders, 
« being always one in the Council of War, and whoſe notable 
4 Abilities they had ſtill uſe of in their Civil Tranſactions, ſo 
© he expoſed his Perſon to all Action, Travel and Hazard; 
« and by roo forward engaging himſelf (in this Action at Chag- 
« ford) received a mortal Shot by a Muſket, a little above 
© the Knee, of which he died in the Inſtant, leaving the Miſ- 
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cc fortune of his Death on a Place, which could never other- 
cc wiſe have had a Mention in the World.” He was buried in 
the Chancel of the Church of Okehampton in Devonſhire, on 
the roth of February 1642. In the Year 1624, he became 2 


Student in Exerer College in Oxford, and by his incomparable 
Wit, and exact Jugment, gain d the Love and Eſteem of all 
the Learned in the Univerſity. The famous Mr. Hobbes gives 
this ſhining Character of him; © There is not any Virtue that 


ce diſpoſeth a Man either to the Service of God, or to the Ser- 
« vice of his Country, to civil Society, or to private Friend- 
& ſhip, that did not manifeſtly appear in his Converſation, not 
cc as acquir'd by Neceſſity, or affected upon Occaſion, but in- 
cc herent and ſhining in a generous Conſtitution of his Nature.” 
And the fame Author, in another Place, writes thus of him: 
I have known Clearneſs of Judgment, and Largenefs of Fancy, 
Strength of Reaſon, and graceful Elocution, a Courage for 
cc the War, and Fear for the Laws, and all eminently in one 
& Man, and that was my moſt noble and honoured Friend 
« Mr. Sidney Godolpbin, who hated no Man, nor hated of any, 
4 was unfortunately {lain in the Beginning of the late Civil War, 
« in a publick Quarrel, by an undiſcerned and undiſcerning 
« Hand.” Yet my Lord Clarendon oblerves *, That of all 
« Men living, there were no two more unlike than Mr. Godolehin 
« and Mr. Hobbes, in the Modeſty of Nature, or Integrity of 
« Manners, but Mr. Godolphin deſerved all the Elogy he gives of 
c him.” He was one of the moſt eminent Poets of his time, and 
among other his Compoſitions, he tranſlated into Exgiiſß Verſe, 
The Paſſion of Dido for Æncas, as it is incomparably expreſſed 
in the fourth Book ot Virgil, printed at London 1658, and pub- 
liſhed by the celebrated Edmund Waller Eſq; 

Prancis Godolphin, Eſq; the eldeſt Son, ſucceeded to a great 
Eſtate on the Death of his Grandfather Sir Francis; he was 
baptized in the Pariſh of Sr. Margaret's Weſiminſter, 27 Dec. 
1605, and returned to Parliament for the Borough of Sr. Ives, 
in the third Year of King Charles I.“ as alſo to that Parliament, 
which met at W:/tminſter, A. D. 1640; when diſcerning the 
Arrifices of ſome of the leading Members of that Houſe, tending 
tothe Ruin of the eftabliſh'd Government, both in Church and 
State, he retired to his Seat in Cornwall, ſecured the Iſland of 


Scilly for the King, and rais'd a Regiment of Foot, the Com- 


mand whereof was given to his Brother Colonel William Godol- 


phin before mentioned. He afterwards waited on his Majeſty at 


Oxford, and was among thoſe Members , which met there by 
his Royal Appointment in January 1643. 
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The Iſland of Scilly was under his Command till after the King 
was 2 Priſoner to his rebellious Subjects; and then finding all 


Places given up to the predominant Party, and that it was im- 


poſſible to maintain himſelf againſt their Power, he ſurrendered 
on honourable Conditions. The Commons having voted the 
Ach of Fanuary 1646-7, That Mr. Godolphin Governor of Scilly , 
pon his Surrender of that Iſland with all Forts, &c. ſhould enjoy 
bis Eftate, and be free from Arreſts for any Ac of War. 

For theſe Services, and his known Loyalty, he was created 
one of the Knights of the hogourable Order of the Bath, at the 
Coronation of King Charles II. and having married Dorothy, 
ſecond Daughter of Sir Sir Henry Berkley of Tarlingtom in Com. 
Somerſ. Kut. had Iſſue by her ſixteen Children, whereof Williams 
his eldeft Son and Heir ſucceeded him in his Eſtate. 


Which William Godolpin, of Godolphin, Eſq; was created a 


Baronet the 29th of April 1661, and enjoying a great Fortune, 
choſe Retirement from all publick Buſineſs to the Time of his 
Death, departing this Life unmarried, at his Houſe in Swffo/k- 
Hreet, Auguſt 17, 1710, and was buried the zd of September 
following, in the South Ifle of Weftminter- Abbey, leaving his 
Eſtate to his Nephew the preſent Right Honourable the Earl of 


Godolphin. . 


Francis, ſecond Son, alſo died unmarried in the Reign f 


King Charles II. 
Of Sidney, third Son, I am principally to treat. 


Henry Godolphin, fourth Son of Sir Francis, had his Education 


in All- Souls College in Oxford, and took his Degree of Doctor 
of Divinity the 11th of 7 1685. On the 3oth of Ofober 
1695, he was inſtituted Provoſt of Eaton College, and Fuly 
18, 1707, was inſtalled Dean of the Cathedral Church of 
St. PauPs. He died at Eaton, near Windſor, 29 Fan. 1732-3, 
in the 84th Year of his Age, and enjoyed the Uk of his Faul. 
ties to the laſt. He was very exemplary for his Piety and Cha- 
rity, a great Encourager of Learning and Virtue, without Di- 
ſtinction of Party; and ſo careful in the Choice of the Perſons 
he preferred, that he was hardly ever deceived in any Inſtance. 
He has left many Marks of his Munificence at Eaton College, 
of which he was Provoſt 37 Years; and was a great Benefactor 
to the Bounty of Queen Anne for the Augmentations of ſmall 
Livings, to which he gave at one Time 4000 l. The |

He had been there but a very ſhort Time, 
before he wrote to Court, that the Durch abſolutely deſired the 
Peace, even upon the Terms propoſed by France; and had re- 
ſolved to ſend Monſieur Van Lewes to Exgland, to diſpoſe the 
EKing to be contented with them. 


Soon after Mr. Godolphix's Return, Sir William Temple was

| and many other noble Peers, out of their tender Regard to the 
Succeſſion, voted for a Regency: Nevertheleſs, when their Ma- 
jeſties King William and Queen Mary were proclaimed King and 


Queen of England, knowing his great Abilities and Integrity, 


they conſtituted him one of the Lords- Commiſſioners of the 


Treaſury, and the Management thereof ſeem'd wholly to de- 


rend on his Lordſhip, none of the other Commiſſioners (who 


were Charles Lord Mordant, after Earl of Peterborough, Henry 


Lord Delamere, afterwards Earl of Warrington, Richard Hamb-

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But ſuch was the Inveteracy of many of the Clergy, on their 
miſtaken Notions of the Church being in Danger (by his Lord- 
ſhip's bringing ſome into Offices, who were known Friends to 
the Proteſtant Religion and Succeſſion) that they continually 
maligned him; and Dr. Sachepere['s Sermon and Trial having 
ſpirited up the Change among the People, her Majeſty on the 
Sth of Auguſt 1710, was perſuaded to remove his Lordſhip 
from the Office of Lord High-Treaſurer of Graat- Britain; to 
the grear Regret of all her Majeſty's Allies, and of all who had 
at Heart the true Intereſt of their Country.

ce in his Behaviour. He was by Nature grave, reſerved, and 
cc racirurn, but without Arrogance or Scorn of others: And 
< when he moſt relaxed, and let himſelf into the grefteſt Free- 
* doms, they were ſuch as might be told abroad, without an 
« Hazard of his Fame or Virtue.” To which may be added, 
he was a great Encourager of Literature, and a good of 
Poetry. He promoted Dr. Davenant for his ingenious Eſſays 
on Peace at Home and War Abroad: And having a fight of 
Mr. Addiſon's Poem on the glorious Campaign of the Duke 
of Mar/borough, when it was carried on as far as the applauded 
Simile of the Angel, he ſo far approved of it, that he beſtowed 
on the Author, in a few Days after, the Place of Commiſſioner 
of the Appeals, vacant by the Removal of the famous Mr. Locke 
to the Council of Trade, which was alſo done by his Lord- 
ſhip's Intereſt. X | 
He married Margaret, at that time Maid of Honour to Ca- 
#herine Queen of England, fourth Daughter and one of the Co- 
heirs of Thomas Blague, Efq; (Groom of the Bed-· chamber to 


King Charles I. and King Charles II. Colonel of à Regiment of 


Foot, and Governor of Mallingford during the Civil War; Co- 
lonel of a Regiment, —— of ba Sint? and Laidqard 
Fort after the Reſtoration ) by whom he had Iſſue Fraxeis, now 
Earl of Godolphin, of whom ſhe died in Childbed, - arid was' bu- 
ried at Breage in Com. Cornub. the 16th of September, 1678. 
And his Lordſhip” was ſo much affected with her Death, that 
he ever after continued a Wido weer. ; 
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Which Francis Earl of Godolphin was born on the 3d of Sep- 
tember, 1678, and in his younger Years was bred at Eaton School, 
and afterwards at King e- College in Cambridge. As ſoon as his 
Lordſhip came-of Age, he was returned to Parliament for the 
Borough of Helſton, and was choſe one of the Knights of the 
Shire for the County of Oxford, in the Parliament of the 7th 
Year of Queen Anne. In the Year 1702,-he was made one of 
the Tellers of the Exchequer, and in 1705 Lord Warden of the 
Stannaries in Cornwall, On his Lordſhip's Reſignation of his 
Place of one of the Tellers of the Exchequer, he was conſti- 
tuted Cofferer to her Majeſty Queen Anne, as he was likewiſe 
(on the zd of October 1714) to his late Majeſty King George. 
On the 25th of May 1723, his Lordſhip was declared Groom 
of the Stole, and firit Gentleman of the Bed-chamber to his late 
Majeſty ; who the next Day making known his Intentions to 
his Privy-Council, that ſome Affairs called him Abroad for the 
Summer, his Lordſhip was appointed one of the Lords-Juſtices, 
during his Majeſty's Abſence : And was alſo one of the Lords- 
Juſtices, when the King went Abroad in the Years 1725 and 
1727. On the Acceſſion of our preſent Sovereign, he was again 
appointed Groom of the Stole, and firſt Gentleman of his Ma-. 
jelty's Bed-chamber, which Honour he reſigned in January, 
1734-5. On Fuly 7, 1733. his Lordſhip was appointed Gover- 
nor of the Illands of Scilly, and on the 23d of Fanuary follow- 
ing (8 George II.) was created Baron of Helffox in the County 
Cornwall, and to his Heirs Male, with Remainder to the 
Heirs Male of Henry Godo/phin, Doctor in Divinity, late Dean 
of St. Pauls, and Provoſt of Eaton College, deceaſed. Like- 
wile May 16, 1735, bis Lordſhip was ſworn Lord Privy-Seal, 
which he lately reſigned. 

His Lordſhip. married the Lady Henrietta, eldeſt Daughter 
and Co-heir of his Grace John, late Duke of Marlborough, who 
for his unparallell'd Services to the Nation, and the Confede- 
rated Powers of Europe, had his Honours entailed by Act of 
Parliament on his Daughters, and their Heirs Male, by virtue 
whereof ſhe was Dutcheſs of Marlborough on her Father's De- 
ceaſe; and was one of the Ladies of the Bed-chamber to her late 
Majeſty Queen Aune. Her Grace departed this Life on the 24th 
of October, 1733, His Lordſhip had Iſſue by her, | 

1. William Marquis of Blandford, who had all the Advantages 
of Education at Home, and travelled thro* moſt Parts of Europe 
for his greater Accompliſhment. He was one of the Repreſen- 
tatives of the Borough of Mvoaſtoct in the late Parliament. And 
in the Year 1730, was complemented by both the Univerfities 
of this Kingdom, with the Degree of Doctor of Laws; that of 
Cambridge was conferred on him at their Publick Commence- 
ment.

Chelmundele, Chelmundelly, Chel- 
monſleigh, Chelmundelegh, Cholmoneleigh, &c. as is evident from 
divers old Deeds in the Cuſtody of the Right Honourable the 
preſent Earl of Cholmondeley, fo Domeſday- Booł (which con- 
tains an Account of the Lands, Lordſhips, e+c.- in the ſeveral 
Counties in England, except We/tmor Cumberland, North- 
bumberland, and Durham, and was begun in 14 of Willem the 
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as the Rea. Boot in the Exchequer manifeſts, but was 
not finiſh'd till the 2oth, as the Book itſelf declares) it is wrote 
Calmumdelei, and at that Time was Part of the Poſſeſſions of 
Robert, Son of Hugh, Baron of Malpas, Which Hugh alſo held 
in Ceſtreſcire, as the ſame Book teſtifies ( beſides the Lordſhip of 
Calmundelei) the Manors of Bedesfeld, Burwardeſtone, Hurdinge- 
bery, Depenbeche, (now called Malpas) Tillelone, Criftetoze, 
Eghe, Hantone, Lawechedone, Dochintone, Cetelea, Broſſe, Over- 
tone, Cuntitone, Socheliche, Tuſigebam, Bicheley, Bieretone, Bur- 
wardeſley, Creuhalle, Tidniſtane, Briſſone, Bolebery, Tevertone, 
Spure/towe, Fentone, Sudetone, Butelege, and Coeneche. But the

He was five Times Sheriff of Cheſhire, * as alſo Sheriff of 
Flintſhire for ſore Years, and a long Time one of the two 
only Deputy - Lieutenants of Cheſhire, and for a good Space 
Vice-Preſident of the Marches of Wales, in the Abſence of the 
famous Sir Henry Sidney, Knt. Lord-Deputy of Ireland. He de-

Before he 
was Twenty-one Years of Age, he headed 130 Men, raiſed 
by his Father's Intereſts and Expence, and marched with them 
for the Suppreſſion of that Rebellion in the North, begun in 
the 12th Year of Queen Elizabeth, under the leading of the 
Earls of Weſtmorland and Northumberland, for reſtoring the 
Romiſb Religion: And the Queen's Forces having put them to 
flight, thoſe Earls, with other of the Conſpirators, were at- 
tainted in Parliament. He was twice the Queen's Eſcheator of 
the County of Cheſter, * viz. in 33 Eliz. and 41 Eliz. as allo 
Sheriff of the ſame County; and in 42 Eliz. was in a fpecial 
Commiſſion, with © the Lord Chancellor Egerton, Thomas Lord 
Buckhurſt Lord Treaſurer of England, and others, for the Sup- 
preſſion of Schiſm. He increaſed his Eſtare by his Marriage, 
and by divers Purchaſes, as appears by the Inquiſition after his 
Death in 43 Eliz. * which ſhews that he departed this Life 
on the 23d of Fuly the fame Year, and rhat Robert Cholmond- 
tey, Eſq; was his eldeſt Son and Heir, and of the Age of Seven- 
teen Years, on the 16th of June laſt paſt. He lies buried with 
his Anceſtors in the Chancel of the Family, in the Church of

in Com. Ceſtr. And by other Letters Patent, bearing Date on 
the 5th of March next enſuing, was created Earl of Leinſter in 
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Ireland. When the Royal Power was at an End, and the whole : 


Kingdom was under the Obedience of the Parliament, he was 


ſuffered to compound for his Eſtate, but paid no leſs a Fine 


for the Enjoyment of it, than 77427. He married Catharine, 
Daughter of John Lord Stanhope of Harrington, but died with- 
out lawful Iſſue, on the 2d of Ofob. 1659, and was buried by 
his Lady (who deceaſed June 15, 1657,) on the Sch of the 


ſame Month, in the Chancel of the Family at Malpas. Where- 


upon Robert his Nephew, Son of Hagbh his Brother, became 
Heir to his Eſtate. 

Which Hugh Cholmondeley, Eſq; married Mary, Daughter of 
Sir John Bodville of Bodville-Caſſie in Carnarvonſhire, and Aunt 
to the Lady Viſcounteſs Bodmiz, Mother to the Right Honour- 
able Ruſſe! Robarts, Earl of Radnor : He departed this Life at 
Bodville on 11 Sept. 1655, and was buried with his Anceſtors 
at Mal pat, having had Iſſue two Sons and three Daughters, but 
none of them left Iſſue, except Robert his eldeſt Son. 

Which Robert Cholmondeley, Eſq; ſucceeding his Uncle the 
Lord Cholmondeley and Earl of Leinſter, was, for his own great 
Merits, and the Services of his Anceſtors, dignified with the 
Title of Viſcount Cholmondeley of Kellis, formerly enjoyed by 
his ſaid Uncle, by Letters Patent bearing Date rhe 29th Day 


of March, 1661, in the 13th Year of King Charles II. His 


Lordſhip married Elixabeth, Daughter and Heir of George Cra- 


dock of Caverſwell-Caſtle in Staffordſbire, Eſq; and departing this 


Life in May, 1681, had Iſſue by her Hugh late Earl of Cholmon- 
deley, Robert ſecond Son, who died at We/tminſter-School, and 
was buried in the Abbey-Church of Weſtminſter, 14 Feb. 1678. 
George third Son, now Earl of Cholmondeley, and Richard fourth 


Son, buried in We/tminſter- Abbey, A. D. 1680. alſo one Daugh- 


ter Elizabeth, married to John Egerton of Egerton, and Oulton 
in Com. Ceſtr. Eſq; eldeſt Son and Heir of Sir Philip Egerton, 
ſecond ſurviving Son of Sir Rowland Egerton of Egerton, Knr. 
and Bart. and of his Lady Bridget, Daughter of Arthur Lord 
Grey of Wilton. 


Hugh the eldeſt Son ſucceeded his Father as Viſcount Chol- | 
mondeley of Kellis in Ireland, and joining with thoſe Patriots 


who oppoſed the arbitrary Meaſures of King Fames II. he was, 
on the Acceſſion of King William and Queen Mary to the 
Throne of theſe Realms, created Lord Cholmondeley of Nampt- 
wich, by Letters Patent dated 9 Martii, 1689, with Limitation 


of the Honour, for want of Iflue Male, on the Honourable * 


George Cholmondeley his Brother. On 27 March, 1705, he was 
ſworn of the Privy-Council to her Majeſty Queen Anne, and 


on 29 December, 1706, was advanced to the Digniry of Viſcount * 
Malpas, and Earl of Cholmondeley, with the like Entail on his 
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ſaid Brother George, late Earl of Cholmondeley. On 22 April, 
1708, his Lordſhip was conſtituted Comptroller of her Ma- 


: jeſtys Houſhold : And on the 1oth of May following, when a 


new Privy-Council was ſettled, according to an Act of Parlia- 
ment, on the Union of the two Kingdoms, he was again ſworn 
thereof; and on the 6th of October the ſame Year, appointed 


Z Treaſurer of her Majeſty's Houſhold. He was alſo conſtituted 


by her Majeſty, Lord-Lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of rhe 
County of Cheſter, and City and County of Chefter, and Lord- 
Lieutenant of North-Walzs ; but was removed from his Em- 
ployments in the Year 1713. 

On the Acceſſion of his late Majeſty, his Lordſhip was conſti- 


T tured Treaſurer of his Houſhold, and ſucceeded to the ſeveral 


Honours and Truſts from which he was removed at the latrer 


End of the Reign of the Queen; but dying unmarried on the 


18th of January, 1724-5, was ſucceeded in his Eſtate and Ho- 
nours by his only Brother George, late Earl of Cholmondeley. 
Which noble Lord, after being well grounded in Learning 


at Weſtminſter-School, and at Chriſt-Church in Oxford, betook 


himſelf to a military Life; and on King William's Acceſſion to 
the Crown, was made one of the Grooms of his Bed-chamber. 
His Lordſhip ſerved in all the Wars of that Reign as Colonel, 
Brigadier, and Major - General, both in Ireland and Flanders, 
and at the Battle of the Boyne commanded the Horſe-Grenadier 
Guards; likewiſe at the Battle of Steenkirk ( Auguſt 3, 1692, 
when his Majeſty attacked the French Army in their Camp, his 
Lordſhip particularly diſtinguiſhed himſelf, and was wounded. 
In the firſt Year of Queen Anse he was made Governor of the 
Forts of Graveſend and Tilbury ; and on the 1ſt of Fanzary, 
1703-4, declared Lieutenant-General of the Horſe. 

On his late Majefty's Acceſſion to the Throne, his Lordſhip 
continued in his Government of Graveſend and Tilbury Forts, 
as alſo Colonel of the Horſe-Grenadier Guards ; and ( Feb. 11, 
1714-5) was conſtitured Captain and Colonel of the Third 
Troop of Horſe-Guards ; likewiſe on the 15th of March fol- 
lowing, created Baron of Newborowgh in the County of Wexford 
in Ireland, and the firſt Peer of that Kingdom created by our 
late Sovereign. And his Majeſty taking further into conſidera - 
tion his great Merits and Services, was pleaſed to advance his 
Lordſhip to the Peerage of this Kingdom, by the Title of Baron 
of Newburgh in the Iſle of Angleſey, by Letters Patent bearing 
date the ad of July, 1716. On ſucceeding his Brother in his 
Eſtate and Titles, his Majeſty, on 20 March, was pleaſed to 
appoint his Lordſhip Lord-Lieutenant of the County of Cheſter, 
and of the City of Chefer, and alſo Cuſtos Rotulorum of the 
ſaid County of Cheſter ; and likewiſe Lord-Lieutenant of the 
Counties of gh, Montgomery, Flint, Merjoneth, ä 
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and Angleſey. His Lordſhip was alſo conſtituted on 25 March, | 
1725, Governor of the Town and Fort of Kingſton upon Hull ; | 


and on the 15th of April, 1727, made General of the Horſe; 


likewiſe in Ocrob. 1732, was appointed Governor of the Iſland * 
of Guernſey : And departing this Life at his Houſe at Whitehall | 
on the 7th Day of May, 1733, was ſucceeded by George his 


eldeſt Son and Heir by Elzabeth his Wife, Daughter to the 
Heer Van Baron Ruytenburgh by Anne - Elizabeth his Wife, 
Daughter of Lewis de Naſſau, Lord of Beverwort, and Niece 


to Henry de Naſſau, Seignor de Auverquerk, Velt- Marſhal of 


the Forces of the States-General, and Father of Henry the pre- 
ſent Earl of Grantham. By whom his Lordſhip had Iſſue ano- 
ther Son, Fames, who hath taken to Wife the Lady Penelope, 
Daughter and Heir of James Earl of Barrimore of the Kingdom 
of Ireland, and of Penelope his Wife, Daughter and Heir of Ri- 
chard late Earl Rivers. In Fanuary 1731, he was conſtituted 
Deputy-Governor of the Cattle of Cheſter ; alſo on the 25th of 
March following, was choſen a Member in the laſt Parliament 
for the Borough of Boſſiney in Cornwall; likewiſe appointed 
ſecond Lieutenant-Colonel in the third Troop of Horſe-Guards, 
commanded by his Father, on the 6th of April the ſame Year ; 
and is a Member in the preſent Parliament for the Borough of 
Camelford in Cornwall. | 
Alſo three Daughters, the Lady Henrietta, Lady Elizabeth, 
married on the 23d of Fanuary, 1730-1, to Edward Warren ot 
Poynton in Cheſbire, Eſq; and Lady Mary. 

His eldeſt Son, George, the preſent Earl of Cholmondeley, was 
a Member in the laſt Parliament for the Borough of Eaftlow, 
and in the preſent for the Borough of New-Windſor. He was 
on the firſt Inſtitution of the moſt Honourable Order of the 
Bath, inſtalled one of the Knights Companions ; and in 1727, 
was appointed Maſter of the Robes to his Majeſty. On the Ac- 
ceſſion of our preſent Sovereign, he was conſtituted one of the 
Commiſſioners of the Admiralty, and Governor of Cheſter. 
And on the Eſtabliſhment of the Houſhold of his Royal High- 
nels the Prince of Wales, was appointed Maſter of his Horſe. 
His Lordſhip ſucceeding his Father, was alſo conſtituted Lord- 
Lieutenant of North-Wales, and Lord-Lieutenant and Cuſtos 
Rotulorum of the County of Cheſter, and is alſo Chamberlain 
of Cheſter. In May 1735 (having reſigned his Poſt of Maſter 
of the Horſe to the Prince) he was conſtituted one of the Com- 
miſſioners of the Treaſury; and in May 1736, was appointed 
Chancellor of the Dutchy of Lancaſter, and ſworn of the Privy- 
Council. He married (A. D. 1723) Mary, only Daughter of

4 OME have deduced the Houſe of Harlai in France (one of the 
moſt eminent in that Kingdom) from a Branch of this anci- 
nt and noble Family in England And according to Moreri, there 
re French Authors of this Opinion; for he acknowledges, * It 
has been reported, they are derived from our Country: Tho' 
* others maintain that they are denominated from the Town of 
Arai, in the Franche Compte of Burgundy, and pretend to have 
Proof thereof,” 

The Family of HAR LEV, in England, is undoubtedly more 
ncient than the Norman Conqueſt ; and has been fo illuftrious, 
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that thoſe in France may be deſcended from it; though the Name 
may neither be of Saxon, or Britiſh, much leſs of French Extrac- it 
tion: For from Hurſla, a barbarous Latin Word, ſignifying a R

in Shropſhire (the ancient Seat of this Family) according to tbe 
learned Sir Henry Spelman.

I. he and Guich- 
ard de Charne had the Cuſtody of the Biſhoprick of Durham, and 
accounted for the Iſſues thereof to the King during the Vacancy *, 
viz, from the 13th of June to the 4th of Sept. the ſame Year, and

Guard of Burghs and Ovens, or Bake-houſes ; alſo 1193 J. 19 7. 
1 d. for Tallage aſſeſſed upon the Manors of the Biſhoprick, an 
other Sums for divers other Parts of the Revenue thereof ; in all, 
2620 J. 7 5. 94 d. In 24 Ed. I. the King grants to this Malcolm 


die Harleigh (as it was then wrote) ſtiling him his beloved Clerk, 


the Marriage of Margaret, eldeſt Daughter and one of the Heirs of 
Brian de Brampton, deceaſed, for his Nephew Robert de Harleigh, 
Son of Richard, dated at Vghtraghardar, 21 June. This Mal- 


calm dying in 26 Ed. I. the * King by Writ of Privy Seal, recit- 


ing that he was his Eſcheator on this Side Trent, and that Philip

Lord Clifford, who made it his Habitation, and had thence the 
Name of Clifford's Inn; Iſabel, the Widow of the ſaid Robert, 
having demiſed it to the Students of the Law, But though that

ſufficient to diſcharge all his Debts, for it is evident ſome of his 
Lands devolved on his Brother and his Deſcendants. 

I now return to Richard de Harley, elder Brother to the ſaid 
Malcolm, and his Executor, as before related. The firſt Mention 
I find of him is in 40 H. III. when he was attached to anſwer to 
a Plea of Richard, Son of Robert de Clifton, that he, with o- 
thers, came into the W ood of the faid Richard, Son of Robert, in 
Beldeſiworth, and that his Men, in the ſaid Wood, beat and abuſed 
the ſaid Richard and his Men contrary to the Peace, &c. And 
thereupon Richard de Harleigh pleaded, that the Wood was his 
Wood, and, finding ſome Trees felled, he carried them away, as 
he lawtully might. However, by Conſent, a Perambulation was 
made between the Wood of the ſaid Richard, Son of Robert de 
Clifton, and the Wood of the ſaid Richard de Harleigb, in Har- 
leigb. And that Odo de Hodenet, Stephen de Buterlegh, Peter de 

Muneton, and William de Leigchton, four Knights, reviewed the ſaid 
Perambulation, begun on the South of the Land of the Priory 
of N enlact, between the Wood and the Plain, by an old Hedge, 
to a great Elm; and awarded that the ſaid Richard de Harleigb 
may make a Hedge ſrom the Elm through Part of that Wood to 
the Green Oak, and from thence to the Wither'd Oak, and fo 
to another Wither'd Oak in the Plain. 

In the fame Year, he + was among thoſe of the County of Sa- 
lep, who, holding Lands in Capite by Knight's- Service, to the Va- 


lue of 15 J. per Ann. and not being a Anight, was ſummoned to 


take that Degree, or fine for the ſame.: 
In 48 H. III. the Barons, with Simon Montfort, Earl of Lei- 


ceſler, having taken Prince Edward (who was the valiant King 
Edward the Firſt) Prifoner, he was held in Cuſtody in Hereford 
Caſtle, when Roger Mortimer, Lord of JVigmore, contrived his 
Eſcape ; and, being aſſiſted by this Sir Richard Harley, they 
iſſued out from Migmore Caſtle, and delivered him. It appears 
from our Hiſtorians ?, and other Authorities, that Mortimer ſent 
the Prince a ſwift Horſe, with Intimation, that he ſhould obtain 
Leave to ride out for his Recreation into a Place called Hidmer/h, 


and upon Sight of a Perſon mounted on a white Horſe, at tbe 
Foot of Tulingten- Hill, and waving his Bonnet, he ſhould haſte © 
Accordingly, the Prince, on the 


Signal, ſetting Spurs to that Horſe, overwent thoſe about him;

I. 1297, he was * ſummoned to be ready with Horſe 
and Arms to attend the King at London, on Tueſday after the Oc- 
taves of St. John Bapti/t, to go with him beyond the Seas. In the 
ſame Year, * a Fine was levied by him and Burga his Wife, and 
Adam La Bolde, of the Manor of La Bolde, granted to them by the 
ſaid Adam, which they convey to him again for Life, paying a 
Roſe annually, Remainder to the faid Richard de Harleye, and 
Burga, and their Heirs. She was the ſole Daughter and Heir v of 
Sir Andrew de Willey, Son and Heir of Marrin de WWillegh, or Wil- 
ley, by Petronilla his Wife, Daughter and Heir of Robert, Son of 
Ode, Lord of Kinlegh in Com. Salop. And by this“ Match di- 
vers fair Lordſhips accrued to this Family, as Willey, Gretenton, 
IWValderhape, Malle under Eywozd, and Ruſbbury; beſide what 
came by the Heir of KXerlegh.

I. he obtained a Grant of Free Warren within his 
Lordſhips of Harleigh, Kenleigh, Willeigh, Gretenton, Hatton, Mil- 
derdehope, Nuſbbury, and La Bould. He was alſo in that Year Sheriff 
of Shropſhire, which was then an Office of great Truſt and Power, 
In 33, and 34 Ed. I.“ attending again in Parliament, as Re- 
preſentative of the County of Sa/zp, he had his Expences allowed: 
and, in 35 Ed. I, was elected, with Jahn de Dene, Knights for 
Shropſhire, being the longeſt Parliament in that King's Reign: 
Yet, as Pryn obſerves (in his fourth Part of A Brief Regiſter, &c. 
p. 28.) it laſted not full two Months; but in that Space made ſome 
good Laws, and tranſacted ſeveral grand Affairs, occaſioned by the 
Scots Rebellion, and Crowning Robert de Bruce their King, the 
Marriage of Prince Edward, and divers weighty publick Affairs. 
In the Reign of King Edward the Second, he was elected in 
four ſeveral Parliaments one of the Knights of the Shire for the 
County of Salpp', viz. in the fourth, fifth, eighth, and ninth of 
Edward the Second. In 3 Ed. II. he “* was one of three, with 
the Sheriff of Shropſhire, to whom the King directed his Letters, 
to put in Execution the Articles for obſerving the Statute made in 
the Parliament held at 7Yinchefter, In E Ed. II. 1311, having 
the Cuſtody of the Lands of the Knights Templars, and of the Bi- 
ſhop of Litchfield and Coventry, he had Command from the King 
to pay the Iſſues thereof into the Treaſury, on the Morrow of St. 
Hilary. In 7 Ed. II. he* and Villiam de Mortimer were aſlign'd 
uſtices of Aſſize for the County of Salop, and Cauſes were tried 
fore them, on the J/zdne/day before the Feaſt of St. Ethelbert, 
the King and Martyr. 
This Sir Richard Harley died ꝰ about 13 E. II. and Burga, his 
Widow, was ſtiled Lady of //llzgh and Kenlegh in Shropſhire, in 
an Acquittance dated 14 Ed.

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But, before I proceed to treat of him, it will 1 
to give ſome Account of Jobs Harley, Biſhop of Hereford. He 
was of a younger Branch of this Family, born towards the Be- 
ginning of King Henry VIII”'s Reign, admitted Fellow of Mag- 
dalen College about 1537 *, being then B. A. and Maſter of 
the Free School joining to that College. Afterwards proceeding 
in the Faculty of Divinity, he rook Holy Orders, became 
Preachet to the Earl of Warwick, afterwards Duke of Northum- 
berland, and Tutor to his Children. He was a zealous Preacher 
in Oxford againſt the Roman Catholicks, upon the Entrance of 
King Edward VI.“ and at length Chaplain to that Prince; 
who, for his effectual Promotion of the Reformed Religion, 
gave him a Prebendſhip of Worcefter, Anno 1551: After 
which, he was Rector of Upron upon Severn, and Vicar of Ke« 
derminſler in Worcefterſbire ; laſtly elected Biſhop of Hereford, 
and conſecrared the 26rh of May, 1553 ; but was deprived by 
Queen Mary * a few Months after, for refuſing to hear Maſs, 
and being married. As to his Merits and Abilities, we have 
inconteſtable Evidences of them, given by the famous John Le- 
land, who knew him perſonally, and has highly extolled him in a 
Latin Poem, for his great Vittue and Learning, eſpecially in the 
Claſſical Authors and Poets, and for the Delicacy of his own 
Poetical Compoſitions ; but what he has particularly publiſhed, 
neither this Author, Bale, nor Pits relate. He removed from 
Place to Place to avoid Perſecution, and comfort the diſtreſſed 
Remnant of Proteſtants, but died in one of theſe Journics 
about England, in the Reign of Queen Mary. .

laſt Year of that Queen, and in the firſt of King Fames. In 
which Year he had © a Grant from that King of the Honour and 
Caſtle of Wigmore: Was likewiſe © in this Reign, of the Coun- 
cil to William Lord Compton, Preſident of Males. He was very 
conſiderable in his Time for his Affluence of Fortune, and great 
Abilities, and diſtinguiſhed his Sagacity by the Counſel he gave 
K. James I. foretelling the Miſchiefs which would overtake the 
Meaſures then in purſuit ©, and that rhey would involve his Ma- 


Jeſty, or his Son, in a War with his People; which accordingly- 


came to though above twenty Yezrs after, and he lived not 
himſelf long enough to ſee his Predictions verified. After this 
ſincere Delivery of his Sentiments, he retired from the Court, 
and Service of the State, though not without Marks of Ho- 
nour and Favour from King Charles I and employed his plen- 
tiful Fortune in Acts of Hoſpitality. | 

He married Margaret, Daughter of Sir Andrew Corbet, of

His Mother died when he was very 
young, and he received his firſt Inſtructions in Literature from 
his Uncle Richard Harley, a Man of noted Wit and Learning, 
by whom being accompliſhed for the Univerſi:y, his Father ſent 
him to Oriel College in Oxford, where he ſtudied under the 
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Care of ati able Tutor, Mr. Cadwallader Owen. He continued 
there four Years, and took his Degree of Batchelor of Arts *. 
And thence removed to the Middle Temple in London, where 
he aſfociated with Men of the firſt Rank in that Society, and 
refided there till the Coronation of King James, at which he was 
made one of the Knights of the Bath, July 25, 1603. He 
was in the next Year, on the 16th of 7h, made Forreſter of 
Boring wood, alias Bringwood Fore, in Com. Hereford ®, with 
the Office of the Poterſbippe, and Cuſtody of rhe Foreſt or

his Heirs and Afgns for ever, for a weekly Market“ and a 


Fair annually at Figmore in Herefordſhire. He was elected 
Knight of the Shire for the ſaid County? in the 21ſt Year of 
King James's Reign, and was put into the Commiſſion of the 
Peace, as was alſo his Father * in the iſt of King Charles I. In 
the ſecond Year of that King's Reign, an Indenture was made, 
dared 8 Nov. 1626, between the King and Sir Robert Harley, 
Knight of the Bath, for coining the Monies of Silver and 
Gold; * accordingly he was conſtituted Maſter and Worker of 
the Mint, by Letters Patent, dated 12 Dec. following. To this 
Office was annex d a Salary of four thouſand Pounds per An. 
as Whitlock obferves; * and that after the King's Murder, the 
Parliament having ordered a new Coin to be ſtamp'd, Sir Ro- 
bert Harley refuſed to coin with any other Stamp than that of 
the King: Whereupon the Parliament ordered that a Trial of 


the Pixe, ſhould be made at Sir Robert Harleys Expence ; and 
removed him from his Place, White he enjoyed it, to the | 


great Improvement of our Coin, he introduced that famous 
Artiſt as Symonds, to be Graver of the Dyes for the 


Mint. He was one of the leading Members, as Repreſenta- 


tive for the County aforefaid*, in the Parliaments of King 
Charles I, alſo Captain of a Troop of Horſe in the Parliament 


Service; and had a conſiderable Influence in the Publick Af 


fairs, as may further appear in the printed Hiſtories of thoſe 
Times. * In April x642, he was choſen, by the King, one of 
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the Commiſſioners and Council for the adviſing, ordering, and 
diſpoſing all Things concerning the Government and Defence 
of the Kingdom of Ireland. It appears by Books dedicated to 
him, that he was a great Patron of Religion and Learning; an 
Enemy to Oppreſſion, Bigotry, and Hypocriſy ; and protected 
the Puritan Miniſters agaiaſt the Violence of the Courts of 
High Commiſſion, and Star-Chamber. 

He was thrice married; firſt to Anne, Daughter of Charles 
Barret, of Belhesſe, in Avetey, in Eſſex, Eſq; by whom he had 
a Son named Thomas, who died young, and ſhe was buried at 
Cuxton, near Rocheſter in Kent, where there is a handſom Mo- 
nument erected for her. Secondly, he married Mary, Daugh- 
ter to Sir Francis Newport, of High Ercal, in Com. Salop, af- 
terwards Lord Nez:pore, and Aunt to the Earl of Bradford, by 
whom he had Iſſue Jobn, born at Bramton Caſtle, Octob. 18, 
1607, and afterwards buried at Bucknel ; alſo eight Children 
more, who all died young”. This Lady Mary, their Mother, 
was buried at Bramton Brian, 5 Aug. 1622. He took to his 
third Wife Brilliana, ſecond Daughter of Eduara Viſcount 
Conway, (one of the greateſt Men of that Age, both in Camp 
and State) by Dorothy his Wife, Daughter to Sir Fobn Tracy, 
of Todington in Com. Glonceſter, Knt. Siſter to Mary, Wife of 
that great General Sir Horace Vere, Lord Vere of Tilbury ; by 
which he became related to the Veres Earls of Oxford, Holles 
Earls of Clare, and ſeveral other noble Families. This Mar- 
riage was ſolemnized the 22d of July, 1623: And by the ſaid 
Lady Brilliane, he had Iſſue firſt Sir Edw. Harley, hereafter-men- 
tioned. Secondly, Sir Robert Harley, Knt. * who married the 
eighth of Feb. 1670, Edith, Daughter of. Pembrugge, Eſq; 
and Widow of Major Hinton, but died Iflueleſs, and was alſo 
buried at Bramton, Nov. 18, 1673. Thirdly, Thomas Harley of 
Kinſham-Court, in Com. Hereford, Eſq; who by Abigail his 
Wife, Daughter of Sir Richard Saltinſtall, Knt. had four Sons, 
who died Iffueleſs. Sir Robert had alſo four Daughters, Bri/- 
liana, Wife of James Stanley, ſecond Son of Sir Robert Stan- 
25 Knt. who was ſecond Son to William Earl of Derby ; Dro- 
thy Wife of William Mitchell in the County of Norfolk, Eſq; 
Margaret and Elizabeth, who died unmarried. 

His Lady Brilliana, ſo chriſtened, becauſe born while her 
a Father was Governor of the Brill, was highly celebrated for her 

Prudence and Valour in the late Civil Wars; having v fo He- 
rojcally defended her Husband's Caſtle of Bramton, againſt the 
* powerful Army that invaded it; which after many Attacks 
N were obliged to raiſe the Siege meerly through her skillful Ma- 
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nagement of Treaties with the Adverſaries, and exemplary Cou- 
rage, that enimated the Defendants ; well becoming a Deſcen. 8 
dant from her Warlike Anceſtors. This Siege of Bramton 
was begun on 26 July 1643, * and laſted ſeven Weeks, in 
which Time moſt of the Town was burnt; and this gallant 2 


Lady dying in October following, the Caſtle was a ſecond time 


beſieged. After a long and brave Defence, tho* made by Sir 
Robert Harley's Servants only, and the Enemy's Cannon 
having laid all the Walls and Outworks in Ruin, it was 
ſurrender'd and burnt, as was alſo his Caſtle of Vigmore, (the an- 
cient Seat of the Mortimers) together with the Church of Bran- 
ton; his two Parks and Warren laid waſte ; beſides above 40 
Dwelling-houſes deſtroyed. And as the Family had been all a- 
long addicted to the Love of Literature, as well as the Exerciſe 
of Arms, an extraordinary Library of Manuſcript and printed 
Books, which had been collected from one Deſcent to another, 
alſo periſhed in Bramtox Caſtle, at the ſaid Demolition, and 
Sack thereof; the whole Loſs amounting, as it has been com- 


puted, to above Fifty Thouſand Pounds. Sir Robert Harley want- 
ed not Fortitude, hereditary and acquir'd, to ſuſtain theſe Dil- 
aſters, living ſeveral Years after them, and at laſt died of thoſe 


Infirmities, the Stone and Gout, to which the old Age he ar- | 
rived at is moſt commonly incident, on the 6th of November, 


and was interred with his Anceſtors at Bramton Brian on the 


tenth of December following, Anno 1656. His Funeral Sermon 
was preached the Day of his Interment, by the Reverend Mr. 


James Froyſeld, who ſoon after publiſhing the ſame, dedicated 


to his Son Colonel Edward Harley, we refer thereto for his 


further deſerved Praiſe. 


This Colonel Edward Harley ſucceeded his Father, as his z 
eldeſt Son and Heir, in his Eſtate and Virtues. And being a 


Man of great Integrity was deſervedly advanced to great Ho- 


nour. He was baptiſed at igmore, October 21, 1624. and was 
educated at Magdalen-Hall in Oxford, tho' he did not abide © 
long there. He was one of the Knights of the Shire for 
Hereford with his Father in the laſt Parliament called by King 


Charles I. and upon the Eruption of the Civil War, he wa 


Colonel of a Regiment which he raiſed himſelf, In one of © 
his firſt Engagements in the Year 1642, he was ſhot with 2 ® 
Muſket Ball, which he bore in his Body fifty-eight Years, even 
to his Grave. He diſtinguiſhed his Valour and Expertneſs in 
Arws in ſeveral Battles, and in the Year 1644 was © made Go- 3 
vernor of Monmouth; alſo, the Year after, of Cannon-Frome, © 
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a Garriſon between Worce/ter and Hereford, In 1647 he was 
one of the Eleven Members in the Houſe of Commons, who, 
by reaſon of their Firmneſs in promoting a Peace with the 
King, were impeached by the Army, and by Power thereof, 
excluded the Houſe. In 1656, being choſen by the County of 
Hereford, one of their Repreſentatives in Parliament; and Oli- 
ver Cromwell having ſecluded him with ſeveral other Members 
who would not be ſubſervient ro him, he was one of thoſe 
who ſigned and publiſhed a Remonſtrance, That they would 
wot be frighted or flatter'd to betray their Country, and give up 
their Religion, Lives and Eſtates, to be at his Will, to ſerve his 
lawleſs Ambition. And, in very pathetic Terms, ſet forth the 
Depredations of the ſaid Protector, and the Power he had aſſu- 
med ; proteſting, that the Aſſembly at Veſiminſter was not the 
Repreſentative Body of England; and That all ſuch Members as 
ſhall take on them to approve the forcible Excluſion of other choſen 
Members, or ſhall fit, Vote, or att by the Name of the Parliament 
of England, while, ro their Knowledge, many of the choſen Mem- 
bers are ſo by force ſhut out, ought to be reputed Betrayers of the 
Liberties of England, and Adherents to the capiral Enemy of the 
Commonwealth. 

In the Parliament which reſtored King Charles II. he was 
one of the Members for the County of Hereford. He appro- 
ved himſelf ſuch a faithful Aſſertor of the Royal Cauſe, and 
was ſo inſtrumental to the Reſtorarion, that meeting the King 
at his firſt Return to his Dominions, his Majeſty made hin 
Cuſtos Rotulorum of the County of Radnor ; and having been 
intruſted with the Government of Dzxkirk by General Monk, 
he preferred a Petition to the Council, which Mr. Arueſley re- 
ported to the Houſe of Commons on June 29, 1660, * which 
was referred to a Committee to take into Conſideration the 
Eſtabliſhment of the Government there, what Number of Men 
would be neceſſary to be continued, and upon what Pay, and 
thereupon to prepare an Eſtabliſhment, and report it to the 
Houſe, with their Opinion how Proviſion may with moſt Con- 
veniency be made for the ſettled Payment thereof. 

His ſaid Government of Duxkirk was ſoon after confirmed 
by the King's Grant, (of which there are Copies in the Offices 
of Records) and was drawn up in theſe Words : .

Willinge and hereby ſtreightly chargeinge and 
commanding all our Officers, as well civill as martiall, and all, 
and all manner our loveinge Subjects within our ſaid Towne, 
Porte and Garriſon of Dunkirke and Mardyke, and Places afore- 
faid, to be aydeinge, aſſiſtant, and obedient unto the ſaid Colo- 
nell Edward Harley, or any other authoriſed by, or under him 
as aforeſaid, in the due Execution of his ſaid Office and Place 
as they and everie of them will anſweare the contrary att their 
Perills, In witneſs whereof, Wee have cauſed theſe our Letters 
to be made Patents. Witnes Our Selfe at H/e/tmin/ter the 
Fourteenth Day of Julie in the Twelfth Yeare of our Reign.

He came over to attend the King's Coronation in April 166 t, 
and was one of thoſe preferred by his Majeſty to the honoura- 
ble Order of the Bath. During the ſhort Space of Time he 
held this Government of Dunkirk, he * recruited the Garriſon 
to above nine thouſand Men, and began many Fortifications, 
which were afterwards perfected by the French. And as a ſin- 
gular Pattern of incorruptible Fidelity, be it remember'd to his 
laſting Glory, that no Honours, no Rewards, could make him 
act contrary to the Intereſt of his Country. He was fo far 
from uniting with thoſe who conſented to the Sale of Dunkirk 
to the French, that he ſtrenuouſly oppoſed ir, and, by his In- 
tereſt, got the * Houſe of Commons to paſs a Reſolution to 
3 an Act that it ſhould never be alienated, but be made 4 

art of the King's hereditary Dominions. Nor could he be 
prevailed on by Threats, or Promiles, or even by great Bribes, 
to relinquiſh that Reſolution. And it muſt be more particular- 
ly remember d that he refuſed the Dignity of Peerage; alſo 
an Offer made him, by a certain Great Man, of Ten Thou- 
ſand Pounds, to be paſſive in the Surrendry of that Place, and 
forbear his Proſecution of a Law to annex Dunkirk to the 
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Crown of England. However, the Court being determined 
ro ſell the Town, he received the following Order at Duzkir 

on the 25th of May, by the Hands of Major Floyd:

It appears that the King allowed 1200 J. weekly for maintain- 
ing the Garriſon of Dunkirk and Mardyke, * and that Sir Ed- 
ward Harley left in the Hands of Thomas de la Vall, Deputy- 
Treaſurer of Dunkirk, 127752. 15 s. for which the Lord Re- 
rorfort, his Succeſſor, afterwards Earl of Tivior, gave his Re- 
ceipt, bearing Date 29 May 1661. 

In 1662, upon the Expence of the King's Marriage, and 
that of ſettling the Queen-Mother in a ſplendid Court at So- 
merſet Houſe, France took the Opportunity to compleat their 
Bargain for Dunkirk. © The firſt Motion to the King for com-

tc Rutherfort the Governour had increaſed to an exorbitant De-

fold for 500000 J. and ingloriouſly put into the Poſſeſſion of 
the French under the Government of the Count D'Eftradss, 
the Engiiſh Governor, ( Rutherſort) with two Companies 
guarding the Gates, at their Entrance, and delivering the Keys. 

When Sir Edward Harley returned into England, and had 
delivered up his Accounts, which appeared unexceptionable to 
the Council, he took his Leave of the King on that Occaſion, 
and told him before the Duke of Albemarle, That the Guns,

He married in March 1725, Martha eldeſt Daughter of Job 
Morgan of Tredegar in Monmouthſbire, and Siſter to the late 
Sir William Morgan, Knight of the Bath, by whom he hath 
Iſſue, now living, five Sons and a Daughter, all born in Lon- 
dom, viz. Edward, born 2 Sept. 1726, Robert, _ 19, 1727, 
Joba, Sept. 29, 1728, Thomas, Aug. 24, 1730, William, May 30, 
1733, and a Daughter Martha, born 23 Nov. 1736; alſo Sa- 
rah, who died April 28, 1737, in the ſeventh Year of her 


_ Nathanael, the youngeſt ſurviving Son of Sir Edward Har. 
ley, was baptized 6 March, 1665, and bred a Merchant. He 
died at Aleppo in Jan. 1719-20. Sir Edward had alſo a Son 
named Brian, who died young, and a Daughter named Abi- 
gail, born 1664, who died unmarried O#. 4, 1726. 

His eldeſt Son, Robert Harley, Eſq; was born in Bou-Street, 
in the Pariſh of St. Paul Covent-Garden, the 5th of December, 
1661. After his Education at a School in Oxfordſhire, being de- 
ſigned for the Army, he paſſed the Exerciſes requiſite for Military 
Preferment, at Major Fouberts Academy. The Ferment rifing 
in the Nation for Liberty, Sir Edward Harley, and this his 


eldeſt Son, raiſed a Troop of Horſe at their own Expence, and 


marched to Worceſter, of which Place, Sir Edward was made Go- 
vernor by the Gentlemen of the County, and his two Sons were 
by him ſent to tender his and their Services to the Prince of 
Orange, and to give his Highneſs an Account of the Poſture of 
Affairs in thoſe Parts. | 

On the Acceſſion of King William and Queen Mary, he 
was firſt choſen Member of Parliament for Tregony in Corn- 
wall, and afterwards ſerved for the Town of Radnor, till 
he was called up to the Houſe of Lords. On the 26th of 
Dec, 1690, he was one of the .nine Members choſen, by 
the Houſe of Commans, Commiſſioners for ſtating the — * 
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lick Accounts, On the 11th of Feb. 1700-1, he was choſen 
SPEAKER of the Houſe of Commons; and that Parliament being 
diſſolved the ſame Year by King William, and a new one call'd, 
he was again choſen SPEAKER on the 31ſt of Dec. following; 
alſo in the firſt Parliament called by Queen Anne, he was elec- 
ted SPEAKER, whereby he had that Dignity in three ſucceſ- 
five Parliaments. 

On the 17th of April, 1704, he was ſworn of her Ma- 
jeſty's Privy-Council ; and on the, 18th of May following, 
ſworn in Council one of the Principal Sectetaries of State, being 
alſo Speaker of the Houſe of Commons ar the ſame Time. 

In 1706 he was oppomned one of the Commiſſioners for the 
Treaty of Union with Scotland, which took effect, and reſigned 
his Place of Pricipal Secretary of State in February 1707-8. 
On the 1oth of Auge, 1710, he was conſtituted one of the 
Commiſſioners of 'the Treafury, 'alſo Chancellor and Under- 
Treaſurer of the Exchequer. And having three Days after been 
again ſworn of the Privy-Council, he was on the 8th of March 
following, in great Danger of his Life; the Marquiſs of G 
card, a French Papiſt (then under Examination of a Committee 
of the Privy-Council at Whitehall) making a deſperate Attempt 
to ſtab him, and wounded him with a Penknife which he took 
up in the Clerk's Room, where he waited before he was exa- 
mined; but the Lords ſtanding in their own Defence, re- 

the Aſſaſſin, who died in Newgate the 17th of the 
Month.

the 6th of Juz, 1457, to the 6th of July, 1459. In 38 H. VI. 
n chard late Earl of War- 
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wick, had entered the Town of Sandwich, and done great Da- 
mage there, and in ſome Parts of Suffolk, he was, with the Duke 
of Norfolk, and others of Diſtinction, of the Counties of Nor- 
Folk and Suffolk, commiſſioned ® to ſummon ſuch of his liege 
People in the ſaid Counties, as they think moſt fit to go againſt 
the ſaid Rebels to ſuppreſs them. This Sir Philip married Mary, 
Daughter to John Lord Clifford of Weſtmorland, by whom he 
had Iſſue Sir Henry Wentworth of Nettlefled his Son and Heir. 
The ſaid Henry Wentworth in 14 Ed. IV. was in that Expe- 
dition into France, on which Account he received 811. 185. 
for himſelf, four Men, and 24 Archers. On 17 Far. (1477) 
18 Ed. IV. he was made one of the Knights of the Bath, with 
others of Diſtinction, at the Marriage of Richard Duke of York, 
the King's ſecond Son, with the Daughter and Heir of John 
Movubray Duke of Norfolk, and then but five Years of Age. In 
4 H. VII. he was commiſſioned to ? examine what Numbers of 
Archers, armed and arrayed, could be provided at the King's 
Expence in the County of Suffolb, and to certify the Number 
thereof, the King being about to ſend an Army for the Relief of 
Brittany. Alſo in 7 H. VII. he was * commiſſioned with Thomas 
Earl of Surrey, and others, to confer with the King's Subjects in 
the County of Tork, about raifing a Supply for the Maintenance 
of the Fleet and Army he was fending againſt the French. He 


married Anne, Daughter to Sir Jobn Say, Knr. by whom he had 


Iſſue Sir Richard Wentworth his Son and Heir, and three Daugh- 


ters, Dorothy married to Sir Robert Broughton, Knt. Margaret to 


Sir Jobs Seymour, Knt. Father by her of Edward Duke of So- 
merſet, Lord Protector of King Edward VI. and the Realm; 
and Elizabeth to Sir Roger Darcy of Danbury in Eſſex, Knt. and 


| ſecondly to Sir Thomas Windham, Knt. 


Which Sir Richard Wentworth was made one of the Knights 
of the Batb at the Coronation of King Henry VIII. and was 
7 Sheriff of the Counties of Norfo/k and Suffolk in the 1it and 
Ich Years of that Reign. And in 12 H. VIII.“ attended on the 
King and Queen to Canterbury, and from thence to the Inter- 
view with the French King at Hardres. He married Anne Daugh- 
ter of Sir James Tirrell of Gipping in Suffolk, Knt. by whom be 
had Iſſue Thomas his Son and Heir, and three Daughters, Doro- 
thy married to Lionel Tolmaſh of Helmingham in Suffolk, Eſq; An- 
ceſtor to the Earl of Dy/err, Margery to Chriſtopher Glembam of 
Glemham, and Thomaſin to Richard Punder of Ipſwich, both in 
the County of Suffolk, Eſqs. 

Which Thomas Wentworth being in that Expedition made into 
France in 15 H. VIII. and having valiantly behaved himſelf at 
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the taking of Bray and Montdidier*, received the Honour of 
Knighthood, with ſeveral other Perſons of Diſtinction, in the 
chief Church of Roy on Allballows-Day. Aſter which, in conſi- 
deration of his great Merits, he was ſummoned to Parliament by 
Writ among the Peers of the Realm in 21 H. VIII. and the Year 
following was among thoſe Lords who ſubſcribed that Declara- 
tion ſent to the Pope, repreſenting, that if he did not confirm 
the Divorce of King Henry VIII. from his Queen, he would 

r his Supremacy in Esgland. In 24 H. VIII. he attended 
on the King to his Interview with the French King at Bologn ; 
and in 37 H. VIII. was “ commiſſioned to array all Men able to 
bear Arms in the County of Sf. 

In the Reign of King Edward VI. he was Lord Chamberlain 
of the Houſhold, and one of the Privy-Council; and * accom- 
panied William Marquis of Northampton in 2 Ed. VI. to ſup- 
pres the Norfolk Rebels headed by Kerr the Tanner. The fol- 
lowing Year he obtained a Grant from the King of the Manors 
of Stepney, and Hactaey, which was confirmed in 1 Elia. by 
Act of Parliament. And dying in his Place of Lord-Chamber- 
lain, on the 3d of March, 1550, 5 Ed. VI. was buried the 7th 
of the fame Month in We/tmin/ter Abbey. He married Margaret, 
Daughter of Sir Adrian Forteſcue, Knt. by Anne his Wife, Heir 
to Sir William Storore, Knt. and having had Iſſue eight Sons 
and nine Daughters, was ſucceeded is Bier and Eſtate by 
Thomas bis eldeſt Son and Heir. 

This Thomas Lord Wentworth, in the Life-time of his Fa- 
ther, was in that Expedition made into Scotland in 1 Ed. VI. 
when the Scortiſb Army was defeated at Mwſſeborough, in which 
Battle having worthily behaved, he a few Days after, on the 
28th of September, received the Honour of Knighthood in the 
Camp belide Roxborough. In 6 EA VI. he had Summons. to Par- 
liatnent among the Peers of the Realm; and being about that 
Time made Deputy of Caluit, was ſhortly after removed from 
that Truſt, by reaſon of his Youth and Inexperience, as Hey- 
ward writes in his Hiſtory of Edward VI. 

Adhering to Queen Mary, he was on her Acceſſion ſworn of 
the Privy-Council, and again made Deputy of Calais, and ſo 
continued till the Surrender thereof to the Duke of Gui/e, in the 
th Year of that Reign; for which he was (tho' a Priſoner in 
Fraxce ) indicted ot High Treaſon ; but Queen Marys Death 

ing ſoon after, he on the 22d of April, in the 1ſt Year 
of Queen Elizabeth's Reign, was brought to his Trial in H. 
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minſter-Hall, and being heard, was acquitted by his Peers. After 
which in 15 Elz. he was one of the Lords who fare in Judg. 
ment on Trial of the Duke of Norfo/k; alſo in 29 Eliz. on 
Trial of the Queen of Scots. And departed this Life in 33 Eliz. 
havihg had Iſſue by Anne his Wife, Daughter of Sir John Went- 
worth of Gosfield in Eſſex, Knt. two Sons, and a Daughter Eli- 
zabeth, married to William Son and Heir to Sir Francis Hynde 
of Madingle in Cambridgeſhire, Knt. | 
William, his eldeſt Son, married Elizabeth Daughter to Wil- 
liam Lord Burleigh, but dying without Iſſue in the Life-time of 
his Father, Heury the youngeſt Son ſucceeded to the Title and 
Eſtate, which he enjoyed but a ſhort Time, dying in 36 Eli. 
having had Iſſue by Anne his Wife, Daughter to Sir Owen H 
ton, Knt. Lieutenant of the Tower in the Reign of Queen EA. 
zabeth, Widow of Sir William Pope, Knt. Thomas his Son and 
Heir, Heury, and Fane, Wife of Sir Jobn Finnet of Weſthele in 
Com. Linc. Knt. : | 
Thomas Lord Wentworth, his Son and Heir, was made Knight 
of the Bath at the Creation of Henry Prince of Wales. And in 
the Reign of King Fames behaved himſelf with ſuch extraordi- 
Prudence, that he gained the Eſteem of that Monarch. 
He was among thoſe Lords, who in the Year 1621 petitioned 
his Majeſty, concerning the Advancement of Engliſh Gentle- 


men to be Peers of Scotland, or Ireland, in Prejudice to the 


Peers of England and their Children; which tho' diſtaſteful to 
the King, yer he ſo far complied, that he after made no new 
Creation. 

He was likewiſe greatly favoured 'by King Charles his Suc- 
ceſſor, who advanced him on the 5th of February, in the iſt 

Year of his Reign, to the Title of Earl of Cleveland in Com. 
Ebor. And having ſerved in the Wars in the Low-Countries, he 
commanded under the Duke of Buckingham in his Expedition 
into France; and afterwards was made Captain of the of 
Penſioners, in which Place, and other Employments, he mani- 
feſted his exemplary. Loyalty throughout the whole Courſe of 
the Civil Wars, valiantly behaving himſelf in ſeveral Encoun- 
ters with the Rebels, particularly at the Defeat of Sir William 
Waller in 1644, at Cropredy, where he * routed his Army, and 
took ſeveral Priſoners; Bur on the 27th of October the ſame 
Year, at the ſecond Battle of Newberry, having charged the Left 
Wing of the Rebels Horſe, and forced them back in great Con- 
fuſion, and being immediately charged by another Body, whom 
he alſo defeated, he 5 engaged himſelf to far, that by the Badneſs 
of his Horſe, which fell under him, he was unfortunately taken 
Priſoner, and ſo continued a confiderable Time, tho? it was 
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v ordered by the Parliament on the 31ſt of March following, 
that he ſhould be exchanged for Colonel Jones; but it appears 
he was a Priſoner on the gth of Faly, 1646, when it was or- 
dered that he ſhould have Liberty on Bail to go into the Coun- 
try for three Weeks for his Health: At the Expiration of which, 
he had his Liberty * allowed him a Month longer ; and on the 
zd of September was | releaſed, on ingaging his Honour to the 
Lieutenant of the Tower to render himſelf again, if required by 
the Parliament. Being afterwards remanded back into Cuſtody, 
he had again his Liberty ® allowed him for three Months by Or- 
der of Parliament on the 6th of September, 1648, on his I - 
ment'of his Honour to ſurrender himſelf then, if required. 
long Impriſonment could not deter him from again eſpouſing the 
Royal Cauſe; for I find he accompanied his Majeſty into Scor- 
land in the Year 1650, where ſoon after his Arrival, he, with 
ſeveral other noble Gentlemen, were ordered to depart the King- 
dom for refuſing to take the Covenant: But being to have 
Money to tranſport himſelf, which they neglected to furniſh 
him with, he ſtayed with his Majeſty till the Battle of Worceſter, 
wherein he behaved with great Gallantry, and having rallied 
ſome ſcattered Forces, * charged the Enemy as they were enter- 
ing the Town, which, tho' ineffectual, was the Means to facilitate 
his Majeſty's Eſcape, who had otherwiſe been in Danger of being 
taken in the Town. After. which this couragious Nobleman 
(tho? above ſixty Years of Age) made his Eſcape from Wor- 
cefter ; and having marched twenty-one Days together upon a 
trotting Horſe, had the ill Luck to be again * taken Priſoner at 
Woodcot in Shropſbire, from whence he was conveyed to the 


Tower of London. He lived to ſee the Reſtoration of King. 


Charles II. and accompanied his Majeſty in his triumphant En- 
try thro* London, at the Head of 300 Noblemen and Gentle- 
men; and on the Death of the Earl of Norwich, in the Year 
1662, he was again made Captain of the Band of Penſioners, 
which Place he enjoyed till his Death on the 25th of March, 
1667, in the 76th Year of his Age, and was buried at Trdding- 


ton in Bedfordſhire. 

. By Ane his firſt Wife, Daughter of Sir Jobs Crofts of Sax- 

ham in Suffolk, Knt. who was buried at Tuddingron on the 7th 

of January, 1637, he bad Iſſue three Sans, Thomes Lord Went- 

worth, William, and Charles, who both died young ; alſo three 
erz, Anne, who died an Infant, Mary, who died unmar- 

ried, and another Azze, married to Jahn Lord Lovelace. His

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ſecond Lady was Catharine, Daughter and Coheir to Sir Fob 
Wentworth of Gosfield in Eſſex, Bart. and by her, who was alſo 
buried at Tuddington on the ad of December, 1651, he had an 
only Daughter Catharine, married to William Spencer of Cople 
in Bedfordſhire, but died without Iſſue. 

Thomas Lord Wentworth, his eldeſt Son, was ſummoned to 
Parliament in 16 Car. I. and behaved hiniſelf with extraordinary 
Bravery during the Civil Wars againſt the Rebels: Alſo in the 
Year 1652, was ſent into Denmark to ſolicite Aſſiſtance on his 
Majeſty's Behalf; but dying in the Life-time of his Father, on 
the 7th of March, 1664, without Iſſue Male, the Titles of Earl 
of Cleveland, & c. became extinct, and the Barony of Wenr- 
worth deſcended to his only Daughter and Heir Henrietta, who 
dying unmarried on the 23d of April, 1686, it devolved on 


Anne Daughter to Thomas Earl of Cleveland, and Wife to 7oh n 


Lord Lovelace. Which Lady departed this Life on the 7rh of 
May, 1697, having ſurvived Fohn Lord Lovelace her Son and 
Heir, who died without Iſſue Male on the 26th of September, 
1693, leaving Martha his only Daughter and ſole Heir, her Suc- 
ceſſor in the Barony of Wentworth, 

This Martha Lady Wentworth attended at the Coronation of 
Queen Azze as Baronels Wentworth of Nettlefted, which Title 
was adjudged to her in Parliament by Deſcent, and confirmed 
in 1702. She was married to Sir Hewry Fohn/on of Bradenham 
in Com. Bucks, Knt. who died on the 29th of September, 1719, 
having had no Iflue by ber, but by his firſt Wife had an only 
Daughter Anne, now Counteſs of Strafford. 

I now return to William Wentworth of Wentworth Woodhouſe, 
eldeſt Son and Heir of William Wentworth and Iſabel Daughter 
and Coheir of William Pollington. Which William was knighted, 
and by T/abel his Wife, Daughter and Heir of Robert Hutton of 
Hutton, by Lucy his Wife, Daughter and Coheir of Sir Richard 

Skelton, Knt. * had Iſſue a Son of his own Name, William Went- 
worth of Wentworth Woodhouſe, who married Lucy, Daughter 
and Coheir of Walter Tinſley, Son and Heir of Sir Henry Tin- 
ſeey in Com. Ebor. Knt. and Lucy bis Wife, Daughter and Heir 
of Walter Bret. From which Match proceeded Thomas Went- 
worth of Wentworth Woodhouſe, who married the Daughter of 
Sir William Fleming, Knt. and had Iſſue William Wentworth, Eſq; 
living in the Reign of King Richard II. whoſe Son and Heir by 
his Wife 1/abel, Daughter of Thomas Rereſby, Eſq; was Thomas 
Wentworth. : 

Which Thomas was knighted, and taking Part with King 
Henry VI, when he came out of Scotland (whither he was 
forced to fly by King Edward IV.) brought Forces to his Aſſiſt- 
ance", and valiantly behaving at that Battle in Exbamſbire, was 
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taken Priſoner with the Duke of Somerſet, and others, the King 
himſelf narrowly eſcaping. This Sir Thomas Wentworth married 
Fane Daughter of Sir Richard Redman of Harwood, Knt. and 
had Iſſue William Wentworth, Eſq; who had to Wife Jabella 
Daughter of Sir Richard Fitzwilliams of Aldwark, Kant. and 
was ſucceeded by Thomas his Son and Heir. 

Which Thomas Wentwor:h was knighted in 5 H. VIII. ® for 
his Valour at the Sieges of Trroven and Tourna 2 and the Battle 
that enſued, called by our Hiſtorians the Bazzle of Spurs, from 
the Swiftneſs of the French in running away. He married Bea- 
trix Daughter of Sir Richard Woodroffe, Knt. and Widow of 
Jobs Drax, Eſq; by whom he had Iflue three Sons; William 
Wentworth of Wentworth Woodbouſe, Michael Wentworth of 
Mendham in Suffolk, and Thomas Wentworth of Scorby in Com. 
Ebor. alſo three Daughters, Elizabeth, Iſabel, and Beatrix. 

William, his eldeſt Son, died on the 4th of July in the zd Year 
of King Edward VI.” and by Catharine his Wife, Daughter of 
Ralph Beeſton of Beeſton in Com. Ebor. Eſq; had Iſſue four Sons

Which Thomas lies buried in Wentworth Chapel, where a 
ſtately Monument is erected to his Memory, with the Figure 
of a Knight in Armour, and his Lady, in full Proportion, and 
this Inſcription round the Verge:

Of the eight Sons, Fohn the eldeſt died young; Thomas, ſe- 
cond Son, was created Earl of Strafford; Sir William Wentworth, 
third Son, is Anceſtor to the preſent Earl of S:rafford ; Robert, 
Michael, Matthew, and Philip, ſourth, fifth, ſixth, and ſeventh 
Sons, all died unmarried ; and George, the eighth Son, received 
the Honour of Knighthood, was General of King Charles the 
Firſts Forces in Ireland, and of the Privy-Council in that King 
dom. He married... . Daughter of Sir Francis Ruiſb of the 
Kingdom of Ireland, and leſt Poſterity. Margaret, the eldeſt 
Daughter, was married to Sir Richard Hutton of Gold/burgh in 
Yorkſbire ; Anne to Sir George Savile of Thornhill in Torkſbire 
Bart. Grandfather to George Marquis of Halifax ; and Elizaberb 
to Fames Dillon Earl of Roſcommon in Ireland. | 

Thomas, the eldeſt ſurviving Son, ſucceeded his Father Sir 
Wilkam Wentworth in Title and Eſtate, Anno 1614. He was 
born on the 13th of April, 1593, ſeven Minutes after Three 
o Clock in the Afternoon, whoſe Nativity the famous Lilly 
calculated, and lays down Aſtrological Realons for his violent 
Death. His Mother coming caſually to London, his Birth was in 
Chancery- lane, in the Pariſh of St. Dunſtan in the Weſt, and, as 
the Regiſter of that Church ſhews, was chriſtened on the 22d of 
April, 1593. He had his Academical Education in Sr. Fobw's 
College in Cambridge,* which he was a Patron to, and to the Uni- 
verlity, on all Occalions. In the 18th Year of King James I. he 
was returned to Parliament as one of the Knights of that ſpa- 
cious Shire the County of York, and * ſerved for the fame in 
two other Parliaments in the Reign of King Charles I. whillt 
he was a Commoner. 

In the Year 1625, having * a Letter ſent to him- under the 
Privy-Seal, to advance a Loan of 201. to the King, he refuſed 
to lend the ſame, eſteeming it a Demand contrary to the Right 
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and Property of the Subject to pay Money not granted by Par- 
liament. The Collectors of this Loan were appointed to pay into 
the Exchequer the Sums received, and to return the Names of 
ſuch as diſcovered a Diſpoſition to delay on excuſe the Payment 
of the Sums impoſed. Whereupon the Non-ſubſcribers to the 
Sapply, of the higheſt Rank in moſt Counties, were ſent for by 
Meſſengers, “ and confined in remote Counties; and among the 
reſt, Sir Thomas Wentworth was removed out of bis own County, 
York, and confined in Kent, in the Year 1626, where he re- 
mained till Jan. 29, 1627, on a Reſolution then taken in Coun- 
cil to call a Parliament to meet on the 17th of March following. 
He was then look'd on as a Perſon under the greateſt Disfavour 
at Court; and Archbiſhop Abbot being ſequeſtred from his 
Archbiſhoprick of Canterbury, among other Crimes objected 
againſt him, was the Reſort this Sir made to his Houſe.* 
Thereupon in his own Vindication he gave this Account: © Sir 
cc Thomas Wentworth had good Occaſion to ſend unto me, and 
© ſometimes to ſee me, becauſe we were joint Executors to Sir 
« George Savile, who married his Siſter, and was my Pupil at 
« Oxford, to whoſe Son alſo Sir Thomas Wentworth and I were 
ce Guardians, as may appear in the Court of Wards; and many 
© Things paſſed between us in that Behalf; yet to my Remem- 
4 brance I faw not this Gentleman but once in theſe three quar- 
© ters of a Year laſt paſt; at which Time he came to ſeek his 
© Brother-in-L:aw the Lord C/ifford, who was then with me at 
4 Dinner at Lambeth.” 

On the meeting of the Parliament, having been returned one 
of the Members for the County of mri, he on the 22d of 
March made this Speech on the Grievances of the Kingdom; 
being the Day appointed for conſidering of billetting of Sol- 
diers, Loans by Benevolences, and Privy-Seal, and the Im- 
priſonment of certain Gentlemen refuſing to lend on that Ac- 
count 

Seconding Sir Francis Seimour, he ſaid, © This Debate car- 
ce ries 4 double Aſpect towards the Sovereign and the Subject; 
© tho? both be innocent, both are injured, and both to be cured: 
ce Surely, in the greateſt Humility I ſpeak ir, theſe illegal Ways 
are Puniſhment and Marks of Indignation, the raiſing of 
C Loans ſtrengthened by Commiſſion, with unheard of Inftruc- 
cc tions and Oaths, the billetting of Soldiers by the Lieutenants 


« and Deputy-Lieutenants, have been as if they could have per- 


cc ſuaded Chriſtian Princes, yea Worlds, that the Right of Em- 
pires have been to take away by ſtrong Hands, and they have 
cc endeavoured, as far as poſſible for them, to do it. This hath 
c not been done by the King (under the pleaſing Shade of whoſe 
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tt Crown I hope we ſhall ever gather the Fruits of Juſtice) but 
* by Projectors, who have extended the Prerogative of the 
tc King beyond the juſt Symmetry, which maketh a ſweet Har- 
te mony of the whole: They have brought the Crown into 
&« greater Want than ever, by anticipating the Reyenues. And 
tc can the Shepherd be thus ſmitten, and the Sheep not ſcat- 
c tered ? Too have introduced a Privy-Council raviſhing ar 
c once the Spheres of all antient Government, impriſoning us 
ce without either Bail or Bond: They have taken from us, what ? 
& ſhall I ſay indeed, what have they left us? All Means of ſup- 
<« plying the King, and ingratiating ourſelves with him, taking 
ce up the Root of all Propriety, which if it be not ſcaſonably ſer 
te again into the Ground by his Majeſty's own Hands, we ſhall 
ec have inſtead of Beauty, Baldneſs. To the making of thoſe 

« whole, I ſhall apply myſelf, and propound a Remedy to all 
c“ theſe Diſeaſes. By one and the ſame Thing have King and 
& People been hurt, and by the ſame muſt they be cured : To 
te vindicate what? new Things? no, our antient vital Liberties, 
c“ by reinforcing the antient Laws made by our Anceſtors, by 
& ſetting forth ſuch a Character of them, as no Jicentious Spirit 
ce ſhall dare to enter on them: And ſhall we think this is a Way 
ce to break a Parliament? No, our Deſigns are modeſt and juſt. 
&« I ſpeak truly, both for the Intereſt of King and People, if we 
© enjoy not theſe, it will be impoſſible for to relieve him. 
“ Therefore let us never fear they ſhall not be accepted by his 
“ Goodneſs: Wherefore I ſhall ſhortly deſcend ro my Motions, 
& conſiſting of four Parts, two of which have relation to our 
& Perſons, two to the Propriety of Goods for our Perſons ; firſt, 
te the Freedom of them from Impriſonment; ſecondly, from. 
© Imployment Abroad, contrary to the antient Cuſtoms. For 
© our Goods, that no Levies be made but by Parliament; ſe- 
© condly, no billetting of Soldiers. It is moſt neceſſary that theſe 
te be reſolved, that the Subject may be ſecured in both: Then 
te for the Manner, it will be fit to determine it by a grand Com- 
«© mittee.” | 
That he was a leading Member in this Parliament, and his 
Speeches had great Weight there, is evident from Ruſb worth's 
Collection, and other Authorities. His Arguments for the Rights 
of the Subject were mixed with ſo dutiful an Appearance of the 
higheſt Concern and Honour, both for his King and Country, 
as made him generally eſteemed, and begot him an Intereſt in 
his Sovereign. | 
Thereupon Sir Richard Wefton,” about that Time made Lord- 
Treaſurer (after Earl of Portland) with much Application ſought 
his Acquaintance and his Friendſhip. After their firſt Interview, 
they ingaged in a near Familiarity ; and ſoon after it happened, 
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that in ſome Conferences touching the popular Humour then 
appearing in the Houſe of Commons, and the Meaſures they 
were on tending to no good, Sir Thomas Wentworth pro- 
| ſuch candid and rational Methods to be followed in that 
xigence of Affairs, as ever after cauſed his Judgment on all 
Occaſions to be much valued, and his Advice purſued. 

His Majeſty likewiſe diſcerning his great Capacity to ſerve 
him, and his Parts to be ſuch as did worthily merir ſome ſpecial 
mark of Honour, by his Letters Patent“ bearing Date 22 Julii 
in the 4th Year of his Reign, firſt advanced him to the Title 
of Baron Wentworth of Wentworth Woodhouſe in Com. Ebor. 
and on the 1oth Day of December following, An. 1628, & to that 
of Viſcount Wentworth. Alſo on the r2th of January next, he 
was conſtituted Lord Preſident of the North, and Lord Lieute- 
nant of the County of York, and ſworn of the Privy-Council. 
In that Truſt he governed himſelf with ſo much Exactneſs, eſpe- 


cially ? in thoſe high conteſted Points then in Debate, that he 


improved his Majeſty's Revenue, and did not diſoblige the Coun- 
try he preſided over. The Earl of Clarendon writes, * © That his 
c firſt Inclinations and Addreſſes to the Court were only to eſta- 
« bliſh his Greatneſs in the Country, where he apprehended 
« ſome Acts of Power from the Lord Savile, who had been his 
« Rival always there, and of late had ſtrengthened himſelf by 
« being made a Privy-Counſellor, and Officer at Court: But his 
c firſt Attempts were ſo proſperous, that he contented not him- 
cc ſelf with being ſecure from the Lord's Power in this Country, 
ce but reſted not, till he had bereaved his Adverſary of all Power 
< and Place in Court; and ſo ſent him down, a moſt abject diſ- 
© conſolate old Man, to his Country, where he was to have the 
“ Superintendency over him too, by getting himſelf at that 
« Time made Lord Preſident of the North.” | 
In 1632, the Iriſb beginning to be unruly, the King havi 

Experience of the Fidelity, Induſtry, and Prudence of the Lor 
Viſcount Wentworth,* conſtitured him Lord Deputy of Ireland; 
and preparative to his going over, he on the 1oth of April ob- 
rained an Order for making a new Great Seal, new Signet, and 
new Seals, for all the Courts; alſo on the 18th of July he got 
an Order to the Lord Millmot, General of the Army in Ireland, 
to ſurrender that Office ro him. He had alſo the King's Letter 
of the 16th of October to the Lords Juſtices, that the Port-Corn 
and Tithes, belonging to the chief Governor, ſhould be giyen to 
his Servants: And he alſo obtained his Majeſty's Commiſſion 
of the 17th of October, to levy what Forces he ſhould think fc 
or find neceſſary; and an Order of the ſame Date, to be paid 
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the Charge of ſuch Journies and Progreſſes as he ſhould think fir 
to make. And Matters being thus fitted ror his Mind, he was 
fworn Lord Deputy of Ireland at Dublin on the 25th of July, 
1633. The Year following he * ſummoned a Parliament at Dzb- 
liz, who granted three Subſidies ; by Virtue of which, and his 
prudent Management thereof, he paid an Arrear of 80000/. due 
before his Arrival. And beſides that, all Salaries Civil and Mili- 
tary were (thro his prudent Management of thoſe Subſidies and 
his Majeſty's Revenue) paid without Charge to England, be- 
yond what elſe he advanced to his Majeſty's Purſe. Alſo having 
obtained an Order from his Majeſty for the free Tranſportation 
of ſo many Horſes and Mares out of England as he ſhould give 
Licenſe for, he changed 500 Foot of the Army for 600 Horſe, 
which were extraordinary ones, his own Stables (as Sir 
Richard Cox writes) exceeding that of any former Governors: 
And indeed generally the whole Army was neither ſo well paid, ror 
ſo well diſciplined in any other Time, as it was in his. 

His Lordſhip continued in Ireland till 1636, when he left the 
Government to the Lord Viſcount Ely, Lord Chancellor, and 
Sir Chriſtopher Wandesford, Maſter of the Rolls, who were {worn 
Lords Juſtices on the 3d of July. On his Arrival in Exzlazd he 
publickly declared before the King and Council,, © That he 

had found the Triſh Exchequer of Paper, but he had made it 
* of Treaſure; and that he had not only improved the Patrimo- 
« ny of the Church of Ireland, but had alſo brought it to be 
«* conformable to that of Eng/and both in Doctrine and Govern- 
© ment, by the Acceptance of the thirty-nine Articles there: 
© That before his going to Ireland, the Lords Juſtices wrote, 
ce that the Expence exceeded the Incame 24090 /. per Amum; 
© and they had no Ways to raiſe it, but by the levying Nine- 
&« pence a Suxday on Papiſts for not coming to Church; but 
© that now it was far otherwiſe without that Perſecution. And 
ce he adviſed, that the Army ſhould rather be increaſed than di- 
© miniſhed, it being an excellent Miniſter and Aſſiſtant in Ex- 
c ecution of the King's Writs, and the great Peace-maker be- 
© tween the Exgliſß and the Natives, and the beſt Security of 
© paſt and future Plantations: That by the Statutes of Wills 
and Uſes there will more Advantage ariſe to the Crown of 
« England, than by the fix Subſidies ; becauſe thereby the In- 
ce fant Heirs of all great Families in the Kingdom will unavoid- 
« ably come under the Guardianſhip of the King, whereby they 
> will be bred Proteſtants; and of what Conſequence this Su- 
3 3 is, doth in part a in the Perſon of the 
« Earl of Ormond (formerly the King's Ward) who, if bred 
* under the Wing of his own Parents, had been of the ame 
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Affections and Religion with his other Brothers and Siſters 
* whereas he was a firm Proteſtant, and like to prove a great 
* and able Servant to the Crown, and a great Aſſiſtant, as well 
ce in inviting others to be of his Religion, as in the Civil Go- 
& yernment; it being certain, that no People are more apt to 
© be of the Religion of their great Lords than the Iriſh are, 
That by the Statute of fraudulent Conveyances, the Iriſh are 
<« preyented in their cunning Deſigns by ſecret and ſleeping 
© Conveyances; fo that the King will have his Forfeitures and 
„ Wardſhips, and the Erglih be encouraged to purchaſe of 
ce them. That before his Time the Pirates infeſted the very 
cc Harbours, and a Ship was fired by them in the Port of Dublin, 
© in Sight of his Majeſty's Caſtle, and the Pirates were robbing 
< the Ship two Days together without Oppoſition ; the Reaſon 
te was, becauſe our Sea-Guard for want of Money did not come 
© till Auguſt, before which Time the Miſchief was done; but 
© now they are well paid, and come in March; and now the 
0 Exportation is double to what is imported into the Kingdom. 
4 That he diſcouraged Woollen, and encouraged the Linen 
Manufacture, and had ſowed 1000 J. worth of Holland Flax- 
« Seed, and ſet up fix or ſeven Looms, and doubts not Succeſs ; 
cc becauſe the Iriſb can underſell France or Holland 20 per Cent. 
* And then he laments that the Exgliſb of Ireland are treated as 
< Aliens ; firſt, in the Impoſition of 4 s. per Ton on Coals ; 
ce ſecondly, in the Prohibition to tranſport Horſes or Mares 
© hence without exceffive Cuſtom ; thirdly, in the Impoſition 
* of 3s. and 4 d. per Head for every live Reaſt exported thence, 
© (and afterwards he ptocured a Privy-Seal to ſuperſede theſe 
c pro Tempore ) laſtly, tho he was repreſented more like a Baſha 
© of Buda than the Miniſter of a pious Chriſtian King, yet Se- 
cc verity was not natural to him, but aſſumed ; becauſe it was 
cc neceſſary for the Reſtoration of a deſpoiled Crown, Church, 
c and People from the Claws of thoſe that had been uſed to the 
& Paths of an uncontrouled Liberty and Oppreſſion.“ 

He returned to his Government in November ” the fame Year 
(1636) and during his Stay the notable Caſe of Tenures on the 
Commiſſion which had been granted to examine into defective 
Titles, came to be argued before the Judges of Ireland, whereof 
five out of ſeven were of Opinion, that the Letters Patent 

ted by King James in the 4th Year of his Reign were void 
in the whole; the Subject having in Fraud of the Crown de- 
feated the King of his Tenures in Capite; but the other two 
Judges were of Opinion, that they were only void as to the Te- 
nures: but this ſo alarmed the whole Nation, that the Execu- 
tion was delayed for a Time; and in 1640 (on a Confe- 
rence before had with the Iriſb Committee in England) the 
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King quitted the Benefit and Advantage thereof, without (as Sir 
Richard Cox obſerves) adding one Acre to the Crown, or one 
Engliſh Plantation to the Kingdom, as was at firſt deſigned. Af- 
terward the Lord Deputy having ſufficiently ſecured the North 
of Ireland againſt the Sceti, at that Time ſuſpected to raiſe ſome 
Commotions ; and Matters being in ſome Ferment in Exgland, 
he was ſent for by the King, and in September, 1639, left the 
Government to Robert Lord Dillon and Sir Chriſtopher Wandes- 
ord. 
J On his Arrival in England the King was ſo well fatisfied with 
his Adminiſtration, that he advanced him to the Dignity of an 
Earl by the Style and Title of Earl of Strafford (the Name of 
an Hundred in the Weſt-Riding of Yorkſhire) as * alſo Baron of 
Raby (by reaſon of his Deſcent from that great Family of New:/, 
ſometime Lords of that Place) by Letters Patent bearing Date 
the 12th of Fanzary (1639) 15 Car. I. with Remainder of the 
Barony of Raby to his Brothers, and their Heirs Male. At his 
Creation he addreſſed himſelf to the King in the Preſence- 
Cham * at Whitehall as follows : 
ir, | 
ce Ir is acknowledged (with Reverence and Truth) that Kings 
4 on the Throne are ſacred Pictures of Divine Majeſty, but no 
© where more expreſſive than when excellent Princes are de- 
< lighted in themſelves, and magnified by others, rather thro? 
their Favours than Corrections; nor does Sovereignty at any 
Time more eminently diſtinguiſh and exalt itſelf, than when 
we find Power and Will in Contention, or rather Conſent for 
* doing of Good, more eſpecially and in a larger meaſure than 
» — conſiſt with the Condition of a Subject to ND. 
is Method (kept by great and magnanimous Kings) hath 
© bequeathed rhem = glorious to Poſteriry: And 
© amongſt theſe your Majeſty hath the Pre-eminence; for ſuch 
E is the Eaſe, Propenſneſs, and (as I may ſay) Tranquillity of 
cc your Goodneſs, that what in them were Habits (acquired by 


_ Obſervation and Practice) ſeems to be coeſſential with 


& your Nature. | 

Nor ſhall I need fetch an Evidence to this Truth forth of 
* myſelf, a grateful Mention only of the Progreſs of your mul- 
© tiplied Favours towards me (your humbleſt Servant) will ſuf. 
c ficiently and clearly evince it. 

Tour Majeſty (of your own meer and free Grace) made 
me a Baron when you had ſcarce heard of me, and that too 
©* rather by ill Reports than ; not many Days after, you 
were pleaſed to prevent any Pretence of Merit in me, indeed 
© to exceed my Thoughts, thro? a gracious Promiſe ro make 
© me a Viſcount, and Preſident of your Council in the North, 
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cc which was Royally fulfilled within few Months after ; ſucceſ- 
c ſiye to theſe, you did me the Honour to call me to your Coun- 
« cil-Board; a — I was of your own Choice, and at this 
cc preſent created an Earl. 

«© Theſe, Sir, in themſelves are great and laſting Honours, 
« yet as unto me in no relation ſo well pleaſing, as when I con- 
64 ſider myſelf (by thoſe Degrees) here upon my Knees humbly 
< at your Feet to attend the Honour of your Commands, and to 
< be informed by your Wiſdom. 

And I do moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſty, that you 
© may vouchſafe the Continuance of theſe dear Pledges unto 
© me, and that I may from your Inſtructions ſtill borrow Light 
© how to guide and direct myſelf (in the future Courſe of my 
c Service) to that which may be of moſt Advantage to your 
c Affairs, and beſt accepted with yourſelf, as a Perſon utrerly 
© reſolved to conſider nothing of this World either before or 
ce after your Majeſty.” 

His Majeſty about this Time took him into his Cabinet Coun- 
cil; and his Lordſhip, the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and the 
Marquis of Hamilton had the Direction of the Scorziſh Affairs; 
and as Whitlock has obſerved (in his Memorials of Engliſh Affairs, 
p. 30.) © the Earl of Sfrafford, for preventing the Growth of 
c the preſent Evils, highly approved and magnified the King's 
© Reſolution of taking the Advice of his Parliament of Enxg/and, 
© and had the Honour of the People's good Opinion for it.“ In 
the ſame Council it was agreed, / that the Earl ſhould go over to 
Ireland, and call a Parliament, and return to Exgland againſt the 
meeting of the Parliament there, which was appointed at Weft- 
minſter on the 13th of April, 1640. In the mean time the King 
tells his Lords, That the Subſidies he expected to be granted by 
the Parliament will be long in levying, and deſires them to ad- 
vance Money for the Support of his Affairs. The Earl of Straf- 
ford begun, and ſubſcribed 200 /. the Duke of Richmond di 
the like; Hamilton excuſed himſelf for Poverty; but moſt of 
the great Officers ſubſcribed according to the Quality and Proſit 
of their Places. | 

He was now conſtituted Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, for 
that, as his Patent runs, Obſequium ſuum G- induſtriam nobis egre- 
gie probaverit, dum Officium Deputatus noftri in Regno noſtro Hiber- 
niæ, &. Præfecturam generalem exercitus noſtri ibidem conſcripti 
fide ſumma gaminiſtravit, reſſue neſtrgs illius Regni ea Prudentia 
ordinaverit, ut noſtro Honori, ſaluti Eccleſia, Populoque uni verſo 
optime conſulerit. He arrived at Dublin March 18, and the next 
Day received the Sword at the. Council-Table. After which he 
appeared in Parliament, who granted four intire Subſidies, For 
te that (as it is in the Preamble to the Statute®) being moved 
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& thereunto by ſundry great Cauſes of Joy and Comfort, parti- 
< cularly in providing and placing over us fo juſt, wile, vigilant, 
< and profitable a Governor as the Right Honourable Sir Thomas 
* Wentworth, Earl of Strafford, Lord Lieutenant of this your 
c“ ſaid Kingdom of Ireland, Preſident of your Majeſty's Council 
< eſtabliſhed in the North Parts of your ſaid Kingdom of Exg- 
< land, one of your Majeſty's moſt Honourable Privy-Council 
* of the ſaid Kingdom: Who by his great Care and Travel of 
“ Body and Mind, ſincere and upright Adminiſtration of Juſtice 
c without Partiality, Increaſe of your Majeſty's Revenues with- 
* out the leaſt Hurt or Grievance to any of your well-diſpoſed 
* and loving Subjects: And our great Comforts and Security by 
< the large and ample Benefits which we have received, and hope 
< to receive from your Majeſty's Commiſſion of Grace for Re- 
< medy of defective Titles, procured hither by his Lordſhip 
* from your ſacred Majeſty: His Lordſhip's great Care and 
ce Pains in Reſtoration of the Church, the Reinforcement of 
c your Army within this Kingdom, and ordering the ſame with 
4 ſuch ſingular and good Diſcipline, as that it is now become a 
<« great Comfort, Stay, and Security to this your whole King- 
dom, which before had an Army rather in Name than Sub- 
t ſtance: His Support of your Majeſty's wholſome Laws here 
& eſtabliſhed ; his Encouragement to your Judges, and other 
4 good Officers, Miniſters, and Diſpenſers of your Laws in the 
© due and ſincere Adminiſtration of Juſtice ; his neceſſary and 
© juſt Strictneſs for the Execution thereof; his due Puniſhment 
© of the Contemners of the ſame, and his Care to relieve and 
© redreſs the Poor and Oppreſſed. For this your tender Care 
© over us, ſhewed by the deputing and ſupporting of ſo good a 
“ Governor, &. we in free Recognition gf your great Good- 
4 neſs towards us, do for the Alleviation of ſome. Part of your 
« Majeſty's faid ineſtimable Charges, moſt humbly and 4 
« offer to your Majeſty, &c. four intire Subſidies, &c.” Upon 
the Reputation of which, the Earl of Strafford raiſed 8000 Foot 
and 1000 Horſe, additional to the Veteran Forces. And fo hay- 


ing expedited his Majeſty's Affairs there, he haſted into England 


againſt the meeting of the Parliament. 

Whitlock (who was one of the principal of the Common- 
wealth Party) writes thus, Many Conferences were between 
© the Lords and Commons, and warm Debates in both Houſes 
on the old Queſtion, Which ſbould precede, the King's Supply, 
c or the Subjects Grivances. In the Debates, Strafford was magni- 
« fied for being a chief Inſtrument to bring on this Parliament:” 
And their Diſſolution (on the gth of May) was much cenſured, 
and generally diſliked and aggravated. ¶bitloct aſcribes the 
Diſſolution co Archbiſhop La; but the Earl of Clarendes 
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754 WenTwoRTA, Earl of Strafford, 
* writes, that Sir Henry Vane, and Herbert the Solicitor-General 
made a worſe Repreſentation to the King of the Humour and 
Affection of the Houſe of Commons than it deſerved, and 
wrought ſo far with his Majeſty, that the next Morning, after a 
Debate in the Houſe about Subſidies, he ſuddenly diſſolved it 
in an uncommon Manner, without any other Advice. The 
ſame noble Author likewiſe obſerves, that a greater Damp could 
not have ſeized on the Spirits of the whole Nation, than this Diſſo- 
lution cauſed; and Men had much of the Miſery in View, which 
ſhortly after fell out. | 

It became now neceſſary to ſend an Army againſt the Scots, 
who were with great Induſtry preparing for an Invaſion of the 
Northern Counties. The Earl of Northumberland was appointed 
General, and the Earl of Srrafford Lieutenant-General of the 
King's Army, which was generally thought to be as well pro- 
vided for, after the laſt Year's Miſcarriage, as it could be. Bur 
the Earl of Northumberland's dangerous Sickneſs retarded the 
King's Advance into Scotland, and his Recovery being not ſud- 
denly expected, the King concluded to ſend the Earl of Strafford 
to command his Forces. He alſo had been ill, and was (as the Earl 
of Clarendon writes®) © ſcarce recovered from a great Sickneſs, 
< yet was willing to undertake the Charge, out of pure Indigna- 
© tion to ſee how few Men were forward to ſerve the King 
with that Vigour of Mind they ought to do; but knowing 
< well the malicious Deſigns which were contrived againſt him- 
& ſelf, he would rather ſerve as Lieutenant-General under the 
4 Earl of Northumberland, than that he ſhould reſign his Com- 
& miſſion : and fo with and under that Qualification, he made 
< all poſſible Haſte towards the North, before he had Strength 
enough for the Journey.” Bur before he could arrive with the 
Army, that infamous Rout at Newburs fell out, whereby the 
Scots poſſeſſed themſelves of Newcaſtle, The Earl found his 
Army about Durham, bringing (as the ſaid noble Author re- 
lates ©) © a Body much broken with his late Sickneſs, which was 
< not clearly ſhaken off, and a Mind and Temper confeſſing the 
«© Dregs of it, which being marvellouſly provoked and inflamed 
« with Indignation at the late Diſhonour, rendered him leſs 
< gracious, that is, leſs inclined to make himſelf ſo to the Qffi- 
cc cers, upon his firſt Entrance into his Charge; it may be, in 
c that Maſs of Diſorder, not quickly diſcerning to whom Kind- 
cc neſs and Reſpect was juſtly due. Bur thoſe who by this Time, 
cc no doubt, were retained for that Purpoſe, took that Opportu- 
ce nity to incenſe the Army againſt him; and fo far prevailed in 
< ir, that in a ſhort time it was more inflamed againſt him than 
< againſt the Enemy, and was willing to have their want of 
Courage imputed ro Exceſs of Conſcience, and that their be- 
* © Hiſt, of Rebell. vol. 2. p. 139 b Ibid p. 144 6 F. 
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e ing not ſatisfied in the Grounds of the Quarrel was the only 
& Cauſe that they fought no better. In this Indiſpoſition in all 

& Parts, the Earl found it neceſſary to retire with the Army to 
cc the Skirts of York/bire, and himſelf to York ( whither the King 
«© was come) leaving Northumberland and the Biſhoprick of 
« Durham to be poſleſſed by the Victors.“ His Majeſty highly 
approved of his Conduct, and calling a Chapter of the moſt 
Noble Order of the Garter at York, he on the 12th of September, 
1640, was elected a Knight Companion of the ſaid Order. 

The King in ſuch Diſtractions between an Enemy proud and 
inſolent in Succeſs, an Army corrupted, a County mutinous and 
inclined to the Rebels, at leaſt not inclined to reduce them, and 
his Court alſo infected, call'd a great Council of all the Peers of 
England to meet at York, Sept. 24, that by their Advice his Affairs 
might be more proſperouſly managed till a Parliament was call'd, 
which on their coming together he declared ſhould be on the 
3d of November following, and Writs were iſſued accordingly. 
Whitlock writes, that in the Debates of this Council a Meſſenger 
was ſent from the King and Lords to the Scots Army, to give 
Notice that ſixteen of the Erg/iſh Lords ſhould meet with as 
many Scotch Lords at York, to accommodate all Differences ; 
but that the Scots refuſed to treat in York, as not ſecure for their 
Commiſſioners, fo long as the Lieutenant of Ireland commanded 
there in chief, who had proclaimed them Traitors in Ireland 
before the King had done it in Exgland, which, he obſerves, 
was the firſt publick Appearance of the Scots Enmity againſt 
Strafford ; whereupon a Treaty was ſet on foot at Nippon. 

Lord Clarendon writes, that the King relied chiefly on the 
Earl of Strafford's Advice, who did nor chuſe ro communicate 
it in Council, where ſeveral were preſent who he knew were 
well inclined to the Scots. But that his Opinion was, to drive 
them out of the Kingdom by an Army; and to ſhew what might 
be done, he fent a good Party of Horſe commanded by Major 
Smith to fall upon a Scortiſh Quarter in the Biſhoprick of Dur- 
bam, who defeated two or three of their Troops, and took all 
their Officers Priſoners ; and made it manifeſt enough that the 
Kingdom might be rid of the reſt, if it were vigorouſly pur- 
ſued, which the Earl of Srrafford heartily intended. Whiztack 
writes, That the Time of the meeting of the Parliament 
© drawing near, it was conſidered at Tork, whether the Earl of 
© Strafford ſhould repair to the Houſe, or continue in the 
North with the Army. The King was earneſt for his going 
cc up to the Parliament, as one of whoſe Service he ſhould have 

© great Occafion, and placed much Confidence in his Faithful- 
© neſs and Abilities, The Earl humbly defired his Majeſty to 
* excuſe his going to the Parliament, alledging, that be 
E por be able ro do his Majeſty any Service there, but ſoould 2 
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© be a Means to hinder his Aﬀairs ; in regard he foreſaw that the 
great Envy and ui of the Parliament and of the Scots 
<< would be bent againſt him: Whereas if be kept out of Sight, he 
« would not be ſo much in their Mind, as. he ſhould be by ſhewing 
« himſelf in Parliament; and if they ſhould fall upon him, he 
cc being at a Diſtance, whatſoever they ſhould conclude againſt him, 
& be might the better avoid, and retire from any Danger, having 
ce the Liberty of being out of their Hands, and to go over to [re- 
ce land, or to ſome other Place, where he might be moſt ſerviceable 
« to his Majeſty; but if he ſhould put himſelf into their Power, by 
cc coming up to the Parliament, it was evident that the Houſe of 
c Commons, and the Scots, with all their Party, eſpecially being 
& provoked by his coming amongſt them, would preſently fall upon 
« him, and proſecute his Deſtruction. 

“ The King, notwithſtanding theſe Reaſons, continued very 
< earneſt for Srrafford's coming up to the Parliament; for which 
c he laid his Commands upon him, and told him, That as he 
« was King of England, he was able to ſecure bim from any Dan- 
« ger; and that the Parliament ſhould not touch one Hair of his 
« Head. The Earl thanked his Majeſty ; but replied, That if 
cc there ſhould fall out a Difference between his Majeſty and his 
« Parliament concerning him, that it would be à great Diſturbance 
cc to his , Hairs; and that he had rather ſuffer himſelf, 
« than that the King's Affairs ſbould in any meaſure ſuffer, by 
« reaſon of his particular. The King remained unalterable in 
cc his Reſolution concerning Strafford's coming up to the Par- 


« great Tranſations-which were like to be in this Parliament: 
« And in Obedience to his Commands, the Earl came up ta 
* London.” 
Alter the Parliament met, many ſmart Speeches were made 
in the Houſe of Commons on the Grievances of the Subject; 
and as the Earl of Clarexdon writes, after many Hours of bitter 
inveighing and ripping up the Courſe of the Earl of Strafford's 
Life before his coming to Court, and bis Actions there, it was 
moved, according to the ſecret Reſolution taken before, That he 
might be forthwith impeached of High Treaſon. | 
& It was about Three of the Clock in the Afternoon, when 
cc the Earl of Strafford (being infirm, and not well diſpoſed in 
c his Health, and fo not having ſtirred out of his Houſe that 
Morning) hearing that both Houſes ſtill fare, thought fit to 
« go thither. It was believed by ſome (on what Ground was 
© never clear enough) that he made that Haſte there to accuſe 
te the Lord Say, and ſome others, of having induced the Scots 
© to invade the Kingdom; but he was ſcarce entered into the 
& Houſe of Peers when the Meſſage from the Houſe of Com- 
* mons was calld in, and when Mr. Pym at the Bar, in the 
=P 2 Name 


cc liament, oat That he would not want his Advice in the 
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« Name of all the Commons of Eng/and, impeached Thomas 
Earl of Strafford (with the Addition of all his other Titles) of 

& High Treaſon, ec. and deſired in their Name, that he might 
© be ſequeſter'd from all Councils, and be put into ſafe Cuſto- 
& dy: And fo withdrawing, the Earl was, with more Clamour 
ce than was ſuitable to that ſupreme Court, called upon to with- 


ce draw, hardly obtaining Leave to be firſt heard in his Place, 


cc which could not be denied him.” 

He was order'd into the Cuſtody of the Black Rod, and * on 
his moving to be bailed by divers Lords, who offered to be 
Sureties for him, it was denied him. His Trial before his Peers 
in Weſtminſter-Hall was a Scene more magnificent than Hiſto 
can parallel. It laſted eighteen Days; and (as the Earl of C/a- 
rendon writes) © the Earl behaved himſelf with great Shew of 
« Humility and Submiſſion ; but yet with ſuch a kind of Cou- 
« rage as would loſe no Advantage; and in truth made his De- 
c fence with all imaginable Dexterity, anſwering this Charge, 
© and evading that, with all poſſible Skill and Eloquence ; and 
cc tho' he knew not till he came to the Bar upon what Parts of 
ce the Charge they would proceed againſt him, or what Evi- 
c dence they would produce, he took very little Time to re- 
ce collect himſelf, and left nothing unſaid that might make for 
c“ his own Juſtification.” 

On the 17th Day he concluded, That 4 the whole Charge (in 
which he hoped be had given their Lordſvips Satisfattion of his 
Loyalty and Integrity, how great ſoever his Infirmities were] was 
proved, that the whole made him not guilty of High Treaſon; and 
ro that Purpoſe deſired that his learned Council might be heard; 
and moſt pathetically conjured their Lordſhips, that for their 
own ſakes they would not out of Diſpleaſure or Disfavour towards 
his Perſon, create a Precedent to the Prejudice of the Peerage of 
England, and wound themſelves thro bis Sides. 

The next Day his Council was heard to the Matter of Law; 
and the Commons not expecting that the Lords would give 
Judgment againſt the Earl, brought into their Houſe a Bill for 
attainting him of High Treaſon, which was read twice the 
ſame Day, and committed; and thoſe who oppoſed it had their

as Lord Clarendon obſerves, was done to induce the Lords more 
ſpeedily to paſs the Bill, thoſe Parchments being fix'd on Poſts 
in the moſt viſible Places about the City, to incite Tumults, in 
order to terrify thoſe who ſhew'd the leaſt Countenance to the 
Earl. Whitlock, who was one of the Committee of the Houſe 
of Commons that managed the Evidence againſt him, has left 
this Memorial of the Earl“: Certainly never any Man atted ſuch 
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a Part on ſuch a Theatre with more Wiſdom, Conſtancy, and El;- 
quence, with greater Reaſon, Fudgment, and Temper, and with a 
better Grace in all his Words and Geſtures, than this great and ex- 
cellent Perſon did; and he moved the Hearts of all bis Auditors 
¶ Dome feu excepted) to Remorſe and Pity. 7 
The Bill of Attainder had not that warm Reception in the 
Houſe of Peers as the Commons expected, but after the firſt 
reading reſted many Days; and being then read a ſecond Time, 
depended long at the Committee: Few Men believing (as the 
Earl of Clarendon writes) on Conſideration of the Afﬀetions and 
Parts of the ſeveral Lords, that of the Fourſcore who were preſent 
at the Trial, above Twenty would ever have conſented to that At. 
But ſeveral Accidents fell out, which contributed to the paſſing 
the Bill; and the King's paſſionate Deſire to ſave the Eafl, was 
a principal Cauſe of his Deſtruction. The Earl of Bedford, the 
chief of the Party againſt the Earl of Szrafford, and one of the 
greateſt Intereſt among them, ſecretly undertook to his Ma- 
jeſty that his Life ſhould be preſerved ; but he dying ſhortly 
after, the Lord Say promiſed the like, and prevailed on his Ma- 
jeſty to go to the Houſe of Peers, and ſending for the Commons 
to tell them, he could not with a ſafe Conſcience ever give his Con- 
ſent to the Bill. This being imparted to the Earl, he immediately 
ſent his Brother to him, to beſeech his Majeſty not to tale that 
Way, for that he was moſt aſſured it would prove pernicious to 
bim; and therefore deſired he might depend on the Honour and Con- 
ſcience of the Peers, without his Interpoſition. The King told his 
Brother, That he had taken that Reſolution by the Advice of his 
beſt Friends; but ſince he liked it not, he would decline it. The 
next Morning the Lord Say finding his Majeſty altered in his 
Reſolution, told him, That if he took not the Courſe he adviſed 
him, he would not promiſe what would be the Iſſue : And prevail- 
ing with his Majeſty, the Houſe of Commons in great Paſſion 
declared it to be the moſt wnparalleld Breach of Privilege that 
had ever happened, and the greateſt Obſtruttion to Fuſtice, whilſt 
Bills were paſſing in either Houſe, to declare his on Opinion, &c. 
The next Day Multitudes of People came to We/tminſter, 
crying out, They would have J and abuſing thoſe Lords 
they ſuſpected not to favour the Bill; whereby many being in 
fear of their Lives, abſented. At length only forty-five Lords 
being preſent, twenty-ſix of them agreed to the Bill of Artainder. 
I) be King continued as reſolved as ever not to give his Con- 
ſent, tho the Rabble which had prevailed at Weſtminſter, now 
attended at Whitehall, crying out, They would have Fuſtice, with 
inſolent Threats and Expreſſions ; inſomuch, as the Earl of Cla- 
rendon writes, the Privy-Council being called on that Occaſion, 
were ſo intimidated, that not one Coumfellor interpoſed his Opinion

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u his Maſter's Magnanimity and Innocence. But by whac 
—— erg Majeſty was brought to conſent, is fully 
related by the Earl of Clarendon in his Hiſtory of the Rebellion; 
and therefore I ſhall only infert the Earls Letter to the King, 
whereby he was, on new Arguments applied, prevailed with to 
fign a Commiſſion to ſome Lords to pals the Bill 5. 

May it pleaſe your Majeſty, 

« Ir hath been my greateſt Grief in all theſe Troubles, to be 
ce taken as a Perſon which ſhould endeavour to repreſent and 
<« ſer Things amiſs between your Majeſty and your People, 
« and to give Counſels tending to the Diſquiet of the three 
« Kingdoms. ; 

« Moſt true it is, that this mine own private Condition con- 
« ſidered, it had been a great Madneſs, fince thro* your gracious 
« Favour I was fo provided, as not to expect in any kind to 
te mend my Fortune, or to pleaſe my Mind, more than by reſt- 
“ ing where your bounteous Hand had placed me. 

„% Nay, it is moſt mightily miſtaken ; for unto your Majeſty 
& jt is well known, my poor and humble Advices concluded 
« {till in this, that your Majeſty and your People could never 
« be happy, till there was a right Underſtanding betwixt you 
« and them; no other Means to effect and ſettle this Happineſs, 
« but by the Counſel and Aſſent of the Parliament, or to pre- 
« vent the growing Evils upon this State, but by intirely putting 
« yourſelf, in your laſt Reſort, upon the Loyalty and good At- 
« fections of your Engliſh Subjects. 

« Yet ſuch is my Misfortune, this Truth findeth little Credit; 
« the contrary ſeemeth generally to be believed, and myſelf re-

No I underſtand the Minds of Men are more incenſed

On this Letter it was argued, That this free Conſent of his own 


clearly alſolved the King from any Scruple that could remain with 
bim, and that his own Hand (Bu wt a Commiſſion) was xo? 
in it. And the Day after the Bill was ſigned, the King ſhewed 
the Affliction of his Conſcience, by writing a Letter to the 


Lords, and ſending it by the Prince his Son, as one, he tells - 


them, was moſt dear to him, and to endear it more, had choſen 
bim to carry it; deſiring that by a Conference they would endeavour 
to give the Houſe of Commons Contentment, and that for his ſake 
they would moderate the Severity of the Law in ſo important a 
Caſe, which would be an unſpeakable Contentment to him, and 
would make him more willing and more chearful in granting their 
Juſt Grievances, _T. 


But 
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But all the King could ſay and do having no Effect, he was 
oh the 12th Day of May brought from the Tower of London 
(here he had been a Priſoner near {ix Months) to the Scaffold 
on Tower-Hill, where with a compoſed and undaunted Courage 
he told the People, he was come thither to ſatisfy them with his 
Head; but that he much feared, the Reformation which was begun 
in Blood, would not prove ſo fortunate to the Kingdom, as they ex- 
pected, and he wiſhed: And after great Expreſſions of his Devo- 
tion to the Church ofs England, and the Proteſtant Religion efta- 
bliſhed by Law, and profeſſed in that Church; of his Loyalty. to 
the King, and Affection to the Peace and Welfare of the Kingdom; 
with marvellous Tranquillity of Mind he delivered his Head to 
the Block, where it was ſever'd from his Body at a Blow; many 


of the Standers-by, who had not been over charitable to him in 


his Life, being much affected with the Courage and Chriſtianity 
of his Death. His Body was carried to Wentworth Woodhor/e, 
and there buried, 

Thus (as the Earl of Clarendon writes) fell the greateſt Sub- 
ce ject in Power, and little inferior to any in Fortune, that was 
ce at that Time in any of the three Kingdoms; who could well 
« remember the Time when he led thole People, who then 
c purſued him to his Grave. He was a Man of great Parts, and 
© extraordinary Endowments of Nature; not unadorn'd with 
* ſome Addition of Art and Learning, tho” that again was more 
« improved and illuſtrated by the other; for he had a Readineſs 
© of Conception and Sharpneſs of Expreſſion, which made his 
Learning thought more than in truth it was. He was, no 
e doubt, of great Obſervation, and a piercing Judgment, both 
© in Things and Perſons ; but his too good Skill in Perſons 


ce made him judge the worſe of Things: for it was his Misfor- 


ce tune to be in a Time, wherein very few wiſe Men were equal- 
ce ly employed with him; and ſcarce any (but the Lord Coven- 
try, whole Truſt was more confined) whoſe Faculties and 
Abilities were equal to his: So that upon the Matter he relied 
© wholly upon himſelf; and diſcerning many Defects in moſt 
Men, he too much neglected what they faid or did. Of all 
© his Paſſions his Pride was moſt predominant ; which a mode- 
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Whitlock gives this Relation : © Thus fell this noble Earl, 
cc who for natural Parts and Abilities, and for Improvement of 
* Knowledge by Experience in the greateſt Affairs, for Wiſ- 
« dom, Faithfulneſs, and Gallantry of Mind, hath left few behind 


4 him that may be ranked equal with him.” He alſo gives this 


further Account: The Deſign for the Earl's Eſcape out of 
c the Tower was related to be diſcovered by three Women, who 
© peeping and hearkening to the Diſcourſe of the Earl with Cap- 
& tain Billingſley, they at the Key-hole of the Earl's Gallery-door 
cc heard them confer about the falling down of the Ship to rake 
« in the Earl; and Billingſiey brought a Warrant from the King 
« with 200 Men to be received into the Tower, for the Safety 
& of it; but Sir William Balfour, the Lieutenant, refuſed to ad- 
c mit them, ſuſpecting that they came to further the Earl's Eſcape. 
ec Balfour confeſſed that 20001. were offered him to conſent to 
©, the Earl's Eſcape; and the Earl hirmſelf did not deny a Deſign, 
« which he ſaid, was only for his Remove to ſome other Caſtle : 
cc But Balfour was true to the Intereſt of his Countrymen, the 
«© Covenanters, and their Friends in Parliament.” 

He married three Wives, firſt Margaret Clifford, Daughter to 
Francis Earl of Cumberland, by whom he had no Iſſue; ſecondly 
Arabella, Daughter to John Holles Earl of Clare, by whom he 
bad one Son, William, and two Daughters, Lady Anne, married 
to Edward Watſon Lord Rockingham ; and Lady Arabella to 
Fuſlin Maccartie, Son to Donagh Earl of Clincartie, of the King- 
dom of Ireland. To his third Wife he married Elizabeth Daugh- 
ter to Sir Godfrey Rhodes, Knt. by whom he had one Daughter, 
Aargæret, an Infant at the Time of his Death. 

William his Son and Heir was reſtored to all his Father's Ho- 
nours, by Letters Patent bearing Date on the 11t of December, 
17 Car. II. and ſoon after paſſed the Act for reverſing his Attain- 
der, as follows: © Whereas Thomas, late Earl of Strafford, was 
« impeached of High Treaſon, upon Pretence of endeavouring 
to ſubvert the fundamental Laws, and called to a publick and 
« ſolemn Arraignment and Trial before the Peers in Parliament, 
« where he made a particular Defence to every Article object- 
ed againſt him; inſomuch that the turbulent Party then ſeeing 
c no Hopes to effect their unjuſt Deſigns by any ordinary Way 
“ and Method of Proceedings, did at laſt refolve to attempt the 
cc Deſtruction ard Attainder of the ſaid Earl by an Act of Par- 
<« liament, to be therefore purpoſely made to condemn. him 
cc upon accumulative Treaſon, none of the pretended Crimes 
« being Treaſon apart, and fo could not be in the whole, if 
cc they had been proved, as they were not; and alſo adjudged 
ce him guilty of conſtructive Treaſon (that is, of levying War 
e apainſt the King) tho” it was the only commanding an Order 
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* of the Council-Board in Ireland to be executed by a Serjeant 
© at Arms and three or four Soldiers, which was the conſtanc 
© Practice of the Deputies there for a long Time. To which 
« End, they having firſt preſented a Bill for this Intent to the 
«© Houſe of Commons, and finding there more Oppoſition than 
© they expected, they cauſed a Multitude of tumulruous Perſons 
© to come down to Weſtmin/ter, armed with Swords and Staves, 
« and to fill both che Palace Yards, and all the Approaches to 
© both Houſes of Parliament, with Fury and Clamour, and to 
© require. Juſtice, ſpeedy Juſtice againſt the Earl of Strafford ; 
< and having by thoſe, and other undue Practices, obtained that 
© Bill to paſs the Houſe of Commons, they cauſed the Names 
“of thoſe Gentlemen, who in a Caſe of innocent Blood, had free- 
&* ly diſcharged their Conſciences, being fifty-nine, to be poſted 
© up in ſeveral Places about the Cities of London and Weſtmin- 
& fer, and ſtiled them Srraffordians, and Enemies to their Coun- 
© try; hoping thereby to deliver them up to the Fury of the 
& People, whom they had endeavoured to incenſe againſt them, 
© and then procured the ſaid Bill to be ſent up to rhe Houle 
© of Peers, where it having ſome Time reſted under great Deli- 
© beration, at laſt, in a Time when a great part of the Peers 
te were abſent, by reaſon of the Tumults, and many of thoſe

His Lordſhip was of the — to King Cherles IT 
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and inſtalled one of the Knights Companions of the moſt Noble 
Order of the Garter on the 15th of April, 1661 ; his Plate in 
the fifth Stall on the Sovereign's Side, ſetting forth theſe Titles, 
Earl of Strafford, Viſcount Wentworth, Baron Wentworth of 


Wentworth Woodhouſe, Newmarch, Overſley, and Raby. He re- 


built and enlarged the Eaſt End of the Church of Wentworth 
Woodhouſe, and erected a Monument there for his Father, with 
his Statue kneeling, and under it on a black Marble this Inſerip- 


tion in Gold Letters: 
THOMAS WENTWORTH 


Earl of Strafford, Viſcount Wentworth, Baron Wentworth of 


Wentworth Woodhouſe, Newmarch, Overſley, and Raby, 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, Lord Preſident of the North of Eng- 
land, and Knight of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter. His 
Birth was upon Good-Friday the 13th April, 1593. his Death 
upon the 12th May, 1641: His Soul through the Mercy of God 
lives in eternal Bliſſe, and his Memory will never dye in theſe

He alſo erected there a Monument for himſelf and his firſt 
Lady, repreſenting them in a kneeling Poſture, and under is this 
Inſcription in Letters of Gold, on two Columns of black Marble :

The Lady Henrietta Mary Stanley, Counteſs of Strafford, ſe- 
cond Daughter to the moſt noble and excellent Lord James Earl of 
Derby, who died a Martyr for his King and Country the 15th 
October, 1650; and that matchleſs Lady Charlotte de la Tre- 
moille, Counteſſe of Derby, Daughter to Claude Duke of Tre- 
moille, and Charlotte Brabantine de Naſlau, ſecond Daughter to 
William Prince of Orange, by Charlotte de Bourbon Princeſſe 
of Orange. This noble Lady was born the 17th November, 
1630. She was the moſt beloved Child of ber Princely Parents. 
And as ber moſt noble Father was ſo highly obliging as to have 
long wiſhed it, ſhe was married to William Earl of Strafford the 
27th February, 1654. And to the unexpreſſible Grief of ber af- 
flited Huſband, ſhe dyed of a ſpotted Fever at London pon the 
27th of December, 1685. 

She was of middle Stature, excellent Shape and Grace, and in 
her beautiful Eyes and Mien appeared the ſurpaſſing Vertues of her 
Soul, the greateſt Life, Modeſty, Afﬀability, and Goodneſs, I think 
imaginable. Never Wife did more truly and paſſionately love her 
Huſband, and for his ſake all that were Friends to him, She had 
in a moſt eminent degree Largeneſs of Heart, Wiſdom, and Piety, 
worthy of a far better Fortune, than by the Sufferings of ber He

band, and both their Families, ſhe found. Her Excellence is im- 
poſſible to be expreſſed, conſequently for me to ſbea that Honour to 
her Memory I defire to do. But in this poor Church I chiefly leave 
the Marks of it, the Place for the Worſhip of God being fitteſt for 
the Memorial of 4 Saint, and Daughter of a Saint. May this 
admirable Lady, and the renowned Stocks ſhe came from, be ever 
remembered with the higheſt Honour by me, and all my Family, and 
Name, while there remains any of them upon Earth, and be newer 
forgot by Poſterity, though ſhe lift none. The Lord of bit infinite 
Mercy joyne mee again unto ber in everlaſting Bliſe.

He having no Iſſue Male, left the Honourable THOMAS 
WATSON, third Son of the x Honourable EDW 8 
"JIN 3 OCK» 
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Rockingham, by ANNE, elde Daughter to THOMAS Earl of 
Strafford, Heir of his Eſtates in England and Ireland; and re- 
quired bim to take upon him the Name of WENTWORTH. 

He was born the 8th of June, 1626, and dyed the 16th of 
October, 1695, as full of good Deeds as Days. | 

The aforeſaid Henrictta Counteſs of Strefford ſurvived him 
many Years, dying in November, 1732. 
This Branch thus expiring, and with it all the Honours of

At the Time of the Revolution,* being then a younger Bro- 
cher, he was made Cornet in the Lord Colchefter's (after Earl 
Rivers's) Regiment of Horſe, and his Commiſſion was ſigned 
by the Prince of Orange, Decemb. 31, 1688, which was before 
he was declared King: And was (tho? then very young) com- 
matided into Scoe/and, where he made his firſt Campaign in the 
Highlands, againſt the Lord Dundee and his Forces. He after- 
wards ſerved every Campaign with King William in Flanders, 


where his elder Brother, who was his Captain, died of a Fever at 


Bruſſels, contracted in the Field, and his two younger Brothers, 
Paul and Allen, were killed in his Preſence, one at the Siege of 
Namur, and the other at Liege, as before mentioned. 

His Lordſhip was commanded on the Derachment that made 
the Vanguard at the Battle of $:#inkirk, which appeared before 
the French by Break of Day, and reſted in the Fight till after Sun. 
ſer, and then made the Arrear-Guard of the Army. And of the 
Squadron of which he was, there came not 50 off alive ont 

ide Tho. nuper Com. de Strafk. 
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of 250. Whereupon on the Report of his Behaviour in that 


Action, by Major-General Dumprie, in the Durch Service, who 
commanded that Avan-Guard, King William deſired the Lieu- 


tenant Colonel of that Regiment, who was then a Groom of 


his Bed-chamber, to bring him into his Preſence, and then pro- 
miſed him in Perſon to advance him in the Army, and made 
him his Aid de Camp. . | 

At the Battle of Landen, he was one of the four or five who 
ſtanding by King William to the laſt, accompanied him over 
the River Mabain, after the Defeat of his Army. And at the 
End of that Campaign, Octob. 4, 1693, his Majeſty gave him a 
Commiſſion of Guidon and Major in the firſt Troop of Horſe 
Guards. Alſo ſoon after, 2oth of January, 1693-4, made him 
Cornet and firſt Major in the ſaid Troop of Guards, and Groom 
of his Bed-chamber. 

In the Year 1697, being then Lord Raby, his Majeſty gave 
him the Royal Regiment of Dragoons. And in 1698, when 
King William went to meet the Duke of Zell at the Goor, his 
Lordſhip was choſen to be one of the few of his Court to attend 
him thither, where he was in the utmoſt Danger of his Life 
for at a Hunting of wild Beaſts, he (like a young Man of Spirit) 
went alone to attack a wild Boar, - who at his fecond Thruſt 
threw him down, ript up his Breeches from the Knee to the 
Binding, cut his Shirt, and ſome part of his Fleſh, and would 
have torn him to pieces, had not King Villiam ſent the two 
Huntſmen, that were his only Seconds, to his Relief, who with 
their Spears killed the wild Boar upon him. It was then at Zell 
his Lordſhip firſt ſaw and became acquainted with the Princeſs 
Sophia, her Son the then Elector of Hanover, our late Sove- 
reign, and her Grandſon his preſent Majeſty, then a Youth. 

In 1700 he was ſent by King William to congratulate Frede- 
rick the Firſt, King of Pruſſia, when by the Emperor's Conſent 
he aſſumed that Title: and continued in great Favour with his 
Sovereign to the Time of his Death. The Day the King had the 
Fall from his Horſe of which he died, he was ſeeing his Regi- 

ent at Greenwich embark for Flanders; but on his Return, his 
Lordſhip was every Day with his Majeſty till he expired. 
In 1702, the firſt Year of Queen Anne, he ſerved with his 
Regiment in Flanders, and was then made Brigadier-General of 
her Forces. But the Year after, at the earneſt Requeſt of the 
King of Pruſſia, he was ſent (tho' againſt his Inclination, it 
being in Time of War) Envoy Evtraordinary to that King.

In the Year 1705 he had the Character of Ambaſſador Extra- 
ordinary to the King of Pruſſia, and ſerved (tho? in that Paſt”) 
wich che Duke of Marlborough that Campaign, in —_ — 
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foreed the French Lines, and took Menin, Oftend, &c. at which 
Sieges he was Anno 1706. Allo in that Year (Jan. 1, 1706-7 ) 
was conſtituted Lieurenant-General of her —_— Forces. And 
in the fame Year had Credential Letters to the Imperial Court, 
to which the Queen had a mind to remove him, to have his 
Service there; but at the preſſing Deſire of the King of Pruſſia, 
he was continued Ambaſſador Extraordinary at his Courr, till he 
ſucceeded the Lord Viſcount Townſbend as Ambaſſador Extraor- 
dinary to the States-General, wiz. in March 1710-11. And a 
Treaty of Peace being then in Agitation, his Lordſhip was ſoon 
ſent for to England, to concert Meaſures relating thereto ; and 
on his Arrival was ſworn of the Privy-Council June 14, 1711. 
And her Majeſty taking into conſideration his great Merits 
and Services, was pleaſed to advance him to the Dignities of 
Earl and Viſcount, by the Style and Title of Earl of Strafford, 
Viſcount Wentworth of Wentworth Woodhouſe, and of Stainbo- 
rough in Com. Ebor. with Remainder to his Brother Peter Nent- 
worth, Eſq; and his Iſſue Male, by Letters Patent bearing Date 
Sept. 4, 1711, 10 Q. Ame; the Preamble to the Patent re- 
citing his Services, as follows : 
« When we conſider what a great Incitement it is to Men 
e truly noble to purſue Virtue, that the Memory of their good 
Actions ſhould be honoured with the Splendor of Titles, we 
« could not but give thoſe Teſtimonies of our Approbation to 
ee the Merits of our very faithful and beloved ellor Thomas 
« Lord Raby, which, from the Equity of a Prince who is the 
« Favourer of good Men, might ſeem agreeable to the Bright- 
«© neſs of the approved Loyalty of his Anceſtors, and his own 
« peculiar Glory, which he hath acquired both at Home and 
« Abroad; we gratefully call to mind his renowned great Uncle 
« the noble Earl of Strafford, who being of a lively Genius in 
« Council, and couragious in Arms, and as it were the ſtrongeſt 
Support to the royal Dignity of our Grandfather, of moſt glo- 
<«« rious Memory, was taken off by the falſe and unjuſt Accu- 
« ſations of wicked Men, but afterwards reſtored to the Glory 
C and immortal Nobleneſs of his Name, by a very honourable 
« Vore of the Engliſh Parliament ; when by a ſolemn Order they 
« acquitred that very deſerving Gentleman of the Crimes ob- 
« jetted againſt him, without Precedent, in a manner never heard 
of before, and juſtly thought, that whatever was ſo injuriouſly 
«* proceeded againſt him ought to be eraſed and obliterated our 
„of the publick Records. Since the Male Iflue of that excel- 
lent Man has been extinguiſhed, it was pleaſing to us, not- 
„ withſtanding, to ſee his Virtue revive in one of the ſame Blood. 
And therefore we have thought fit to advance the Lord Raby, 
„ho is not more allied in Blood than in like Merit, to the 
fame Dignity of Titles; for if we conſider him as —_— 
Gun « rien 
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< rienced in the Arts of Peace and War, he will not be thought 
by no means undeſerving of ſo great an Honour; bred up a 
Soldier almoſt from his very Childhood, he has gained the 


Reputation of an extraordinary Courage, thro' all the Scenes 


S of the Fatigues and Dangers in the Camp; and being now 
< placed in the high Station of Lieutenant-General of our 
© Forces, ſeems to have made an eaſy Step to the Height of Mili- 
< tary Preferment : but ſince we have called him thence to the 
© Management of Affairs of State, we have found him, by Ex- 
<« perience, no leſs ready for his high Ability in Civil Employ- 
4 ment, than for his Valour in Arms. Firſt, at the Deſire of 
< the King of Pruſſia, we ſent him to the Court of Berlin with 
ce the Character of our Envoy Extraordinary; in which Station 
« he behaved himſelf for ſeveral Years with ſuch ſignal Applauſe, 
«© that we thought fit to honour him with the Title of our Am- 
e baſſador Extraordinary to the ſame King. We had alſo deter- 
< mined him to take care of our Affairs in the auguſt Court 
< of the King of the Romans ; but the King of Pruſſia a ſecond 
<« time requeſting his Preſence, we were unwilling to call him 
« from thence, where he was ſo very uſeful to us, and i 

* acceptable to the ſaid Prince: but fince, for eight Years paſt, 
< he has happily devoted himſelf to the common Intereſt of us, 
<_ and all the Confederates, with the utmoſt Fidelity and Dexte- 
< rity, the moſt important Concerns of the Armies, and difficult 
Affairs of the Chriſtian World, required us to ſend to the 
« Hague a Gentleman ſo well qualified for ſo great a Province; 
« wherefore we ordered him to go to the High and Mighty 
« Lords the States-General of the United Provinces, in the 
«© Quality of our Ambaſſador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary, 
* which Poſt he has begun to manage with double Penetration 
© and Prudence; and eſpecially after the Death of Foſeph, at 
< that Time Emperor, he entered upon ſuch Meaſures, accord- 
< ing to his uſual Sagacity, with the ſaid States-General, as were 
very ſuitable to the preſent Poſture of Affairs, and agreeable to 
c our Mind. Therefore, that he may enjoy ſome Monuments of 
c our Royal Favour, as the Reward of a Life employed for the 
< Good of his Country and all Exrope, and which may be an 
& Incentive to his future Race of Glory: Know ye, &c. 


His Lordſhip ſoon after returned to the Hague, and being | 


again ſent for by her Majeſty, atrived at London the 15th of 
May, 1712; after which, having received Inſtructions to go to 
the Army (tho* Ambaſſador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary 
for the Treaty of Utrecht) be accordingly left London the 23d 
of June following, being ordered by the Queen firſt to the 
Hage, to invite the States-General to join with her Majeſty in 
a Ceſſation of Arms, on the French giving up Dwzkirk to the 
Ezz/iſh, On cheir refuſing to comply with the Queen's _ 
es, 
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ſures, he went, purſuant to his Inſtructions, with a very few 
Domeſticks (not ſaying for an Eſcort) up to the late Duke of 
Ormond, then encamp'd at Chateau Cambreſis, and in his Way 
thither was in ſome Danger, being ſtopped and examined by 
ſeveral Parties, as well French and Spaniards, as Dutch, Imperi- 
aliſts, & c. Having executed his Commiſſion, by ſeeing the 
Ceſlation of Arms declared between the French and Engliſh, on 
Dunkirk's being put into the Queen's Hands, he returned to 
Utrecht thro? Liſle, Tournay, Oftend, Bruges, Ghent, and Bruſſels, 
and had all the Honours paid him as to a Crown'd Head, as well 
by the Duzch as the others, being ſaluted by a treble Diſcharge of 
the Cannon round the Towns as he paſled, by part of the ſeve- 
ral Garriſons under Arms to receive him. After having ſtaid two 
Days at Bruſſels to give the neceſſary Orders (the Catholick 
Netherlands being then equally under the Adminiſtration of the 
Queen and States-General ) he paſſed thro' Antwerp, where on 
his Arrival he was faluted by the Cannon round the Town and 
Works, was met by the Prince E/quilatchy, Governor of the 
Town, and carried to his Palace, where he lay, and was moit 
magnificently treated. 'The Magiſtrates waited on him in their 
Forwalities, made him a handſome Speech, and preſented him 
with ſeveral large Flagons of Wine, and other Things, broughc 
in by the ſeveral Burghers of the Town, and their under Officers, 
in great numbers; and the next Morning, on his Departure, he 
was again ſaluted with a treble Diſcharge of Cannon round the 
Town and Ramparts, as at his Entrance. 

On his Arrival at Urrecht, the Negotiation for the Treaty of 
Peace was continued by his Lordſhip, and the Lord Privy-Seal, 
with the ſeveral Miniſters of all the Foreign Powers of Europe. 
And being again ſent for to England, he was, at a Chapter held 
at Windſor, October 26, 1712, elected a Knight Companion of 
the moſt Noble Order of the Garter; but being again ſent in 
her Majeſty's Service beyond the Seas, was inſtalled by Proxy 
at Windſor, on the 4th of Augyft following. Whilſt he was 
Abroad, he was highly eſteemed ſeveral Foreign Princes, 
eſpecially by the Princeſs Sophia, who often, with the Queen 
of Pruſſia, dined with him at Berli* : And when abſent, kept 
almoſt a continual Correſpondence by Letters. And the Kings 
of Denmark and Poland having an Interview with the King af 
Preſſia, thoſe three Kings, with the Queen of Prefs, dined 
together at his Lordſhip's, and made bim a Preſent of their 
Pictures at full Length in one Piece, in memory of his having 
treated three Kings and a Queen at the ſame Time. | 

He was, at the Demiſe of Queen Anne, Plenipotentiary for 
the Treaty of Utrecht ; and by a diſtinct Appointment, Ambaſ- 
ſador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to the Stares-General, 
Lieutenant - General of her Majeſty's Forces, Colonel We 
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firſt Regiment of Dragoons, firſt Lord of the Admiralty, and 
of her Cabinet and Privy-Council. The Treaties of Utrecht 
were ſigned at his Lordſhip's Houſe at Urrecht (tho? in the 
Annals of Queen Anne by Miſtake it is printed as ſigned at the 
Lord Privy-Seal's Houſe) between the Queen of Great Britain, 
France, Spaiu, Portugal, Pruſſia, the States General, Duke of 
Sevoy, and all the Allies, except the Emperor, on the 11th of 
April, 1713. 
. As firſt Lord of the Admiralty, he was by Act of Parliament 
one of the Lords Juſtices for the Adminiſtration of the King- 
dom, till the Arrival of our late Sovereign from Hanover, who 
on his coming to the Hague to embark for England, ſhewed 
him particular Marks of his Eſteem, even ſo far as to come 
publickly with his Royal Highneſs the Prince of Wales, our pre- 
ſent Sovereign, to the Earl's Houſe, where he play'd at Ombre 
with his Lady, amongſt a great many Foreign Miniſters, and 
many other Perſons of Diſtinction. And when the King was 
ſtepping into the Boat to embark for England, it was obſerved 
he took Leave of the Earl in a moſt kind and diſtinguiſh'd man- 
ner. But after his Majeſty's Arrival in England, Things took an- 
other Turn, exe. His Lordſhip continued at the Hague in his 
publick Character till the 2oth of December, 1714; when in a 
publick Audience taking Leave of the States- General, he was 
before his Departure preſented with a Gold Medal and Chain, 
valued at Co Guilders, and landed in England on the 11t of 
January following. 
His Lordſhip married on the 6th of September, 1711, Anne, 
ſole Daughter and Heir of Sir Henry Fohnſon of Bradenham in 
the County of Bucks, Knt. (who died on the 29th of September, 
1719, by his firſt Wife Anne Smithſon, Daughter to Hugh Smith- 
ſon, Eſq; Son of Sir Hugh Smithſon of Stanwick in the County 
of York, Bart. by whom he had Iſſue one Son, William, his Suc- 
ceſſor, and three Daughters, Lady Anne, who had Queen Anne 
for her Godmother, and in April, 1733, was married to the Right 
Honourable Villiam Conolly of the Kingdom of Ireland, Eſq; 
Lady Lucy and Lady Henrietta, unmarried. His Lordſhip de- 
parted this Life at his Seat in Torkſbire in November, 1739, and 
was ſucceeded by William bis only Son and Heir, now Earl of 
Strafford.

11 HIS Family is deſcended from Saſuvalo ( whoſe Name 
ſhows him to have been of an old Exgliſß Stock) and was 
the Founder and Endower of Nether-Eatendon Church in Com. 
Warw. That he was an eminent Man, is obvious from his Poſ- 
ſeſſions in Warwickſhire, Lincolnſhire, Northamptonſbire, and Der- 
byſbire, in the Time of the Conqueror; few being allowed to 
enjoy more at that Change than a Part of rheir Eſtate, and to 
hold the ſame by military, or other Services, from their new 
Lords. Therefore if we may gueſs at his Authority by the Ex- 
tent of his Eſtate, he muſt have been no leſs than a Thaze in the 
Time\of the Saxons, when not little more than five Hides of 
Land, as Selden obſerves, was an Eſtate for ſome who were fo 
dignified. He had Iſſue two om who was a Benefactor 
to the Canons of Kemikworth in Com. Warw. and died without 
Iſſue; and Fulcher, who had Iſſue Henry. 

Which Henry ſucceeded in the Inheritance, and * gave to the 
Monks of Bildwas in Com. Salop. Idenbroc ; and tho? he had 
Iſſue Fulcher, yet he © appointed his younger Brother Sewall his 
Heir to the Lands of his Father and Uncle, by Fine levied in 4 
R. I. de Baroniis Fulcheri & Henrici, as the Record teſtifies. 

The ſaid Sewall was a Knight, and took the Surname of Etes- 
don from the Place of his Abode. He married Maud, Daughter 
of .... Ridel of Haloughton in Com. Leic. and had Iſſue Henry, 
who attended William Earl Ferrers, Anno 1202, 4 Fohn, in that 
King's Service into Poitiers ; and in 7 Fohn was reſtored to the 
Manor of Edenſowre in Com. Derb. of which he had been de- 
prived when he was on that Voyage. He founded a Chantry in 
the Church of Erendon, and was ſucceeded by Sewell his Son and 
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Heir, who was a Knight, and had Iſſue James his Son and Heir, 
who firſt aſſumed the Surname of Shirley, and by that Name 
had free Warren granted to him in all his Demeſnes at Shirley in 
Derbyſhire, and Etendon. He was afterwards knighted, and hay- 
ing married Agnes de Wanton, had Iffue © by her, Ralph. 

Which Ralph his Son and Heir, in 7 Edu. I. held the Manor 
of Eatendon in Com. Warw. of Edmund Earl of Lancaſter, the 
King's Brother, by the Service of two Knights Fees, and was 
Sheriff of the Counties of Nottingham and Derby that Year. In 
9E. I. he was of full Age. In 28 E. I. he had the Cuſtody of the 
Counties of Salop and Stafford, with the Caſtle of Shrewſbury, 
committed to his Charge. And the next Year was ſummoned 
with others, to attend the King at Berwick upon Tweed, on Mid- 
ſummer Day, well- appointed with Horſe and Arms, to march 
againſt the Scots. In 3 Ed. II. he was conſtituted one of the 
Juſtices in the County of Warwick for the Goal-delivery ; and 
5 Ed. II. fervd in two Parliaments, held that Year, as a Re- 
preſentative for that County. In 6 Ed. II. he was diſcharged 
from the Office of Coroner, on Account of his ill State of Health; 
but in 8 E. II. he was Governor of Horſton-Caſtle in Com. 
Derb. and in 16 Ed. II. a Commiſſioner for levying a Fifteenth 
in Com. Warw. The next Year he was in the Lift of thoſe 
Knights and Men at Arms, whoſe Names were then certified 
in the Chancery. | 

He married Margaret, Daughter and one of the Coheirs of 
Walter de Waldeſbof, Butler to King Ed. II. and dying in 20 Ed. II. 
left Iſſue Ralph his Son and Heir, a Commiſſioner for aſſeſſing 
and collecting a Fifteenth and Tenth, ted in 11 Edu. III. 
and in the 12th, was appointed to collect the Scutage due to 
the King for the Scorch Expedition. In 14 Ed. III. he ſerw'd as 
one of the Knights of the Shire for the of Warwick; 
and to him ſucceeded his Son and Heir Six Thomas Shirley. 

Which Sir Thomas Shirley, Knt. dying in 36 Ed. III. left Iſſue 
by T/abella, Daughter of Ralph Lord Baſſet of Drayton, Hugh 
Shirley, who was a Knight in 1 H. IV. and Maſter of the King's 
Hawks. He was made Chief Warden of Higham-Ferrers Park 
in Com. Northamp. by Fohn of Gaunt Duke of Lancafter ; and 
in 22 R. II. Conſtable of Donnington-Caſtle, by Henry Duke of 
Lancaſter, (afterwards King Henry IV.) He married Beatrix, 
Siſter and Heir to Fohn de Brews, of We/t-Neſton in Com. Suſſex, 
and was kill'd on the Eve of St. Mary Magdalen, in 4 H. IV. 
in the Battle of Shrewſbury, fighting on the King's Part. 

He left Iſſue Ralph his Son and Heir, then 12 Years old, who 
in 3 H. V. was retain'd to ſerve the King in Perſon in his Army 
in Guyen, with fix Men at Arms and 18 Archers; and the next 
Year with eight Men at Arms and 16 Archers, and was about that

Time knighted ; for in 8 H. V. being then Sheriff of the Counties 
of Nottingham and Derby, he was then ſtyled a Knight. He mar- 
ried Joyce, Daughter and ſole Heir to Thomas Baſſet of Brail/- 
ford, Eſq; by whom he had Iſſue Nah, his Son and Heir, who 
died on Sr. Stephen's Day, 6 Bd. IV. having had Iflue by his ſe- 
cond Wife Elizabeth, Siſter to the Lord Mozejoy, Ralph, from 
— war hogs * — 2 and by his firſt 
Wife Margaret, Daughter and Coheir de Staunton, of 
Staunton- Harold, 2 ona Leic. Fob, his Son and Heir, who 
married Eleanor, Daughter of Sir Hugh Willoughby of Middleton, 
in Com. Warw. and Mollaton, in Com. Note. and died 18 May, 
R. III. leaving Ralph his Son and Heir, 26 Years old, who for 
is Valour in the Battle of Sroke, in Com. Norr. 2 H. VII. was 
made a Banneret; and in 7 H. VII. was retain'd to ſerve that 
King in his Wars beyond Sea for one Year. And died on the 6th of 
Jun. 1516, 8 H. VIII. By his laſt Will and Teſtament, which 
bears Date four Days before his Death, writing himſelf Sir Rauf 
Shirley, of Stawnton-Hara/d in Com. Lie. Knt. he orders his 
Body to be buried at the Diſcretion of his Executors, and that 
1000 Maſſes be-faid the Day of his Burial, or ſhortly after, for 
the Health of his Soul, and all Chriſtian Souls; alſo chat Alms 
be diſtributed. among 3000 poor People. He bequeaths ro ane 
his Wife, his Manors of Shirley and Brailesford, with the Lands, 
Rents, and Services ; as allo. other Lands, in full of her 
Jointure and Dower, for Term of her Life: And his Manor of 
3 of Gerondens, for the Term of 50 
ears. | 
It alſo appears by his Will, that he bad five Brot and 
that he was poſſeſs d of the Manors of LA Rake- 
dale, and Willowes, Burton, Long-Whatton, Ratclyff, Dunton, 
Ejterleyke, Sutton, Bonyngton, and Neuton-Regit. And be- 
queath'd Lands in Melbourne and Worthington to the Chantry of 
St. Catherine in St. Michaels Church in Melbourne for ever, to 
pray for his Soul; alſo to Lincoln Church 10 Shillings, and to every 
ouſe of Friars in Leiceſter 10 Shillings. He bequeaths all his 
Houſhold Furniture, Plate, ec. to his Wife and his Son Prazeis, 
to. be divided equally berween them ; and ordains Executo 
his Couſin Sir Richard Sackvil (to whom he bequeaths a Cro 
of Gold, hanging at his Chain) his Brother Nobert Haſylryg-

and Thomas Herbert. | 
He married four Wives, but had no Iſſue by his firſt and third; 
and by his ſecond Wife Elizabeth, Daughter and Coheir to 
Thomas Walſh of Onlip in — re, had only a Daughter 
Anne, married to Sir Thomas Poultney, of Miſterton in Com. 
Leic. Knt. By his laſt Wife Jane, Daughter to Sir Robers 
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Sheffield, Knt. Anceſtor to the late Duke of Buckinghamſhire, 
he had Francis his Son and Heir before- mentioned. | 
Which Francis was © Sheriff of the Counties of Warwick and 
Leiceſter in 4. Phil. and Mary; and having lived to an advanced 
Age, famous for his Charity and Hoſpitality, died on the 27th 
of Fuly 1571, 14 Eliz. and was buried in the Church of Breedon 
on the Hill in Leiceſterſhire, where a Monument was erected to 
the Memory of him and Dorothy his Wife, who ſurviv'd him 
but a ſhort Time, as appears by her laſt Will and Teſtament, 
bearing date the gth of Auguſt 1571, and the Probate thereof 
the 16th of May following. She was Daughter * of Sir Fohn

I. and was buried 
at Breedon. To whom Henry his eldeſt ſurviving 
Son and Heir. | 

Which Sir Henry Shirley, Bart. married Dorothy, the youngeſt 
of the two Daughters of that great but unfortunate Favourite 
to Queen Elizabeth, Robert Earl of Eſſex, and Siſter and Co- 
heir to Robert Earl of Eſſex her Brother, by whom he had two 
Sons, Charles and Robert; alſo one Daughter, Lezrice, married 
to William Earl of Clanrickard in Ireland. By the Inquiſition 
taken ar Leice/ter, 18 April 1633", it appears, that he died on 
the 8th of February 1632, ſeized of the Manors of Aftwell, 
Falcot, Billingh, Giffords, Punckney, Brookes- Manor, alias Mam- 
ſez-Manor, and divers Lands in ſeveral other Manors in Com.

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Baron of Kinderton; and Dorothy, to George Vernon, of Sudbury 
in Derbyſbire, Eſq; 

Sir Seymour Shirley, Bart. marrying Diana, Daughter of Ro- 

bert Earl of Aile/bury, left Iſſue an only Son, who ſurviving 
his Father but a ſhort Time, the Title of Baroner devolv'd on 
Robert his Uncle (youngeſt Son to Sir Robert Shirley beforc- 
mention'd) after created Earl Ferrers. 
Which Sir Robert Shirley was born at Eaft-Sheen in Surrey, 
during his Father's Confinement in the Tower by Oliver Crom- 
well; and on the 14th of December 1677, 29 Car. II. was ſum- 
mon'd to Parliament by the Title of Lord Ferrers of Cbartley, 
which Honour, by the Death of Robert Devereux, the laſt Earl 
of Eſſex of that Family, was immerged in the Iſſue of his two 
Siſters and Coheirs, and ſo continu'd *till King Charles II. was 
pleaſed to reſtore that Title, with the Precedency therero be- 
longing, to this Sir Robert Shirley, Grandſon and Heir of Do- 
rothy, the youngeſt of thoſe two Siſters. He was introduced 
into the Houle, of Peers on 28 Far.

Thoſe of 
Herefordſhire have always been eſteemed the elder Branch; but 
thoſe of Legges-Place near Tunbridge in Kent, were reſident 
there for many Generations before Thomas Legge, who lived 
in the Reign of King Edward III. and is the direct Anceſtor 
to the preſent Earl of Dartmouth. Which Thomas was of the Com- 
pany of Skinners of London, and Sheriff of that City Anno 1343 
and twice Lord-Mayor, wiz. An. 1346, and 1353. He was re- 
turned one of the Burgeſles in Parliament for that City in 1349 
and 1352. In 1338 he lent King Ed. III. 300“. towards car- 
rying on the War with France, which was a conſiderable Sum 
in thoſe Days, and more than any Citizen advanced, except the 
3 and Simon de Frauncis, who lent each 800 /. the

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' He married Elizabeth t, one of the Daughters of Thomas Bean- 
champ Earl of Warwick, and had Iſſue by her two Sons, Simon 
and John, who was a Serjeant at Arms in 1373, 17 Ed. III.“ and 
had then the King's Præcipe directed to William de Weſton and 
himſelf, ro receive from Roger de Beauchamp, Conſtable of the 
Caſtle of the Devizes, the two Sons of Charles de Blys, and to 
deliver them to Robert de Morton, Lieutenant of Collard de Au- 
lriabecourt, Conſtable of Nortingbam-Caſtle, there to remain as 
Hoſtages, till the Pretenſions to the Dutchy of Brittany ſhould 
be cleared. In 1381, being then in the Tower with Simon Sad- 
bury, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and others, he was there ſur- 
prized by Mat Tyler and his Rebels, taken from that Place, and 
beheaded on Thwer-Hill. He was * Knight of the Shire for the 
County of Surry in 2 R. II. and had Iſſuel, from whom thoſe 
in Norfolk deſcended, of which Family was Dr. Thomas Legge, 
Maſter of Caius and Gonville College in Cambridge. 

Simon Legge, the eldeſt Son, married Joan, Daughter of Jobn 
Clavering, Son of Roger Clavering of the City of London; and 
in Cobham Church in Rent is an Exhortation to pray for the 
Souls of Thomas Legge and this Simon Legge, whoſe Son Thomas 
married Margaret, Daughter of Sir Fohz Blount, Knt. Gover- 
nor of a Garriſon in Aquitaine®, who being beſieged in 14 H. IV. 
by the Mareſchal of France, with 300 Men overthrew the Ma- 
reſchal's Army, conſiſting of 4000 fighting Men, and took Pri- 
ſoners 12 Perſons of Note, and others to the number of 120. 
The ſaid Thomas had Iſſue by his Wife aforeſaid ?, Richard, l- 
liam, and The firſt died a Batchelor, and was buried in 
Cobham Church, after having ſpent the greateſt part of his Eſtate 
in the Wars between Hen. VI. and Ed. IV. 
the third Son, * took Advantage of his Brother's Ab- 
ſence in Ireland, and got Poſſeſſion of his Brother Richard's. 
Eſtate after his Death, which occaſioned a long Suit. But . 
lam, nor his Heirs, never recovered it. He married Eleanor 
Talboys, a Daughter of. Talboys of Kyme in Com. Line. of 
which Family was the Lord Talboys in the Reign of K. H. VIII. 

Williem Legge, the ſecond Son, went into Ireland, where he 
married Anne, only Daughter of Jobn, Son of Miles Lord Ber- 
migham ot Athenree, and had Iflue by her Edward his Son and 
Heir; and dying aged 92, was buried at Caffiils in Ireland. 

Which Edward was ſent by his Father into Exgland on the 
Law-Suit with his Uncle; but being unſucceſsful, he made a 
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12 LGB, Earl of Dartmouth. 

Voyage in 1584 with Sir Walter Raleigh to the Indies ; and on 
his Return into Ireland had a Company given him in Sir Henry 
Danvers's Regiment, He was afterwards made Vice-Preſident 
of Munſter, when Sir Charles Blount, Lord Mountjoy, Knight of 
the Garter (afterwards Earl of Devon) was Lord-Lieutenant, to 
whom he was related; and often tranſacted Affairs with the Earl 
of Tir-Oez, being in fayour with both Parties, He had Iſſue by 
Mary his Wife, Daughter of Percy Walſh of Meyvallie, tix 
Sons and ſeven Daughters, and died in the 74th Year of his Age, 
Anno 1616. He was the firſt Proteſtant of his Family, but moſt 
of his Children were brought up Roman Catholicks by his Wife, 
who outlived him ſeveral Years. 

1. Elizabeth, his eldeſt Daughter, never married, but liv'd to 105 
Years, She was well verſed in the Latin, Engliſs, French, Spaniſh, 
and Triſh Tongues. 

2. Mary, ſecond Daughter, married to Spragge, was Mo- 
ther of Sir Edward Sprazge, Admiral of the Blue, who com- 
manded the Rear under Prince Rupert in the laſt Engagement 
with the Dutch, Anno 1673. 

3. Margaret, Wife of.. Fitz-Gerald, Eſq, lived above 109 
Years, and was buried in Ireland. 


4. Eleanor, married to Davys, Eſq; Son of Sir John 
Davys, Attorney-General in Ireland to King James J. 
5. Suſannah, Wife ß. Nugent, Eſq; by whom ſhe had 
Iſſue, and was interr d in Ireland. 
6. Anne, eſpouſed to Anthony, Eſq; and died in the 
112th Year of her Age in 1702. 
7. Fane, married to Uſher, Eſq; and had Iſſue. 


Thomas Legge, ſecond Son of the aforeſaid Edward and Mary, 
died young, and was buried in Ireland. 

Richard Legge, third Son*, was Enſign in the Earl of Newport's 
Regiment in the firſt Expedition againſt the Scots, and afterwards 
Lieutenant-Colonel of that Regiment, and taken Priſoner when 
the Earl of Derby was defeated by Lilburn at Wigan in Com. 
Lanc. After the Reſtoration, he was “ ſent with Forces under 
the Earl of Peterborough to take Poſſeſſion of Tangier, and was 
Ranger of Whichwood alias Whittlebury Foreſt in Oxfordſbire, 
and died unmarried. | 

John Legge, fourth Son *, was a Lieutenant - Colonel in the 
Marquiſs of Antrim's Regiment in Ireland, temp. Car, I. Depu- 

-Governor of Ferſey, in the Reign of King James II. and 
Nie of Whichwood Foreſt aforeſaid, where he died in 1702, 
aged 109 Years, He married Anne Allor, and had Iflue two 
Sons and four Daughters. S | 
Edward, fifth Son, died in his Infancy.

« tars. Harry Jermyn commands the Forces which go with. 
« me, as Colonel of my Guards, Sir Alexander Leſley the Foot 
“ under him, Gerard the Horſe, and Robin Legge the Artillery.” 
He was in moſt of the Battles during the Civil War, and re- 
ceived ſeveral Wounds. In 1645 he © was Colonel of Foot, and 
taken Priſoner by Colonel Maſſey at the ſtorming of Eveſham. 
He was much truſted by the King and Queen, on all hazardous 
Occaſions, borh their Majeſties having a good Opinion of his 
Courage and Fidelity, which he never forfeited. He * married 
a Daughter of Sir Daniel Norton of Southwick in Hampſbire, b 
whom he had no Iſſue. On the Reſtoration of King Charles If. 
he had Portſmouth delivered to him by Colonel Norton, his Wife's 
Brother, the Government of which he poſſeſſed to his Death, 
which happened ſoon after, and was buried there. 

I now return to Wilkam Legge, eldeſt Son to Edward Legge 
and Mary Walſh. He was * brought out of Ireland by Henry 
Dawvers Earl of Danby, Preſident of Munſter, his Godfather, 
who had promiſed (his Father being infirm) to take care of his 
Education, and was ſent by him to ſerve as a Volunteer under 
Guſtavus Adolphus, King of Sueden; and after ſerved under 
Prince Maurice of Orange in the Lou - Countriet. On his Return 
to England, he was made Groom of the Bed-chamber to King 
Charles I. and when Danvers Earl of Danby was fined 5000 J. in 
the Court of Star-chamber (for having fell'd Timber in Which- 
wood Foreſt without Licenſe) he deſired, as a Favour to him, 
that 2000 J. thereof might be given to Colonel William 
faying, it was what he deſigned to leave him as a Legacy, 
which he ſhould not be able to perform when he had paid his 
Fine; and thereupon the King granted it. In 1639 he had a 
Commiſſion to be Lieutenant-General of the Ordnance, in the 
firſt Expedition againſt the Scots; and in 1641 © brought up that 
Petition from the Army to which his Majeſty ſubſcribed C. R. 
whereupon he was examined by the Houſe of Commons, and or- 
dered into Cuſtody as a Delinquent ; but was allowed his Liber- 

© giving 10,000. Bail for himſelf, with the Earls of Cumber+ 
land and Newport 50001. each, for his Appearance. And was after 
remanded, on his being ſent by the King to take care of Hull. 

In 1642 he was conſtituted Serjeant- Major and Captain of a 
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104 Lc, Earl of Dartmouth, 
Troop of Ceiraſſiers in Prince Rupert's Regiment, and the ſame 
Year was taken Priſoner at Dun/more-Heath by Major Bgollgrd. 
However, Ie was ſoon at Liberty; for, as Ru/bworth writes, he 
joined Prince Rupert at Bridgnorth with 1120 Muſketeers, before 
the Fight between the Prince and Sir John Meldrym at Newark, 
March 21, 1643. And in April following was wounded and 
taken Priſoner at Litchfield (as Echard writes) and ſoon after 
agsin releaſed. For in the firſt Rattle at Newbury, the 20th of 
September, 1643, having valiantly behayed, and the Night after 
atten ing his Majeſty in his Bed-chamber, the King preſented 
him with a Hanger he had that Day worn, which was in an Agate 
H:n1le ſet in Gold, and would have knighted him with it, bad 
he conſented ; but the Hanger was kept in his Family till the 
Houſe at Black-Heath was robb'd in 1693. 
In 1644 he was Governor of Cheſter and Oxford*, had a Re. 
giment of Foot, and another of Cuiraſſiers, allo a Commiſſion 
to be Governor in chief of the City and County of Oxford, with 
Power for impreſſing what Soldiers he pleaſed in the Counties of 
Bucks and Berks. When King Charles made his Eſcape from 
Hamptox-Court, he, with Sir Fohn Berkley and Mr. Afbburnhan, 
were the only Perſons to whole Fideliry the King committed 
himſelf. The Earl of Clarendon relates, that Aſbbyrnham alone 
ſeemed to know what they were to do, the other two having 
received only Orders to attend. Whereupon he had no hand in 
that unfortunate Step, of carrying the King gver to the Iſle of 
Mibt, in which the other two were involved; and on this Oc- 
caſion the Earl of Clarendon gives him the following Character : 
& Legge had had ſo general a Reputation of Integrity and Fidelity 
cc to his Maſter, that he never fell under the leaſt Imputation or 
* Reproach with any Man: He was a very punctual and ſteddy 
© Obſerver of the Orders be received, but no Contriver of them; 
* and tho he had in truth a better Judgment and Underſtanding 
© than either of the other two, his Modeſty, and Diffidence of 
& himſelf, never ſuffered him to contrive bold Counſels.“ 
During the Treaty of the Iſle of Wight, he was nominated to 
attend by his Majeſty, but diſapproved of by the Parliament, 
who on the 19th of May, 1648, committed him Priſoner to 
dag Cos ; but being ſoon after releaſed, and engaging in 
that Deſign of the Earl of He/land's to reſtore the King, he was 
wounded, and taken Priſoner with that Earl, at St. Neots in 
Huntingtonſbire. King Charles was ſo ſenſible of his Sufferings, 
and had ſo great an Eſteem of his Fidelity, that a little before 
is Death, he charged the Duke of Richmond to tell the Prince 
of Wales from him, that whenever he was reſtored to his Right, 
he ſhould be ſure to take care of honeſt il Legge; for he was 
the faithfulleſt Servant that ever any Prince had. |

Aſter the unfortunate Death of that King, he and his Family 
ſuffered great Hardſhips, and being impriſoned in Arwndel-Caſtle, 
he applied to the Speaker Lenthall for Leave ro go Abroad; who 
obtained it for him ; and in Return, Colonel Legge on the Re- 
ſtoration was very inſtrumental in | —— pow. LenthalPs Pardon, 
who when he died left him by his Will 200 J. as a Legacy. 

As he had eminently diſtinguiſhed his Loyalty to King Charles 
the Firſt, ſo was he not backward in eſpouſing the Intereſts of 
his Son and Succeſſor King Charles the Second, accompanying 
him in 1650 into Scotland, where he was committed Priſoner 
to Edinburgh Caſtie, and fo continued till the re For his 
Eſcape from Se. own, when to gratify his Majeſty he was 
releaſed, Ar eu cn of Worceſter — — wounded and taken 
Priſoner t, and had been certainly executed, if his Wife had not 
contrived his Eſcape out of Coventry Gaol, by hiring an old 
Woman to him her Clothes, which he put on, and brought 
a Cloſe-Stool-Pan, well filled, under his Arm, the Stench of 
pagan the Guards to ſtand clear, and let him paſs 
UNFEgarged. 

In the Protectorſhip of Oliver Cramwell, he, with the Earl of 
Oxford, and others, was commirted to Priſon, being betrayed by 
the Treachery of Manning, who correſponded with Thurlocww, 
Cromwell's Secretary, with deſign to get Money from them, and 
thereupon informed againſt ſuch whoſe Fidelity to the King was 
moſt notorious. In 1659, when Riſings were deſigned through- 
out the Kingdom, he had a Commiſſion to raiſe a Regiment of 
Foot, with ſeveral blank Commiſſions, to diſpoſe of as he thought 
fit. Alſo he was commiſſioned, with Arthur Anneſley, after Earl 
of Angleſey, Fabn Mordant, ſoon after created 'Viſcount Mor- 
ant, Sir Fohn Greenvile, and Sir Thomas Peyton, to promiſe 
Pardon to all thoſe who ſhall endeayqur his Majeſty's Reſtora- 
tion, except thoſe who ſat as Judges on his Father. They were 
ſo active in this Commiſſion, that moſt of the Nobility and 
Gentry of England and Wales were ingaged by them in the 
King's Service, which firſt broke out in Sir George Boorhs Inſur- 
rection, that proved unſucceſsful, but contributed greatly afrer- 
wards to his Majeſty's Reſtoration. In 1660, juſt before the 
meeting of the Parliament, he ſubſcribed that Declaration of the 
—— and Gentry, whereby they promiſed not to retain any 
Reſentments for former ill Treatment. 

After the Reſtoration, the King told him the Meſſage he had 
received from his Father by the of Richmond, which, he 
ſaid, muſt always intitle him to any Marks of Favour he could 
give him, and offered to create him an Earl before his Corona- 
tion, which he modeſtly declined, having a numerous Family wich 


a {mall Fortune; but told the King, he hoped his Sons might

live to deſerve his Majeſty's Favour. On which he was reſtored 
to his Place in the Bed chamber, and Lieutenancy of the Ord- 
nance, with a Commiſſion to be Superintendant, with General's 
Pay. Alſo was conſtituted Treaſurer of the Ordnance, and Colo- 
nel of an independent Company of Foot in the Tower of London. 
All theſe were granted in 1660 to him during his Life. 

The next Year he was“ choſen Member of Parliament for 
Southampton : And obtained a Grant of the King's Houſe in the 
Minories, London, the Lieutenancy of Alice-Holt, arid Woolmer 
Foreſts in Hampſhire, for forty-five Years, and Lands in Com. 
Lowth in Ireland to a conſiderable Value, with a Penſion of 
500 J. per Ann. for his own and his Wife's Life. And when 
Prince Rupert went to Vienna, he conſtituted him his ſufficient 
and lawful Attorney and Commiſſioner for him and in his Name, 
and to his Uſe, to act, manage, perform, and do all and all 
manner of Matters and Things whatſoever, which doth or may 
any way concern him, either with his Majeſty, the Parliament, 
or any other Perſon or Perſons whatſoever. In 1663 he was 
made Woodward of Chute Foreſt in Com. Wilts. He died 
October 13, 1670, in the 83d Year of his Age, and was buried 
in the Vault in the Trinity Chapel in the Minories, with great So- 
lemnity ; Prince Rupert, the Dukes of Buckingham, Richmond, 
Monmouth, Newcaſtle, and Ormond, with moſt of the Court, 
being preſent at his Funeral, and a Monument of white Marble 
is erected to his Memory ; but in the Inſcription, by Miſtake 
of the Stone-cutter, 1672 (for 1670) is inſerted as the Year in 
which he died. 

He married Elizabeth, eldeſt Daughter of Sir William Waſb- 
ington of Packington in Leiceſterſhire, by Anne, Daughter of Sir 
George Villiers of Brookſby in the ſaid County, Siſter to the firſt 
Duke of Buckingham of that Family. She died in 1688, in the 
76th Year of her Age, and was buried in the Vault in the Trinity 
Chapel in the Mizories by her Huſband. They had Iſſue three 
Sons, George, William, and Edward, and two Daughters, where- 
of Mary, the eldeſt, was married to Sir Henry Gooderick of Ribſton 
in the County of York, Knt. and Bart. who was Envoy Extraor- 
dinary to Spain in the Reign of King Charles IT. and Lieutenant- 
General of the Ordnance, and Privy-Counſellor ro King Wit 
liam III. by whom ſhe had no Iflue. She died aged 70 Years, 
and was buried in the Vault with her Father, tho? it is mentioned 
(by Miſtake) on Sir Henry Gooderick's Monument in Ribſton Cha- 
pel, that ſhe was buried there. Suſannab, ſecond Daughter, was

Groom of his Bed-chamber, Cap- 
tain in that Troop of Horſe-Guards commanded by Aubrey de 
Vere Earl of Oxford. And in 1680 was ſent by the King to 
Heſſe- Caſſel to ſtand Godfather, as his Proxy, to Prince Charles 
the Landgrave's Son. In the Reign of King James II. he was 
Lieutenant-Colonel to the Queen's Regiment of Horſe, Go- 
yernor of Kinſale in Ireland, and Member of Parliament for 
Portſmouth. He married Mary Pool, Widow of.... Town 
Eſq; but had no Iſſue, and dying in Dublin in the 48th Year of 
his Age, was buried there. | 

Edward Legge, third Son, died in his Infancy, and was bu- 
ried at Stole in Com. Middleſex, where his Mother reſided 
during the Abſence of his Father beyond the Seas. IE 

George Legge, eldeſt Son and Heir, was ſent to Sea * at the Age 
of Seventeen, under the Care of Sir Edward Spragge. He com- 
manded the Pembroke in 1667, the Fairfax in 1671, and the 
Royal Catharine in 1672. In the Dutch Wars he was wounded, 

ing and deſtroying ſeveral of their Ships. In 166g he had 
the Command of his Father's Independent Company of Foor, 
and in 1672 was made Lieutenant-Governor of Portſmouth, un- 
der his Royal Highneſs Fames Duke of Jork. In 1673 Governor 
of Portſmouth, Maſter of the Horſe, and Gentleman of the Bed- 
chamber to the Duke of York. In 1677 he had a Grant of 300 J. 
per Ann. as Aſſiſtant to the Office of Ordnance. And before 
the End of that Year, was conſticured Colonel of a Regiment of 
Foot, and Lieutenant-General of the Ordnance. Soon after he 
was made Maſter of the Ordnance, and on the 3d of March, 
1680-1, was ſworn of the Privy-Council ro. King Charles IL 
In 1682 he had a Commiſſion for viewing all the Forts and 
Garriſons in Exgland, and for commanding in chief. And before 
the End of the ſame Year, was by Letters Patent bearing Date 
the 2d of December, in the 34th Year of his Reign, advanced ro 
the Degree of a Baron of this Realm, by the Title of Baron of 
Dartmouth in the County of Devon, to hold and enjoy to him- 
ſelf and the Heirs Male of his Body ; and for default of ſuch 
Iflue, to William Legge, Eſq; one of the Grooms of the Royal 
Bed-chamber (Brother to him the ſaid George) and to the Heirs 
Male of his Body : Which Remainder the King particularly or- 
dered himſelf, in Juſtice (as he was pleaſed to ſay) to the Me- 
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- mory of old Colonel Lerge, whoſe Modeſty ought not to pre- 


judice his Children. The Preamble to the Patent imports : 
That his Majeſty remembering the great Merits of William 
* Lezge, one of the Grooms of the Royal Bed-chamber to his 
© late Father King Charles the Firſt, eſpecially in that unparal- 
© lelled Rebellion raiſed againſt him; in which, being a Perſon 
© of ſingular Skill and Experience in Military Affairs, as alſo a 
& valiant and expert Commander, be faithfully ſerved him in 
< moſt of the Battles and Sieges of thoſe unhappy Times. Alto 
< performed ſeveral eminent Services to the ſaid King ſince his 
< moſt happy Reſtoration. And further conſidering, that George 
* Legge, eldeſt Son of the ſaid William, following his Father's 
< Steps in divers Military Employments, eſpecially in ſundry 
* ſharp and dangerous Naval Fights, wherein he did freely ha- 
< Zard his Life; for which reſpect being made General of the 
© Ordnance and Artillery, and one of his moſt Honourable 
4 Privy-Council, his Majeſty thought fit to dignify him with 
4 ſome farther Honour.” 

The following Year he was ! ſent Admiral of the whole Engli/5 
Fleet, to demoliſh Tangier, having a Commiſſion to be Captain- 
General of all his Majeſty's Forces in Africa, and Governor of 
thar City. And on his Return, had, as a Reward of his many 
faithful Services, a Grant from his Majeſty of 10,000/. He allo 
obtained from King Charles II. a Grant to hold a Fair twice a 
Year, and a Market twice a Week upon Black-heath, in the 
Pariſh of Lewiſham in Kent. 

During the Reign of King James II. he was. Maſter of the 
Horſe, General of the Ordnance, Conſtable of the Tower of 
London, one of the Lords of the Privy-Council, Colonel of the 
Royal Regiment of Fuſfiliers, and Captain of an Independent 
Company of Foot. Alſo was High- Steward of Dartmouth, 
Kingſton upon Thames, King's College in Cambridge, and Re- 
corder of Litchfield. In rhe Year 1687, attending the King in 
his Progreſs, and the City of Coventry preſenting bis Majeſty 
with a large Gold Cup and Cover, he immediately delivered it 
to the Lord Dartmouth, telling him, there was an Acknowledg- 
ment from the City of Coventry, for his Father's Sufferings in 
their Town ; where, during the Civil Wars, he had endured a 
long Impriſonment. The ſucceeding Year he was made Admi- 
ral of the Fleet of Exgland, then ſet out to intercept the Dutch 
Fleet bringing over the Prince of Orange: Which Employment 
he accepted out of Gratitude to the King, who, as Biſhop Burner 
writes, loved him, and in whoſe Service and Confidence he had 
long been. The B.ſhop alſo ſays, that he was indeed one of the 
wworthieſt Men of his Court, but be was much + the Conduth 
of bis Affairs; yet be reſolved to Hic to him at all Hazards, 
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Therefore on the Revolution he loſt all bis Employments; 


and in 1691 was committed Priſoner to the Tower of Lendoz, 
where, after three Months Impriſonment, he departed this Life 


ſuddenly of an Apoplexy, on the 25th of October, 1691, in the 


Year of his Age. After he was dead, Lord Lacas, who 
was Conſtable of the Tower, made ſome difficulty of permit- 
ting his Body to be removed without Order; on which, Appli- 
cation being made to King William, he was pleaſed to direct, 
that the ſame Reſpect ſhould be paid at his Funeral, that would 
have been due to him if he had died poſſeſſed of all his Em- 
ployments in that Place., And accordingly the Tower Guns 
were fired when he was carried out, to be interred by his Fa- 
ther in the Vault in the Minories, where a Monument of white 
Marble is erected io his Memory, by Barbara his Lady, who 
died on the 28th of Faxyary, 1717-18, in the 68th Year of her 
Age, and was buried by him. She was Daughter of Sir Henry 
Archbold of Abbots-Bromley in Staffordſhire, and by her Lord 
had Iſſue one Son, William, the preſent Earl of Dartmouth, and 
ſeven Daughters. 

Mary, the eldeſt, was married on Nev. 12, 1685, in King 
Henry VIIth's Chapel in Weſtminfter Abbey, to Philip Muſgrave, 
Eſq; eldeſt Son to Sir Chri/lopher Mu/zrave of Eden-Hall in 
Weſtmorland, Bart. and after his Deceale, to Fobn Crauford, Eſq; 
Son to Commiſlary-General Crawford. 

Elizabeth, ſecond Daughter, Barbara the third, Sy/annab the 
fourth, and Aue the youngeſt, are living unmarried, and the 
fifth and ſixth died in their Infancy, | 

William, now Earl of Dartmouth, only Son to George Lord 
Dartmouth, was born on the 14th of October, 1672. He was 
Lieutenant of Alice-Holt and Woobner Foreſts, till King i- 
liam granted the Reverſion, after the Term of Colonel William 
Legges Grant for 45 Years, to Emanuel How, Eiq; Groom of 
his Bed - chamber; on which he ſurrendered the Remainder of 
his Term for a valuable Conſideration. On the Acceſſion of 
Queen Anne, he was {worn of her Privy-Council, and conſti- 
tuted one of the Lords Commiſſioners for Trade and Plantations. 
In 1710 he was ſworn one of her Majeſty's Principal Secretaries 
of State, and conſtituted Keeper of the Signet of Scotland, in 
Commiſſion wich James Duke of Queenſberry. Allo the follow- 
ing Year, on the 5th of September, was advanced to the Digni. 
ties of Viſcount Lewiſbam in Kent, and Earl of Dartmouth, In 
1713 he was appointed J. ord Keeper of the Privy-Seal; and on 
the Demiſe of Queen Anne was one of the Lords Juſtices. of 
Great Britain, High-Steward of Dartmouth, and one of the Go- 
vernors of the Charter houſe. | 


His Lordſhip married in Fly, 1700, the Lady Anne Finch, 


third Daughter to Hen:agze Earl of Alesford, by whom he had 
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fix Sons and two Daughters; the Lady Barbara, merried to Sir 
Walter Baggot of Biithfield in Staffordſhire, Bart. and the Lady 
Anne is unmarried. 

His Lordſhip's eldeſt Son, George Lord Viſcount Lewiſbam, 
married Elizabeth, Daughter and Heir of Sir Arthur Kaye of 
Woodſome in Yorkſhire, Bart. by his Wife Anne Marrow, eldeſt 
Daughter and Coheir of Sir Samuel Marrow of Berkeſwell in 
Warwickſhire, Bart. And having been elected a Member in the 
late Parliament for Great - Bedwine in Wiltſhire, died of the 
Small-Pox at his Houſe in Hollis-Street, Ca vendiſb-Sguare, Lon- 
don, on the 29th of Avguſt, 1732. He had Iſſue, a Daughter 
that was ſtill-born, and one Son, Arthur Legge, who died Octo- 
ber 6, 1729, aged two Years and ten Weeks; alſo one Son, 
Malliam Lord Viſcount Lewiſham, and two Daughters, Anne 
and Elizabeth, who ſurvived him. His Lady ſurviving him, 
married ſecondly the preſent Lord North and Guilford. 

Heneage Legge, ſecond Son, was admitted a Student in the 
Iuxer-Temple-at the Age of Nineteen; and on Decemb. 12, 1734, 
was choſen High-Steward of the Ciry of Litchfield. In February, 
1739, he was ſworn one of the King's Council; and in June 
following was married to Miſs Catharine Fogg, Niece to Sir 
Jobn Barnard, Knt. | 

William Legge, third Son, died in his Infancy. 

Henry Legge, fourth Son, now living. 

Edward Legge, fifth Son, was entered a Volunteer on board 
the Royal Oak, May 31, 1726, in the 16th Year of his Age, 
and conſtituted Lieutenant of the Deprford Man of War the 
5th of March, 1733-4. | 

Robert, ſixth Son, died in his Infancy.

whence he went into the Family of the nored Gardiner, Biſhop 
of Winchefter, as appears from theſe Lines Leland writ to him.

Which is, that being young, he went into the learned Gardiner's 
Family, which was the very Seat of Eloguence, and of the Muſes.

| after, in Reſpect of his Learning and Merits, he was employed 
by King Henry VIII. in ſeveral important Affairs; for in 21H.8, 
he was * ſent into France, to obtain the Opinions of the Learned 
in that Kingdom, concerning the King his Maſter's Divorce 
from Queen Catherine; and in 23 H. 8. on the 8th of November, 
he obtained a Grant of the Office of Warden and Conſtable of 
the Caſtle, Keeper of the Park, and Bailiff of the Manor of 
Maxftok, in Warwickſbire, during the Minority of Peter Comp- 
ton, Eſq. Allo the fame Year was * made one of the Clerks of 
the Signet; which Title he bore in 26 H. 8. when he had“ Li- 
cence from the King to import 400 Caſks of Wine from G, 
cony. In the Year 1537, 29 H. S. the King ſent him privately 
(with Inſtructions to take France in his Way) into Germany, 
with Chriſtopher Mount, to prevail on the Proteſtant German 
a Ex . s V. 3.

Princes from according with the Emperor, but rather to refer 
all their Differences to him and the French King. This Em- 
ployment required an extraordinary Prudence, the Voyage be- 
ing to be performed in a diſguiſed Habir, and the King's Em- 
baſſador in France, and the French King were firſt to be ac- 
quainted therewith, with whoſe Directions they had Orders to 
comply. In this arduous Negociation he behav'd himſelf fo 
much to the King's Satisfaction, that in 32 H. 8. he was * made 
Clerk of the Privy Council. Alſo the fame Year was! conſti- 
tuted one of the Clerks of the Signet for Life, and * Clerk of 
the Privy Seal, with the Fee of 30 l. per Ann. likewiſe ſoon 
after Clerk of the Parliament for Life. 

The Year following he was * conſtituted Clerk of the Privy 
Council for Life, and? ſent Embaſſador into France. In 35 H. 8. 
on the 19th of May, he and Thomas Knight, Eſq; were * con- 
ſtiruted Clerks of the Parliament for Life, with the Salary of 
401. per Ann. and ſoon after he received the Honour of Knight- 
hood, for he bears that Title on 19th of January following, 
when the King granted to him and his Heirs, the Lordſhips 
of Bromley and Hurft, in the County of Stafford. Alſo in the 
fame Year was * made one of the Principal Secretaries of State. 
In 36 H. 8. on the 26th of June, he was * commiſſion'd with 
the Lord Chancellor Wriotheſley, and the Duke of Suffolk, to 
treat with Matthew Earl of Lenox, about certain Affairs re- 
lating to the Government of Scotland, and to treat of a Mar- 
riage between that Earl and the Lady Margaret, the King's 
Niece. The ſame Year he attended King Henry at the Siege 
of Boloign; and on his return into England, after the Surrender 
of that Town, he had a Grant (with Johr Maſon, Eſq;) of the 
Office of Maſter of the Poſts, within and without the Realm, 
ro occupy by themſelves or Deputie ; and was * joined in 
Commiſſion with the Earl of Hertford, to conclude a general 
Peace with the French King, who demanding Reſtitution of 
Boloign, the Treaty was immediately broke off. Bur being again 
ſer on Foot the following Year, he was then ſent Embaſſador 
into France, and while it was in Agitation received the follow- 
ing Letter from the King, which foraſmuch as it ſhews how 

eatly he was eſteemed, and that it gives an Inſight into the 
Politicks of thoſe Times, I ſhall here? inſert it verbatim.

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* You may (yf he condeſceend thereunto) ſecretely delyver unto 


« him with a Ciphre, to advertyſe us of the State of Things 
“ in Almayne, from Time to Time as Occaſion ſhall ſerve ; 
« giving him ſuch goode Woordes withall on our behalfe, as 
4 may bothe encourage him to ſerve us truelye, and diligently, 
« and miniſter Hope unto him of more ample Benefite at oute 
« Hands, if he ſhall ſhewe himſelfe no leſs willinge to the Ad- 
4“ vauncement of our Affayres, and diligente in our Service, 
cc then we have conceived good Truſte of him. 

4 Finallye, yf in the Ende of this your long Conference, the 
“French Commiſſioners will neither come on more roundly in 
the Conditions of Peax, nor aſſente to any Truex in ſuche

At length on the 7th of June following, this Sir Villlam 
Paget, the Lord Lifle, High Admiral of England, and Dr. Mor- 
ton, Dean of Canterbury, concluded a Peace with the French; 
by which the King gained the Advantage of keeping Bulloign 
for eight Years, without Moleſtation. Shortly after which, the 
King lying on his Death-bed, bequeathed to him a Legacy of 
zoo l. conſtitured him one of his Executors, and appointed 
him one of the Council to his Succeſſor King Edward VT. 

Being now of great Authority, and in bigh Repute for his 
Wiſdom and Learning, the Earl of Hertford (after Duke of 
Somerſet) Protector of the King's Perſon and Dominions, con- 
tracted * with him an intire Friendſhip, whereby he had a greater 
Opportunity of exerciſing his extraordinary Abilities to the pub- 
lick Advantage. On the 4th of March, 1546. 1 E. VI. being 
ſtyled Knight of the Garter, and Principal Secretary, he was 
commiſſion'd to fix the Boundaries in the Marches of Bolloigs ; 


and foon after exchanged his Place of Secretary for the Comp-

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trolerſhip of the Houſhold. In 2 E. VI. he * obtained a Gram 
of Exeter-Place, without Temple-Bar (formerly belonging to 
the Biſhops of that See) as alſo a certain. Parcel of Ground 
lying within the Garden of the Middle-Temple, adjoining thereto. 
Which Houle he transformed into a new Fabrick for his own 
Habitation, calling it Paget-Houſe; but it retained that Name no 
longer than it continued in the Poſſeſſion of his Family, being 
by after Owners called Leice/ter-Hoyſe, and Eſſex-Houſe. The 
next Year, with the Biſhops of London, Rocbefter, and others, 
he was delegated to viſit Sz. George's Chapel in Windſor, Win- 
cheſter College, the Dioceſe of Ox9n, and that Univerſity; and 
to order_Matters for the improving of good Literature, and Ho- 
nour of thoſe Places. This Year he was * ſent Ambaſſador to the 
Emperor Charles V. to prevail on him to enter into a Confederacy 
againſt the French. And arriving at Bruſſels on the 19th of 
June, 1549. 3 E. VI. * he was received by bis Imperial Ma- 
jeſty wich extraordinary Reſpect, but did not ſucceed in his Ne- 
gociations, the Emperor being unwilling to contribute any Aſ- 
ſiſtance. On his Return into England, though he ſucceeded not 
in his Ambaſly, yet he greatly raiſed his Reputation in the Em- 

ror's Court, as appears by Sir Philip Hobys Letters to the 

rotector, when Reſident Ambaſſador there: In which are 
theſe Expreſſions concerning him; © That he was generally 
<« grateful to all the Emperor's Court, a few of Ezg/and's back 
« Friends only excepted, who miſtruſted much, leſt he had 
« compaſſed ſomewhat to their Diſadvantage. And the rather 
they were driven to conceive this Opinion, becauſe his En- 
cc tertainment had been ſuch, and ſo reſpectful, as well with 
« the Emperor as his Council. And he was ſo generally com- 
ce mended, and well reported of by all, and the Fame of his 
c prudent handling himſelf ſo ſpread abroad every where, a 
c they could not think, but that of ſuch toward Likelihood, 
« ſome great Effect muſt needs follow.” He alſo added, 
That ſhould he not perhaps be ſuſpected of Adulation, he 
© might find ſufficient Matter to conſume a long Time in diſ- 
cc courſing of his Gravity and Prudence, uſed as well in ſet- 
< ting forth, and well-handling his Charge towards the Empe- 
© ror, and his Counſellors, as in his Behaviour generally to- 
cc wards all others. Whereby he had purchaſed to himſelf Love 
« and Credit with all Men, and not a little for the King's Ma- 
cc jeſty's Honour and Eſtimation, in thoſe Parts. 

The ſame Year having been called by Writ to the Houſe of 
Peers, by the Title of Lord Paget of Beaudeſert (in Com. Staff 
ihe took his Place in Parliament on the 3d of December; being 
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then Co ller of the Houſhold, and Chance lor of the Dutchy 
of Lancaſter. And on the 19th of January following was ſo- 
lemnly created to that Honour; allo immediately after ap- 

inted one of the Commiſſioners to conclude a Peace with 
the French King. 

Bur notwichſtanding theſe his extraordinary Services, he was 
committed to the Fleet on the 21ſt of Ocfob. 1551, 5 Fd. VI. 
and on the 8th of November following ſent to the er, by the 
Procurement of the ambitious Duke of Northumberland, who 
at this Time aſpired to an abſolute Command; and having re- 
folved to remove thoſe out of his Way, whoſe Credit or [Intereſt 
might be any Impediment to his evil Purpoſes, he firſt com- 
mitted the Duke of Somerſet, and ſoon after this Lord Paget, be- 
rween whom an inviolable Friendſhip had been maintained for 
ſeveral Years. The unfortunate Duke ſoon after loſt his Head, 
being * principally charged with deſigning to murther the Duke 
of Northumberland, and ſome other Lords, at Paget-Houſe. And 
it was generally expected, that the Lord Paget would be called 
in queſtion for the ſame ; but whether Northumberland was ſuf- 
kciently ſatisfied with the Sacrifices already made, or that tho 
Lord Paget s Innocency would bear the Teſt, he contented him- 
ſelf with only diſgracing this able Miniſter of State. Whereupon 
on the 22d of April following, being the Eve of St. George's 
Feaſt, he was! diveſted of the Exſigns of the Gar:er, on pre- 
tence of Defe&t in Blood, and Arms, for three Deſcents : But 
the Liber Ceruleus in the Regiſtry of the Knights kept at Vind- 
for oblerves, it was not ſo much thoſe Cauſes, as the Prevalence 
and Practice of the Duke of Northumberland, by which he had 
been unjuſtly and undeſerved!y put out of the Order. 

Neither was this Diſgrace thought ſufficient ; for Money be- 
ing extteamly wanting at that Time, he ſoon after was charged 
with felling the King's Lands and Timber-Wood without Com- 
miſſion ; and that he had taken great Fines for Lands belonging 
to the Crown, and applied them to his own Uſe ; with other 
Things accumulated againſt him. Whereupon he ſurrendered 
his Office, and ® ſubmitted himſelf in the Star- chamber, on the 
16th of June, to be fined at the King's Pleaſure ; and his Mulct 
was ſet at 6000/., This he endured (faith Sir John Heyward® ) 
with a Manly Patience, as knowing right well, that he held all 
the Reſidue of his Eſtate on Courtely of thote who hared him 
at the Heart, But in December following he o obtained a general 
Pardon of all Offences and Tranſgreſſions, and other Negli- 
gences, except Debts due to his Majeſty in the Court of Exche- 
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quer, the Augmentation, the Wards, and the Fir/t-Freits and 
Tenths, At which Time an ? Indenture was made berween the 
King and him, whereby he was to pay to his Majeſty 100 /. per 
Amnnum, and 10001. at Chriſtmas next, and the ſame Sum the 
Chriſtmas following. Yer in February enſuing he & had a Diſ- 
charge for the Payment .of 2000 /. and the next Month ob- 
tained a Grant from the King to him and his Poſterity for ever, 
of the Coat of Arms now borne by the Family, which had been 
taken from him on Pretence that it was given him by a King 
of Arms, who had not ſufficient Power to grant the ſame. 

On King Edward's Death, he * joined with the Earl of Arun- 
del, the chiefeſt Champion of Queen Mary, and after ſhe had 
been proclaimed Queen in the City of London, accompanied 
with 30 Horſe, rode Poſt with him that Night, to certify her 
of the gladſome Tidings of her Subjects loyal Intentions. 
Whereupon he was * ſworn of the Privy-Council (with the faid 
Earl) on her coming to the Tower; had a ſpecial Pardon; and 
was, with others, commiſhoned to“ hear and determine all ſuch 
Claims as ſhould be made on the Day of her Coronation. She 
alſo reſtored him to the Noble Order of the Garter, the Enſigns 
whereof having not with more Diſgrace been taken from, than 
with Honour reſtored to him, and that by as great and abſolute 
Authority as did deprive him of them; namely, by Decree in 
Chapter, holden at Sr? Fames's the 27th of Septemb. An. 1 Mar. 
ſo that, as 4/bmole * obſerves, the Honour might be ſaid to have 
been rather wrongfully ſuſpended, than juſtly loft: For in Con- 
firmation of his Reſtoration, he had the Garter buckled on his 
Leg again by two of the Knights Companions preſent, and the 
Collar of the Order put about his Shoulders, with the George de- 
pending thereat; and a Command then alſo given Garter, to 
take care that his Atchievments ſhould be again publickly ſer up 
over his Stall at Windſor ; being the fame he before poſleſs'd, 
viz. the ninth on the Sovereign's Side. Mr. Aſbmole further 
obſerves, © That the Records of the Order brand his Degrada- 
& tion of Injuſtice; it being inferable, that when Honour is 
F conferred on the Score of Virtue, and great Endowments, 
cc the Confideration of theſe ſupplies the Defect and Obſcurity 
cc of Extraction. Whence ir came, that the then Sovereign 
& (whoſe Prerogative it was to declare and interpret the Statutes) 
ce being at that Time preſent in Chapter, thought fit to quality 
ce the Law, and gave him this honourable Commendation, That 
&* be had highly deſerved of the Nation by his Prudence and 
F Counſel.” 
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Pacer, Earl of Uxbridge. 119 
The Queen alſo the fame Year beſtowed on him divers 
Grants*, as the Rectory and Advowſon of Alceſtre in Com. 
Leic. the Marriage of Thomas Willoughby, and the Reverſion of 
the Manor of Great- Marlow in Buckinghamſhire, In March, 
1553-4, 1 Mar. he was ? commiſſioned, with others, to treat 
with the Ambaſſadors of Charles V. Emperor of the Romans, 
about a Treaty of Marriage between the Queen and Phi/zy Duke 
of Auſtria, Son. of the ſaid Emperor. In the ad Year of Queen 
Mary, ſoon after her Marriage with King Philip, he was ſent 
Ambaſſador ( with Sir Edward Haſtings) to the Emperor, then 
at Bruſſels, to * ſignify from their Majeſties of Exgland their joint 
Longing to ſee Cardinal Pole, that by his Authority he might 
rettify the Church of England, wonderfully out of Tune by ren ſon of 
the Schiſm wherewith it had been afflicted. They came to Bru/- 
ſels on the 11th of November *, and returned with the Cardinal 
to Weſtminſter on the 24th. | EX Ini 

On the 29th of Farzary, 2 and 3 Ph. and Mar. he was* con- 
ſtituted Lord Privy-Seal. And in 1555, on the 18th of May, he 
went over to'Calais with Cardinal Pole the Earl of Arundel, and 
others, to © treat with the Commiſſioners of the Emperor and 
French King, and to mediate a Peace between them. On the 
23d of May they mer at Mark, lying between Calais, Arde, and 
Graveliz ; but all the Pains they took to reconcile their Diffe- 
rences had little Effect. 

On Queen Elixaberhs Acceſſion to the Throne, at his own 
Requeſt (as Camden writes in his Life of Queen Elizabeth) he 
quitted the publick Service, tho' in her Favour, be retaining an 
Affection and Value for bim, tho he was a ſtrict Zealot of the 
Romiſh Church. By his * laſt Will and Teſtament, bearing date 
Nov. 4, 1560, wherein he ſtyles bimſclf Miiliam Lord Pager, 
Knight of the Garter, Lord Pager of Beaudeſſer, he orders his 
Body to be buried at Draxzon in Com. Middleſex, if he deceaſed 
within 40 Miles, or at Burton (in Staffirdſbire) if he died within 

Miles of chat Place, with ſuch Funeral Solemnities as his 
ecutors think convenient. He bequeathed to the Lady Aune 
bis Wife the Uſe of the Furniture of his Houſes in London and 
Weſt-Drayton in Middleſex, as long as ſhe lived unmarried, and 
after her Deceaſe to his Son and Heir Sir Heury Paget, Kut. to 
whom he bequeathed the Uſe of his great ſtanding Cup, with 
the Cover, double gilt, weighing 100 Ounces and a half, and to 
remain from Heir to Heir as an Heir-Loom. And to his Sons 
Thomas and Charles Pager, and to every one of his Children 
living at his Deceaſe, a Pair of gilt Pots of the Value of 20 /. 
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He leaves, beſides other Legacies, Annuities to his Sons Charles 
and Thomas, and his Daughter Eleanor Palmer. The Reſidue 
of his Eſtate he N to his Son and Heir Sir Henry Paget, 
with his Manſion-Houſe without Temple-Bar called Paget-Place, 
and lately Exeter-Place, and appoints him his ſole Executor. 
Which Will was proved 1 Juli, 1563. 

He departed this Life, aged 57, on the gth of June, 1563, 
and was buried at Drayton; tho' his Lady and his Son Thomas 
erected a very ſtately cm: to his Memory above the Choir 
in the Cathedral of Lizchfie/d, which, togetber with that beau- 
tiful Church, was deſtroyed in the Time of the Rebellion againſt 
King Charles I. but by the Care, and at the Coſt of the Lord 
Hatton, a Draught of it was taken, whereon the following [n- 
ſcription was engraven :

This Thomas Lord Paget married Anne:, Daughter and ſole 
Heir of Henry Preſton, Eſq; Son and Heir of Lawrence Preſton, 
ſecond Son to Thomas Preſton of Prefton in Com. Eboy. She ſur- 
vived many Years®, and was buried by him at en- Drayton 
with great Funeral Solemnity, on the 15th of February, 1586. 
Their Iſſue were four Sons, Henry, Thomas, Charles, and Ea. 
ward, which laſt died young; alſo fix Daughters, Erhelared, 
married to Sir Chriſtopher Allen, Knt. Foan to Sir Thomas Kit- 
lon, Knt. Anne to Sir Henry Lee, Knt. Eleanor to Ferome Pal- 
mer, Eſq; and ſecondly to Sir Roxland Clerk, Knt. | Dorothy to 
Thomas Willoughby, Son of Sir Henry Willoughby of Wollaton in 
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PactT, Earl of Uxbridge; 121 
Com: Notringb. Knt. and Grifild to Sir Thomas Rivet, Knt. and 
ſecondly to Sir William Waldgrave, Kant. 
His eldeſt Son, Henry Lord Paget, was * made one of the 
Knights of the Bath at the Coronation of Queen Mary; and 
ing ſummoned to Parliament in 8 Ekz.* took his Place there 
on the zoth of September. By his laſt Teſtament®, bearing date 
the 27th of November, 1568, (11 Eliz.) he bequeathed his Body 
to be buried in the Pariſh Church of Weſt-Drayton in. Com. 
Middleſex, near to the Place where the Body of his Father lay 
interred; appointing that a convenient Tomb ſhould be erected 
over the Graves of his Father, and Mother, and his own Grave; 
and died ſhortly after; for the Probate thereof bears date on the 

h of May next following. He had Iſſue by Catharine his Wife, 

* of Sir Henry Knever of Buckenham in Com. Norf Kat. 
one Daughter Elizaberb, who died young. 

Whereupon Thomas his Brother ſucceeding him in this Ho- 
nour, had Summons ! ro Parliament in 13 Elix. and took his 
Place there on the 4th of April. But in 27 Eliz. being zea- 
louſly affected to the Romiſb Religion, and Letters having been 
intercepted which betrayed his being a Well-wiſher to the Queen 
of Scots , he on the Apprehenſion of Francis Tbrogmorton, pri- 
yately (with Charles Arundel, a Courtier) withdrew into France, 
where, as Camden writes, They heavily bewailed and com- 
c“ plained amongſt themſelves, that the Queen was, without any 
Fault or Deſert of thejrs, alienated from them by the ſubtil 
« Artifices of Leiceſter and Walſingham : That they were unwor- 
© thily diſgraced, and ignominiouſly uſed : That ſtrange kinds of 
Tricks and Cheats were invented, and ſecret Snares fo cloſely 
© laid, that they muſt, whether they would or no, and before 
© they were aware, be involved in the Guilt of High Treafon : 
© And that there was at home no hope at all of any Safety.” 
And Camden acknowledges, that at that Time ſome ſubtil Ways 
were taken to try how Men ſtood affected. 

Hollinſhed relates, that Charles Paget, this Lord's Brother, 
was a principal Agent for the Roman Catholicks, as it was proved 
on Examination of the Earl of Northumberland's Caſe, wiz. that 
in September, 1583, he came privately from beyond the Sea to 
the Earl of Norrbumberland at Petworth, where the Lord Paget 
met him; and that on Throgmorton s being commirted to the 
Tower, the Earl of Norrbumberland prevailed on the Lord Pages 
to quit the Rea m, and provided him a Ship on the Coaſt of 
Safes, wherein he imbark'd. 

Thereupon in the Parliament holden at We/min er in 29 EA. 
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he was attainted, with his Brother Charles, and their Lands and 
Poſſeſſions confiſcated, whereby the Earl of Leiceſter got a 
Grant of Paget-Houſe. He died at Bruſſels in 32 Eliz. 1589; 
his Death, as Camden? obſerves, proving a ſad and univerſal Loſc 
to the Commonwealth of Learning. He married Nazarer, Daugh- 
ter of Sir ohn Newton of the County of Somerſet, Knt. by Mar- 
zaret his Wife, Daughter of Sir Anthony Points of the County 
of Glouceſter, Knt. and by her had Iſſue William, his Son and 
Heir. She was the Relict of Sir Thomas Southwell of Norfolk, 
Knt. and died at London, April 16, 1583. 

Which William was knighted before the 39th of Eliz. when 
he accompanied * the Earl of Eſſex in that ſignal Expedition of 
the taking of the Town and Iſland of Cales. And in the Parlia- 
ment held in the 1ſt of King James, was reſtord to his Lands 
and Honours. He married Lertice, Daughter and Coheir to 
Henry Knowlles of Kingsbury in Warwickſhire, Eſq; by Margaret 
his Wife, Daughter and ſole Heir of Sir Ambroſe Cave, Knt. 
Chancellor of the Dutchy of Lancaſter. And the ſaid Henry 
Knolles was a younger Son to Sir Francis Knolles, Knight of the 
Garter, and Treaſurer of the Houſhol4 to Queen Elizabeth. By 
this Lady the Lord Pager had Iſſue three Sons, William his Suc- 
ceſſor, Henry, and Thomas, who both died unmarried ; alſo four 
Daughters, Margaret, married to Sir Wiltiam Hicks of Ruckhol: 
in Com. Eſſex, Bart. Dorothy died unmarried ; Catharine to Sir 
Anthony Irby of Boſton in Com. Linc. Bart. and Aune, firſt 
wedded to Sir Simon Harcourt of Stanton- Harcourt in Com. 
Oxon, Knt. and afterwards to Sir William Waller of Ofterley- 
Part in Com. Midaleſex, Knt, And the ſaid William Lord Paget 
departing this Life on the 29th of Auguſt, 1629, was buried 
with his Anceſtors at Drayton, and was ſucceeded by William 
his Son and Heir. 

Which William was * nineteen Years of Age on the 13th of Sey- 
tember preceding the Death of his Father, and was made Knight 
of the Bath at the Coronation of King Charles I. He was one 
of the Lords, who, after the Expedition againſt the Scors*, ſigned 
a Petirion to the King (dated Avg. 18, 1640, and delivered at 
York) wherein they ſet forth their Zeal to the King and King- 
dom, and offered to his Majeſty's Wiſdom ſeveral Grievances 
of the Subject, the Dangers thereby to the Church and State, 
and to his own Perſon, and the Means to prevent them.“ For 
«© Remedy they humbly beſeech his Majeſty to ſummon a Par- 
< liament, whereby the Cauſes of theſe Grievances may be 
taken away, and the Authors and Counſellors of them pu- 


yr 
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& niſhed. That the preſent War may be compoſed without 
« Blood, to the Honour and Safety of the King, the Comfort 
c of his People; and the uniting of both Realms.” 

In 1642 he was appointed by the Parliament Lord Lieute- 
nant of the County of Buckingham. But ſoon after, as the Earl 
of Clarendon writes, being convinced in his Conſcience, fled from 
them, and beſought the King's Pardon. And for the better mani- 


feſting the Tenderneſs of his Compunttion, and the Horror he. had of 


his former Guilt, he frankly diſcovered whatſoever he had knows 
of their Counſels ; and aggravated all the Ill they had done, with 
declaring it to be done to worſe and more horrid Ends, than many 
good Men believed to be poſſible for them to propoſe to themſelves. 
And at the Battle of Edgebi/l, the * Regiment raiſed by him for 
the King did great Service. He lived ſome Years after the Re- 
ſtoration of the Royal Family, departing this Life Octob. 19, 
1678, at his Houſe in the Oli Palace-Yard, We/imin/ter, and was 
buried with his Anceſtors at Drayton. 

He married the Lady Frances Rich, eldeſt Daughter to Henry 
Earl of Holland, that was beheaded by the Rebels, and by her 
had three Sons, and ſeven Daughters, William late Lord Pager, 
Henry, and Thomas, whereof the ſecond married a Daughter of 
* Sandford of Sandford in Com. Salop, Eſq; and ſettling in 
Ireland, had Iſſue Thomas Paget, Eſq; (one of the Grooms of the 
Bed-chamber to his Majeſty, and Colonel of a Regiment of 
Foot, now living, whoſe only Daughter was married in April, 
1737, to Nicholas Bayly of Placenywyd, Eſq; Member in the 
preſent Parliament for Axgle/ey ) and a Daughter married 
to Sir Edward Irby of Boſton in Com. Linc. Bart. The ſeven 
Daughters were, 1/abe/la, who died unmarried, Lertice, wedded 
to Richard Hampden of Great-Hampden in Com. Bucks, Eſq; 
Elizabeth, who died unmarried, Frences, eſpouſed to Rowland 
Hunt of Boreatton in Com. Salop, Eſq; Penelope, married to 
Philip Foley of Pre/*wood in Com. Staff. Eſq; Diana, married 
to Sir Henry Afburft of Materſtock in Com. Oxon, Bart. and 
Ame, youngeſt Daughter, who died unmarried. 

William Lord Pager, his eldeſt Son and Heir, ſo ſucceeding 
his Father, was one of the Lords who in 1681 7 ſigned that Pe- 
tition to the King, wherein they repreſented, © That his Ma- 
© jeſty on the 211t of April, 1679, having called to his Council 
* many honourable Perſons, and declared his being ſenſible of 
* the evil Effects of a lingle Miniſtry, &c. he would for the 
future refer all Things to his Council, and the Parliament, 
* whereby they hoped to ſee an End of their Miſeries ; but to 
* their unſpeakable Grief found their Expectations fruſtrated, 
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© the Parliament then ſubſiſting being diſſolved, before it could 
« perfect what was intended for their Relief and Security. And 
ce that hearing his M:jeſty, by the private Suggeſtions of ſome 
c wicked Perſons, exc. (without the Advice of his Privy-Coun- 
* cil) hid been prevailed on to call a Parliament to meet at 
* Oxford, where neither Lords nor Commons can be in Safe- 
© ty, &c. they out of a juſt Abhorrence of ſuch dangerous and 
c pernicious Counſel (which the Authors have not dared to 
« ayow) and the Apprehenſion of the Calamities that may en- 
« ſue, make it their moſt humble Prayer and Advice, that the 
« Parliament may not fit at Oxford, where it cannot be able to 
ce act with that Freedom which is neceſſary, &c.“ The King 
frowned on the Deliverers of this Petition, and perſiſted in his 
Reſolution of holding the Parliament at Oxford. 

In the Reign of King James II. he was one of the Peers 
who appeared in W:ftmin/ter-Hall on the Trial of the ſeven 
Biſhops, which had an Effect in their Favour, both on the 
Judges and the Jury. On the Landing of the Prince of Orange, 
he was alſo one of the Peers who * petitioned the King, © That 
© in the deep Senſe of the Miſeries of a War in the Bowels of 
© the Kingdom, they thought themſelves bound in Conſcience 
© humbly to offer to his Majeſty, that in their Opinions the only 
« viſible Way to preſerve: his Majeſty and the Kingdom, would 
ce be the calling of a free Parliament, wherein they ſhould be moſt 
& ready to promote ſuch Counſels and Reſolutions of Peace 
© and Settlement in Church and State, as might conduce to his 
& Majeſty's Honour and Safety, and to the quieting the Minds 
© of his — He was afterwards one of the Lords who 
voted for the Vacancy of the Throne, and the ſettling the Crown 
on the Prince and Princeſs of Orange. Whereupor: on their 
Acceſſion he was conſtituted Lord Lieutenant and Cuſtos Ro- 
tulorum of the County of Stafford, and appointed Envoy Extra- 
ordinary to the Emperor. He arrived with that Character at 
the Hague, Octob. 3, 1689, and © remained at the Court of Vi- 
enna till February, 1692; when being appointed Ambaſſador 
Extraordinary to the Grand Signior, he travelled thro' Hungary 
and the Turkiſh Territories to Conſtantinople. 

On the laſt of February, O. S. he had Audience of the Grand 
Vizier; and of the Grand Signior on the 8th of March follow- 
ing, 1692-3, who honourably received him. And the Vizier 

ing depoſed®, he had Audience of the new Vizier on the 25th 
of March, 1693, when the Propoſition he made relating to 
Peace was well received, and a ſpeedy Anſwer promiſed. His 
Lordſhip was held in great Eſteem during his Reſidence at the

Court of Conftantinople, and by his prudent Negotiations at 
length concluded a Peace between the Emperor and the Grand 
Signior. About the Middle of Auguſt, 1698, he arrived in the 
Turkiſh Camp near Be/grade, and having prevailed for a Neutra- 
lity to be obſerved about the Place for treating of Peace*, he 
left the Turkiſh Camp on the 19th of October for Carlowitz, which 
was appointed for the Treaty. On the 26th of January, 1698-9, 
the Peace ⁊ between the Imperialiſts, the Poles, and the Turi 
was ſigned, and ſoon after the Peace between Muſcovy, the 
State of Venice, and the Turks; whereby all Europe was in Tran- 
quillity. His Lordſhip's great Abilities ſhined thro' the whole 
Negotiation; and he ſpared no Coft in the Entertainment of the 
ſeveral Mediators, or omitted any thing that might tend to the 
Honour of his King or Country. The Grand Signior * expreſſed 
a great Veneration and Eſteem for his Majeſty of Great Britain, 
and aſſured his Lordſhip he ſhould ever retain a grateful Me- 
mory of the good Offices of his Mediation, | preſenting him 
with a very rich Veſt, and a fine Twrkiſb Horſe, with coſtly 
Furnicure. "7 

His Lordſhip returned to Exgland from his Embaſſy An. 
and dying in an advanced Age, at his Houſe in Bloomſbury-Sguare, 
Feb. 25, 1712-13, was buried in the Church of Sr. Giles in 
the Fields, Middleſex. He married in the Life-time of his Fa- 
ther, Frances, Daughter of the Honourable Francis Pierpoint, 
Eſq; a younger Son of Robert Earl of Kineſton, by whom he 
had Iſſue, William, who died vita Patris, unmarricd, and Henry, 
now Earl of Uxbridge. 

Which Henry Earl of Uxbridge was elected (in his Father's 
Life-time) one of the Knights of the Shire for the County of 
Stafford, in the 7th Year of King William, as alſo in the 10th, 
12th, and 13th of that King; likewiſe in the ſeveral Parliaments 
in the Reign of Queen Anne, whilſt a Commoner. In 1702, 
when his Royal Highneſs George, Prince of Denmark, was con-

And on the 25th of February, the Year following, ſuc- 
ceeded his Father in Honour and Eſtate; a!ſo was conſtituted 
Lord Lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the County of Staf- 
ford. And on the 17th of April, 1714, her Majeſty appointed 
his Lordſhip to be ber Envoy Extraordinary to his moſt ſerene 
Highneſs the Elector of Hanover (our late moſt gracious Sove-

reign) and to the Princeſs Sophia, Electreſs and Dutcheſs Dop- 
ager of Hanover. 

On the Acceſſion of his late Majeity, he was continued Cap. 
tain of the Yeomen of the Guards, and Lord Lieutenant of the 
County of Stafford. Alſo on the 19th of October, 1714, in the 
firſt Year of his Reign, was created Earl of Uxbridge in the 
County of Middleſex. And in September, 1715, reſigned his Em- 
ployments. His Lordſhip married Mary, Daughter and Coheir to 
Thomas Cateſby of Whiſton in the County of Northampton, Eſc; 
by whom he has Iſſue Thomas-Cateſby, his only Son and Heir, 
Bur his Lady dying ſuddenly at Drayton, Novemb. 1, 1734, he 
married ſecondly, Az. 1739, Elizabeth, Daughter of Sir Walter 
Bagot of Blithfield, Bart. 

Which Thomas-Cazeſby Lord Paget was one of the Gentlemen 
of the Bed-chamber to his preſent Majeſty, when Prince of 
Wales ; in which Poſt he yet continues ; and was elected to Par- 
liament for the County of Stafford in the two Parliaments called 
by our late Sovereign. His Lordſhip married on the 3d of May, 
1718, the Lady Elizabeth, Siſter to his Grace the preſent Duke 
of Bridgwater, by whom he has Iſſue two Sons, Henry, and 
George, who died at Colcheſter in the 17th Year of his Age, in 
April, 1737, and was buried at Drayton.

Leut, late Earl of Rockingham, was Lord Lieutenant and 
Cuſtos Rotulorum of the County of Kent, both in the Reigns 
of Queen Anne, and of our late Sovereign, who advanced him 
to the Dignities of Viſcount- Soxdes, and Earl of Rockingham, 
on the 19th of October, 1714, in the firſt Year of his Reign.

Sir John Bennet, Knit. ſecond Son of Richard Bennet, was 


ſeated at Dawley in the County of Middleſex, and was © created, 
on the 6th of July, 1589, 31 Eliz. Doctor of Laws by the 
Univerſity of Oxford, having been one of the Proctors there. 
He was afterwards Vicar-General in Spirituals to the Archbiſhop 
of Tork, and Prebendary of Langteſt in the Church of York. In 


42 Eli. bearing the Title of Doctor of Laws, he was in! Com- 


miſſion with the Lord Keeper Egerton, the Lord Treaſurer 
Buckburſt, and ſeveral other Noblemen for the Suppreſſion of 
Hereſy. He was alſo in that Reign returned to Parliament for 
the City of Tork, and was a leading Member of the Houſe of 
Commons, as appears from ſeveral of his Speeches (as alſo Con- 
ſerences with the Lords) in Townſbend's Collections. He re- 
ceived* the Honour of Knighthood from King James, before 
his Coronation, on the 23d of July, 1603, at Whitehall: And 
was! made in that Reign Chancellor to Queen Anne (Conſort 
of King James) Judge of the Prerogative Court of Canter- 
bury, and Ctan-ellor to the Archbiſhop of York. In the Be- 
ginning of the Year 1617, he was ſent Embaſſador to Br»ſſels, 
to queſtion the Archduke in Behalf of his Maſter the King of 
t dt Faſt. q . bijpet's Cat. 3 
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Great Britain, concerning a Libel wrote and publiſhed, as it 
was ſuppoſed, by Erycius Puteanus, who neither apprehended 
the Author, nor ſuppreſſed the Book until he was ſolicited by 
the King's Agent there, only interdicted ir, and ſuffered the Au- 
thor to fly his Dominions. In 1620, being intitled Judge of 
the Prerogative Court of Canterbury, he was in a ſpecial Com- 
miſſion with the Archbiſhop of Canterbury and other Noble. 
men, to put in Execution the Laws againſt all Hereſies, great 
Errors in Matters of Faith and Religion, c. And the fame 
Year, bearing the Title of Chancellor to the Archbiſhop of 
York, he was commiſſion'd with the Archbiſhop of York, and 
others, to execute all Manner of Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction within 
the Province of York. He died in the Pariſh of Chrift-Church 
in London, in the Beginning of the Year 1627, having had 
Iſſue by Ane his Wife, Daughter of Chriſtopher Weekes, of 
Salisbury in the County of Wilts, Eſq; Sir Fobn Bennet his Son 
and Heir, Sir Thomas Bennet, Knt. ſecond Son, Doctor of the 
Civil Law, and Maſter in Chancery, and Mazzhew, third Son, 
who died unmarried. 

His eldeſt Son, Sir Fohn Bennet, of Dawley® received the Ho- 
nour of Knighthood in the Life-time of his Father, at Theobald; 
on the 15th of June, 1616. He married Dorothy, Daughter 
of Sir Jobn Crofts, of Saxham in the County of Suffolk, Knt. 
by whom he had Iſſue fix Sons, John his Son and Heir; Henry 
ſecond Son, created Earl of Arlington by King Charles II. on 
the 22d of April, 1672; who left Iſſue an only Daughter and 
Heir, the Lady I/abella, Counteſs of Arlington, by Deſcent, 
and the Mother of the preſent Duke of Grafton; Robert, third 
Son, who died without Iſſue; Charles fourth Son, who marrying 
Anne, Daughter of Richard Wigmore of Upton-Court in Here- 
fordſbire, had Iſſue one Son and two Daughters. Thomas, the 
fifth, and Edward the ſixth Sons, both died Iſſueleſs. Alſo two 
Daughters, Dorothy, married ro Benjamin Bacon of London, 
Merchant, and Elizabeth, wedded to Sir Robert Carr, Bart. 

Which Jobn, the eldeſt Son, was made Knight of the Bath at 
the Coronation of King Charles II. and was Lieutenant, and 
afterwards Captain of the Band of Penſioners in that Reign. 
And his Majeſty taking into Conſideration * the conſtant and 
faithful Services performed to King Charles I. his Royal Father, 
of bleſſed Memory, in the rebellious Times; as alſo to himſelf, 
by Jobn Bennet of Harlington, in the County of Middleſex, 
whom, at his Royal Coronation, be created Knight of the 
Hon. Order of the Bath, in further Augmentation of his Ho- 
nour, did, by Letters Patent 354 the 24th Day of No- 
vember, in the 34th Year of his Reign, advance him to the 
Degree and Dignity of a Baron of this Realm, by the Title of 
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Lord Offulfor, Baron of Ofſiulſton, the Name of one of the 
Hundreds in the County of Middleſex. He died in the 7oth 
Year of his Age, Anno 1688, and was buried in Harlingtox 
Church, in Com. Middleſex, whereof he was Patron, and a 
Monument is erected to his Memory. 

His Lordſhip married firſt Elizabeth, Daughter of Lious/ 
Cranfield, Earl of Middleſex, and Widow of Edmund Sheffield 
Earl of Mulgrave, who deceaſed without Iſſue by him. And 
ſecondly, Bridget, one of the Daughters of John Howe, of Lan- 
gor- Cell in Nottinghamſhire, Eſq; Father of Scrope, Lord Viſcounc 
How of the Kingdom of Ireland, by whom he had Iſſue Charles 
his Son and Succeſſor, and two Daughters, whereof Dorothy 
died unmarried, and Aunabella was married to John Cecil of 
Exeter, 

Which Charles Lord Oſſulſton, was created Earl of Tanker- 
ville, by our late Sovereign King George, by Letters Patent 
bearing date the 19th of October, 1714, in the firit Year of his 
Reign; and was conſtituted by his Majeſty Chief Juſtice in 
Eyre of all the Foreſts, Chaſes, Parks, and Warrens South of 
Trent; alſo on 26 Feb. 1720-21, made a Knight of the moſt 
Ancient and Noble Order of St. Andrew, or the Thiſtle. In 
July, 1695, he married the Lady Mary, only Daughter of Ford 
Lord Grey of Wark, Earl of Tankerville, by the Lady Mary, 
fourth Daughter of George Earl of Berkeley. Which Lady died 
on the 31ſt of May, 1710, by whom he bad Iſſue four Sons 
and three Daughters, viz.

Which Charles, now Earl of Tanterville, on the 28th of 
Feb. 1728-9, was appointed one of the Gentlemen of the Bed- 
chamber to his Royal Highneſs Frederick, Prince of Wales, and 
on the 16th of May, 1730, was inveſted with the Enſigus of the 
moſt Ancient and Noble Order of Sr. Andreu, or the Thiſtle; 
ao in 1733, was made Maſter of the Buck -Hounds. But re- 
ging that Poſt, was appointed in June, 1737, one of the 
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Lords of the Bed- chamber to the King, which he ſoon after 
reſigned On the iſt of May, 1740, he was ſworn Lord Lieu- 
tenant of the County of Northumberland. His Lordſhip mar- 
ried Camilla, Daughter to Edward Colvile of Whitehouſe in the 
Biſhoprick of Durhom, Eſq; by whom he has Iſſue two Sons 
and one Daughter, Charles Lord Oſſulſton, who arrived from his 
Travels in Decem5.

LT HO” none of this Family attained the Dignity of Peer- 
age till the Reign of King Charles the Firſt, yet many Per- 
ſons thereof were of great Note and ample Revenues in former 
Ages. The Surname Hervey, or Harvey, written antiently with 
Fitz (i.e. Son of Harvey) is derived from Robert Fitz-Hay- 
vayes, a younger Son of Harvey, Duke of Orleans, who is re- 
corded to be among thoſe valiant Commanders that accompa- 
nied William the Conqueror in his Expedition into this Kingdom, 
and were rewarded by him with Lands, exc. 

This Robert Fitz-Harvey had ſeveral Sons; one of them * Ro- 
bert,, writing himſelf Son of Hervey, gave Lands to the Abbor 
of Abington, which Henry I. confirmed. There was likewiſe in 
the fame Reign Herwey®,, who being Biſhop of Bangor, was tran- 
fated to the Biſhoprick of Ely, and made the firſt Biſhop of that 
See, A. D. 1109, 10 H. I. wherein he fat 22 Years, 
this Life on the 3oth of Auguſt, 1131. He was the Founder of 
the Monaſtery of Thorzey in Cambridge. 

Of the ſame Lineage was Count Hervey, a Briton, a famous

After him was Harvey de Non, who married the Daughter of 
William Goieth, that died in his Journey to the Holy Land. 
Which Hervey delivered certain Caſtles in France into the Hands 
of King Henry II. deſpairing to keep them againſt Theobald, Earl 
of Chartres, WhO by Aid of the French King fought to diſpoſſeſs 
him in the Year 1169. He afterwards accompanied that King 
in his Conqueſt of Ireland, as appears by the Roll collected by 
Mr. William Camies in his Obſervations of Ireland. 

Our Genealogiſts agree, that Henry was Son of one of theſe 
Herveys, and I find his Name among other Perſons of Note, 
who were Witneſſes to Roger de Clare's Grant to Rievaulx Abbey 
in Com. Ebor. A. D. 1190, being therein ſtyled Her. fil. Herve 
This Henry t embarked with King Richard I. for the Holy 
who ſubduect the Iſle of Cypres, reſtored to the Chriſtians the 
City of Foppa®, and in many Battles pur the Twrks to flight. He

Which Adam de Hervey was in Ward to King Henry III. and 
by his Appointment (as was uſual in choſe Times) was married to 
® Ful:ana, Daughter of John de Fitzhugh, by whom he had Iſſue 
Jobn de Hervey, his Son and Heir, who by marrying Joan, 
Daughter and Heir of Jobn Harman, or (as others) Hammon, 
of Thirley in Bedfordſhire, became poſſeſſed of that Lordſhip, 
and is the direct Anceſtor of thoſe of the Name now exiſting. 

But there was another Branch of this Family ſeated at Boxted 
in Suffolk, whereof William de Hervey was Sheriff of the Coun- 
ties of Norfolk and S»ffoik, in the 32d Year of the Reign of King 
Henry II. A. D. 1186, as alſo for the two firit Years of the 
Reign of King Richard I. which was in that Age an Office of 
great Power and Truſt, inſomuch that we find ſeveral of the 
Royal Family we e Sheriffs; particularly Prince Edward, eldeſt 
Son of King Hemry III. in the 52d Year of his Father's Reign, 
was Sheriff of Bedfordſhire, and continued ſo for five Years. 
The ſaid William Hervey left Iſſue a Son of his own Name, who 
in a Charter without Date, ſtyling himſelf William Hervey of 
Boxted, Son of William, grants to Peter, Son of Geffery, divers 
Lands in Boxted, whereto is appendant an oval Seal of fix Bars, 
circumſcribed, Sigillum MWillielmi Hervii; and to another Char- 
ter without Date is an oval Seal appendant, with this Inſcription, 
Sr. WILLI HERVY DE BOXTEDE. He married Beatrice, 
Daughter of Thomas de Weyland, about 8 Ed, I. by whom he 
had a Daughter Amy, who was married to Robert Leyes, whole 
Daughter and Heir Beatrix was married to Thomas Badwelle, 
who thereby attained the Manor of Boxtede. 

I now return to John Hervey, who by his Marriage aforeſaid 
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becoming poſſeſſed of Thirley or Thurley in the Hundred of 
Willy in Beafordſbire, made it his principal Reſidence, and de- 
parting this Life in 21 Ed. I.“ was ſucceeded by Fohz, his Son 
and Heir. | 

Which Harvey of Thirley, Eſq; taking to Wife Marg 
Daughter . of Sir John de Nernuyrt of Burnham in = 
Bucks (Son of Thomas de Nernuytt by Alice his Wife, Daughter 
and Heir of Thomas Buckland of Buckland, Com. Devon) did 
thereby greatly increaſe his Inheritance, which deſcended to 

bn Hervey, his Son and Heir. 

The ſaid Fob Hervey married Margery, Daughter of Sir l- 
liam Calthorp, Knt, and in the 10th Year of King Richard II. 
(1386) was, with Ralph Fitz-Ra/ph*, elected Knight of the Shire 
for the County of Bedford in the Parliament then held, and at- 
tending ſixty-three Days, had 25 J. 4s. allowed for their Ex- 

nces. In the Reign of King Henry IV. he was authoriſed”, 
with Sir William de Roos, Sir Richard de Grey, and others of 
great Note, to treat with Owen Glendowr and his Council, and 
to conclude with him what they ſhould conceive moſt expedi- 
ent to be done, for the Redemption of Regina/4 Lord Grey of 
Ruthyn ( Anceſtor to the preſent Duke of Kent) then Priſoner 
with the ſaid Owen. His Lady ſurvived him, and being aſter- 
wards Wife to Sir Fohn Argentine, died in the 5th Year of King 
Henry VI.

For his valiant Be- 
haviour in theſe Actions he was knighted by King Henry VIII. 
on the 13th of Ocrab. after his Entrance into Towrnay. In the 
22th of the ſame King he was retained to attend his | bis Sovereign!

From the ſaid Gerard, who took the Name of Harvey, and

Which William Hervey of Ickworth, took ro Wife 
Daughter of Job Cocker of Ampron in the County of Suffolk, 
and departing this Life in the zoth Year of King Henry VIII. 
was buried in the middle Ifle of Sr. Mary's Church in 8s. Ed- 
mundſbury, as appears by this Inſcription :

and Widow of Sir Thomas Maleverer, he had Iflue Sir Thomas 
Hervey, who was Knight- Marſhal to Queen Mary, and left 
only two Daughters. But Sir Nicholas, by his ſecond Lacy”, 
Bridget, Daughter and Heir of Sir Jobs Wiltſhire, Knt. Relict 
of Sir Richard Wingfield, Knt. had Iſſue Sir George Hervey of 
Markſball in Eſſex, Lieutenant of the Tower, from whom the 
Harveys now of Markſball deſcend. But Henry Hervey, Eſq; was 
eldeſt Son of Sir Nicholas by his laſt Lady, and taking to Wife 

ane, Daughter of Fames Thomas of the County of Glamorgan, 

q; had Iſſue Milliam his Son and Heir, who diſtinguiſhed him- 
ſelf on ſeveral Occafions, and for his eminent Services was at 
length advanced to the Dignity of a Peer of this Kingdom, by 
the Title of Lord Hervey of Kidbrook. 

He firſt ſignalized himſelf in the Year 1588*, in the memo- 
rable Engagement of the Spaniſh Armada, wherein he was prin- 
cipally concerned in boarding one of the Spaniſh Galleons, kill. 
ing the Captain Hugh Moncada with his own Hands. He was“ 
afterwards knighted, June 27, in the Year 1596, with many 
other Perſons of Note, who had valiantly behaved in taking the 
Town and Iſland of Cales ; and the Year following embarking 
" 2gain with the Earl of Eſſex and Sir Malter Raleigh, was preſent 
at the taking of the Town of Faial. In the Year 1609", he 
commanded one of the Queen's Ships, and brought Succours 
to the Lord Preſident of Munſter, then reducing the Rebels in 
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Flower, purſuant to the Capitulation. Being afterwards made 

Governor of Carbry from Roſs to Bantry, he took in Capeclear 

Caſtle, and performed many ſuccelsful Acts, till the Rebels 
were entirely reduced.

Charles Monzagu, 4th Son, late Earl of Hallifax. 
Janes Montagu, youngeſt Son, educated in the Study of the 


Laws, was firſt made Chief Juſtice of Ely, and after bei 


knighted, was on 8 April, 1707, conſtituted Sollicitor G 
to her Majeſty Queen Anne; and in October, 1708, Attorney 
General ; but two Years after, on the Change of the Miniſtry, 
was removed. On his late Majeſty's Acceſſion to the Throne, he 
was conſtituted one of the Barons of the Exchequer, and after- 
wards Lord Chief Baron of the ſame Court; likewiſe on the 
of William late Earl Cowper, A. D. 1718, he was 
ituted one of the Commiſſioners for the Cuſtody of the 
Great Seal of England ; and departing this Life on the 3oth of 
October, 1722, left Iſſue by bis Wife Tufton, Daughter of Sir 
William Wray, of Aſbby in . Linc. Bart, and Siſter and Heir 


to Sir Chriſtopher Wray, Bart. one Daughter, Elizabeth, married 

ſince his Deceaſe, to Sir Clement Wearg, Sollicitor General to 

his late Majely ; and one Son Charles Montagu, Eſq; Member 

in the preſent Parliament for * Germans, who in June, 1738, 
| $271 1 1 eon 
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was appointed Auditor of the Prince's Revenues and Accounts, 
in the Principality of Wales and Dutchy of Cornwall. 

I now return to Charles Montagu, who for his eminent Abi- 

lities and Services; was created Earl of Hallifax. He was born 
on the 16th of April, 1661, and having from his Childhood 
ſhew'd a very pregnant Genius, he was ſent to the College at 
Weſtminſter, and from thence to Trinity College in Cambridge, 
where his Learning and excellent Parts made him much taken 
notice of: And coming to Town ſoon after the Death of King 
Charles II. he grew into an Intimacy with the Earl of Dorſet, 
Sir Charles Sedley, and other Wits of the Age. Soon after the 
Acceſſion of King 1i//;am and Queen Mary to the Crown, 
he was ſworn one of the Clerks of the Council. He ſerv'd for the 
City of Durham, and for the City of Weſtminſter ; and diſtin- 
guiſhed himſelf by his Speeches in the Houſe of Commons on 
ſeyeral weighty Affairs. 
Hie was conſtituted one of the Lords Commiſſioners of the 
Treaſury on the 21ſt of March, 1691-2, and ſoon after was ſworn 
of the Privy Council. In 1694 he was made Chancellor and 
Under Treeſurer of the Exchequer. In 1695, when the Nation 
was in Diſtreſs by the ill State of the current Coin of this King- 
dom, he projected the coining of the filver Money, and by 
his great Prudence and indefatigable Induſtry brought it to bear. 
He likewiſe projected the iſſuing of Exchequer Bills to ſupply 
the great Scarcity of Money, which has hnce been made ulc 
of to the great Benefit of the Nation. Whereupon, on the 
16th of Feb. 1697-8, the Houſe of Commons came to this Re- 
ſolution ; © Thar it is the Opinion of this Houſe, that the Hon. 
« Charles Montagu, Eſq; Chancellor of the Exchequer, for his 
4 good Services to this Government, does deſerve his Majeſty's 
* Favour.” 

His next Concern was the taking Care of the Trade to the 
Eaft-Indies, the Settlement whereof had been long depending, 
and was look'd on as fo nice and difficult, that it had been re- 
ferred to the King and his Council, and by them to the Par- 
liament; who (on May 26, 1698) order'd a Bill for ſettling the 
Trade to the Eaſt-Indies. Mr. Montagu tranſacted this whole 
Affair; and by his Induſtry and Skill in touching the Affections 


of the People, railed two Millions, by only doubling the Duty 


on Paper and Parchmenr, and the Duty on Salt, which to have 
done 'by any other Ways, was, at that Time, a Matter of the 
higheſt Difficulty. | 

Such Proofs of Affection and Zeal to his Majeſty's Perſon 
and Government, induced the King to declare him firſt Lord 
Commiſſioner. of the Treaſury ; and on the 16th of Jui), 169 
appointed him one of the nine Perſons, to whoſe Fidelity 
Honour he repoſed the Truſt of Lords Juſtices of England 5 
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the Adminiſtration of the Government during his Abſence. In 
that Year his Lady, Daughter of Sir Chriſtopher Telverton, and 
Widow of Robert Earl of Mancheſter, died without Iſſue by 
bim, and he continued a Widower ever after. The next Year 
he was again continued in the ſame 'Truſt of one of the Lords 
Juſtices during the King's Abſence. In 1700 he reſign'd his 
Place of firſt Lord Commiſſioner of the Treaſury, having ob- 
tain'd a Grant of the Office of Auditor of the Receipt. of the 
Exchequer, vacant by the Death of Sir Robert Howard. And 
on the 4th of December, the fame Year, was advanced to the 
D.gnity of Baron Hallifax in the County of York, with Limitation 
of that Honour to George Montagu, Eſq; (late Earl of Halli- 
fax) eldeſt Son and Heir of Edward Montagu, Eſq; his elder 
Brother, and the Heirs Male of his Body, in Conſideration (as 
the Preamble to the Patent ſets forth) * That he was deſcended 
« from a moſt ancient Family of Noblemen, which then pro- 
& vided for the Ornament and Support of the Kingdom, three 
* Earls, and eight Members of Patliament : That he was 
& adorn'd with thoſe Virtues, to which none could envy any 
& Increaſe of Honour, and which a juſt Prince cou'd not but 
© freely offer, having by Nature a Genius to manage Affairs 
« of the higheſt Concern, which he had cultivated by Learning, 
© and brought to a Perfection by a continual Practice of ſpeaking 
« well, and the Exerciſe of tranſacting wiſely. That by Ex- 
© perience his Majeſty found him to be ſtrenuous and eloquent 
© in Parliament, faithful and prudent in Council, and in deter- 
4“ mining Cauſes relating to the Exchequer, unblameable and 
© penetrating ; nor could he paſs over in Silence his Sagacity, 
© in taking Care that in the greateſt Scarcity of Money, the pub- 
© lick Credit ſhould not ſink, by being over-burthen'd with ex- 
© ceſſive Intereſt. That he muſt reckon it a Happineſs, that he 
© was Chancellor of his Exchequer, at the Time, when, to 
© his Admiration, he beheld the current Money, that had been 
© adulterated and debaſed, coin'd a- new, and reſtor d to its in- 
< rrinſick Value in the Space of two Years, tho' accounted the 
* Work of an Age; an Atteropt as fortunate as bold. And the 
* Demands of Money increaſing, by his Counſel and Advice, 
* a new and unuſual Method of eſtabliſhing of Paper Credit, 
4 was enter'd on, whereby the Riches of the Nation was ad- 
* vanced. That for theſe good Offices he gained the Love and 
* Eſteem of the People, and for the Benefit they receiv'd by 
* his Means, he had eaſily obtain'd the King's. W herefore as 


* his Majeſty was always inclin'd to comply with the Wiſhes 
© of his good Subjects, he willingly, and with all Chearfulneſs, 
* called him to the Houſe of Peers, whom the Commons by a 
© Publick Vote, for his eminent Services, had pronounced de- 


On 


© ſerying of his Royal Favour.” 
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On the Acceſſion of Queen Arne, his Lordſhip was concern d 
in vindicating the Memory of King William ; and on all Oc. 
caſions ſhew d a diſintereſted Concern in the Service of his Coun- 
try. He firſt projected the Equivalent, without which that hap 
Agreement between both Nations had never been accompliſh” 
And as his Lordſhip had the Honour to be the Perſon that moy'd 
for appointing Commiſſioners to treat of an Union between the 
two Kingdoms, ſo he had not only a great Share in bringing 
that Treaty to the deſir'd Iſſue, as one of the Commiſſioners, 
but in cauſing it to be ratify'd in Parliament, anſwering with 


great Weight and Judgment, all the Exceptions made againſt 


It. 

And further to ſtrengthen the Proteſtant Religion, his Lord. 
ſhip propoſed the Bill, For the Naturalization of the illu/irious 
Houſe of Hanover, and for the better Security of the Succeſſion 
of the Crown in the Proteſtant Line; which being palſs'd into an 
Act, her Majeſty made choice of him to carry that Act to our 
late Sovereign, and to inveſt his Son (our now moſt gracious 
King) with the Enſigns of the moſt noble Order of the Garter. 

On his Lordſhip's Arrival at Hanover, he was received with 
extraordinary Marks of Diſtinction and Honour, the Elector, 
Electreſs-Dowager, and the whole Electoral Family, taking all 
Occaſions of ſhewing their intire Satisfaction with the Choice 
her Majeſty had made of his Lordſhip, to repreſent to them 
her Friendſhip and Eſteem. During the Lord Hallifax's Ref. 
dence there, the Prince-Royal of Pruſſia was married to his pre- 
ſent Majeſty's Siſter; and ſoon after that Prince ſet out with 
his Lordſhip for the Confederate Army. His Lordſhip went to 
the Hague, where he laid the Foundation of a ſtricter Alliance 
between Great Britain and the United Provinces, for the better 
ſecuring the Britiſh Crown in the Proteſtant Line, and our pre- 
ſent happy Settlement. 

On his Lordſhip's Return to England he was graciouſly re- 
ceived by the Queen, and continued in her Favour ttill the 
Change of the Miniſtry in the Year 1710. On her Majeſty's 
Demiſe, his Lordſhip was one of the Regency nominated by 
our late Sovereign, till his Arrival, who was no ſooner poſleſs'd 
of the Throne, but he ſhew'd him diſtinguiſhing Marks of his 
Favour, having ſo ſtrenuouſly promoted the Succeſſion in his 
Royal Houſe. He had his Majeſty's Leave to r his Poſt 
of Auditor of the Exchequer to his Nephew the Hon. George 
Montagu (late Earl of Hallifax ) and after being made fill 
Lord Commiſſioner of the Treaſury, and ſworn of the Privy 
Council, he was advanced to the Dignity of Earl of Hallifar, 
and Viſcount Sunbury, by Letters Patent bearing date the 26th 
of October, 1714, with Limitation of thoſe Hoyours to his Ne- 
phey before-mention'd. And before the End of that Mon was 
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inſtalled one of the Knights Companions of the moſt noble Or- 
der of the Garter, and made Lord-Lieutenant of the County 
of Surrey. 

Theſe Honours were enjoyed by his Lordſhip unenvied, be- 
ing ſo watchful of his Sovereign's Intereſts, and the Welfare of 
his arp ns that his Death was univerſally lamented. He de- 
parted this Life in the 54th Year of his „on the 19th of 
May, 1715, and on the 26th of the ſame Month was interr'd 
in General Mon#s Vault in Weſtminſter- Abbey; and leaving 
no Iſſue, his Titles devolv'd on his Nephew George, late Earl 
of Hallifax. A Monument is erected to his Memory, with 
this Inſcription : 9

He was ſucceeded in his Honours and Eſtate, by George his 
Nephew and Heir. Which George, Earl of Hallifax, whilſt he 
was a Commoner, ſerv'd in Parliament for the Town of North. 
ampton ; and after ſucceeding his Uncle in his Honours, was on 
the 17th of June, 1725, inſtalled one of the Knights-Compa- 
nions of the Military Order of the Bath; and was Auditor of 
his Majeſty's Exchequer, and one of the Lords of his Council. 

His Lordſhip firſt married Richarda- Poſthuma, Daughter of 
Richard Saltenſtall, of Chippen-Werden in Northamptonſhire, Eiq; 
by whom he had one Daughter Lucy, married to Francis Lord 
Guilford: And by his ſecond Lady Mary, Siſter to the preſent 
Earl of Scarborough, had Iſſue one Son, George his Succellor, 
and fix Daughters, Lady Frances, married in Fan. 1738-9, to 

Sir Roger Burgoigne, of Sutton in the County of Bedford, Bart. 
Lady Anne, Lady Mary, Lady Elizabeth, Lady Barbara, and 
Lady Charlot. His Lady dying on 10 Sept. 1726, in the 35th 
Year of her Age, he afterwards continued a Widower, and 
departing this Life 9 May, 1739, was ſucceeded by George his 
only Son and Heir, now Earl of Hallifax.

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CYF this Family, which is of good Antiquity in the County of 

Norfolk*, was. Andrew Telverton, who lived in the Reign 
of King Edward II. and was Father of Robert. Telverton, who 
in the Time of King Edward III. was ſeated at Reckhearth, not 
far from Norwich, and marrying Cecilia, Daughter of Sir Thomas 
Bardalf, a Deſcendant” from the ancient Family of the Bardolfs, 
Barons of this Realm, had Iſſue Jobs, his Son and Heir, 

Which John Telverton of Rackbeath, Eſq; married two Wives, 
and had Iſſue by his firſt, Robert, who ſucceeded to the Eſtate ; 
and by his ſecond Wife Elizabeth, Daughter of Fobm Read ot 
Rougham- in the County of Norfolk, had Iflue Sir William. Telver- 
tem, Anceſtor to the preſent Earl of S»ſſex. The eldeſt Son 
writing bicſelf Robert Tehverton of Rackbeath, Son of Fohn Tel- 
derten, makes his Will on the 4th of Auguſt, 1420, 9 H. V. 
and died the Year following, as ſhould appear by the Probate 
thereof, which bears date on Judy 10, 1421. He ordered by his 
Will, his Body to be buried in the Cathedral Church of Norwich, 
near his Father; and left Iſſue by Margery his Wife, Thomes his 
Son and Heir, who died without Iſſue. 

Sir William Tekvertow, the ſecond Son, was a Burgeſs for Tar- 
mouth in 14. H. VI. in the Parliament then held at Weſtminſter, 
ind by his Abilities in the Study of the Common Law, gained 
{0 great a Reputation, that in 18 H. VI he was * elected to the 
Degree of Serjeant at Law, and in 22 H. VI. conſtituted one of 
the Judges of the King's Bench. He was continued in that 
Nut ya by King Edward IV. on his Acceſſion to the 
Throne, and was created, againſt the Coronation of that Mo- 
narch*®, one of the Knights of the Bach, on June 26, 1461. 
Nevertheleſs, when King Henry VI. prevailed, he was by him 
conſtituted one of the Judges of the Court of Common Pleas, 
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by Patent dated O&ob. 9, 1470, 39 H. VI. He lies buried at 
Rougham, as appears by this Epitaph there to his Memory t.

Sir William Telverton before-mentioned, Huſband of the aid 
Agnes, was Father of Fohn Telverton of Rackheath, Eſq; who 
taking to Wife Margery, Daughter to William Morley, Eſq; 
had Iſſue Wilkam, his Son and Heir. Which Margery his Wife 
ſurvived both her Huſband and eldeft Son ; and having lived to 
an advanced Age, died Anno 1503, 19 HF. VII. and writing ber- 
ſelf Margery Telverton of Norwich, Widow, ſhe makes her Wil 
on the 4th of June, 1501, 16 H. VII. and thereby orders her 
Body to be buried in the Fryars St. Auſtin's in Norwich, near 
unto the Body of Jobn Tehverton, late her Huſband, and be- 
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cueaths 4 J. to the Pariſh of Caſtle St. Edmond's. She was a 
zenefactor to the Reparation of ſeveral Churches, and gave 
ten Marks to John her Son, a Monk. Alſo ſhe. willed her 

nor of Caſtle St. Edmund's, and all Lands and Tenements within 
the fame, together with Markeſball, to Richard Walter her Son- 
in-Law, for ſeventeen Years, to pay her Debts and Legacies, and 
ifter, to William Telverton, Son and Heir to William Telverton, 
ktely deceaſed, and in default, to Amy Telverton, Siſter to the 
faid William. | 

The faid William Telverton, her Son and Heir, in 14 Ed. IV. 
was ® retained by Indenture to attend the King in Perſon in his 
Wars in France, with two Men at Arms and four Archers. He 
married firſt Anne, Daughter of Fohn Paſton of Paſlon in the 
County of Norfolk, Eſq; by whom he had Iſſue one Son, Wik 
kim, and three Daughters, Coheirs to their Brother, who died 
without Iſſue ; viz. Anne, married to Thomas „ Eſq; ſecond 
Son to Sir Fohn Fermy, Knt. Margaret, to Palgrave of Bir- 
mingham in the County of Norfo/k, Eſq; and Eleanor to 
Conyers, Son and Heir of Sir Robert. By his ſecond Wife, Elea- 
xr, Daughter of Sir Thomas Brewſe, Knt. he bad Iſſue Wilkam, 
his Son and Heir, who ſucceeded to the Eſtate at Rackbeath and 
Rovgham, and by Catharine his Wife, Daughter of... Randes 
of the County of Eſſex, Efq; had Iſſue William, his Son and Heir, 
wich five other Sons, and a Daughter Aue, married to Matthew 
Came of Weſſenbam in the County of Norfolt, Eſq; 

William, the eldeft Son and Heir, died in the Year 1541 
14 K. Vill. as appears by his laſt Will, dated the 3ath of J. 
wary, 1540, and the Probate thereof the 17th of Aug», 1541; 
he therein writing himſelf William Telverton of Rougham the 
Elder, Eſq; appoints his Body to be buried in the Church of 
our Lady of Rongbam, and wills that his Executors give to poor 
People at his Funeral as much Money as they think neceſlary. 
Alſo that they make Reſtitution to all Perſons they think in 
Conſcience he has wronged. He leaves all his Goods, moveable 
and unmoveable, Debts, Plate, Houſhold-ſtuff, and all other 
Utenſils, to Margaret Telverton his Wife, and Sir Roger Town- 
ſend, Knt. whom he ordains ſole Executors ; and they to part 
them among his Children as they ſhall think beſt.

William Telverton, the eldeſt Son, fi his in 


the Eſtate, and increaſed his Patrimony by Marriage with Anne, 
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Daughter and Heir to Sir Henry Farmer of Ea/t-Barſbam in the 
County of Norfolk, Knt. who bore him five Sons and four 
Daughters, - viz. Henry, William, Chriſtopher, Anceſtor to the 
preſent Earl of Suſſex, Humpbry, Lancelot, Winifred, Anne, 
Martha, and Frances. He married to his ſecond Wife Fane, 
Daughter of Edward Cocket of Hampton in Com. Suff. Eſq; by 
whom he had Edward, Charles, and Fane. And having lived to 
be very aged, departed this Life * on the 12th of Auguſt, 1585, 
28 Eliz. ſeiſed of ten Manors, and divers other Lands, in the 
County of Norfolk, all which deſcended to Henry, his Son and 
Heir, at that time fifty-nine Years of Age, 

Which Henry had Iſſue William Ielverton of Rougham, Eſq; 

his Son and Heir, advanced to the Dignity of a Baronet, the 3 iſt 
of May, 1620, who married Urſu/a, eldeſt Daughter to Sir Tho- 
mas Richardſon, Knt. Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, and 
Lord Chief Juſtice of the King's Bench ; but this Title expired 
in Sir William Telverton his Grandſon, who died unmarried on 
the 15th of November, 1649. I ſhall now treat of Sir Chriſtopher 
Telverton, third Son to William Telverton, by Anne Farmer his 
Wife. 
This Sir Chriſtopher Telverton being a younger Brother, was, 
- after his School and Univerſity Education, entered a Student in

And having 
been elected to Parliament from the 5th Year of Q. Elizabeth 
one of the Repreſentatives for Brackley, and Northampton, as 
alſo one of the Knights of the Shire for the County in two Par- 
laments, whereby his great Learning and Sufficiency were more 
conſpicuous, he was = xg yr of the Houſe of Commons 
in the 39th Year of Elz. and had a Renewal? of his Patent of 
Queen's Serjeant in 40 Eli 

In 44 Eliz.* he was conſtituted one of the Judges of the King's 
Bench; and on King James's Acceſſion to the Throne“, be had 


his Patent renewed, bearing Date April 29, 1 Fac. I. and being

no Knight, the* King conferred on him that Honour at Jhite- 
hall, Fuly 23, 1603. He died * at Eaſton-Manduit, a Seat in 
Northamptonſhire which he had purchaſed, and was buried in 
the Church there, A. D. 1607. He“ married Margaret, Daugh- 
ter of Thomas Catesby of Eon and Whiſton in Northamptonſbire, 
Eſq; and had Iſſue two Sons, Henry, and Chriſtopher ; likewiſe 
two Daughters, Elizabeth, married to Sir Edward Cope of Can- 
non-Aſbby in Com. Northamp. and Anne, Wife of Thomas Sber- 
land of the County of Suffolk, and ſurviving him, was afterwards 
married to Sir Edward Cocker, Knt. 

Henry Telverton, the eldeſt Son, was born at Eaſfton- Man- 
duit on St. Peter's Day, June 29, in the Year 1566; and aſter 
his Shool - Learning *, finiſhed his Education at Oxford, from 
whence he removed to Gray's-Izz, where after he had taken the 
Degree of Bariſter, he was choſen Recorder of Northampton, 
and elected one of their Members, 1 Fac. I. He was thought 
ſo well read in our common Laws?, that he was made choice 
of for Lens Reader of Grays-Inn in 1606; and a few Years 
after he got into the Favour of Robert Carr Earl of Somerſer, 
who had a great Lntereſt with King James, and by his Means was 
made his Majeſty's Sollicitor-General, Oct. 29, 1613. But tho 
he procured this eminent Poſt by his Favour, yet it may be 
very well aſſerted, that few ever deſerved it better than himſelf, 
having been for about ten Years in full Buſineſs and Reputa- 
tion at the King's Bench Bar, a Proof of his great Abiliti 
which his Reports of the Caſes adjudged in thoſe Times, — 
"geſted with fo great Perſpicuity and Brevity, doth very much 


But the great Opinion the King ſometime had of this good 
Man, his falling afterwards under his Majeſty's Frowns, and the 
Cenſure of the Parliament, having ſubjected his Story to the 
Obſervation of ſeveral Writers, ſome of whom have ifnper- 
fectly, and others as untruly, related the material Paſſages of his 
Life, I ſhall, from Evidences that may be depended on, place 
them in a better Light. Ten Days after Mr. Telverton was made 
the King's Solicitor, * bis Majeſty conferred on him the Honour 
of Knighthood at Whitehall ; and obſerving his Abilities, took 
bim into a more than ordinary degree of his Favour, fo that he 
often required his Preſence and Aſſiſtance at the Council-Table. 
Upon the calling of a Parliament in the Year 16145 it was re- 
ſolved by the King and Council to have him recommended o be 
Speaker of the Houſe of Commons. Bur on further Conſidera- 
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tion that his Services might be of more Uſe out of the Chair, he 
was ſent to Mr. Serjeant Crewe ( afterwards Chief Juſtice of the 
King's Bench) with an Account of the King's Purpoſe to have 
him placed therein ; who was accordingly choſen by the Com- 

mons. And ſome Objection being made in that Aſſembly againſt 
the receiving of Sir Francis Bacon, as one that by his Place of 
Attorney was to attend the Houſe of Peers, on a Speech made 
by =” Sollicitor, the Houſe was ſatisfied, and the Attorney ad- 
mitted. 

On the 12th of March, 1616-17, Sir Henry Telverton was made 
Attorney General: So that if the King was diſpleaſed for his 
refuſing to appear againſt the Earl of Somerſet at his Trial, which 
was but in the May before, his Anger was not of a long Conti- 
nuance, nor had it any ill Effect. But that the King afterwards 
reſented ſome Carriage of the Attorney (chiefly throꝰ Miſinfor- 
mation) there is Reaſon to believe from a Letter of his, dated 
the Beginning of Octob. 1617, and written to his Majeſty, then 
lately returned from Scotland, and whom he had waited on at 
Coventry the ad of Septemb. before. © He therein complains of 
* his Unhappineſs to fall under his Majeſty's Diſpleaſure, who 
& had made him almoſt the Wonder of his Favour; that he con- 
&ceived it to ariſe from ſome Accident befel in the late Buſines 
cc of the Marriage of Sir John Villiers ; as alſo from a Report, 
& as if he had uttered ſome Speeches to the Difhonour of the 
“ Earl of Buckingham.” In both which Caſes he ſo far vindi- 
cated his Innocence, that he ſoon recovered the King's good 

| Graces, tho he was for ſome Years look'd upon with an evil 

Eye by that powerful Lord, for oppoſing (according to the 
| Duty of his Place) ſome oppreſſive, if not illegal Patents, the 
| 


Projectors of thoſe Times were buſy in preparing; and nothing 
being left unattempted to remove him (tho he had been long 
fupported by the King) it is no wonder that ſo great a Favourite 
at laſt effected his Deſires. | 
| For in the Year 1620, Mr. Attorney being queſtioned for paſ- 
| fing certain Clauſes in a Charter lately granted to the City of 
| London, not agreeable to his Majeſty's Warrant, and derogatory 
| to his Honour and Profit; it was referred to the Lord Chancel- 
| lor, and ſome others, to conſider of the Offence, & Where- 
upon his Lordſhip, and Mr. Secretary Calvert, delivered him 2 
Meſſage from the King, wherein he was offered to ſubmit himſelf 
in priuate, or defend himſelf openly ; and being adviſed to com- 
ply with the firſt Propoſition, he anſwered, The Offer was gra. 
cious, the Choice eaſy, and Mercy free. This Submiſſion, ſigned 
dy him, was not thought by the Committee of Council ſatiſ- 
factory enough, but that the ſame ought to be on Record, as 
well as the Surrender of the City Charter, as appears by their 
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Letter to the King, dated the 16th of June, 1620 (printed in 
the Letters of Sir Francis Bacon, p. 248.) wherein they alſo pre- 
ſent their Opinion to his Majeſty, © That an Information be 
© put into the Star- chamber againſt Mr. Attorney, as Delin- 
« quent, againſt the Mayor, gc. as intereſted, and againſt the 
& Recorder alſo mixtly with ſore Touch of Charge. 

“That any Submiſſion or Surrender of the Patents by the 
City ſhould be alſo on Record in their Anſwer ; and that no 
© other could be received with his Majeſty's Honour, but by 
« Anſwer in Court: The ſame to come meerly of themſelves, 
« without any Motion on his Majeſty's behalf directly or indi- 
© rectly; which being done in this Form, it would be after- 
« wards in his Majeſty's Choice and Pleaſure to uſe Mercy, and 
4 to ſuſpend any further Proceedings againſt his Attorney. 

„ Thar it was of Neceſſity, as well for the putting in of this 
Information, as for his Majeſty's other urgent and publick 
« Services in that and other Courts, to have a Sequeſtration pre- 
« ſently of his Attorney, and a proviſional Commiſſion to ſome 
«© other, during his Majeſty's Pleaſure, to execute that Charge.” 

Hereupon an Information was * preferred againſt the Attorney, 
the Mayor, ec. in the Star- chamber, and on the 27th of October 
following, this Cauſe was brought to a Hearing before a very 
great Preſence and Audience. And the Information being opened 
by Serjeant Crew, and the Attorney's Anſwer by Mr. Job Finch, 
he firſt himſelf defired, and obtained Liberty to ſpeak. Wherein 
he ſaid, he came to ſecond his Submiſſion, drawn by the Pen of 
others; for taking this Proſecution as a Trial whether he would 
rely on the King, he rather choſe to confeſs the Points of the 
Charge, and ſubmit himſelf to the King's Mercy; altho* he 
ith, there was offered to him and his Council ſuch a Way of 
Defence, by which he might have eſcaped, and alledged that the 
Errors he was guilry of proceeded from Ignorance, Miſpriſon, 
and chiefly Credulity, and not from any Corruption: Which 
tho at firſt might be ſuſpected, was not now the leaſt laid to his 
Charge: And concluded his Speech (which is printed in the 
Cabala, pag. 375.) with a Requeſt to their Lordſhips, that ſince 
the Charter was now given up, his Majeſty might be acquainted 
with his Submiſſion, before they went on with the Cauſe; him- 
ſelf remaining ſtill a Priſoner to his Juſtice. Sir Edward Cole 
firſt oppoled the Motion, as did the Chief Juſtice, and ſome 
others; bur the Duke of Lenox, who had been always favour- 
able to the Attorney, and the Earl of Pembrooke, who open 
promi ed to move the King on his behalf, carried it again 
them, by the Conſent of the reſt of the Court, to the great Sa- 
tisſaction of tbe Aſſembly. | | 
Notwithſtanding, the Cauſe was remitted by his Majeſty on 
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the 8th of November; when the King's Sollicitor and Council 
learned, inſiſted on the ſeveral Parts of the Information; and 
that tho there was no Corruption of Reward laid to his Charge, 
eee was a Corruption in Affection, not to be allowed in a 
an of ſo eminent a Place and Knowledge as he was. But one 
of the Defendant's chief Council being raken ſuddenly ill, the 
Eourt was adjourned till the Friday following, being the 1oth of 
November. His Council then 5 ſo effectually to the In- 
conveniences urged to have ariſen from ſeveral Clauſes in the 
Charter, that the chief Reaſon which induced the Court to cen- 
ſure him, proceeded from his Digreſſion of the King's Warrarr, 
which they looked on as a Breach of Truſt in ſo principal a Mi- 
niſtcrial Officer as he was, not to be excuſed by Error, Igno- 
rance, or Creduliry. Sir Edward Coke, whole Place it was to 
begin, concluded his long and bitter Speech with a Fine of 6000/. 
and Loſs of his Place, which the reſt of the Court moderated to 
4000 J. diſcharging him of his Place by way of Opinion, but 
fubmitring the ſame to the King, during whole Pleaſure they alſo 
ſentenced him to Impriſonment in the Tower. Yet Sir Henry 
Telverton, who wes ſequeſtered from the Execution of his Office 
on the 27th of June, was not wholly: deprived thereof till the 
Fanuary following ; when Sir Thomas Coventry, the King's Sol- 
fcitor, was made Attorney General; but purſuant to the afore- 
faid Sentence, Sir Henry was committed to the Tower; and 
while he lay there, he was, by ſome of the zealous Townlmen of 
Northampton, choſen one of their Burgefles to repreſent them 

in the enſuing Parliament. 
But inſtead of appearing in the Houſe of Commons as a Mem- 
ber, he was in April following accuſed by them to the Lords as 
a Delinquent ; being ſuppoſed to be guilty of ſome unjuſtifiable 
Actions relating to the Patents of Innes and Ofteries, and of Gold 
and Silver Thread, as alſo for ſigning ſome dormant Warrants 
without ſufficient Authority. By Virtue of theſe Patents, Sir 
Giles Monpeſſon, and Sir Francis Michel, the chief Projectors of 
them, at leaſt of the firſt, had exacted ſeveral Sums of Money 
from the Subject, or impriſoned or proſecuted them for Refuſal: 
So that in the ſucceeding Parliament they were complained of as 
a very great Grievance, and the Patents called in, as the Journals 
of the Houſe ſhew. 
It is obſerved by Rub worth, that this Accuſation rendered Sir 
Henry the leſs Offender, who had thereby an Opportunity of 
ſpeaking that at the Bar of the Houſe of Commons, which he durſt 
not ſay in the Tower*; declaring, © That he thought himſelf hap- 
c py in the midſt of his Majeſty's Disfavour to be ſent to that Ho- 
ce nourable Houſe ; yet fince Wiſdom required Time, tho' Inno- 
c cence hath her preſent Anſwer, he defired ſome Time for Con- 
0 —— Whrakacr apt „ eration 
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«-fjderation. But added withal, that the chief Complaint againit 
© him was concerning the Patent of Gold, & and that of Inzes 
and Ofterys ; of which laſt, if he deſerved well of his Majeſty, 
« ir was in that Matter, and that the King and the Subject 
« ere more abuſed by that Patent than by any other; for the 
« oppoſing of which he conceived he ſuffered at that Day.” 
The King being informed of this Paſſage, came to the Parlia- 
ment, and juſtified his Attorney's moderate Behaviour, and Op- 

firion to the Proſecution of the Im- keepers; and that he 
himſelf diſliked thoſe Proceedings again his Subjects; but ſince 
Telverrox had ſaid that he ſuffered at that Day for his good Ser- 
yice therein, he required their Lordthips to de him Juftice, and 
puniſh the Slander. 

Sir Henry Telvertou was ſhortly after brought before the Lords, 
and gave in a particular Anſwer to every Article of the Charge, 
which he concluded with a Speech (printed in the firſt Vol. of 
Ryſbworth's Hiſtorical Colteions, p. 32.) repreſenting his Miſ- 
fortune to lie under the Diſpleaſure of fo great a Favourite as 
Buckingham : © Yer, ſaid he, he had rather die than the Com- 
* monweal-ſhould ſo much as receive a Scratch for him, and that 
* in none of his Actions he had ſhewed any Fear of that great 
© Man. That Sir Giles Monpeſſoz had brought him a Meſ- 
© ſage from the Lord of Buckingharr, that he ſhould not hold his 
© Place a Month, if he did not conform himſelf in better Mea- 
* ſure to the Patent of Ines; for my Lord had obtained it 
© by his Favour, and would maintain it by his Power. Never- 
* thele(s, he reſolved to be as ſtubborn as Mordecai, not to 
© ſtoop, or paſs thoſe gracious Bounds his Majeſty had pre- 
© {cribed him.” And then ſums up all in theſe Words: | 

Soon after I found the Meſſage in part made good ; for all the 
Profits almoſt of my Place were diverted from me, aud tyrned 
into ax — Channel, to one of my Lord's Worthies, that I re- 
tained little more than the Name of Attorney. It became ſo fa- 
l and ſo penal, that it became aluoſ the Loſs of a Suit to come 
to me. My Place was but the Seat of Winds aud Tempeſts, &c.

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mar Learning in St. Pauls School, London, and received his 
Academical Education under the Care of Dr. Wilkins, the emi- 
nent W:rden of Wadham College in Oxford, where he was ad- 
mitted a Gentleman Commoner in 1650, and made great Pro- 
ficiency in ſeveral Parts of Learning, being as exact a Latiniſt 
and Grecian as any in the Univerſity of his Age and Time. 
Soon after he came of Age, he ſucceeded his Father in Title 
and Eſtare; and being ſtrictly devoted to the Doctrine of the 
Church of Exgland, he entertained at his Seat at Eafton- Man- 
duit, Dr Thomas Moreton, Biſhop of Durham, who being ejected 
from his See in thoſe Times of Confuſion during the Civil 
Wars, was in great Neceſſity. Sir Henry was as tender and 
reſpectful to him, as of his Parent, and it was at his Hauſe that 
the good Biſhop ended his Life on St. Mazrhew”s Day 1659. 
He was one of the Knights for Northamptonſbire in that Par- 
lia ment which voted the Reſtoration of King Charles II. and 
departing this Life in the Flower of his Age on the third of 
October, 1670, was buried at Eafton-Manduit. He wrote 4 
ſhort Diſcourſe of the Truth and Reaſanableneſs of the Religion 
delivered by Feſus Chriſ7: Printed in Octavo at London 1662. 
Alſo, A Vamadication of the Church of England agamſt Edward 
Bagſham of Chriſt Church; and A Preface to Biſhop Morton's 
Book, intituled, The Epiſcopacy of the Church of England juſtified 
ro be Apoſtolical from the Autbority of the Primitive Church. 

This worthy Gentleman married Saſan, Baroneſs Grey of 
Ruthyn, Daughter and ſole Heir to Charles Lomgueville Lord 
Grey of Rutbyn, who inherited that Title in Right of his Mo- 
ther Suſan, Siſter and Heir to Hesry Grey Earl of Rent, who 
being married to Sir Michael Longueville, Knr. third Son of 
Sir Henry Longueville of Wolverton in Buckinghamſhire, had Iſſue 
the ſaid Charles Longueville, her Son and Heir, who, after 2 
great and long Diſpute in Parliament, had the Title of Lord 
Grey of Ru#hyn adjudged- to him, and thereby was ſummoned 
to Parliament in 1640, 16 Car. I. And having married Frances, 
ſecond Daughter and one of the three Coheirs to Edward Ne- 
wil, Eſq; Couſin German to Henry Lord Abergavenny, departed 
this Life in the heighth of the Rebellion, in the King's Gar- 
riſan at Oxford, on the 17th of June, 1643, leaving both Title 
and Eſtate ta his only Daughter and ſole Heir the ſaid San 
Baroneſs Grey of Ruthyn.

On the 5th of Augy?, 1727, in the firſt Year of his 
preſent Majeſty's Reign, he was appointed one of the Privy- 
Council; and having married Lucy, Daughter to Henry Pelbam 
of Lewes in Suſſex, Eſq; had Iſſue by her (who died in Child- 
bed on the 25th of May, 1730, in the 35th Year of her Age) 
two Sons, George, his Succeſſor, and Henry.

I. This No- 
ble Earl was brought up to the Study of the Laws, and was ſuch a 
Proficient, that ſoon after his being call'd to the Bar, he was ap- 
pointed one of the King's Council in the Reign of K. William, 
and continued ſo in the Reign of Q. Axe, till he was made Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal of England, in 1705. In the Year 
1706, he was conſtituted one of the Commiſſioners for the 
Treaty of Union berween England and Scotland. And on the 
4th of May, 1707, her Majeſty in Council declar'd him Lord 
High Chancellor of Great Britain; in which great Place he 
continued till the Change of the Miniſtry in 1710.

F ſuch Perſons as have diſtinguiſhed themſelves in an extra- 
ordinary manner, by the Arts either of War or Peace, merit 
Advancement or the chief Honours of the State, none had a 
fairer Pretence than James the late Earl Stanhope, who ſo emi- 
nently ſignalized hirnſelf thro' the whole Courſe of his Life. 
His Father, the Honourable Alexander Stanhope, Eſq; was 
only Son of the Right Honourable Philip Earl of Cheſterfie/d, by 
his ſecond Lady Anne, Daughter of Sir Fohn Pakington, a Privy- 
Counſellor and Favourite of Queen Elizabeth. In the Reign 
of King Charles II. he was Gentleman-Uſher to the Queen; 
and on the Acceſſion of King Milliam to the Crown, bis Ma- 
jeſty nominated him his Envoy Extraordinary to Charles II. King 
of Spain. 
He ſer out for that Kingdom the latter End of Decemb. 1689, 
and reſided there ſeveral Years, honoured by his Catholick Ma- 
jeſty and his Miniſtry, as well as in Favour with his own Sove- 
reign, who afterwards appointed him Envoy Extraordinary to 
the States- General. He continued in the ſame Character in the 
Reign of Queen Ane, till, at his carneſt Requeſt, he was re- 
called in November 1706. And arriving in Exgland, died the Year 
after, on the 2oth of September 1707; having faithfully ſerved 
his Country, and ſucceſsfully acquitted himſelf in many diffi- 
cult and important Negotiations during 16 Years that be reſided 


Abroad.

I now return to Fames, the eldeſt Son, before-mentioned, 
who by many and — real Services (even from his Youth) has 
highly illuſtrated his Name and Family. He left the Univerſity 
of Oxford at 17 or 18 Years of Age, to accompany his Father 
to Spain, and after ſome Stay there, travelled into Iraly, ſerved 
a Volunteer under the Duke of Savoy, afterwards King of Sicily 
and Sardinia. In 1694, going a Volamter into Flanders, he was 
preſently taken notice of by King William, who made him a 
Colonel of his Guards. In the Year 1695, when Namur was 
beſieged, being not on Duty, he nevertheleſs went a Volunteer 
on the Attack of the Counterſcarp, and giving extraordinary 
Proofs of his Courage and Conduct, was wounded and utterly 
diſabled. In the Year 1700, he was elected a Member for New- 
port in the Iſle of Wight, which was the laſt Parliament called by 
King William ; and conſtantly ſerving in the Houſe of Com- 
mons ( till he was created a Peer) diſtinguiſhed himſelf therein

In the Year 1703, he embark'd with Charles III. King of 
Spain (the preſent Emperor) landed with him in Portugal, and 
ſerved in that Kingdom till the Earl of Peterborowg#'s Expedition 
in the Mediterranean. He was made a Brigadier-Genera] Aug. 25, 
1704, and acquired great Honour in the Siege of Barcelona, 
which ſurrendered to the Allies on the gth of Ofober (N. S.)

24, 1714, 
four Days after his Majeſty's publick Entry thro” his City of 
London, On the 7th of July, 1716, he embark'd with the 
_ King for Holland, and waited on his Majeſty to Hanover; but 
during his Stay at the Hague, he ſet on foot the Treaty with the 
Abbot de Bois, for a triple Alliance between England, France, 
and Holland, whereby the Honour as well as Security of the Na- 
tion was maintained, and France obliged, at her own Expence, 
to demoliſh the Port and Harbour of Mardyke. In April, 1717, 
he was conſtituted Firſt Commiſſioner of the Treaſury and 
Chancellor of the Exchequer ; and applying his Thoughts both 
to the maintaining the Publick Credit, and to the leſſening the 
| Intereſt of the Debts of the Nation, he managed ſo ſucceſsfully, 
that, with the unanimous Conſent of both Houſes of Parliament, 
Acts were paſſed for that Purpoſe. And there could not be a 
greater Proof that his Tranſactions therein were to the _ 
ction of the Nation in general, than that among ſo many Mil-

For theſe exemplary and inary Services, he was pro- 
moted to the Dignity of a Viſcount of Great Britain, by the 
Style and Title of Lord Viſcount Stanhope of Mahon in the 
Iſland of Minorca, as likewiſe Baron Stanhope of Elvaſton in the 
County of Derby, by Letters Patent bearing Date the 2d of 
July (1717) 3 Geo. I, with Limitation, for want of Heirs Male, 
to Thomas Stanhope of Elvaſion, and his Brothers Charles and 
William. 901 

Which Charles Stanhope, Eſq; was then Secretary of the Trea- 
ſury, and afterwards- Treaſurer of the Chamber to his late Ma- 
jeſty, and ſucceeded his elder Brother Thomas, who died with- 
out iſſue. And the ſaid Milian his Brother, by his prudent Ne-

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ing, was further advanced to the Dignity of an Earl of this King- 
dom, by the Title of Earl Stanhope. On 14th June enſuing, 
he ſet out for Paris, to bring to a Concluſion the Negotiations 
for a general Peace, the Spaniards at that Time having attack d 
Sicily. He arrived at Paris four Days after his Departure from 
London; and his Lordſhip having diſpoſed the French Court to 
an Accommodation, travelled to Madrid for the fame End; 
but the News of their Succeſs in Sicily fruſtrated his Negotia- 
tions, and his Lordſhip returning by the Way of Paris, waited 
on his Majeſty at Hampton-Court on the 22d of September. 

On the gth of May 1719, his Majeſty declaring in Council 
his Intention of going out of Exgland for a ſhort Time, Earl 
Stanbope was appointed one of the Lords Juſtices ; but attend- 
ing on his Majeſty in Germany, he was meditating to obtain a 
Redreſs of the Grievances of the Proteſtants there, who were 
under Perſecution, to which End he brought about an Interview 
between their Britannick and Pruſſian Majeſties. 

He returned to England with his Majeſty in November, and 
before the End of March following, made two Journies to Paris, 
on Overtures of Peace made by the King of Spain, who was at 
length induced to acceed to the Quadruple Alliance. In 1720, 
he was again declared one of the Lords Juſtices; and attending 
the King to Hanover, their Britarnick and Pruſſian Majeſties, 
together with the Duke of York, did him the Honour of dining 
with him at his own Houſe ; where ſeveral weighty Matters re- 
lating to the Proteſtant Intereſt in che Empire were ſettled, and 
a Foundation laid for effectually recrefling the Grievances of the 
Proteſtants in thoſe Parts. 

At length, whilſt he was attending the great Affairs of the 
Nation in Parliament, he was ſuddenly ſeized. with a Dizzineſs 
in his Head, on the 4th of February, 1720-1, and going im- 
mediately to his own Houſe by the Cockpiz at Whitehall, died 
the next Day in the Evening, leaving his Lady big with Child, 
who deceaſed on the 24th of February, 1722-3. They were both 
interred at Chevening in Kent; and the Earl at his Funeral, by 
the King's Command, was attended by the Horſe Grenadiers, 
200 of the Life-Guards, and two Battalions of the Foot-Guards, 
with all other Honours due to a great General. His Majeſty's and 
the Prince's Coaches, with thoſe of the Nobility, &. being in 
the Proceſſion. |

02 R Antiquaries agree“, that Schirard, who was reſident 
in England, and held great Poſſeſſions in the Counties of 
Cheſhire and Lancaſhire in the Reign of Villiam the Conqueror, 
is lineal Anceſtor to the preſent Lord Sherard and Earl of Harbo- 
rough, being deſcended from Robert his third Son, who had Iſſue 
Walter, and he Humphry Schirard of Thornton in Cheſbire, Fa-

3: HAT this Family was antiently wrote Le Parker, is evi- 
dent from our Records: William le Parker, in 56 Hen. III. 
(1271) * had a Grant of free Warren in all his Lands in Eccles, 
Lefingham, Hapeſburg, Brumſted, and Shalebam, in the County 
of Norfo/k. But the firſt I can with certainty fix on, as Anceſtor 
ro the preſent Earl of Macclesfield, is Thomas le Parker, living in 
the Reign of King Edward III. 

Which Thomas was a Perſon of ſuch ample Poſſeſſions, that 
in the Reign of King Richard II. he had to Wife Elzaberh, 
Daughter and Heir of Adam de Gotham, Son of Thomas de Go- 
tham of Lees, Son of Roger de Gotham of Lees near Norton in 
the County of Derby, of which Lordſhip he was alſo Owner, 
and now retains the Name of Nortron-Lees. He had by the aid 
Elizabeth three Sons, and left them conſiderable Eſtates. 

Robert Parker, his eldeſt Son, was ſeated at Norton-Lees, and 
with his younger Brother William, who was ſeated at Shirland 
in Derbyſhire, were certified in 12 Hen. VI. among the Gentle- 
men of the County of Derby, who then, purſuant to an Act of 
Parliament, made Oath for the Obſervance of the Laws, for 
themſelves and Retainers.

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Thomas Parker, the ſecond Son, was ſeated at Sprot/borough 
in Yorkſhire. But I return to Robert the eldeſt, who having 
married Elizabeth, Daughter and Coheir of Fobn Birley of 
Barnes, had Iſſue Fobn Parker of Norton Lees, who was at full 
Age in 12 Henry VI. for he alſo being then wrote of Nortos*, 
made Oath with his Father for the Obſervation of the Laws:

Derb. who wedded Elizabeth, Daughter to Hæmpbry Wilſon, and 
from the ſaid Marriage proceeded Tomas Parker of Leke in 
ure, the Father of Thomas Parker late Earl of Maccleſ-

Which Thomas Earl of Macclesfield, born at Leke aforeſaid, 
applying himſelf to the Study of the Laws, grew ſo eminent in 
the Profeſſion, that he was appointed one of the Oouncil 
Queen Aune; and being called ro the Degree of Serjeant'at 
Law, June the 8h, 1705, he was the ſame Day appointed the 
Queen's Serjeant, and had the Honour of Knighthood con- 
fer d on him. In 1710 he was conſtituted Lord Chief Juſtice 
of the King's Bench; and an the Demiſe of the Queen, was 
one of the Lords Juſtices, till the Arrival of our late Sovereign 
from Hanover, who, in the ſecond Year of his Reign, March 
the 19th (1715) 2 Geo.

Macci-5field, Viſcounteſs Parker of Ewelme, and Counteſs of 
Macclesfield, to Elizabeth his Daughter, Wife of William Heath- 
core, Elq; and to the Heirs Male of her Body. His Lordſhip 
married Janet, Daughter and Coheir of. Carrier of Wirk- 
worth in the County of Derby, Eſq; by whom he left Iſſue 
George, the preſent Earl of Macclesfield, and a Daughter the 
Lady Elizabeth before-mentioned, married on the 7th of April, 
1720, to William Heathcote of Hurſley in the County of South. 
ampron, Eſq; now Sir William Heachcote, Bart. He died at his 
Houſe in Soho Square, in the 66th Year of his Age, on the 28th 
of April, 1732, and was buried at Shirburn in Oxforſbire. His

lick Affairs and in his judicial Capacity, ſhew'd both his Learn- 
mg and Eloquence, and he favour'd all Deſigns tending to 
the Advancement of Learning. No Man ferv'd his Friends 
more readily and cheerfully ; and they found in him a moſt 
agreeable, innocent, and inſtructive Companion. He was 2 
fincere and faithful Member of the Church of England, con- 
ſtantly 3 its Aſſemblies, and joining in all its Offices 
with a juſt Senſe of Religion, and an exemplary Piety. To thoſe 
Supports it was owing, that when he apprehended the Approach 
of Death, he prepared himſelf for it with as much Calmneſs 
and Compoſure as for a Journey. And having received the 
Holy Communion, in the Company of his Relations, Friends, 
and Servants, he took his laſt Farewel of them ſerious and un- 
moved; ſetting them a Pattern of dying, as he had always done 
of living, like a true Chriſtian.

Richard Fermowr, his Brother, having been bred a Merchant 
of the Staple of Calais, raiſed a noble Fortune, and ſettled him- 
ſelf at Efton-Neſton juxta Touceſter, in Northamptonſhire, which 
together with the Hundred and Manor of Towceſter, he had pur- 
chaſed, as alſo many fair Lands and Royalties in that County, 
ar which Seat he liv'd many Years with great Splendor and Hoſ- 
pitality. Bur being a very zealous Romaniſt, and not comply- 
ing with the frequent Changes in Religion, introduced by Kin 
Henry VIII. he changed his Hoſpicaliry into Charity for t 
of his Opinion, and fell under that King's heavy Diſpleaſure, 
for conveying Relief to one Nicholas Thayne, formerly his Con- 
ſeſſor, and at that Time a cloſe Priſoner in the Goal of Buck- 
ingham, altho nothing was ever legally proved againſt him, ex- 
cept that he had ſent him 8 4. and a Couple of Shirts. But his 
own great Wealth, and his falſe Friend Cromwe! Earl of Eſſex, 
the King's Vicar-General, were powerful Incentives to his 
Ruin; and being found guilty of a Premunire, his whole E- 
ſtate, both Real and Perſonal, was ſeiz2d on for the King's Ule, 
and executed with ſuch Strictneſs and Severity, that nothing was 
lefr him or his Family. 

One © of our Hiſtorians, living in that Age, writes that he 
was a rich and wealthy Men, and of good Eſtimation in the 
City, bur for relieving certain traiterous Perſons, who denied 
the King's Supremacy, he was committed to the Marſba/ſea in 
Faly 32 H. 8. and after in We/tminſter-Hall was arraigned and 
attainted in a Premunire, and loſt all his Eſtate. | 

The good old Man when he was ſtript of all he had, retired 
to a Village called Vapenbam, in Sight of his former Habita- 
tion, and lived in the Parſonage-Houſe there; the Advdwſon of 


which had been in his Gift, and the Parſon thereof preſented 


by him. There he paſſed ſeveral Years with a moſt conſum- 
mate Piety, and intire Reſignation, till che 4th Year of King 
Edward VI. 

In the Time of his Proſperity he had in his Family, accor- 
ding to the Cuſtom of the Age, a Servant Will. Somers, who, 
by his witty or frothy Diſcourſes, paſt for his Jeſter ; and after- 
wards ſerved the King himſelf in the ſame Othce and Capacity. 
This Man remembering, with ſome Gratitude, his firſt Maſter, 
and having Admiſſion to the King at all Times and Places, eſpe- 
cially when ſick, melancholly, and towards his End, let fall 
ſome lucky Words which awaken'd the King's Conſcience, ſo

Coronation of Queen Mary, in her Preſence under the Cloth of 
State, by the Earl of Arundel, who had her Majeſty's Commiſ- 
fon to execute that Honour.

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Knight of the Shire for the County of Nortbamptos in two Par- 
liaments ; and was * Sheriff of that County in the 4th and 5th of 
my and Mary.

George Fermor, his eldeſt Son, ſucceeding him, ſpent all his 
Youth in the Nezberlands, under that great Captain in Arms ;/- 
iam Prince of Orange; and for his Services there, had the i Ho- 
nour of Knighthood conferred on him in the Year 1586, by 
Robert Earl of Leiceſter, the Queen's General. In theſe Wars in 
the Netherlands he contracted a Friendſhip with the famous Sir 
Philip Sidney, and walk d at his Funeral among his Kindred and 
Friends. On his Retirement to his Houſe at Effon-Neſton, he 
lived for ſeveral Years in great Splendor and Hoſpitality, and 
was Sheriff of Northamptonſbire in 31 Eliz. but once again left 
his native Country, travelled into Iraly; yet on what Occa- 
ſion is not ſaid. | 

After his Return home he continued to the laſt the old Eng; 
popular Way of Living, and had the Honour to receive and en- 
rertain King James I. and his Queen, at Ea/foz aforeſaid, the 
firſt time they ever met in England*, viz. on the 11th of June, 
1603, where he gave both Courts a very coſtly and magnihcent 
Entertainment ; and the King before his ! conferred 
the Honour of Knighthood on his Son and Heir Sir Harton Fer- 
mor, together with nine other Gentlemen. 

He died in a good old Age, on the 1ſt of December, 1612, 
and on the 14th of Fanuery following * was buried in the Chan- 
cel ot Eaſton- Neſon Church with great Solemnity, and a noble 
Tomb of Alabaſter is erected to his Memory. Mary his Wife 
was God ter and Maid of Honour to Queen Mary, by 
whoſe Gift ſhe was poſſeſſed of the Manor and Eſtate of Moſt- 
zing in Bedfordſbire, now in the Family. She was Daughter and 
Heir ot Thomas Curſon of Addington in Buckinghamſbire, Eſq; 
ſecond Son of Malter Curſon of Water-Perry in Oxforaſbire, Eiq; 
and ſurvived him ; by whom he had ſeven Sons, Edward, who 
died unmarried, Hartan, who ſucceeded him, Robert, who was 
ſlain in Ireland without Iſſue, George, Richard, Deverexx, and 
William, who all attended at their Father's Funeral, and died 
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without Iſſue: Alſo eight Daughters, whereof three died un- 
married, and Agnes was married to Sir Richard Wainman of 
Thame-Park in Oxfordſhire, Knt. Elizabeth to Sir William Staf- 

4 of Blatherwick in Northamptonſhire, Knt. and fecondly ro 
Sir Thomas Chamberlain of Oxfordſhire, Knt. Fane married to 
Sir Fohn Killigrew of Falmouth-Caſtle in Cornwall, Catharine to 
William Hobby of Hales in Gloyce/lerſvire, Eſq; and Mary to 
James Lord S.anquhar, a Scottiſh Lord, and ſecondly to Barnaby 
Obrien, Earl of Thomond in Ireland. 

Hatton Fermor, his Son and Heir, knighted in the Life-time 
of his Father, as before-menrioned, ſucceeded him in his Eſtate, 
and living conſtantly in the Country at his Seat at Eaſton-Neſton, 
was Sheriff of Northamptonſhire in 15 Jac. I. He married two 
Wives, Elizabeth, Daughter ot Sir Edmund Anderſon, Lord 
Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas, who dying without Iſſue, 
be took to his ſecond Wife Auna, Daughter of Sir William 
Cockain, Lord Mayor of London, by whom he had five Sons; 
viz. Sir William Fermor, Bart. who ſucceeded him; Harton, 
Major of the Horſe to the Prince of Wales, who died at nine- 
teen Years of Age, crowning his unſpotted Youth with a noble 
Death, valiancly fighting for King Charles I. in 1644, at Culban- 
Bridge near Oxford; Charles, George, and Richard died young. 
Alſo ſix Daughters; Mary, Wife of Sir Charles Compton, ſecond 
Son to Spencer Earl of Northampton; Anna, Wife of Jonathan 
Cape of Rawron-Abby in Staffordſbire, Eſq; Arabella, and EA. 
zabeth, died unmarried ; Catharine, died an Infant; a ſecond Ca- 
tharine was married to Sir John Shuckburgh of Shuckburgh in 
Warwickſbire, Bart. and laſtly to Sir Roger Norwich of Brampton 
in the County of —_— Bart. And having broken his 
Leg by a Fall out of his Coach, died of it, A. D. 1640, and 


was buried at Eaſton- Neſton aforeſaid, near his Anceſtors, under 


a Tomb of black and white Marble, erected by Anna his Wife, 
who ſurvived him 25 Years, and with a manly Courage and 
Conſtancy ſuſtained as well the Hardſhips of Impriſonment, as 
Fines and Confiſcations, to the laſt of thoſe unhappy Times, 
wherein the Nation was in the greateſt Ferment, and all Things 
in the urmoſt Confuſion, 

Which Sir William Fermor, Bart. purſuing the Steps of his 
Anceſtors, took up Arms in Defence of the Royal Parry, and 
notwithſtanding his Youth, was honour'd with the Command 
of a Troop of Horſe by King Charles I. made one of the Privy- 
Chamber to the Prince his Son, and ferved them to the laſt with 
unſhaken Loyalty and Honour. And with the ſame Conſtancy 
and Courage took his Lot of ſuffering with them, until he and 
his Family were near ruined for their Loyalty, as bis Anceſtor 
Richard Fermor had been before for his Religion. At laſt the 
Scene changed, and he happily lived to * 
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reſtor'd and crown'd, and was elected a Member for the Town 
of Brackley in Northamptonſhire, in that Parliament which met 
at Weſtminſter on the 8th of May, 1661, bur died of the Small. 
Pox on the 14th following, having been nominated one of the 
Knights of the Bath at the Coronation of King Charles II. and 
carch'd that Diſtemper in performing the Ceremonies of the ſaid 
Order. Mary, his beloved Wife, who ſurvived him, and died 
in 1670, was Daughter of Hugh Perry of London, Eſq; and Re- 
lit of Henry Noel, ſecond Son of Edward Viſcount Camden: 
A Matron venerable for Virtue and Piety; a faithful Sharer of 
all Fortunes with him, and moſt affectionately careſul of her 
Children, who were very young at his. Death, viz. William 
Lord Lempſter, who ſucceeded him; Henry, Charles, George, 
Richard, who all died at Men's Eſtate ; and two Daughters, Ma- 
ry, who died young, and Anna, born after her Father's Death, 


who died unmarried at her Houle in Denmark-ſtreet in the Pariſh 


of St. Giles in the Fields, in June 1740. 

Which #i/l;am Lord Lempſter erected from the very Founda- 
tion at Eaſton-Neſton aforeſaid, the antient Seat of his Family, a 
regular and fair Pile of Building of Free- Stone; added pleaſant 
Gardens and Plantations ; and adorn'd the whole with a magni- 
ficent and coſtly Collection of antient Greek, Roman, and Egyp- 
tian Statues. He was created to the Dignity aforeſaid by Letters 
Patent bearing date the 12th of April 1692, 4 William and Mary, 
And having married three Wives; firſt, Fane, Daughter of Au- 
drew Barker of Fairford in Glouceſterſhire, Eſq; by her had a 
Daughter Elizabeth, who died unmarried: And by his ſecond 
Wife Catharine, eldeſt Daughter to Jobs Lord Pauler by his 
firſt Wife, and Half-Siſter ro Fob», the preſent Earl Paulet, he 
had one Daughter, Mary, married to Sir John Woodhouſe of 
Kimberley in the County of Norfolk, Bart. His third Wite was 
the Lady Sophia, ſixth Daughter of Thomas Duke of Leeds, Re- 
lit of Donatus Lord Obrien, Grandſon and Heir to Henry Earl 
of Thomond, by whom he had Iſſue two Sons, and four Daugh- 
ters, viz. Thomas, now Earl of Pomfret, William; Sophia, who 
died young, Catharine, who died in the 24th Year of her Age, 
on the 11th of April 1719, Bridget, who died unmarried, and 
Matilda, married to Edward Conyers of Copthall in Com. E/- 
ſex, Eſq; 

His Lordſhip died on the 7th of December, 1711, after a long 
Indiſpoſition, and was buried with his Anceſtors. 

Which Thomas Lord Lempſter, his Son and Heir, was created 
Earl of Pomfret, alias Pontefract, in the County of York, 27 Dec. 
1721, 8 Geo. I. and was elected one of the Knights of the molt 
Honourable Order of the Bath on the 27th of May, 1725.

the Britons, and by forcing that mighty Rampart they had rear'd 
up between the Rivers of Forth and Clyde, immortalized his 
ame ſo much, as to this Day that Trench is calld Graham's 
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It is certain the Family is as antient as any in the Nation now 


on Record; for William de Greme is one of the Witneſſes to 


the Foundation of Holy-Rood-Houſe Abbey, by King David l. 
A. D. 1125 ; and after, at the ſpecial Inſtance of the ſaid King, 
he gave to the Monks of Hadingron the Lands of Clerkingroun, 
when Adda, Counteſs of Northumberland, laid the Foundation 
of that Convent. 

Sir David Greme, Knt. Pater, the direct Anceſtor of the illu- 
ſtrious Family of Montroſe, obrain'd from King Wilkam a Grant 
of the Lands of Charltown and Burrowfield, infra Vic. de For- 
far, cum Dominiis & Tenendariis Thanagi de Kinaber. He left 
Iſſue | 
Sir David, his Son and Heir, who had a Grant from Malduin 
Earl of Lennox of the Lands of Strathblane and Mmugdock ; and 
from the Earl of Dumbar he got the Lands of Dundaff and 
Strathcaron, quod fuit Foreſtum Regis, in Exchange with Sir 
David for his Lands of Gartonquhar in Galoveys. By Agnes 
his Wife he had, | 

Sir David, the third of that Name, his Son and Heir, who 

obtain'd diſtin Charters of his whole Lands, which were all 
ratified to him under the Great Seal of Alexander III, He got 
the Barony of Kincardine in the County of Perth from Maliſ; 
Earl of Strathern, whole Siſter Anabella he married, and by her 
be had two Sons, Sir Patrick, the Heir of: the Family, and Sir 
David Greme, Knt. 
Which Sir Patrick executed the Office of Sheriff of the Coun- 
ty of Stirling in the Time of King Alexander III. in the 35th 
of whoſe Reign, Anno 1284, he was one of the Magnates Seo. 
tie, who in a moſt ſolemn Manner bound themſelves by their 
Oaths and Seals, in caſe King Alexander ſhould die without 
Heirs of bis own Body, to receive and acknowledge the Princels 
Margaret, the Maid of Norway, the King's Grandchild, as their 
lawful Queen. He was afterwards kill'd at the Battle of Dunbar, 
againſt the Exgli/b, Anno 1296, ſtrenuouſly aſſerting the Ho- 
nour and Independency of his Country, leaving Iſſue Sir David 
his Succeſſor, and Sir Nicol. Graham, Kut. who got the Lord- 
ſhip of Eſtdale, in the South, by the Marriage of the Heir Fe- 
male of Robert de Avenel; and was the Root of the Grahan: 
of Abercorn, and the Progenitor of Sir Jobs Graham, that re- 
nown'd Patriot who loſt his Life in lus Country's Service t 
the Battle of Falkirk, whom the Scorch Hiſtorians celebrate s 
the braveſt Scot man, next to Sir William Wallace, in the Age 
he lived. 

Sir David Graham, the next of this noble Family, was a great 
Patron of the Liberties of his Country, after the Abdication of 
Jobn Baliol, and a ſtrenuous Oppoſer of the Incroachments 
made by King Edward I, of England; for which, _ that 
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Prince offet'd an Indemnity to ſuch of the Scors Nation as would 
ſubmit to him, Sir David had the Honour to be one of thoſe 
few who were particularly excepted. As he was à great Patriot 
of his Country, ſo he was a very zealous Loyaliſt in Behalf of 
King Robert Bruce, upon whoſe Acceſſion ro the Throne, he 
had divers Grants of „ in conſideration of his good and 
faithful Services before that Time perform'd. He exchanged his 
Lands of Cardroſs in Dumbartonſbire with King Robert, tor the 
Lands of Old Montroſe in the County of Forfar. | 

This Sir David was alſo one of thoſe Barons who in 1320 
wrote that noble Letter to the Pope, aſſerting the Independency 
of Scotland, wherein they highly extol King Robert Bruce, as the 
Nation's glorious Deliverer, and the Preſerver of the Liberties 
of the People; in which famous Record the Seal of this noble 
Perſon is ſtill entire. 

Sir Dævid his Son was one of the Magnates Scotia inted 
to treat with the Enghfo touching the Redemption of King D- 
vid Bruce, when he was taken Priſoner at the Battle of Darbam, 
Anno 1346. In that Battle, Barnet in his Hiſtory of King Ed- 
ward III. p. 379, gives this Account of him: That Sir David 
Graham, @ valiant Baron of Scotland, with a Wing of 500 Horſe 
well appointed, gave a full Charge upon the Left Flank of the 
Engliſh Archers, hoping to diſorder and over-run them: But after 
tus or three Attemipts in vain, having loft many of his Men, he 
was obliged to fly back to the main Battle, being in danger of being 
taken by bis Pwrſuers. He left Iſſue Sir Patrick, his Son and 
Heir, and a Daughter married ro William Earl of Roſs. 

Which Sir Patrick de Grame, Lord of Dundaf, was one of 
the Hoſtages for the Ranſom of King David, when the Terms 
of his Redemption were concerted by the Commiſſioners of 
both Kingdoms, Anno 1357. On the Acceſſion of King Ro- 
bert II. to the Crown, when the two great Entails were made 
in Favour of the King's eldeſt Son the Earl of Carrick, Sir Pa- 
trick's Name is inſerted in the one, and his Seal is appended to 
the other. 

He married firſt Maud, Daughter of ......... by whom he 
had William Lord of Graham, his Succeſſor, and ſecondly Es- 
ham, Daughter to Sir Joba Stewart, Brother to King Robert II. 
Siſter to Walter Stewart, Lord of Rail//on ; by whom he had 
Idue Sir Patrick Graham of Elieſton, the Progenitor of the Earls 
of Menteith; 2. Robert; 3. David; 4. Alexander ;\ and 2 
Daughter Maud, married to Sir Jobu Drummond of Concyaig. 

Which Sir William of Graham, Lord of Kincardine, in 14604; 
was join'd in Commiſſion with divers other Lords and Barons; 
to treat with the Engli/b concerning the keeping of « Peace arid 


Amity betwixt the two Realms; and two Years after was ſent 


on an Embaſſy to Exgland, with the Earls of Crawford and 
. O 2 Mar; 
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Mar ; which Negotiation they perform'd with Honour and 
Succeſs. He married brit Mariota, Daughter of Sir John Oli 
phant of Aberdalgy, by whom he had Alexander, his eldeſt Son, 
who died in the Life-time of his Father, and Joh; ſecondly 
the Lady Mary Stewart, Daughter of King Rolert III Widow 
of George Earl of Angus, and of James Kennedy of Dennure, 
by whom he had Sir Robert Graham of Strathearon, firit of the 
Branch of the Grahams of Fintrie and Clawverbouſe ; 2 Patrick, 
who entering into Orders, was firſt promoted to the Epiſc opal 
See of Brechen, and tranſlated thence to the Biſhoprick of Sr. 
Andrew's, then void by the Death of Biſhop Kennedy, Anno 
1466; 3. William, of whom came the Grabams of Garwock and 
Balzoun ; 4. Walter Graham of Wallacetoun, who was the An- 
ceſtor of the Grahams of Knockdolian and its Cadets: And de- 
parting this Life in 1424, his Eſtate and Honour devolved to 

Patrick, his Grandſon and Heir, who was appointed one of 

the Lords of the Regency in the Minority of King James II. 
and prudently and faithfully diſcharged that Truſt for ſeveral 
Years after. He died in Jamnary 1467, leaving Iſſue by Eliza- 
beth his Wife, 
.. William Lord Graham, his Son and Heir, who married 7aze, 
Daughter of George Ear: of Angus, and giving Way to Fate in 
the Beginning of the Year 1472, left Iſſue, William, his Succeſ- 
ſor ; George, of whom is the Branch of the Grahams of Caller 
der; and a Daughter, Chriſtian, married to James Halden of 
Gleneagle, and after to Sir Thomas Maule of Panmure. 

Which William Lord Graham adhered firmly to K. James III. 
inthe Time of his greateſt Diſtreſs ; and when that unfortunate 
Prince was forced to take the Field, and raiſe an Army in his 
own Defence, the Lord Graham reſorted to him, and cheerfully 
- took a Command in the Army, in which he continued till the 
Death of.the King. He was allo in great Favour with King 

James IV. who was pleaſed, by Letters of Creation, to raiſe 
him to the Digniry of Earl of Montroſe, March 3, 1504. He 
married firſt Annabell, Daughter of Jobs Lord Drummond, 
by whom he had J/7/{;zm, the Heir of the Family; next, Janet, 
Daughter of Sir Archibald Edmonſton of Duntreath, by whom 
he had Margaret, eſpouſed to Fohn Earl of Lennox; Elizabeth, 
to Walter Drummond, Grandion and Heir of Jobs firſt Lord 
Drummond ; Nicola, to William Murray of Abercairny ; and laſt 
of all, Chriſtian Wavane, by whom he had two Sons, Patrick, 
firſt of the Family of Inchbrakre, out of which branch'd the 
Grahams of Gorthy in the County of Perth; and Andrew, who 
was the firſt Proteſtant Biſhop of Dunblain, to which he was 

moted on the Deprivation of Biſhop Chiſalme, Anno 1572. 
This Earl was {lain at the Battle of Flowdon with K. James IV. 
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- William, the ſecond Earl of Montroſe, was one of the Peers 
to whom John Duke of Albany, Regent of Scotland in the Mi- 
nority of King James V. committed the Tuition of the young 
King, when his Highneſs the Duke went over to France, to ſe- 
cure that Crown in rhe Intereſt of Scotland. He married Janet, 
Daughter of Miliam Earl Marſhal, by whom he had Robert, 
Maſter of Montroſe, who was flain at the Battle of Pinkey; 
Alexander, Penſioner of Cambuſkennech ; Mungo, and William, 
of whom the Families of Killer» and Orchi! are deſcended : 
Likewiſe five Daughters; Margaret, married to Robert, Maſter 
of Erſkine ; Elizabeth, to Fohbn Earl of Caithneſs ; Agnes, to Sir 
William Murray of Tilybardin ; Janet, to Sir Andrew Murray 
of Balvaiad; Catharine, to Fohn Graham of Knockdolean. And 
dying on the 24th of May, 1571, was ſucceeded by his Grand- 
fon 


Fobn, Son of Robert, Maſter of Montroſe, by Margaret, 
Daughter of Malco/m Lord Fleeming. On the Fall of the Earl 
of Goury the Lord Treaſurer, this noble Lord got the White 
Staff, on the iſt of May, 1582, which he did not hold long; 
for on another Turn at Court, the Earl demitred the Treaſurer's 
Place to Sir Thomas Lyon of Avuldbar, in the End of the Year 
1585; after. which the Earl of Montroſe continued in the Coun- 
cil, tho* he had no other Office in the State, till the Chancel- 
lor's Place falling, by the Demiſe of ohn Lord Tbiriſlane, he 
was preferr'd thereunto in Jansary, 1598, in which Station his 
Lordſhip-continued till 1604, when it being judged neceſſary 
that the Chancellor ſhould be a Lawyer, his Lordſhip reſigned 
the Place: But on the Lord Fivie's being made Chancellor, the 
Earl of Mantroſe was made Viceroy of Scotland during Life, 
which great Office he accordingly enjoy'd till his Death, No- 
vember 9, 1608. He left Iſſue by Jane his Wife, Daughter of 
David Lord Drummond, Fobn his Succeſſor ; Sir Robert Gra- 
bam of Innermeath; Sir William Grabam of Brace; anda Daugh- 
ter Lilias, married to John firſt Earl of Wigrous.- 

Fobn Eatl of Mentro/e, being « Perſon of great Parts and 
Abilicies, was (as Lloyd writes in his Memoirs of Loyaliſts ) 
Ambaſſador to ſeveral Princes, and after the Acceſſion of King 
Charles 1. to the Crown, named Preſident of his Majeſty's mol 
Honourable Privy-Council, Which he enjoy'd even till his 
Death, Nowewb. 24, 1626. By Margaret his Wife, Daughter 
of William Earl of Gowrie, he had Fames his Son and Heir, 
the firſt Marquis. of Montroſe; alſo four Daughters, Lilias, mar- 
ried to Sir Jobs Colquboun of Luſs, Bart. and had Iſſue; Mar 
garet, to Archibald firſt Lord Napier; Dorothea, to James ſirſt 
Lord Rollo; Beatrix, to David Lord Maderty. 

James, his Succeſſor, after Marquiſs of Montroſe, was born 
in 1612, and was one of the greateſt Herves of his Time,

Having the Misfortune to loſe: his Father when he was young, 
and being the only Son of the Family, his Friends, in order 
to raiſe up Heirs to his illuſtrious Houſe, prevailed with him, 
when he was bur a Youth, to marry, which. he complied with. 
His Marriage gave a great Interruption to his Studies ; bur 
quickly finding the Loſs he ſhould ſuſtain if he did not go thro” 
with his Education, he got good Mafters at Home, wherein he 
made ſo great a Proficiency and Progreſs, that in a very little 
time he became not only very learned, but a Cririck in the 
Greek and Latin; after which, for his further Improvement, he 
travell'd into foreign Parts, where he ſpent ſome Years in at- 
taining the Languages, and learning the Exerciſes then in vogue, 
in which he excelPd moſt Men, and came over to England by 
the time he was 22 Years of Age. He was (as Lloyd ob erves) 
Captain of the Guard in France, and by Hamilton invited into 
England, to addrefs himſelf to King Charles I. And coming to 
the Court, intended to live there, in a View of ſerving the 
Crown, and of raifing himſelf to thoſe Honours and Imploy- 
ments both his Birth and perſonal Qualifications well intitled 
him to; but in his Attendance there, meeting with ſome Diſ- 
countenance from the King, which was very artfally brought 
about, he left the Court, and returning to Scorland, he join d 
in 1638 with the diſcontented Party, who appear d moſt for- 
ward for the Redreſs of Grievances of the Church, inſomuch 
as he ſoon became one of the principal and moſt active Lords 
for the Covenant and Reformation. In 1639, a Parliament and 
General Aſſembly being to be convened in Auguſt, the King 
commanded fourteen of the principal Covenanting Lords to at- 
tend him at Berwick ; but they being conſcious to themſelves, 
and fearing Confinement, or the like, ſent only three, the Earls 
of Moxtroſe, Lowdon, and Lothain, who being conferr'd with 
by ſome appointed by bis Majefty, were very much wrought 
on, and ſome of them came to ſee their own Errors and Dan- 
er, and never after ſided with the Covenanters. Aſter the firſt 
pedition of the Covenanters into England, the Eazl,- on his 
Obſervation of the unwarrantable Proſecution of the Ends of rhe 
Covenant, gave over that Party, and his Command in the Ar- 
my; and wade a full Tender of his Service to his Majeſty, 
which brought him ſo much into the Jealouſy of the Party he 
had formerly been of, that there was no room leſt to doubt of 
bis Sincerity to the King. The Eart of Chrendon inſinuates in 
his Hiſtory of the Civil War, that while the King was in Scot- 
land, the Ball of Montroſe offer d to make away two great Men, 
who were not fo cordial in the King's Intereſt as could have 
been wiſh'd : but from original Papers in the Cuſtody of the 
— of Montroſe, it a - * Earl of . 
iſoner in the Caſtle ebay for correſponding with t 
Wart , King, 
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King, from the Month of June, 1641, till January after ; and 
the King came down in Auguſt, and return'd in November ; ſo 
it is clear he was a Priſoner all the while his Majeſty was in 
Scotland. And the noble Author before- mention'd obſerves, 
That the Earl of Moutroſe deſerved as much as any Man, in 
contributing more, and appearing ſooner for the King, being indeed 
a Man of the beſt Quality who did ſo ſoon diſcover bimſelf, and 
it may be be did it the ſooner in Oppaſition to Argyle; the People 
looking upon them both as young Men of unlimited Ambition, and 
uſed to ſay, That they were like Cæſar and Pompey, the one 
would endure no Superior, and the other would have ns Eqaal. 
After his Releaſement, he lived for the moſt part privately at 
his Seat in the Country, till the meeting of the Convention, 
1643, when he ſecretly withdrew out of Scotland to the King, 
few Days before the Siege was raiſed from Glouceſter, and gave 
his Majeſty the firſt clear Information of the Proceedings of 
the Convention, of the Reſolutions would be there taken, and 
of the Poſture the Kingdom would ſpeedily be in. He alſo 
made ſome Propoſitions to the King for the Remedy, which 
there was not, ſays the Earl of Clarendon, then Time to con- 
ſult of: But when his Majeſty return'd to Oxford, after the Battle 
of Newberry, he was very willing to hearken to any Overture 
the Earl ſhould make, in reference to what could be done, to 
prevent the Miſchief like to enſue to his Majeſty's Affairs, by a 
Combination betwixt the Scots Covenanters and the Engliſh 
Parliament: Wherefore, that his Majeſty might have this im- 
portant Aﬀair brought to a full Reſolution, he was pleaſed to 
hold ſeveral Conferences with the Earl: Bur all the Advances 
which were made toward the Execution of any Attempt for the 
King's Service, were check'd by his Majefty's not being able to 
ive any Troops to the Earl, by the Protection whereof the 
Loyal Party of the Kingdom might come to his Aſſiſtance, and 
diſcover their Affections to his Majeſty. However, the vigo- 
rous Spirit of the Earl of Montroſe ſtirr d him up to make fore 
Attempt which he thought might be of Service ro the King: 
And therefore propoſed that his Majeſty ſhould give a Com- 
mand to the Earl of Antrim, to raiſe and ſend over a Body of 
2000 Men into the Highlands of Scotland, to be a Foundation 
for raiſing Forces there; and that if his Majeſty would grant 
him a Commiſſion to command that Army, he would himſelf 
be in the Highlands to receive them, and run his Fortune with 
them; and that if no Time were loſt in — that De- 
fign, he hoped that by the Time the Scots Army ſhould be ready 
to take the Field, they ſhould receive ſuch an Alarm from their 
own Country, as ſhould hinder their Advance into England. On 
this Overture the King corferr'd with the two Lords, and find- 
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Men as ſhould be deſired, his Majeſty reſolved to encourage it 
all he could; and therefore, that the Earl of Montroſe might 
depart with the better Character, and Teſtimony of his Favour 
and good Opinion, and be thereby the better qualified to per- 
form the great Truſt repoſed in him, his Majeſty was pleaſed to 
create him Marquis of Montroſe, by Letters Patent bearing date 
6 Maii, 1644, and gave him a Commiſſion, conſtituting his 
Lordſhip Captain-General, and Commander in Chief of all the 
Forces to be raiſed in Scotland for his Majeſty's Service: And 
ſo taking his Leave of the King, accompany'd with ſeveral Gen- 
tlemen, he began his Journey, as if he meant to make his Way 
in Company with them into Scotland; but after he had been two 
or three Days in that Equipage, which he knew could be no 
Secret, and that it would draw the Enemies Troops together, 
for the Guard of all Paſſes to meet with him, the Marquis was 
found miſſing one Morning by his Company, who, after ſome 
Stay and Enquiry, return'd back to Oxford, whilſt this Noble 
Perſon with incredible Addreſs and Fatigue, not only quitted his 
Company and his Servants, but his Harſe alſo, and found a ſafe 
Paſſage, moſt Part on Foot, through all the Enemies Quarters, 
till he came to the very Borders; from whence, by the Aſſiſt- 
ance of Friends whom he truſted, he found himſelf ſecure in 
the Highlands, with his moſt faithful Friend the Laird of Inch. 
braike; where he lay quiet without undertaking any Action, 
until the Earl of Antrim made good ſo much of his Undertak- 
ing, that he ſent over Colonel Alexander Mac Donald, with 2 
Regiment of 1500 Soldiers, who landed in the Highlands, at 
or near the Place that had been agreed on, where the Marquis 
was ready to receive him, which he did with great Joy, and 
quickly publiſh'd bis Commiſſion of being General for the King 
over all the Kingdom, 

With this Handful of Men thus brought together, he brought 
in ſo many of his Countrymen to join with him, as were ſoon 
ſtrong enough to arm themſelves at the Charge of their Ene- 
mies, whom they firſt defeated, and every Day encreaſed in 
Power, till he fought, and prevailed in the ſeveral Battles: of 
Tippermuir, Alfuird, Aldearn, Aberdeen, Inverlochy, and Kil- 
Hieb, that he made himſelf in little more than one Year, Maſter 
of the greateſt Part of the Kingdom; and did all thoſe ſtupen- 
dous Acts which are deſervedly the Subject of 2 Hiſtory ex- 
cellently written in Latin by Dr. George Wiſhart, Biſhop of 
Edinburgh, tho” very ill tranſlated fince by an unknown Hand. 

After the Battle of Kil/y#b in 1645, where: he defeated the 
greateſt Army the Covenanters ever gat together, killing and 
taking 5000 Foot and 400 Horſe, the Marquis march'd Eaſt- 
ward, took the City of Edinburgh; and advancing his Courſe 
toward England, he was unexpectedly attack d by ä 
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ral David Leſley, with the whole Strength of the Scots Horſe, 
at Philiphaugh, on the 13th of Sept. 1645, where he was totally 
defeated ; ſo that his future Triumph was not only prevented, 
but he was compelPd, with great Loſs to retire again to the 
Highlands, for recruiting of his Army, in which he had won- 
derfully ſucceeded, when he received his Majeſty's poſitive Or- 
der“, while he was in the Hands of the Scors Army before 
Newark, to lay down his Arms by a certain Day prefix'd, and 
to leave the Kingdom, till when they pretended they could not 
declare for his Majeſty ; and this (as the Earl of Clarendon writes) 
was done with ſo much Earneſtneſs, and by a particular Meſ- 
known and truſted, that the Marquis obeyed, and tran- 
ſported himſelf into France, toward the End of the Year 1646. 
reſided there for ſome Time, and took the Opportunity, 
while he attended at the French Court, to make ſome Overtures 
to Cardinal Mazarine, to raiſe an Army for the Service of rhe 
King, which the crafty Cardinal did nor receive, fays the Lord 
Clorendon, with that Regard the Marquis's great Name deſery'd. 
Thereupon he left France, and made a Journey into Germany, 
to the Emperor's Court, defiring to ſee Armies till he could 
come to command them: And was offered by his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty (as Lloyd writes) the Command of 10,000 Men againſt the 
Swedes. But being deſirous of ſerving his own Sovereign, he 
return'd thence to Bruſſels, where he lay privately, and as 12. 
cognito for ſome Time, till he heard of the Murder of the King. 
Then he ſent to King Charles II. with. the Tender of his Ser- 
vice, and to know, if his Majeſty thought his Attendance upon 
him might bring any Prejudice to his Affairs; and if ſo; that he 
would ſend over the Chancellor of the Exchequer (aſter Earl of 
Clarendon) to Sevenberg, a Town in Flanders, where he was at 


preſent to expect him, and had Matters to communicate to him 
of much Importance to his Majeſty's Service. The Marquis 


having met with ſome Coldneſs from the Queen at Paris, the 
King commanded the Chancellor preſently to go to him; and, 
if he could, without exaſperating him, (which he had no Mi 

to do) perſuade him rather for ſome Time to ſuſpend his com- 
ing to the Hague, than preſently to appear there; which was an 
Injunftion very diſagreeable to the Chancellor, (as he himſelf 
writes) who, in his Judgment, believ d his Majeſty ſhould bid 
him very welcome, and prefer him before any other of that 
Nation in his Eſteem. After ſome Conferences, he promiſed 
not to come to the Hagee, till he ſhould firſt receive Advice 
from the Chancellor; but when he heard of the Commiſſioners 
being come from Scotland, he would no longer defer his Jour- 
ney thither, but came well attended by Servants and Officers, 
and preſented himſelf ro the King, with the Tender of his Ser.

vice; who receiv'd him with a very good Countenance; and az 
a moſt gracious Teſtimony of his great Fidelity and Merit, pre. 
ſented. him with the Enfigns of the moſt Noble Order of the 
Garter. | 

While the King remain'd at the Hague, there were, beſide 
the Marquis of Montroſe, and thoſe of the Nobility who ad- 
herd to him, the Commiſſioners who came from the Council 
and the Kirk, to invite his Majeſty into Scotland, or rather to 
let him know on what Terms he might come thither; and the 
Duke of Hamilton, and others of the Nobility who join'd with 
him, made another Party. There was nothing the King wiſh'd 
for more than that ſome Expedient might be found out to unite 
all Parties ; eſpecially that there might be an Union and Recon- 
ciliation berwixt Montroſe and the Hamiltonian Faction, who 
had an equal Deſire to ſerve the King, and were as much per- 
ſecuted by the Party who then govern'd, as the Marquis was; 


yet the Animoſity of each of them was ſo much againſt him, that 


they were equally his implacable Enemies, and did not only re- 
fuſe to meet with him, but as ſoon as he came into the Room 
where they were, tho' his Majeſty himſelf was preſent, they 
immediately withdrew, and, as the Earl of Clarendon writes, 
had the Confidence to deſire the King, that the Marquis of Mon- 
troſe (whom they called James Grabam) might be forbidden to 
come into his Majeſty's Preſence or Court, becauſe he ſtood 
excommunicated by the Kirk, and degraded and forfaulted by 
the Judicatory of the Kingdom : His Majeſty declared his being 
very much offended at this Demand, and made it manifeft by 
uſing the Marquis with the more Countenance, and in holding 
the more frequent Conferences with him, (as the Earl of Cls- 
rendow writes.) Alſo that the King finding ic was not poſſible to 
bring the Lords of the Scoziſh Nation together ro confer upon 
the Affairs of that Kingdom, he thought to have drawn them 
ſeverally ; that is, thoſe of the Engagement by themſelves, and 
the Marquis of Moztroſe with his Friends by thetnſelves, to 
have given him their Advice in the Preſence of his Council, 
ſo that upon Debate thereof between them, his Majeſty might 
the mare maturely have determined what he was to do. The 
Marquis of Montroſe expreſſed a great Willingneſs to give his 
Majeſty Satisfaction this, or ny other Way, being willing to 
deliver his Opinion concerning Things, or Perſons, before any 
Body, and in any Place: But the Lords of the Engagement po- 
ſitively refuſed to deliver their Opinion, but to the King hin- 
ſelf, and not in the Preſence of bis Council. 

The Marquis clearly perceived that the Lords of the other 
Parties would never unite with him, and that his Attendance on 
the King might poſſibly bring ſome Prejudice to his Service, 
and therefore propoſed to his Majeſty to give him — and 
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Credentials to ſeveral Princes in Germany, and to the Northern 
Crowns, by which he might appear Ambaſſador Extraordinary 
from the King, if he ſhould find it expedient, by the Help of 
choſe Princes, to obtain the Loan of Monies, Arms and Am- 
munition, to enable him to proſecute his intended Deſcent into 
Scotland: And the King, ſays my Author the Earl of Claremdon, 
that he did not preſs for ready Money, which he was not 
able to ſupply him with, gave him ſuch Letters as he deſired, 
and a Commiſſion to raiſe ſuch a Force together, as, * Help 
of thoſe Princes he went to, he might be enabled to do: Upon 
which the Marquis ſet out for Hamburgh, which he appointed 
for the Rendezvous of all thoſe Troops which he expected from 
Germany, having before ſent the King's Letters to the German 
Princes by ſeveral of his Officers. He made no long Stay 
but went in Perſon both to Sweden and Denmark, where he 
found the Performance very diſproportionable to rhe Hopes and 
Encouragement he had receiv from thence ; ſo that the Mar- 
was oblig'd to return to Hamburgh, with v very ſmall Sup- 
plies from either or both choſe Kingdoms; and there he receiv'd 
no better Account from thoſe Officers whom he had ſent to 
Germany; and therefore, _— _ the Whole, that all 
his Hopes from Germany hern Princes would 
not increaſe the Strength Nc bad . which did not amount 
to above five hundred, he cauſed, in the of Winter, 
thoſe Soldiers he had drawn her, to be imbark'd for Scor-

, he quickly poſſeſſed himſelf of an old Caſtle, 1 in 
Reſpodt of the Situation, in a Country ſo impoſſible an Army 
to march in, he thought ſtrong enough for his Paſs Thi- 
ther he convoy'd the Arms, Ammunition and Troops, which he 
had brought with him; and then he publiſh'd his Declaration, 
That he came with the King's Commiſſion, 10 aſſiſt thoſt bis good 
SubjetFr, and to preſerve them from Oppreſſion : That be did net

enter d into with his Majeſty ; but, on the contrary, hoped, that 
his being in the Head of an Army, how ſmall ſocver, that was 
faithful to the King, might advance the ſame. However, he had 
given ſufficient Proof in his former Actiaut, that if any Agree- 
ment were made with the King, upon the firff Order from his Ma- 
jeſty, be ſhould lay down his Arms, and diſpoſe himſelf according to 
bis Mejeſlys good Pleaſure. With theſe Declarations which he 
ſent to his Friends, to be ſcattered by them, and diſperſed 
among the People, as they could be able, he writ likewiſe to 
thoſe of the Nobility, and the principal Heads of the Highland 
Clans, to draw ſuch Forces together as they thought neceſſary, 
to join with him; and he received Anſwers from many of them, 
by which they deGr'd him to advance more into the Low-Lands, 
and aſſured him, that they would reſort to him, with good Num- 
bers of their Friends and Followers, which many of them did 
prepare to do with great Sincerity, and others with a Purpoſe 
to betray him. 
The Alarm of Aſontroſes Landing ſtartled the Parliament, 
which was then fitting at Edinburgh, inſomuch that it gave 
them no Leiſure to think of any Thing elſe, than of ſending 
Forces to hinder the Recourſe of others to join with him; and 
therefore ſent Colonel Strahan with a choice Party of the beſt 
Horſe they had, to make all poſſible Haſte toward him, and to 
event the Inſurrections which they fear'd would be in ſeveral 
= of the Highlands; and within few Days after, Lieutenant- 
General Leſly followed wich a ſtronger Party of Horſe and Foot. 
he Encou the Marquis receiv'd from bis Friends, 
and the Unpleaſantneſs of the Quarters, in which he was, pre- 
vail'd with him to march with theſe few Troops more into the 
Land; and the Highlanders flocking to him from all Quarters, 
made him undervalue any Enemy who he thought was yet like 
to encounter him; and the Marquis being without any Body of 
Horſe to diſcover the Motion of an Enemy, but depending upon 
All neceſſary Intelligence from the Affections of the People; 
Strahan made ſuch Haſte towards him, that he was within a 
ſmall Diſtance of him, before he heard of his Approach, and 
thoſe Highlanders who had ſeem'd to come with much Zeal to 
him, whether terrified or corrupted, left him on a ſudden, or 
threw dowa their Arms; ſo that he had none left but à Com- 
pany of good Officers, and 5 or 600 Foreigners, Datch and Ger- 
mans, who had been acquainted with their Officers: With theſe 
be betook himſelf to a Place of ſome Advantage, by the Ine- 
quality of the Ground; and there they made a Defence for 


ſome Time with notable Courage; but the Enemy being ſo 
much ſuperior in Number, the common Soldiers being all Fo- 
reigners, after about 100 of them were kill'd upon the Place,

away his Ribbon and George, and found Means to change his 


Coachs with a Fellow of the Country; and fo, after having 
e on Foot two or three Miles, he got into a Houſe of a' 


Gentleman, M*Leod of Aſſint, where he remain'd conceal'd 
about two Days; but whether by the Owner of the Houſe, or 
my other Way, the Marquis was diſcover'd, he there was taken 
Priſoner, and was the next Day-or ſoon after deliver'd to the 


General, who was come up with his Forces, and had nothing 


left to do, bur to carry him in Triumph ro Edinburgh. 

David Leſiy, the General, treated the Marquis with great In- 
ſolence, and for ſome Days carried him in the ſame Cloaths and 
Habit in which he was taken; bur at laſt permitted him to buy 
better. His Behaviour. was, in the whole Time, ſuch as be- 
came a great Man; his Countenance ſerene and chearful, as one 
thar was ſuperior to all thoſe Reproaches which they had pre- 
pared the People to pour out upon him in all the Places through 
which he was to pals. 

When he came to one of the Gates of Edinburgh, he was 
met by ſome of the Magiſtrates, ro whom he was delivered, 
and by them preſently pur into a new Cart purpoſely made, in 
which there was a high Chair, or Bench, upon which he far, 
that the People might have a full View of him, being bound 
with a Cord drawn over his Breaſt and Shoulders, and faſten'd 
through Holes made in the Cart. When he was in this Poſture, 
the Hangman took off his Hat, and rode himſelf before the 
Cart in his Livery, and with his Bonnet on; the other Officers, 
who were taken Priſoners with him, walking two and two before 
the Cart; the Streets and Windows being full of People to be- 


hold the Triumph over a Perſon whoſe Name had made them 


tremble ſome few Years before, and into whoſe Hands the Ma- 
giſtrates of that Place had, upon their Knees, deliver'd the Keys 
of that City. In this Manner he was carried to the Common 
Goal, and received and treated as a Common Malefactor. 

Within two Days after, he was brought before the Parliament, 
where the Chancellor made a very bitter and'virulent Speech 
againſt him, told him, He had broken all the Covenants by which” 


the Nation //ood obliged, and had impiouſly rebelled againſt G OD, 


the King, and the Kingdom ; that he had committed many horrible 
Murthers, Treaſons, and Impieties, for all which be was now 
brought to ſuffer condign Puniſhment ; with all thoſe Reproaches, 
ſays my Author, againſt his Perſon and his Actions, which the 
Liberty of that Place gave him Leave to uſe. 


Permiſſion was then given him to ſpeak, and without the leaſt” 


Trouble in his Countenance, or Diſorder, upon all the Indig- 
nities he had ſuffer' d, he told them, Since the King had own'd 
them ſo far as to treat with them, he had appear'd before them 
with Reverence. and bare-headed, which otherwiſe he <could not 

willingly 
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willingly have done : That he had doue nothing of which be was 
aſbam d, or had Cauſe to repent ; that the firſt Covenant be had 
taten, and complied with it, and with them who took it, as long 
as the Ends which it was ordain'd were abſeryd ; but when 
be diſcover'd, which was now evident to all the World, that pri. 
vate and particular Men defign'd to ſatisfy their - own Ambition 
and Intereſt, inſtead of conſidering the Publick Benefit ; and that, 
under the Pretence of reforming ſome Errors in Religion, they re- 
fale/d to abridge, and take away the King's juſt Power, and law. 
Fel 3 be had withdrawn himſelf from that Engagement : 
That for the League and Covenant, be bad never taken it, and 
therefore could not break it: Aud it was now too apparent to the 
whole Chriftian World, what monſtrous Miſchiefs it had produced: 
That when, under Colour of it, an Army from Scotland had in- 
vaded England in Aſſifance of the Rebellion that was then again l 
their lawful King, he had, by bir Majeſty's Command, receiv d a 
Commiſſion from him to raiſe Forces in Scotland, that he might 
thereby divert them from the other odious Proſecution: That he had 
executed that Commiſſion with the Obedience and Duty he owed 
to the King ; and in all the Circumſtances of it, had proceeded like 
Gentleman; and had never ſuffered any Blood to be ſbed but in 
rhe Heat of the Battle; and that be ſaw many Perſons there, 
whoſe Lives be had ſaved : That when the King comtmanded him, 
be laid down his Arms, and withdrew out of the Kingdom ; which 
they could not have compelled him to have done. He ſaid, he was 
new again enter d into the Kingdom by his Majeſty's Command, 
and <utib his Authority: And what Succeſs foever it might hate 
pleaſed GOD to have given him, he would always have obeyed any 
Commands he ſhould have received from him. He adviſed them, 
to canfider well of the Conſequences before they proceeded again} 
kim, and that all his Actions might be examim d, and judged by the 
Laws of the Land, or thoſe of Nations. 

Aſſoon as he had ended his Diſcourſe, he was order'd to with- 
draw ; and, after a ſhort Space, was again brought in; and told 
by the Chancellor, That he was, on the Morrow, being the one 
and twentieth of May, 1650, to be carried to Edinburgh Croſs, 
and there to be hanged up on a Gallows thirty Foot high, for the 
Space of three Hours, and then to be taken down, and his Head 
to be cut off upon a Scaffold, and banged on Edinburgh Talbeth ; 
bis Legs aud Arms to be hanged up in other publick Towns of 
the Kingdom, and his Body to be buried at the Place where he 
was to be executed, except the Kirk fbould take off his Excommu- 
a then his Body might be buried in the common Place 

Burial. 

He deſired he might ſay ſomewhat to them, but was not ſuf- 
fered, and fo was carried back to the Priſon: And there, that he 
might not enjoy any .

of Life, their Miniſters came preſently to inſult over him with 
all the Reproaches imaginable ; pronounced his Damnation ; 
and aſſured him, That the Judgment be was the next Day to fuf- 
fer, was but an eaſy Prologue to that which he was to undergo 

erwards. After many ſuch Barbarities, they offered to intercede 

him to the Kirk, upon his Repentance, and to pray with him; 
bur he too well underſtood the Form of their Common-Prayer 
in thoſe Caſes to be only the mot virulent and inſolent Impre- 
cations upon the Perſons of thoſe they 2 againſt, (Lord, 
vouchſafe yet to touch the obdurate Heart of this proud incorrigible 
Sinner, this wicked, perjured, and prophane Perſon, who refuſes 
to bearken to the Voice of the Kirk, and the like charitable Expteſ- 
ons) and therefore he defired them r ſpare their Pains, and to 
leave him to his own Devotions. He told them, that they were 4 
miſerable deluded and deluding People; and would ſhortly bring 
that Nation under 22 inſupportable Servitude ever People 
bad ſubmitted to. He them, that he was prouder to have 
bis Head ſet upon the Place it was appointed to be, than he could 
have been to have had his Picture hang in the King's Bed. 
Chamber : That he was ſo far from being troubled that his four 
Limbs were to be bang d in four principal Cities of the Kingdom, 
that he heartily wiſhed be had Fleſh enough to be ſent to ever 
City in Chriſtendom, as a Te/timony of the Cauſe for which 


The next Day every Part and Circumſtance of that barbarous 
Sentence, was executed upon him with all the Inhumanity ima- 
ginable ; and he bore it with all the Courage and imi 
and the greateſt Piety that a good Chriſtian could manifeſt. 
magnified the Virtue, Courage, and Religion of the laſt King 
exceedingly ; commended the Juſtice, and Goodneſs, and Un- 

ing of the preſent King; and prayed that they might not 
betray him, as they had done his Father. When he had ended all 
he had to ſay, and was expecting to expire, they acted yet one 
Scene more of their Tyranny on bim ; the Ha 
the Book that had been publiſh'd of his truly heroick Actions 
whilſt he commanded in the Kingdom, which, together with 
his Declaration, was tied in a ſmall Cord, that was put about his 
Neck. At this new Inſtance of their Malice the Marquis {mi 
and thank'd them for it, and faid, he was pleaſed it ſbould be 
there, and was prouder of wearing it, than ever he had been of 
the Garter : And fo renewing ſome devour Ejaculations, he pa- 
tiencly endured the laſt Act of the Executioner. 

« Thus died the gallant Marquis of Monrroſe, after he had 
© given, ſays the Earl of Clarendow in his Character of him, as 
< great a Teſtimony of Loyalty and Courage, as a Subject cun 
* do, and performed as wonderful Actions in ſeveral Battles, 
- upon as great Lnequaliry of Numbers, and 2s great Diſadvan 
whe <* rages 
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tages in reſpect of Arms, and other Preparations for War, as 
<« have been performed in this Age.” Adding further, . He was 
* Gentleman of a very antient Extraction, many of whole An- 
cc S ſtors had exerciſed the higheſt Charges under the King in 
ce that Kingdom, and had been allied ro the Crown itſelf. He 
& was of very good Parts, which were improved by a good 
« Education. He was in his Nature fearleſs of Danger, and 
© never declined any Enterprize for the Difficulty of going 
c thro? with it, but exceedingly affected thoſe which ſeemed 
& deſperate to other Men, and did believe ſomewhat to be in 
cc himſelf above other Men, which made him live more eaſily 
& egwards thoſe who were, or were willing to be inferior to 
& him, toward whom he exerciſed wonderful Civility and Ge- 
© neroſity, than with his Superiors or Equals. He was natu- 
4 rally jealous, and ſuſpected thoſe who did not concur with 
cc him in the Way, not to mean fo well as he. He was not 
cc yithour Vanity, but his Virtues were much ſuperior, and he 
cc welt deſerved to have his Memory preſerved and celebrated 
& amongſt the moſt illuſtrious Perſons of the Age in which he 
< lived.” 

His Body was interr'd at the Place of Execution, where it 
reſted till the Reſtoration of the King; when by his Majeſty's 
ſpecial Appointment his ſcatter d Parts were gathered together, 
and depoſited in the Abbey-Church of Holy-Rood Houſe, where 
they remained till the 14th of May, 1661, when bis Corpſe 
was, with the greateſt Magnificence and Solemnity that could 
be deviſed, carried to the Cathedral Church of St. Giles, and 
interred in the Iſle belonging to his Family, being accompanied 
by the Lord High Commiſſioner, the Earl of Middleton, and all 
the Members of Parliament, ro the Grave ; over which this In- 
ſcription was intended to be ſet up, which for the Satisfaction of

This noble Marquis married Magdalen, Daughter of David 
firſt Earl of Southeſe, by whom he had James his Son and Heir. 

Which Fames, Marquis of Montroſe, was too young to have 
had a Part in the War under his Father, and after his Death be- 
ing diveſted of his Eftate, he lived quietly and privately under 
the Powers that then prevailed, retaining his Affection and Fi- 
delity to the Crown, which he made manifeſt in performing all 
the Offices of Fidelity and Duty to the King, throughout the 
whole Courſe of the Uſurpation, that a generous and worthy 
Perſon could find any Opportunity for; with which his Majeſty 
was abundantly ſatisfied and pleaſed. | 

On the Return of the King, the Marquis was reſtored to his 
Eſtate, and the Act of his Father's Forfeiture repealed, and he 
was named one of the Lords of his Majeſty's Privy-Council: 
Yet it adminiſter'd much- Diſcourſe, both then and afterwards, 
that his Lordſhip was not preferr'd to any of the great Offices 
of the Crown, conſidering the tranſcendent Merit of his Father, 
and the great Value and Ef-em the King bad of himſelf, as a 


Nobleman of great Honour and Integrity; but the Reaſon aſ- 
fined for it was, that the Marquis did not affect any publick 
Character, a Life of Privacy and Quiet being really his own 
r and what was more ſuited to his Humour and N _\ 
dying in February, 1669, his Corple was on the 23

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April after interr'd at the Chapel of Aber-Ruthven in Perthſhire 
with his Anceſtors, and his Funeral Sermon was preach'd by 
Dr. Alexander Burnet, then Archbiſhop of Glaſzow, wherein he 
gave the Marquis this very good Character: © He was a Noble- 
man of great Honour and Probity, fo great a Lover of Ju- 
ec ſtice, and fo ſtrict in the Obſervation of his Word and Pro. 
* miſe, that no Man was ever more worthy the Title of An 
« honeſt Man.” 

He married Iſabel, Daughter of William Earl of Morton, Wi- 
dow of Robert firſt Earl of Roxburgh, by whom he had James 
his Succeſſor, and Lord Charles, who died a young Man ot great 
Hopes and Courage; likewiſe three Daughters, | 

Lady Anne, married to Alexander Earl of Calendar. 

Lady Jane, to Sir Jonathan Urquhart of Cromarty. 

Lady Griſel, to Mr. William Cochran of Kilmeronock, Son to 
Nilliam Lord Cochran. 

Fames Marquis of Montroſe, his Son, was a Nobleman of great 
Parts, which were improved by a good Education. On the 
Death of his Father, the King took him into his immediate 
Care, made him firſt, Captain of the Guard; and then, that he 
might fit him by Degrees tor the greateſt Truſt and Employ- 
ments, preferr'd him to be Preſident of the Privy-Council ; but 
Death overtook him not long after, in the Prime of his Years, 
on the 25th of April, 1684, to the general Regret of the whole 
Nation, and the particular Sorrow of his own Relations, who 
kmented his Death exceedingly, as a great Loſs to his Family. 
By Chriſtian his Wife, Daughter of Joh» Duke of Rothes, he 
had only a Son James, the preſent Duke of Montroſe. 

This noble Lord being a Perſon of very bright and diftin- 
guiſhing Parts, and the Head of a very noble Family, that had 
in no Time ſwerved in its Fidelity to the Crown, her Majeſty 
Queen Aune, ſoon after he came to Age, called him to her 
Privy-Council, made him firſt, Lord High Admiral of Scotland, 

in the Beginning of 1705, and then Lord Preſident of the 
Council in little more than a Year after ; in which Station, and 
in all other Capacities, his Lordſhip exerted himſelf with the 
moſt ardent Zeal and Vigour, in promoting the Succeſſion to 
the Crown in the Proteſtant Line, and on that Account did all 
he could to conſolidate the two Kingdoms in an incorporating 
Union; in conſideration whereof, as well as in reſpect of his 
'Lordſhip's perſonal Merit, and in Honour of his noble Family, 
for which the Queen did always profeſs a very great Value and 
Regard, her Majeſty was pleaſed by Letters Patent the 24th of 
April, 1707, to make him Duke of Montroſe; and it is to be 
obſerved as a ſpecial Inſtance of her Majeſty's more immodiate 
Favour, that the Honour was not reſtricted to the Heirs Male 
5 = Duke's own Body, but was to deſcend to his 3 
ntail. 5 | 
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His Grace continued Lord Preſident of the Council, till the 
Parliament of Great Britain thought fit to diſſolve the Scott 
Privy-Council ſome time aſter the commencing of the Union; 
and the Duke of Montroſe was made Lord-Privy-Seal, on the 
Removal of the Duke of Queen/b:ry, the 28th of February, 
1709; and held that Office till 1713, when he was laid aſide 
for not complying with the Meaſures of the Court during the 


Earl of Oxford's Adminiſtration, and the Duke of A:hole made 


Privy-Seal in his Place. | 

e Duke's firm and inviolable Adherence to the Proteſtant 
Succeſſion, which his Grace had early, and with much Zeal 
maintained and aſſerted, could not fail to intitle him to a more 
than ordinary Favour of the illuſtrious Family, in whom the 
Right was eſtabliſhed by Law; and therefore, when our late 
Sovereign was by Act of Parliament impower'd to nominate 
ſo many Perſons as he ſhould think proper, to be join'd with 
the Seven great Officers of Stare, in the Adminiſtration of the 
Government till his Arrival, he repoſed ſuch Confidence in the 
Duke's Affection and Fidelity, that he had the Honour to be 
named one of the Lords of the Regency: But being at his Seat 
in the Country when the Act of Settlement of the Crown did 
actually take Effect by the Demiſe of Queen Anne, on the 3 iſt 
of July, 1714, his Grace made haſte to Edinburgh, where he 
was preſent at the Proclamation of King George ; and taking 
Poſt for London, arrived there on the 1oth of Augu/? after, 
where he concurred cordially and chearfully with the other 
Lords Juſtices, in taking care to iſſue out ſuch Orders as were 
neceſſary to ſupport the Honour and Dignity of the Crown, and 
to ſecure the Peace and Tranquillity of the Kingdom. Where- 
upon the King, fix Days after his Arrival, was pleaſed to appoint 
his Grace to be one of his Majeſty's Principal Secretaries of 
State, in the Room of the Earl of Mar, and in a very gracious 
Manner to honour him with ſeveral diſtinguiſhing Marks of his 
Royal Favour, and ſwore him of his Privy-Council. On the 


2d of March, 1714-15, he was elected one of the ſixteen Peers 


of North Britain; and from the Year 1714 to 1720 was Keeper 
of the Great Seal in Scotland. In 1726, he was appointed Clerk 
Regiſter, and the Year after again elected one of the ſixteen 
Peers, Repreſentatives of the Nobility of Scozland ; alſo in that 
Year again appointed Keeper of the Great Seal there. And his 
Grace is Chancellor of the Univerſity of Glaſgow, and Fellow 
of the Royal Society. 

His late Majeſty likewiſe, in conſideration of his Services, 
advanced his eldeſt Son David Marquis of Graham, to the Dig- 
nity of an Earl of Great Britain, by the Style and Title of Earl 
of Belford in the County of Northumberland, and Baron Grabam 


of the ſame Place, by Letters 7 bearing date 23 M 4 72a 
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8 Geo. I. with Remainder to William Graham, Eſq; (commonly 
call'd Lord William Graham) ſecond Son of James Duke of 
Montroſe, in Tail Male, Remainder to George Graham, Eſq; 
8 calbd Lord George Graham) third Son of the ſaid 

uke, in Tail Male. And the faid David Earl of Belſord dying 
unmarried on the 2d of Ogober, 1731, the Honour is now en- 
joyed by his next Brother the Lord Wilkam Graham. 

His Grace married the Lady Chriftian Carnegie, Daughter of 
David Earl of Northeſk, a Lady of the moſt conſummate Vir. 
tue, by whom he had James Lord Graham, who died in his In- 
fancy; David, Marquis of Graham, late Earl of Befford'; Lord 
William, now Earl of Be/ford, Lord George, who being brought 
up to the Sea Service, was Commander of his Majeſty's Ship the 
Adventure, which being ordered to be laid up, as unfit for Ser- 
vice, he was thereupon in June, 1740, appointed Captain of 
the Lark, a Ship of 40 Guns; and a Daughter, Lady Margaret.

H IS late Majeſty taking into Conſideration the great Services 
of Jobn the preſent Duke of Roxburgh, was pleaſed to ad- 
vance his Son Robert, Marquis of Beaumont, to the Dignity of 
an Earl, by the Style .and Title of Earl of tony en in Com. 
Ebor. as alſo Baron of the ſame Place, by Letters Patent bearing 
Date 24 Maii (1722) 8 Geo. I. 

His Lordſhip is paternally deſcended * from the noble Family 
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of Drummond, derived from Malcom Beg Drymen, who flou- 
riſhed in the Time of King Alexander II. and was poſſeſſed of 
the Lands of Dryer in the County of Stirling, and on that Ac- 
count took that Surname, which in After-times varied to Dram- 
mond. The ſaid Malcolm Beg Drymen was Seneſchal to Maldain 
Earl of Lenox (the paternal Anceſtor of all our Britiſh Kings of 
the Stuartine Family) whoſe Daughter Adda he married, and by 
her had Malcolm his Succeſſor, from whom deſcended Sir Job 
Drummond, who having ſtood firm to King James III. and de- 
feated the Earl of Lenox and the Lord Lyle, who had raiſed 

Forces againſt him, he was for that ſignal Service created Lord 
Drummond, and conſtituted Juſticiar of Scotland. 

From whom, in the fifth Deſcent, was Fames Lord Drum- 
mond, who by King James I. the firſt Monarch of Great Britain, 
was raiſed to the Honour of Earl of Perth, by Letters Patent 
bearing date March the 4th, 1605; but dying without Male Iſſue 
in 1611, his Eſtate and Title devolved on Fohn his Brother and 


Heir. 

Which Job Earl of Perth mirried Fane, Daughter of Robert 
Earl of Roxburgh, by whom he had James Earl of Perth, Sir 

bn Drummond, and Sir William Drummond, who became Earl 
of Rexburgh by the Marriage of the Lady Fane Kerr, Daughter 
of Henry Lord Kerr, Son and Heir of Robert Kerr Earl of Rex- - 
lurgb, who had that Title from King James, by Letters Patent 
bearing date the 19th of September, 1616, and died in 1650, 
having had Iſſue by Fare his Wife, Daughter of Patrick Lord 
Drummond, the ſaid Henry Lord Kerr, who died before his Fa- 
ther in 1643, leaving Iſſue by Margaret his Wife, Daughter of 
William Earl of Errol, the ſaid Lady Jane Kerr, married by the 
Appointment of the Earl her Grandfather, to Sir William Drum- 
mond (as before-mentioned) the Earl of Perth's Son, and her 
own Couſin-German, who thereupon, by the Conveyance of 
the Honour, was Earl of Roexburgh, and his Poſterity bear the 
Name of Kerr. He died in 1675, leaving Iſſue Robert his Son 
and Heir, John Lord Ballenden, and a Daughter Jane, married 
to Colin Earl of Balcarras. 

Which Robert was one of the Lords of the Privy-Council to 
King Charles IT. and waiting on his Royal Highneſs the Duke 
of Tork by Sea from Lendon to Scotland, was ſhipwreck'd in the 
Gloncefler Frigate on the 7th of May, 1682, leaving Iſſue by 
Mary his Wife, Daughter of Fohn Marquis of Tweedale, three 
Sons; Robert, his Succeſſor, who died in his Travels Abroad 
on the 13th of July, 1696 ; Jobn, the preſent Duke of Rox- 
bergh; and Colonel William Kerr. 

Which Fohn was by her Majeſty _ Anne promoted to 
de one of the Principal Secretaries of State in 1704: And im- 
mediately before the Commencement of the Union of the two 

P 3 King- 
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Kingdoms, of which his Lordſhip had been a moſt hearty Pro- 
moter, he was raiſed to the Honour of Duke of Roxburgh and 
_ of Cesford, by Letters Patent bearing date the 27th of 
April, 1707. Alſo the fame Year elected one of the ſixteen Peers 
in the firſt Parliament of Great Britain. And his Grace having 
been a moſt ſincere Friend to the Proteſtant Succeſſion in the 
Houle of Hanover, his late Majeſty named him one of the Lords 
of the Regency, till he ſhould come to the Crown of Great 
Britain. His Majeſty in the firſt Year of his Reign ſwore his 
Grace of his Privy-Council, and Lord Lieutenant of the Coun- 
ties of Roxburgh and Selkirk, and Lord Privy-Seal for Scorland. 
He was likewiſe one of the ſixteen Peers for North Britain in 
that Reign; and in 1716 one of the Lords Juſtices whilſt his 
Majeſty was Abroad; being alſo the ſame Year ſworn Secretary 
of State, in the Place of James Graham Duke of Montroſe. In 
1717, when his Majeſty was at Cambridge, his Grace was made 
Doctor of Laws; and on the 14th of June, 1720, was again 
made one of the Lords Juſtices, while his Majeſty went to Ha- 
wover He was elected on the 10th of October, 1722, a Knight: 
of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, and on the 13th of 
November following inſtalled at Windſor. On the 3d of June, 
1723, he was made one of the Lords Juſtices ; likewiſe on the 
iſt of June, 1725 ; and on the 25th of Augiſt the ſame Year, 
he reſigned the Seals as one of his Majeſty's Principal Secreta- 
ries of State. | 

His Grace married the Lady Mary Finch, Daughter of Daniel 
Earl of Nottingham, Widow of William Marquis of Halifax, 
by which Lady, who died in 1718, he has Iſſue Robert, Mar- 
quis of Beaumont, who, as I have already ſaid, was advanced to 
the Dignity of an Earl by the Style and Title of Earl of Vale- 
field in Com. Ebor. as alſo Baron of the ſame Place. His Lordſhip 
married Zune 16, 1739, Eſſex Moſtin, Siſter to Sir Tho. Moſtin, Bart. 
by whom he hath Iflue ....... Lord Kerr, his Son and Heir.

HIS Family of Waldegrave, antiently written Walgrave, 

is denominated from a Place of their own Name in the 
County of Northampton*, at which Warine de Walgrave is the 
firſt I ind mentioned, whoſe Son Fohn de Walgrave was * Sheriff 
of London in 1205, 7 John, and by his Wife, the Daughter of 
Sir Henry Haſtings, Knt. had Iſſue Walter de Waldgrave, his Son 
and Heir, who marrying Elizabeth, Daughter of Sir James Ne- 
vil of Nottinghamfhire, Car was ſucceeded by Sir Richard Wald- 
grave, Knt. his Son and Heir, who in 3 Edu. III.“ attended the 
King into Aquitain, with Fobn de Waldegrave, Junior, and in 
9 Edu. III. was © one of the Knights of the Shire for the County 
of Lincoln. Alſo in 11 Edu. III. had the King's Protection to © 
travel beyond the Seas, as he had likewiſe * the next Year with 
Fohn de Waldgrave. He married Agnes, Daughter ß. 
Daubeney, by whom he was Father of another Sir Richard Wal- 


Which Sir Richard Walzrave was ſeated at Smalbridge in the 
County of S»folk, and was © one of the Knights for that County 
in 50 Edw. III. Alſo in the Reign of King Richard II. was 
again elected in his 1ſt, 2d, and 5th Years; in which laſt he 
was choſen Speaker of the Houſe of Commons; and it is me- 
morable, that he was the firſt that made Excuſe, deſiring to be 
diſcharged ; but the King commanded him on his Allegiance to 
accept the Place, ſeeing he was choſen by the Commons. He 
was again elected in the 6th, 7th, 1oth, and 13th of Rich. II. 
And writing himſelf Sir Richard Walgrave, Senior, Knt. makes 
his Will at Smalbrug, 22 April, 1410*, whereby he orders his 
Body to be buried in the North Side of the Pariſh Church of 
St. Mary at Buers near Joan his Wife, and — 20 f. to the 


High Altar, and 3s. 4 d. to the Chapel of the Virgin Mary, and 
Bzronag. Geneal. MS. Pryn's 4th Part, &c.

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the like Sum to the Chantry. He gives to every Prieſt praying 

for his Soul on the Day of his Burial 12 4. To Richard his Son, 
a Miſſale, with a Veſtment and a Chalice. To the Pariſh Church 
of Wilzrave, a Cope. To the Chapel of St. Stephen in the Pa- 
riſh of Bures, a Miſſale then at London. To his Chantry of Pol. 
ſtede, a Veſtment, and to the Brothers of the Convent of Sud. 
bury, 1005s. to pray for his Soul, the Soul of Joan his Wife, and 
the Souls of their Benefactors. He further bequeath'd divers 
Sums to ſeveral other Convents and Monaſteries ; and was a Be- 
nefactor to ſeveral Prieſts to pray for his Soul. He appoints 
Maſter William Canayſb, Rector of the Church of Bulmere, Ni- 
cholas Blundel, and two other Prieſts, his Executors. And dying 
on the 2d of May following, was buried, according to his Will, 
in the Pariſh Church of Buers in the County of Syffo/t, near 
to Joan his Wife, who deceaſed four Years before, on the 1oth 
of July. She was Daughter and Heir to Silvefler of 
Buers in Suffolk, and had Iſſue Sir Richard Walgrave, Knt. who 
ſucceeding to the Inheritance of his Mother, was ſtiled Lord of 
Buers and Silveſters. 

Which Sir Richard died Anno 1434, 17 Hen. VI. and had 
Sepulture at Buer. Fane his Wife, Daughter and Heir of Sir 
Thomas Montechenſy of Edwardſion in Suffolk, Knt. ſurviving 
him, who dying Arno 1450, 29 Hen VI. was buried by him. 
They had Iflue Sir William Walgrave, Knt. who had Iſſue by 
Joan his Wife, Daughter of William Dueward of Bocking in the 
County of Eſex, Eſq; two Sons, Richard and Thomas. 

Richard Waldgrave, the eldeſt Son, ſucceeded to the Eſtate, 
and during the Conteſts between the Houſes of York and Lan- 
caſter, was a ſtout Adherer to the Intereſt of the former. In 
2 Edu. IV. being then a Knight, he accompanied the Earl of 
Kent in that Expedition into Britany, where landing with 10000 
Men, they won the Town of Coxquer, and the Iſle of Reth. 
But departing this Life without Iſſue, the Eſtate devolved on 
Sir Thomas Waldgrave his Brother and Heir. 

Which Sir Thomas valiantly behaving at the Battle of Towtor- 
Field, where the Torkiſts prevailed , received the Honour of 
Knighthood from King Edward the ſame Day, being Palm- 
Sunday, the 29th of March, 1461, 1 Edu IV. He married Eli- 
zabeth, Daughter and Coheir of Sir Fobn Fray, Knt. Lord Chief 
Baron of the Exchequer ; and deparred this Life Anne 1500, 
16 Hen. VII. leaving Iſſue three Sons; William, Edward, An- 
ceſtor to the preſent Earl of Waldegrave, and Richard. 

William Walgrave, the eldeſt Son, ſucceeded to the Inheri- 
tance of his Anceſtors, and was made ® one of the Knights of 
the Bath on the 17th of November, 1501, 17 Hen. VII. at the 
Marriage of Prince Arthur, eldeſt Son of King Henry the VIIch. 

1 Heliinſhed*s Chron, m Jehle Cat, of Knights . 
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And writing himſelf of Smalbridge in Suffolk, makes his Will ® 
on the 26th of January, 1524, 16 Her, VIII. appointing his 
Body to be buried in the Pariſh Church of St. Mary of Buers, 
in a Tomb he had cauſed to be made under the Arch, between 
the High Altar and the Chapel of Jeſu ; and that he be buried 
within the Space of 24 Hours after his Deceaſe. Alſo orders 
that there be ſaid or ſung One hundred Maſſes and as many Di- 
riges for his Soul, within nine or ten Days after. He gives to 
Dame Margery his Wife (who had the Manor of Eduaraſton 
ſettled on her) all his Jewels; and it appears that he died ſeiſed 
of divers Manors and Lands in the Counties of Suffo/k, Eſſex, 
and Northampton, among which were the Manors of Walgrave, 
Twylwell, and Slipton, in the County of Northampton, and the 
Manors of Roydox and Whorfted in the County of Syffolk, both 
which he had purchaſed of Robert Buers. He was a Man of 
great Piety, as his Bequeſts to ſeveral Churches ſhew ; and he 
deſires his Executors above all things to pay his Debts ; or if he 
had wronged any Man, to ſatisfy them. Ir further appears, that 
he had ſeveral Daughters; alſo three Sons, George, William, and 
Anthony; of which the two eldeſt, with Margery his Wife, 
were conſtituted Executors of his laſt Will, which was proved 
on the 6th of March, 1527, 19 Hen. VIII. having departed this 


Life on the 3oth of January preceding. 
Margery his Wife was Daughter of Sir Henry Wentworth of 


Codham in Eſſex, and their Iſſue were the three Sons before. 
mentioned, and five Daughters, Jane, a Nun, Anne, Margery, 
married to St. Jobn, Bridget, married firſt ro William 
Fyndern, Eſq; Son and Heir of Sir William Fyndern of Carleton 
in the County of Cambridge, Knt. and after his Deceaſe to Foby 
Lord Marney (who had with her the Manor of Kilquiz alias 
Colquet in Cornwall) and Dorothy, eſpouſed to Sir Jobi Spring 
of Pakenham in Suffolk, Knt. Of his younger Sons, Anthony 
Waldegrave was of Ferriers in Bures, and left Poſterity; and 
from a younger Branch was the Waldegraves of Ifford in 
Eſſex. 

— his eldeſt Son and Heir, born in 1483, ſurvived his 
Father but a ſhort Time, dying in the Year 1528, 20 Hen. VIII. 
as is manifeſt from his laſt Will, dated the 6th of ? July that Year, 
ind the Probate the 25th of Auge following. He orders his 
Body to be buried near the Tomb of his Father, and bequeaths 
his Manors of Smalbridge Silveſter, otherwiſe call'd Nerberhall, 
Overhall, and Freps in Buers, together with the Manor of We. 
thermonford alias Wormyneferd in Eſſex, with other Manors, to 
Anne his Wife (conſtituting her ſole Executrix) during the Mi- 
nority of William his Son and Heir, and if he died, that ſhe hold 
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them till George his ſecond Son come to the Age of 21 Years, 
and ſo to Edward the third, and Richard his youngeſt. 

This Aune, his Wife, was Daughter to Sir Robert Drury of 
Hawſted in Suffolk, and remarried with Sir Thomas Fermyn of 
Ruſbbrook in Suffolk ; but by her firft Huſband, beſides the Sons 
before-mentioned, had two Daughters, Auue, married to Henry 
Bures of Acton in Suffolk, and ſecondly to Sir Clement Higham, 
Kant. Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer, and Phillis to The. 
mat Higham of Higham, Eſq; From George Walgrave, the ſe- 
cond Son, who was of Hitcham, deſcended the Family there 

ſeated for ſeveral Generations. And Edward, the third Son, left 
a Family at Lawford in Eſſex. 

William, the eldeſt Son, received the Honour of Knighthood 
before 35 Her. VIII. when, as Hollingſbead writes, he and Sir 
George Somerſet were ſent over to Calais, to ſtrengthen the Ex- 
gliſb Pale with 200 Men out of Suffo/k ; and ſoon after their Ar- 
rival defeated 800 Frenchmen, who had deſigned to ſpoil the 
Country. In 3 Edu. VI. he accompanied the Marquis of 
Northampton againſt the Norfolk Rebels, and the following 
Year was Sheriff of Norfolk and Suffolk. On the Death of King 
Edward VI. being a Gentleman of great Intereſt and large Pol- 
ſeſſions in the County of Suffolk, Queen Mary wrote to him, 
and four other Gentlemen, on the gth of July, 1553 (three 
Days after the King's Death) to adhere to her Title. And ac- 
cordingly they engaged the Suffolk Men to appear for her, and 
were a principal Means of placing that Princeſs on the Throne. 
But this Sir Milliam Walzrave dying ſoon after at Calais, pre- 
vented the Preferments he might have expected for that Service; 
leaving Iſſue by Julian his Wife, Daughter to Sir Jobs Rayns- 
forth, Knt. (and Siſter and Heir to Sir Jobs) William his Son 
and Heir, and three Daughters, Dorothy, married ro Arthur 
Harris of Eſſex, Eſq; Margery to Fobu Wiſeman of Canfield in 
Eſſex, Eſq; and 046 at, Eſq; and ſecondly to 
Walter Mildmay, Eſq. _ 

Which William Waldzrave received the Honour of Knight- 
hood Arno 1576, 20 Eliz. He married firſt Elizaberh, Daugh- 
rer to Sir Thomas Mildmay, Knt. Anceſtor to the preſent Earl of 
Fitzwwalter, and ſecondly Grifild, Relict of Sir Thomas Rivet, 
Kat. and Daughter to Thomas Lord Paget, and left Iſſue ſeveral 
Children by his firſt Wife, whereof Sir William Waldegrave, Kant. 
was ſeated at Smalbridge, and lies buried at Bures, having war- 
ried Judith, Daughter of Sir Robert Fermyn, Knt. by whom he 
had only a Daughter Judith, married to Sir Charles Gundy, Kant. 
and by his ſecond Wife Femma, Daughter of Sir Nicholas Bau- 
con, Knt. and Bart. had three Sons. 

But I now return to Edward Walgrave, ſecond Son to Sir 
Thomas Walgrave, Knt. by Elizabeth his Wife, Daughter and 
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Coheir of Sir John Fray, Knt. Lord Chief Baron of the Ex- 
chequer, before-menrioned, as Anceſtor to the preſent Earl. 

Which Edward reſided at Boreley in the County of Eſſex, and 
having married Elizabeth, Daughter and Coheir to John Cheyney 
of the County of Devon, Eſq; died in 17 Her. VIII. leaving 
Iſſue Fohn his Son and Heir, who married Lora, Daughter of 
Sir John Rocheſter of the County of Eſſex, Knt. and Siſter to 
Sir Robert Rocheſter, Knight 'of the Garter, Chancellor of the 
Dutchy of Lawcafter, and Comptroller of the Houſhold in the 
Reign of Queen Mary, by whom he had Iſſue three Sons, Ed- 
ward, Robert, and Fohn. And departing this Life on the 6th of 
October, 1543, 35 Hen. VIII. his eldeſt Son, on the zoth of 
November following, by the Name of Edward Waldegrave, Eſq; 
Son and Heir of Fohn Waldegrave, Eſq; had ſpecial Livery of 
his Lands. 

This Edward Waldegrave, in 1 Edw. VI. had a Grant to 
him and his Heirs of the Manor and Rectory of Weſt-Haddon in 
Northamptonſhire. But in the 7th Year of that Reign, being 2 
principal Officer in the Houſhold of the Lady Mary, after Queen 
of England, he incurr'd the King's Difpleaſure, by refuſing to 
forbid the Celebration of the Maſs in her Houle ; and together 
with Sir Robert Rocheſter his Uncle, and Sir Francis Englefield, 
the two other principal Officers, who had offended on the fame 
Account, were firſt committed to the Fleet on the 29th of Au- 
guſt, and two Days after ſent to the Tower, with Orders to the 
Lieutenant to keep them cloſe Priſoners without Pen, Ink, or 
Paper, and not to ſuffer them to ſpeak to any Man. 

Avg. 13, 1551, Sir Robert Rocheſter", this Sir Edward Wald. 
grave, and Sir Francis Englefield were ſent for by the Council, to 
appear before them at Hampton Court, to let the Lady Mary 
know by them rather than by Strangers (the leſs to moleſt her) 
that the Communion-Book ſhould be uſed hereafter in her Fa- 
mily, and to prohibit her Chaplains ſaying Maſs in her Houſe, 
on pain of the King's Diſpleaſure. And in caſe her Grace on this 
Meſſage diſmifs'd them, they were commanded not to leave her 
Service or her Houſe, bur to ſtay and ſee the Order fulkilled ; 
and to deliver a Letter ro her Grace from the King. 

What followed on this, is ſet forth in a Manuſcript in the 
Cotton Library, ſub Effg. Titss, B. ii. p. 68. 

“This Day [Aug. 22.] Mr. Rocheſter, Sir Francis Inglefield, 
* and Mr. Walgrave, Officers to the Lady Mary's Grace, were 
© before the Lords, and declared unto their Lordſhips, that upon 
Saturday the 15th of this preſent, they arrived at Copped-Hall 
4 ſomewhat before Night. By reaſon whereof they did not the 
< ſame Night execute their Charge committed to them at Ha 
* t0x-Court the 14th of this preſent. The Sunday following, be. 
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© cauſe they underſtood that her Grace received the Sacrament, 
* they did abſtain to deliver their Letters before Noon, conſi- 
c dering that the ſame would trouble and diſquiet her. So as 
cc after taking Commodity to declare their Letters, after that her 
< Grace had read them, they made Offer to her to declare what 
© Charge they had received of the Lords to execute, praying her 
Grace to be contented to hear the ſame. Whereupon her 
< Grace made Anſwer, That ſhe knew right well, that their 
«© Commiſſion was agreeing with ſuch Matters as was contained 
© in her Letters, and that therefore they needed not to rehearſe 
< the ſame. Howbeit then preſſing her Grace, ſhe was finally 
© content to hear them. And when they had done, ſhe ſeemed 


« to be marvellouſly offended with them; and charged them, 


© that they ſhould not declare that ſame they had in charge to 
c ſay, neither to her Chaplains nor Family. Which if they did, 
ce beſides that they ſhould not take her hereafter for their Mi- 
& ſtreſs, ſhe would immediately depart out of the Houſe. Upon 
<& this, as the ſaid Roche/ter, Inglefield, and Walgrave ſaid to the 
* Lords, that foraſmuch as ſhe oftentimes altered her Colour, 
cc and ſeemed to be paſſionate and unquiet, they forbore to 
4 trouble her any farther ; fearing that the troubling her might 
« perchance bring her into her old Diſeaſe ; and beſought her 
© to conſider the Matter calmly with herſelf, and paſs there- 
* upon againſt Wedneſday next, when they would wait on her 
Grace, and know her further Pleaſure. Which they ſaid they 
« did, hoping to have found her then, upon more ripe Delibe- 
cc ration, and debating of the Matter with herſelf, more con- 
c formable. And in the mean time they forbear alſo to declare 
c to her Chaplains and Houſhold the Charge they had received. 
« But repairing to her Grace the ſaid Wedneſday, they did not 
c only not find her conformable, but in further Choler than 
ce ſhe was before; utterly forbidding them to make Declaration 
ce of their ſaid Charge and Commiſſion to her Chaplains and 
« Houſhold : Adding, That where ſhe and her Houſhold were 
c in Quiet, if they would by any means diſturb her and them, 
if any Inconvenience did enſue thereof to her or them, ſhe 


& would [attribute] it to the ſaid Rochefter, Inglefield, and al- 


& grave. Which thing conſidered, they thought it better to re- 


cc turn without doing their Commiſſion, and declare this much 


& to their Lordſhips, without meddling any further, than to pro- 
cc ceed in the Execution of their Charge before they had adver- 
& tiſed their Lordſhips of the Premiſſes. 
ce The Lords having heard this much, commanded them to 
< attend, until they ſhould know further of their Pleaſures. 
* The ſaid Rocheſter, 27 and Walgrave brought with 
y Mary's Grace to the King's Ma- 
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« jeſty.” Thus far the Cotton Manuſcript, which is but a Tran- 
ſcript out of the Council-Book. 

I find further out of the Council- Book, and the King's Jour- 
nal, that Aug. 23. they attended again, and were ſeverally, one 
by one, charged with not obeying the King's Injunctions, as 
aforeſaid. And were ſtrictly order'd on their Allegiance, and 
by the King's ſpecial Command, to perform their Commiſſion, 
which they all refuſed to do, and thereupon were commanded 
to attend the Council, till they were told their further Plea- 


ſure. 


After which the King ſent the Lord Chancellor Rich, Sir Au- 


thony Wingfield, and Sir William Peter, to execute the ſaid Com- 
miſſion. d Sir Edward Waldgrave, with his Uncle Rocheſter 
and Englefield, were committed firſt to the Fleet, and to the 
Tower, as before-mentioned. And Sir Edward Waldgrave be- 
ing thus cloſely confin'd, fell ſick, and his Wife on the 27th of 
September following, obtain'd Leave to repair to him, and pro- 
vide for the Recovery of his Health; but ſtill continuing in the 
fame Condition, it was order d, on the 24th of October, that 
he ſhould be remoy'd out of the Tower, by the Lieutenant, to 
ſome honeſt Houſe, where he might be better look'd to, for 
the curing of his Quartan Ague; remaining ſtill as a Priſoner, 
and to be forth-coming whenſoever he ſhould be called for. 
On the 18th of March following, he, wich the other two, ob- 
tain'd Leave to go to their own Houſes, and on the 24th of 
April they had Licence to repair to the Lady Mary, on her Re- 


King Edward's Death happening ſoon after, Queen Mary 
highly eſteemed him for his Sufferings, ſwore him of her Privy- 
Council, and in the firſt Year of her Reign * conſtituted him 
Maſter of the Great Wardrobe, and granted him the Manor 
of Chemwton in Somerſetſbire, for which County he was elected to 
that Parliament * which met at Oxford on the 2d of April, 1554, 
1 Mar. He was made one of the Knights of the Carpet on the 
2d of October, the Day after the Queen's Coronation, by the 
Earl of Arundel; and on the 17th of April following, was a 
pointed one of the Commiſſioners for the Trial of Sir Nicholas 
Throgmorton, Knt. charged with being privy to Wyat's Rebel- 
lion. In*4 & 5 Phil. & Mar. he was choſen Knight of the 
Shire for the County of Eſſex, and the ſame Year obtain'd a 
Grant of the Manor of Hever-Cobham in the County of Kexr, 
and of the Office of Licutenant of Waltham Foreſt. Alſo was 
conſtitured Chancellor of the Dutchy of Lancaſter, on the 
Death of his Uncle Sir Robert Roche/ter, who by his Will Y dated 
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the 27th of May. 1557, in 3 & 4 Phil. & Mar. conſtitutes his 
Nephew Sir Edward Wal;rave, Knt. one of his Exec tors, and 
(dying unmarried) bequeaths to him all the Intereſt he had in a 
Patent of John de Veer Earl of Oxford, for the Keeping of La- 
denham Park, and the Herbage of the ſame; as alſo the Baili- 
wick of the Town of Lavenham, on Condition he paid An- 
nuities to certain Perſons whom he mentions. The following 
Year, being Chancellor of the Dutchy of Laucaſter, he was 
commiſſion'd, with other Privy-Counſellors, to diſpoſe of the 
Church Lands then veſted in the Crown. But Queen Mary 
dying ſoon after, he was diveſted of his Employments, and 
commairted to the Tower by Queen Elizabeth, and there died on 
the 1ſt of September, 1561, in the zd Year of her Reign. He 
married Frances, Daughter of Sir Edward Nevil, Knt. An- 
ceſtor to the preſent Lord Abergavenny, by whom he had Iſſue 
Charles his Son and Heir, and Nicholas Walzrave of Borley in 
Eſſex, Anceſtor to thoſe of the Name there: Alſo three Daughters; 
Mary, married to Fohn Lord Petre; Magdalen, married to.. 
Sontheote of Eſſex, Eſq; and Catharine, Wife of Gwayne, of 
Wiltſhire, Eſq, 

Which Charles Waldgrave, Eſq, was of Staininghall in the 
County of Norfo/k, and of Chuton in Somerſetſbire. And ha- 
ving married Feronyma, Daughter to Sir Henry 'Fernegan of Coſ- 
fez-Hall in the County of Norfolk, Knr. Vice-Chamberlain and 
Maſter of the Horſe, and of the Privy-Council to Queen Mary, 
left Iſſue Eduard, his Son and Heir, and two Daughters; 
Frances, married to Henry Taxley, of Bowthrop, Eſq; and Mag- 
dalen, Wife of Philip Parris, of Poding-Norton, Eſq. 

Which Edward received the Honour of Knighthood at 
Greenwich, on the 19th of Fuly, 1607. And, though upwards 
of ſeventy Years of Age, at the breaking out of the Civil Wars, 
he loyally took up Arms in Defence of the Royal Party; 
and having the Command of a Regiment of Horſe, ſo wor- 
thily behav'd, that his Majeſty conferred on him the Dignity of 
a Baronet, on the 1ſt of Auguſt, 1643. At the impounding of 
the Earl of Eſex's Army in Cornwal, Anno 1644, he kept the 
Paſs at Saltaſb with his Regiment; and being charged by the 
Parliament Horſe, who endeavour d to break through, he thrice 
rallied his Men, tho' he himſelf was twice unhorſed, and at 
length took 40 Priſoners, Soon after this he was ſent to quar- 
ter at Bridport in Dorſetſhire, the King intending to block up 
the Towns of Lyme and Taunton ; and during his Stay there, a 
Party of the Enemy deſign'd to ſurprize him in his Quarters ; but 
the vigilant old Colonel (as Sir Edw. Walker writes in his Hiſtory 
of the Progreſs of the King's Forces) inſtead of being taken, 
got between the Rebels and Home, and at Portſbam near Ab- 
botſbury, fell upon them, where ſome few were lain, 40 * 
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and a Coronet taken. A few Days after, he join'd the Earl of 
Cleveland and Sir Bernard Aſteley, who had Orders to relieve 
Portland Caſtle, then ſtraitly beſieg'd, which they effected on 
the 14th of October, 1644. He continued ſteady in his Loyal- 
ty to the laſt, altho' he loſt two of his Sons, and ſuffer'd in his 
Eſtate to the Value of 50,000/. And fo highly had he offended 
the Parliament (only by his Loyalty and valiant Deportment) 
that in thoſe Propoſitions preſented to his Majeſty at Hampton- 


Court on the 7th of Sept. 1647, he was among thoſe Perſons | 


nominated to be remov'd from his Majeſty's Councils, and to 
be reſtrained from coming within the Verge of the Court; alſo 
to be made incapable of bearing any Employment. 

This loyal Gentleman married Elianor, Daughter of Sir Tho- 
mas Lovel of Harling in the County of Norfolk, Knt. and Siſter 
and Heir to Sir Franci: Lovel, and by her, who died on the r2th 
of December, 1604, had Iſſue Sir Henry Waldgrave, Bart. his 
Son and Heir, who lies buried in the Chancel of Coffey Church 
in Norfo/k, with this Inſcription on his Monument: 


He lieth the body of Sir Henry Waldgrave of Staning-hall, 
Boronet, Son and Heir to Sir Edward Waldgrave, Xr. and 
Bart. and Elenor his Wife, Daughter to Sir Thomas Lovell 
of Harling. He married Anne Paſton, Daughter of Ed- 
ward Paſton of Appleton, E/q; by whom he had vit Sons 
and iv Daughters. And ſecondly, he married Catherine 
Bacon, Dexghter of Richard Bacon, Gent. by whom. be had 
fix Sons and fix Daughters. He died the 10th of October 
1658, aged 60 Tears. 


His eldeſt Son and Heir Sir Charles Waldgrave, Bart. mar- 
ried Helen, Daughter of Sir Francis Englefield of Englefield in 
Berkſhire, Bart. and was ſucceeded by Henry his Son and Heir, 


and had alſo another Son named Charles. | 
Which Sir Henry Walgrave was created Lord Waldgrave by 


King James II. in the 1ſt Year of his Reign, on the 2oth of 
Jan. 1685. And in Febr. the Year following, was made Comp- 
troller of the Houſhold ; alſo on 11 Ang. 1687, conſtituted 
Lord-Lieutenant of the County of Salop : Bur on the Revolu- 
tion retiring into France, he died at Paris Anno 1689. His 
Lordſhip married Henrietta, Natural Daughter of King James II. 
by Mrs. Arabella Churchill, Siſter to John Duke of Marlbo- 
rough, and by her, who died April 3, 1730, had two Sons, 
James, created Earl Waldgrave, and Henry, who died unmar- 
ried ; alſo a Daughter, Arabella, a Nun. 

James, now Earl Walgrave, having qualified himſelf by en- 
tering into the Communion of the Church of Exgland, on Mon- 
day Feb. 12, 1721-2, took the Oaths and his Seat in the Houſe 
of Peers And on the 26th of May, 1727, was appointed Am- 
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baſſador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to the Emperor of 
Germany, being then one of the Gentlemen of his Majeſty's 
Bedchamber. And by his preſent Majeſty was created Viſcount 
Chewton, and Earl of Waldegrave, by Letters Patent bearing 
date 13 Sept. (1729) 3 Geo. Il. On the 7th of Augiſt, 1730, 
he was appointed Ambaſſador and Plenipotentiary to the King 
of France; and in November following, one of the Gentlemen 
of the Bedchamber to our preſent Sovereign. On 12 February 
17345, he was ſworn of the Privy-Council, and his Lordſhip 
returning from his Ambaſly to England, Anno 1737, he was 
elected a Knight Companion of the moſt Noble Order of the 
Garter, at a Chapter held at St. Fames's, Feb. 20, 1737-8; and 
returning to France, was inſtalled by his Proxy Sir Villiam 
Vn, Kant. 15 June, 1738. He married in the Year 1714, 
Mary, ſecond Daughter to Sir John Webb of Hatherop in Glou- 
ceſterſhire, Bart. by whom he had two Sons and a Daughter, 
wiz. Fames Lord Viſcount Chewton, and the Hon. Fohn Halde 
grave, Eſq; who was appointed a Lieutenant in the firſt Regi- 
ment of Foot Guards, in Dec. 1737, and Lady Henrietta, mar- 
ried Fuly 7, 1734, to the Hon. Edward Herbert, Eſq; only Bro- 
ther to the preſent Marquis of Powis, who died at the Bath in 
Nov. following, leaving her with Child, of which ſhe was de- 
livered in June, 1735, of a Daughter, named Barbera. And his 
Lady dying in Childbed 22 Fan. 1718-19, was interr'd in We/- 
minſter-Abbey the 27th following.

Edward Mildmay of Lon- 
don, Gent. who by his Will dated 22 March, 3 E. VI. conſti- 
tutes his Brother, Sir Walter Mildmay, Executor. And of the 
five Daughters, Joan was married to Chriſtopher Peyton, Mar- 
gery to Matthew Bernard, and Thomaſin to Anthony Bourchier, 


ir Malter Mildmay, Knt. was a Perſon of great Learning, 
and Founder of Emanyel College in Cambridge, which was a 
Houſe of Friers in the Reign of King Henry VIII. and having 
deen purchaſed in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth by the faid 
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Sir Walter, was by him converted in'o a College, in the Year 
1524. He had his Education“ in Chriſt's College, Cambridge, to 
which he was alſo a Benefactor. He was Surveyor of the Court 
of Augmentations in the Reign of King Herry VIII. * and two 
Days after the Coronation of King Edward VI. (the 22d of 
February) was wade 5 one of the Knights of the Carpet. He 
was aſterwards in Commiſſion with the Earl of Varwict and 
Sir William Herbert, to hear and determine“ all Accounts and 
Reckonings of the King's Mints, within the Realm.

he was one of the Knights for the County of Northampton.

tent bearing date 28 March, 1559, 1 Eliz, He was one of the 
Knights of the Shire for the County of Northampton”, in all 
the. Parliaments celle by Queen Elizaletb, till the Time of 
his Death; and in ihe gth Year of her Reign, on the Death of 
Sir Richard Sackville, he ſucceeded him as Chancellor and Un- 
der-Treaſurer of the Exchequer, being a Perſon of Probity cud 
Diſcretion, as Camden d writes.

His two Sons were Anthony and Humphry; and his three 
Daughters were Winifred, married ro William Fitzwilliam of 
Gainzpark in Eſſex, Eſq; who was Father by her to Sir William 
Fitswilliams of Milton in Com. Northampton, created Lord 
Fitz-williams of the Kingdom of Ireland; Martha wedded to 
William Brounker, Eſq; Anceſtor to the Lord Brownker ; and 
Chriſtian to Charles Barret of Aveley in Com. Eſſex, Eſq; An- 
ceſtor to Sir Edward Barret, Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaſter, created by King Charles I. Lord Barret of News 
burgh in Scotland. 

His Son Anthony enjoyed his Seat at Apethorp, and his Eſtate 
in Northamptonſhire, He was knighted by Queen Elizabeth, 
Arno 1596; and the ſame Year was ſent * Ambaſlador into 
France, with Gilbert Earl of Shrewſbury, to take the Oath, of 
King Herry IV. for Confirmation of the League then made be- 
tween both Realms, as alſo to inveſt the ſaid King with the Or- 
der of the Garter. He afterwards was / Reſident-Ambaſſidor 
at that Court: And having marricd Grace, Daughter and Coheir 
to Sir Henry Sherington of Lacock in Com. Wilts, left Iſſue Mary, 
his ſole Daughter and Heir, who was married to Francis Fane, 
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Earl of Weſtmorland, Anceſtor to the preſent Earl, and carried 


into the Family, a great Eſtate. 
Humphry Mildmay, the other Son of Sir Walter, had his Fa- 
ther's Eſtate at Danbury in Eſſexx. and took to Wife Mary, 


Daughter to Sir Henry Capel, Knt. Anceſtor to the preſent Earl 


of Eſſex, by whom he left Iſſue, which are now extinct. 

Bur I return to Thomas Mildmay, Eſq; the elder Brother to 
the ſ:id Sir Walter Mildmay. Which Thomas was ſeated at 
Mou'ſbam-Hall in Efſex, and in the Reign of King Edward VI. 
(Anno 1552) he and his Brother Sir Walter Mildma y, were in 
Commiſſion with John Duke of Northumberland, Henry Duke 
of Sul, the Marquis of Northampton, the Earl of Shrews. 
- bury, the Earl of Bedford, the Earl of Pembroke, the Lord Dar- 
cy, Sir Thomas Cheyney, Sir John Gates, and Sir Thomas Wroth, 
or five of them to call before them, at ſuch Time and Place as 
they ſhall think meer, the Treaſurer, Under-Treaſurer, and 
Tellers of the Exchequer, the Treaſurer of the Court of Aug- 
mentations, the Treaſurer of the Chamber, the Treaſurer of the 
Firſt-Fruits, the Receiver-General of the Wards, the Receiver- 
General of the Duchy of Lancaſter, the Treaſurer of the 
Town and Marches of Calais, the Treaſurer of the Town and 
Garriſon of Berwick, and all other Treaſurers, which now be, 
or heretofore have been, ſince the 24th Year of the King's Ma- 
jeſty's Father's Reign, or their Heirs or Executors ; or all and 
every Paymaſter, Surveyor, Muſter-maſter, Purveyor, Victual- 
ler, and other Perſons, which at any Time within the Time 
aforeſaid, have received of the King's Majeſty, or his ſaid late 
Father, any Sum or Sums of Money, Treaſure, Bullion, Vic- 
tuals, Proviſion, or other Goods and Chattels, either to be em- 
ployed in the Wars, Buildings, Fortifications, or other Affairs; 
cauſing and compelling them Which have not yet accounted 
for their ſeveral Charges and Receipts to make and declare be- 
fore them a full and perfect Account of all ſuch Sums of Mo- 
ney, Obligations, Specialties, Treaſures, Bullion, Victuals, Pro- 
vilions, & c. as they, or any of them received; and alſo of the 
Payment and Diſburſage, and Diſcharge of the fame, and every 
Part thereof. And if any of them ſhall be found indebted to 
the King, to proceed for the due Satisfaction and Payment 
thereof. And was alſo in another Commiſſion * the ſame Year, 
not only to ſee how the King's Majeſty is ſatisfied of all ſuch 
Lead, Bell-meral, Plate, Jewels, Ornaments, -Stock, and Store- 
Goods, as come and is due unto the King's Majeſty, by Res- 
ſon of divers Commiſſions and Viſitations, and by Reaſon of the 
Diſſolution of divers Monafteries, Priories, Colleges, Chantries,

c. and by Attainder of divers Perſons; but alſo for divers 
Forfeits of Jewels, Silver, Bullion, Plate, Gold and Silver. 

In 1550, 5 Edu. VI. the Kingdhaving founded a free Gram- 
mar School in the Pariſh of Chelmsford in E, the ſaid Tho- 
mas Mildmay, Eſq; Sir William Petre, Sir Walter Milumay, and 
Sir Henry Tirrel, Knt. and the Heirs Male of their Bodies for 
ever; were conſtituted Governors thereof, with Authority to 
them and their Succeſſors, to appoint the School-maſter, and 
Uther thereof, and to provide all Neceſſaries for the ſaid School, 
and to take the Profits of the Lands of all the Chauntry called 
Hill's Chauntry, with the Appurtenances in Great-Badow, in 
the lame County, and to purchaſe (beſide the Premiſſes) other 
Lands, to the yearly Value of twenty Pounds. 

He is ſaid to be Under-Treaſurer at the Death of his Wife 
named Avice, who deceafing on the 5th of October, 1557, in 
the 5th Year of Queen Mary, was buried at Chelmsford. She 
was Daughter of William Gunſton of London, Merchant, by 
whom he had eight Sons and ſeven Daughters. His eldeſt Son 
was afrer his own Name Thomas; and of his other Sons Nl. 
ter Mildmay, ſecond ſurviving Son, was ſeated at Piſhobery in 
the Pariſh of Sabridgeworth in Hertfordſhire®, where, under the 
Direction of that famous Architect 1Inizo Foncs, he built a no- 
ble Manſion-houſe on a riſing Ground in the Vale near the Ri- 
yer Stort; and lieth buried under a Monument in the North 
Wall of the Chancel of Sabridgeworth, wherein is the Effigies 
of a Knight in Armour, and his Lady carved in Stone kneel. 
ing before a Table covered with a Carpet, edged with Gold 
Fringe, and a double Deſk with two Books upon it; and his 
Son ſtanding in Armour behind him, with this Inſcription under 
it: |

The faid Sir Thomas Mildray married Aue, Daughter and 
Heir of Dr. Lale, of the County of Kent, and ſold his Seat 
and Eſtate at Piſbobery, to Lionel Cranfield, Eſq; in the 1oth 
Year of King James I. | 
- Henry zd ſurviving Son of Thomas Mildmay, Eſq; was knighted 
it Greenwich 19 June, 1607, and was Maſter and Treaſurer of 
the Jewel-houſe to King Fames. He took to Wife Joan, 
Daughter to Giles Allington, Eſq; 5 
a Strype's Ecel. Mem. p. 336. c Chauncy, p. 178. 
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Th»mas Mildmay, Eſq; their Father, departed this Life on the 
21ſt of September in the 8th Year of Queen Elizabeth, Anno 
1566, and was ſucceeded at Moulſbam-Hall, and other his Eſtate 
in Eſſex, by Thomas his eldeſt Son before-mentioned, 

Which Thomas had the Honour of Knighthood cunferred on 
him by Queen Elizabeth, the ſame Year his Father died ; and in 
the gth of Queen Elizabeth, he, with his Brother Henry Mila- 
ways, accompanied Thomas Ratcliff, Earl of Suſſex, in his Lega- 
tion to the Emperor Maximilian, to inveſt him with the Habit 
and Enſigns of the Order of the Garter. In the 13th Year of 
Queen Elizabeth he was choſen * one of the Knights of the 
County of Eſſex in the Parliament then called; and having mar. 
ried the Lady Frances, only Daughter cf Henry Ratcliff, Earl of 
Suſſex, by Anne his ſecond Wife, Daughter of Sir Philip Cal- 
thorp, Knt. he departed this Life on Fuly 21, 1608, in the 
6th Year of King James I. leaving Iſſue three Sons, Thomas, 


Henry, and Anthony, and alſo a Daughter Anne, Wife of Sir 


Roger Appleton, Bart. 

His youngeſt Son Anthory was Carver to King Charles ]. 
whom he carefully and conttantly attended during his Impri- 
ſonment in the Iſle of Vigbt, and in Hurſt-Caſtle, and with Mr. 
Herbert (afterwards Sir Thomas Herbert, Bart.) were the two 
authorized to bury the King. 
| Thor: as, the eldeſt, ſucceeded to the Eſtate at Moul/bham-Hall, 
and was 35 Years of Age at the Death of his Father. He re- 
ceived the Honour © of Knighthood from King James, on his 
Arrival at Whitehall from Scotland, the 23d of Fuly, 1603; and 
afterwards the Dignity of a Baronet, June 29, 1611. He mar- 
ried two Wives; Elizabeth, Daughter. of Sir John Puckerir, 
Lord Keeper of the Great Seal of England, and Anne, Daughter 
6 . Savile; but by neither of them left Iſſue; ſo that the 
Title of Baronet became extinct, but the Eſtate deſcended to 
Henry, his Brother and Heir. 

Which Henry was alſo knighted by King Fames, and reſided 
at Woodham-Walter in Eſex till his Brother's Deceaſe. And be- 
ing Couſin and Heir of the Half-Blood to Robert Ratcliff, Earl 
of Suſſex, who died without Iſſue Anno 1629, had a juſt Claim 
to the Title of Lord Fitzwalter, by reaſon of his Deſcent in 
Blood from Anne, ſole Daughter and Heir to Walter Lord Fitz- 
walter, who died without Iſſue Male in the 11th of Henry VI. 
Which Azne was married to Thomas Ratcliff, Eſq; by whom ſhe 
had Iſſue Sir John Rarclif, Knr. afterwards ſummoned to Par- 
liament as Lord Fitzwalter, and left Iſſue Robert, who was cre- 
gted Viſcount Firzwalter and Earl of Suſſex. The faid Lady

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Anne was in her own Right Baroneſs Fitzwalter, by lineal De- 
ſcent from Richard Fitzgilbert, Son of Giſlebert ſurnamed Criſpin, 
Earl of Brion and Ew? in Normandy, Son of Gery, natural 
Son to Richard the firſt of that Name, Duke or Normandy. 
Which Richard Fitzgilbert coming into England with William 
Duke of Normandy, and behaving himſelf with exemplary Va- 
lour in that memorable Battle whereby he obtained the Crown 
of this Realm, had for that Service, and in reſpect of his near 
Alliance to him in Blood, great Advancement in Honour, and 
large Poſſeſſions, both in Normandy and Exgland; for at the 
Time of the general Survey, he poſſeſſed 38 Lordſhips in Surrey, 
35 in Eſſex, 3 in Cambridgeſbire, alſo Hallinge and Bermeling in 
Kent, Herefelde in Middleſ2x, Sudtune in Wiltſhire, Leveſtone in 
Devonſbire, and 95 in Suffolk (beſides 13 Burgages in Ipſwich) 
whereof Clare was one; whence he was ſometimes called Ri- 
cardus de Clare, as likewiſe Ricardus de Tonebruge, from his Seat 
at Tonebruge in Kent, which Town and Caſtle he obtained from 
the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, in lieu of the Caſtle of Brion, 
they being meaſured out to him by the ſame Extent as Briom did 
contain. He left Iſſue five Sons, viz. Gilbert, from whom the 
Earls of Clare deſcended, who were alſo Earls of Herford and 
Glouceſter ; and a younger Son of that Gilbert was Earl of Pem- 
brake. But from Robert, the ſecond ſurviving Son of the ſaid 
Richard Fitzgilbert, the Barons Fitzxvalter deicended, who re- 
ſided at Woodham in Eſſex, which, from Walter the Son of the 
ſaid Robert (by Maud his Wife, Daughter of Simon Earl of Hun- 
tingdon) retains the Name of I#oodbam-Walter. Which Waiter 
by Maud de Lucy his Wife had Iſſue Robert Fitzwalter, who 
married Gannora, Daughter and Heir of Robert de Valoines, and 
dying in 19 H. III. was ſucceeded by Walter Fitzwalter, his Son 
and Heir, who deceaſed in 42 H. III. leaving Iſſue Robert Fitz» 
walter, his Son and Heir, who died in 19 Edu. II. and had 
Iſſue by Eleanor his Wife, Daughter to the Earl Ferrers, Robert 
Fitawalter, his Son and Heir, who died in 2 Edw. III. leaving 
by Joan his Wife, Daughter and Coheir to John de Multon of 
Egremond, John Fitæwalter, his Son and Heir, who marryi 

Eleaxor, Daughter to Henry Lord Percy, died in 35 Edu. III. 
and was ſucceeded by Walter Fitæ walter, his Son and Heir, who 
dying in 10 R. LL left Iſſue by Philippa his Wife, Daughter aud 
Heir of John de Mobun, Relict of Edward Duke ot Tork, Na- 
ter Fitzwalter, his Son and Heir, who died 9 H. IV. and having 
married Joan, Daughter to Sir Fobn Devereux, Kant. and Siſter 
arid Heir to Jobs her Brother, left Iſſue Walter Fitzwalter, his 
Son and Heir, who died in 11 H. VI. and had Iſſue by Eliza- 
beth his Wife, Daughter ........ Chidiock, Anne, his ſole 
— and Heir, married to Thomas Razcliff, Elq; as afore- 
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The ſaid Sir Henry Mildmay being therefore ſo nobly de. 
ſcended by his Mother *, laid Claim to the Title of Lord Fitz- 
walter ſhortly after the ſitting of that Parliament which began 
at Weſtminſter, Nov. 3, 1640; but by reaſon of the Civil Wars 
had no Hearing thereon. He had to Wife Elizaberh, Daughter 
and Coheir of Thomas Darcy of Tolleſbunt-Darcy in Com. Eſſex, | 
by whem he had Iſſue four Sons, Robert, Henry, Charles, and | 
Thomas; and five Daughters, Frances, Elizabeth, Mary, Anne,

Robert Milamay, Eſq; his eldeſt Son and Heir, ſucceeded to 
the Eſt te at Moulſbam, ec. and left Iſſue by Mary bis Wife, 
Daughter and Coheir to Sir Thomas Edmonds, Knt. two Sons, 
Henry and Benjamin Mildmay, both in their Minority at the 
Time of his Deceaſe in the Year 1646: Which probably might 
induce Robert Cheek; Eſq; (Son of Henry Cheek, Eſq; by Frances 
his Wife, one of the Siſters and Heirs to Edward Earl of Suſſex, 
who ſucceeded Robert Earl of Suſſex, that died Anno 1629) to 
petition King Charles II. (Anno 1660) for the Title of Lord 
Fitzwalter', But his Majeſty referring his Petition to the Houſe 
of Peers, it was ordered by the ſaid noble Houſe ( Auguſt 20, 
1660) that Henry Mildmay, Eſq, ſhould have a Copy of the 
Petition, and that both Parties Rould be heard at their Bar by 
Council. Whereupon Mr. Mildmay laying his Claim to the 
ſaid Barony before the Houſe, ir was ordered (Sept. 5, 1660) 
That the Petition of Henry Mildmay, Ei: directed to this Houſe, 
and a Petition to his Majeſty, with his Majeſty's Anſwer there- 
#10, concerning the Barony of Fitzwalter, fball be taken into Con- 
federation at the ſame Time when the Petition of Robert Cheek, 
Eſq; concerning the ſame Matter ſhall be confidered, and that timely 
Notice be given, that both Parties may provide for the Hearing 
accordingly. ; 

But no Determination being made therein, and the ſaid Henry 
Milamay, Eſq; deceafing without Iſſue, Benjamin, his Brother 
zn Heir, purſued his Claim and Right to the ſaid Barony of 
Fitzwalter, which was laid before the Houle of Peers, Feb. 20, 
1667.

merged and extinct with the Earldom : It was, on full Debate 
and mature Conſideration had therein, reſolved on the Queſtion, 
that the Half-Blood could not be any Impediment in the Caſe of 
2 Dignity: And that, tho a Baron in Fee-ſimple be made an 
Earl, the Barony ſhall deſcend to the Heir-general, whether the 

Earidom do continue or be extinct. | 
Whereupon, on the Opinions of the Judges, and the King's 
Council deliered at the Council-Table, be, on the 1oth of 
Feoruary, 
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February, 1669, had his Mijeſty's Writ of Summons to Parlia- 
ment among the Peers, by the Title of Benjamin Mildmay de 
Fitzzwalter, Chevalier. And there being ſome Doubt where his 
due Place was, after ſome Conſideration thereof, the Houle ap- 
pointed the Lord Great Chamberlain of Eagland to bring in his 
Lordſhip, and ſhew him the Place of the loweſt Baron; and his

© the Earl of Norwich on Behalf of the Lord Abergavenny, now 
© under Age, the Lord Audley, and the Lord Berkley, for them-

Which being deferred till the 4th of November, 1670, the 
Lord Firzwalzer yas heard by his Council, to make good bis 
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Claim of Precedency to all Perſons then ſitting as Barons, and 
to that Purpoſe produced divers Records. After which the 
Council for George Lord Berkley of Berkley deſired to be heard 
on his Lordfhip's Behalf, to oppoſe the Claim of the Lord Fitz- 
walter, Whereupon they were ordered to be heard on Thur/- 
day the 1oth of November, when the Lords came to this Re- 
ſolution :

e The Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Parliament aſſembled 
* taking into Conſideration this Day the Lord Fitzwalter's

c faid Place immediately.” 

Which Benjamin Lord Fitzalter departed this Life on the 
1ſt of June, 1679, and was buried at Chelmsford in Eſſex. He 
married Catharize, Daughter and Coheir to Thomas Lord Vil- 
count Fairfax of the Kingdom of Ireland, by whom he had five 
Sons; Charles, late Lord Firzwalter, Benjamin, now Earl Fitz- 
walter, Walter, Robert, and William, who all died young: Alſo 
three Daughters; Mary, Elizabeth, and Catharine, who died in 
their Infancy. 

His eldeſt Son Charles ſucceeding to the Honour, married 
June 8, 1693, Elizabeth, Daughter to Charles Bertie of Ufſing- 
ton in the County of Lincoln, Eſq; a younger Son of Montagu 
Earl of Lind/ey; and dying on the 16th of February, 1727-8, 
without ſurviving Iſſue, Benjamin his Brother ſucceeded to the 
Title and Eſtate, at which Time he was one of the Commil- 
fioners for the Management of his Majeſty's Revenue of Exciſe. 
The Lady Elizabeth, Wife of the ſaid Charles Lord Fitzwalter, 
ſurvived her Huſband many Years, and died in an advanced Age 
at her Houſe in Groſvenor-ſtreet in December, 1738. | 
Which Benjamin Lord Fitzwalter was created by his preſent 
Majeſty Viſcount Harwich in the County of Eſſex, and Earl 
Fitzwwalter, by Letters Patent bearing Date 14 May (1730) 
3 Geo. II. and on May 16, 1735, was ſworn — <-

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cil, and appointed firſt Lord Commiſſioner of Trade and the Plan- 
tations; which he reſigned in June, 1737, when he was confti- 
tuted Treaſurer of the Houſhold to his Majeſty. His Lordſhip 
married in June, 1724, the Lady Frederica, eldeſt of the two 
Daughters and Coheirs to Meinhardt Schonbergh, Duke Schon- 
bergh in England, Duke of Leinſter in Ireland, Count of the 
Roman Empire, and Knight of the moſt Noble Order of the 
Garter (by the Lady Charlotte his Wife, eldeſt Daughter to 
Charles-Lewis Elector Palatine.) She was firſt married to Robert 
Darcy, Earl of Holderneſs, and is Mother of the preſent Earl of 
that Name: And by the Earl Fitzwalter had Iſſue one Son 
ehriſtend by the Name of Rober#-Schonbergh, who died in the 
third Year of his Age.

Bertram de Eſburnham, Son of Anchitel, Son of Piers Lord 
of Eſburnham, was Sheriff of the Counties of Surrey, Suffex, 
and Kent, and Conſtable of Dover Caſtle, in the Reign of King 
Harold, which Cattle he defended againſt 1/i/:zam the Conqueror ; 
for vhich Reaſon, on his Acceſſion to the Crown of Exgland, 
he cauſ-d his Head to be ſtruck off, rogether with the Heads of 
his Sons, Philip, and Michael! de Eſburakam. 1 
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Philip de Eſburnham left Iſſue Reginald, whoſe Son Stephen 
de Eſburnham confirms to the Church of St. Martin of Battle, 
and to the Monks there ſerving God, for the Health of his 

and the Souls of all his Anceſtors and Succeſſors, the Gift 
which Reginald de Eſburnbam his Father gave for ever, in pure 
and free Alms, viz. all that Land which they had in How called 
Cbellland, with the Lands which he gave in Denne, with two 
Salt-works in the Marſh belonging to the faid Land, with all 
other Appurtenances in Wood, in Plain, and in Marſh, to hold 
for ever in pure Alms. 

To this Stephen ſucceeded Sir John de Eſeburnham, whoſe 
Son Sir Richard de Eſſeburnham, Knt. married Margaret, Daugh- 
ter of Sir John Maltravers, Knt. and had Iſſue Richard. 

Which Richard was alſo a Knight, and lived in King Johr's 
Reign; and in the Reign of King Henry III. held two Knights 
Fees * of Alice Counteſs of Ewe (Wife of Ralph de Iſondon, 
Son of Geffry de Luzignan Earl of Aquitain) as of the Honour 
of Haſtings. He married Catharine, Daughter of Sir Richard 
Peverecl!, Knt. by whom he had Iſſue Bartholomew and Hamond, 
the firſt of which was a Knight, and held ® in 38 Hen. III. 20/. 
per Annm Land of the King in Chief, and thereupon was ſum: 
moned to be at London in Eaſter, with Horſe and Arms, from 
thence to march to Portſinouth, in order to be tranſported into 
Gaſcony, in the King's Service, to oppoſe the King of Caſtile, 
who had coramitted Hoſtilities in thoſe Parts. 

Hamond, his Brother, who was alſo a Knight, married Maud, 
Daughter of Thomas Elton of Elton in Com. S. and had Iſſue 
Sir Richard Esburnbam, who by Iſabel, Daughter of Sir Thoma: 
Morville, had Iſſue Roger Esbarnham, and Sir John. Esburnham, 
Knt. who in 25 Edw. I. was ſummoned to attend the King at 
London, on the Sunday after the Octave of St. Fohn Bapriſt, 
with Horſe and Arms, to go with him beyond the Seas, for his 
own Honour and the Profit of the Realm. He married Joan, 
Daughter of Richard Covert of Sullizzton in Com. Suſſ and had 
Iſſue John, his Son and Heir, who married Maud, Daughter of 
Iſley of Sundridge in Kent, and had Iſſue a Son of his oven 


Name, John Aſbburnham, who was Sheriff of the Counties of 


Surrey and Suſſex in 3 Hen. IV. and in 3 Hen, V. was appointed 
one of the Commiſſioners of Array in the County of Suſſex. 
This Jobn, by Elizabeth his Wife, Daughter f. Finch, 
had Iſſue Thomas Aſhburnbam, Eſq; who in the 12th Year of 
King Henry VI. was one of thoſe of prime Quality in the 
County of Suſſex, that made Oath for the Obſervance of the 
Laws then made, for himſelf and Retainers.

Of the Daughters above-mentioned, Elizabeth was married 
to Sir Frederick Cornwallis, ' Frances to Frederick Turvile, Eſq; 
Anne to Sir Edward Deering, Bart. and Catharine died unmar- 
ried. The Lady Elizabeth, Widow of the ſaid Sir Fobn Aſbburn- 
bam, was created Baroneſs of Cramond in Scotland by King 
Charles I. with Intail of that Honour on the Iſſue of Sir Tho- 
mas Richardſon, Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas, her 
ſecond Huſband. 

William Aſhburnham, the ſecond Son, ſerved in his Youth in 
the Service of the Scates-General. againſt the Spaniards in the 
Netherlands ; and being an excellent Soldier, had a principal 


Command in that Army raiſed by King Charles to * 
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the Scots, In 1640, he was Member of Parliament for Lug- 
gerſbal in Wiltſhire, and was examin'd on Oath, whether he 
knew any thing of that Plot charged on the Officers of the 
Army, for petitioning the King, &c. which he denied; never- 
theleſs, the Parliament voted that he ſhould receive no Pay. 
Standing thus in great Umbrage with the Parliament, and the 
King's Affairs not yet permitting him to make uſe of his Service 
he, to avoid the Clamor that was raiſed againſt him, imbarqu'd 
on board a ſmall Fly-boat for Holland, with ſome other Offi- 
cers, who remov'd on the ſame Account. They had not been 


long at Sea, before they mer with one of his Majeſty's Ships, 


bringing Ammunition to his Aſſiſtance: On which it was agreed 
that Mr. A/bburzbam and the Lord Digby ſhould proceed on 
their Voyage, and the others ſhould return with the Ammuni- 
tion; but whilſt this was agitating, che Parliament Squadron 
came up, and tho? the Ship eſcap'd, yet the Fly-boat was taken 
and carried into Hull, where he was taken with the Lord Digby, 
who concealed himſelf under the Diſguiſe of a Frenchmen, till 
be found a convenient Opportunity to reveal himſelf to the Go- 


vernor Sir Fohx Hotham, whom he prevail'd with to eſpouſe 


his Majeſty's Intereſt, and to ſurrender Hull; which Deſign be- 
ing at length render'd fruitleſs, Colonel Aſbburnbam and the 
Lord Digby were diſmiſsd by the Governor, and was the prin- 
cipal Cauſe (as my Lord Clarezdox writes) of the Loſs of Sir 
Jahns Head. 

Mr. Aſbbarubam came to his Majeſty about the Time he ſet 
up his Standard at Nottingham, and enter'd on Action with the 
firſt, repairing to the Marquis of Hertford at Sherburn, where 
with a fimall Force having kept that Caſtle ſeveral Weeks, with- 
out being incommoded by the Earl of Bedford, who watch'd 
them i a much greater Army, they march'd from thence to 
Minehead, and there the Marquis with ſome other Gentlemen 
tranſported themſelves into Wales, leaving this Colonel A- 

am, with Sir Ralph Hopton and others, to march into Corx- 
wal, There they raiſed Forces with ſuch Activity, that in a 
ſmall Time they made themſelves Maſters of the Weſt; and 
having perform'd very conſiderable Services, join'd Prince Mau- 
rice at Chard in Somer/etſbire, about the Middle of June, 1643, 
with an Army of 3000 Foot, 500 Horſe, and 300 Dragoons, 
of which Colonel 4/bburnham had been Major-General. 

. He was ſoon after made Colonel-General of the County of 
Dorſet, and in the Year 1644, having received expreſs Orders 
from Prince Maurice to quit all Places that he conceived not 
tenable in caſe an Army ſhould advance into thoſe Parts; be, 
about the 14th of June, on the Ear! of Eſexs marching to- 


_ wards. him, quitted Weymouth, a confiderable Port-Town, and 
retired to Portland Caſtle, 1 endured a Siege of about 
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four* Months, with great Patience and Reſolution, ſuffering 
both the want of Men and Proviſions, until he was relieved by 
the Earl of Cleveland, and Sir Walter Haſtings appointed Go- 
vernor in his room. However, being cenſured 2 quitting of 
Weymouth, he, at his own Requeſt, had a publick Hearing be- 
fore his Majeſty and the Council, ro whom he fo fully ſtared 
the Matter of Fact, (as Sir Edward Walker writes in his Hiſto- 
ry of the Progreſs of the King's Forces) and the Impoſſibility 
of keeping that Place, in cafe an Army did attempt it, together 
with his Reaſons for retiring to Portlaud, and how he diſpoſed 
of his Majeſty's Arms and Ammunition, as that in the Opinion 
of all there, he was clear'd from any Crime or Neglect. 

After the Reſtoration he was made Cofferer to King Ca. Il. 
and dying without Iſſue in December, 1679, was buried in the 
Church .of A4/>>urnham in Suſſex, where a noble Monument 
of white Marble is erected to his Memory, with his Effigies in 
a Roman Dreſs, and the Effigies of his Lady in white Marble, 
repoling her Right Arm on a Cuſhion, an Angel holding 2 
Wreath on her Head: And in a Compartment of white Marble 
is this Inſcription : 

Under this Tomb (viz. in the Vault for this Family) lie 
« the Bodies of Faxe Counteſs of Marlborough, and Wil- 
ce iam Aſbburnham her Hufband, ſecond Son of Sir Job» 
« Aſbburnham. She was Daughter to Fohn Lord Butler of 
« Hertfordſhire ; ſhe was married firſt to James Earl of 
« Mariberough, Lord High Treaſurer of England, who 
© after ſeven Years died, and left her a young, beautiful, 
© nd rich Widow. When this Villiam coming from be- 

„ yond Sea, where he was bred a Soldier, married her, 
< and after lived almoſt five and forty Years moſt happily 
« with her. She was a very great Lover, and (through 
« Gods Mercy) a great Bleſſing to this Family, which is 
© hoped will ever remember it with honouring her Me- 
© mory. This William Aſbburnbam her Huſband, lived 
<« after her to a great Age and gloried in nothing in this 

c World, but this his Wife, and the almoſt unparalled 
Love and intire Friendſhip, that for above 50 Years was 
between his Dear elder Brother Fohn Aſbburnham, and 
« himſelf. He was Cofferer to King Charles the Firſt, and 
« King Charles the Second: He died without Iſſue, and, 
« by God's Bleſſing, was a happy Preſerver of his Bro- 
© ther's Poſterity. 

The Praiſe and Glory of it be to God alone.” 


Jobn Aſbburnham (eldeſt Son and Heir of Sir John, and 
Brother to William A am laſt mentioned} was one of the 
Grooms of the Bedchamber to King Charlies the Firit ; and in 
"be * 1640, 
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1640, was elected to Parliament for the Port of Haſtings. He 
attended on his Majeſty throughout that unnatural Rebellion 
againſt him, and his Behaviour was fo ſatisfactory, that the King 
had an intire Confidence in him, who was pleaſed to nominate 
him in 1644, one of his Commiſſioners for the Treaty at Ux- 
bridge. Alſo in 1645, the King deſired of the Parliament, that 
a ſafe Conduct might be granted to the Duke of Richmond, the 
Earl of Southampton, Mr. John Aſbburnham, and Mr. Feffery 
Palmer, to come to Weſtminſter with his Propoſitions for Peace. 
And he was alſo one he declared he was willing to commir the 
Militia to, for ſuch Time, and with ſuch Power, as expreſs'd by 
his Commiſſioners at Uxbrid;ze. | 

On the 27th of April, 1646, when his Majeſty thought pro- 
per to leave Oxford, Mr. Aſoburnham was the only Servant that 
attended him, and, indeed, the only Perſon, except a Clergy- 
man, who ſerv'd as a Guide. Afterwards, when the King was 
in the Hands of the Scots Army, he tranſported himſelf to 
France, with his Majeſty's Approbation, the Scott threatning to 
deliver him to the Parliament ; and had forbid him his Majeſty's 
Preſence. But when he heard the King was in the Hands of the 
Engliſh Army, and that there was not the ſame Reſtraint as for- 
merly, he reiolved to make an Adventure to wait on him; and 
having by ſome Friends, a Recommendation both to Cromwel 
and Ireton, (who knew the Credit he had with the King, and 
that his Majeſty would be very well pleaſed to have his At- 
tendance, and look on it as a Teſtimony of their Reſpect to 
him) he was left at Liberty to repair to the King, and was very 
welcome to his Majeſty. He and Sir Jobs Berkeley, who came 
from France at the ſame Time, were the two principal Agents 
for conferring both with his Majeſty's Friends, and with the 
Officers of the Army, as often as they deſired. But the Army 
having got the ſole Power, and ſubdued all Oppoſition from 
the Parliament, as well as the Ciry, they began not only to be 
leſs regardful of theſe his Majeſty's Agents, but even of the 
King bimſelf; who therefore reſolved to make his Eſcape. Mr. 
Aſbburnham was chiefly confided in; and he and Sir John Berke- 
ley having Paſſes ſent them to go beyond the Seas, contriv'd Means 
for his Eſcape from Hampton- Court, which was effected on the 
lich of November, 1647 ; and having conducted his Majeſty 
to the Sea-Coaſt, they were ſent to treat with Colonel Han- 
mond, Governor of the Iſle of Wight, to take the King into his 
Protection, which he ſeem'd to comply wich; but by a fatal 
Miſtake of this Man's Honour, that unhappy Prince was deli- 
vered into the Hands of the Army: This occaſioned a Suſpi- 
cion of Mr, Aſbburnbam's, as well as Berkeleys Fidelity; but it 
chiefly lay on the former, becauſe it was inferr'd, he was known 
to have ſo great an Influence _ Majeſty's Councils 1 ** 
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ſolutions, that he could not be ignorant of any Thing that mo- 


ved him. 
Yet my Lord Clarendon, who diſcourſes largely of this Af. 
fair, ſufficiently clears Mr. A/bbrrabam from the Impuration 


. Hid to his Charge, ſaying, © That he preſerv'd his Reputation 


< and Credit with the moſt Eminent of the King's Party; and 
© his remaining in Exgland after the Death of the King, which 
« bis Enemies charged as an Azggravation of Suſpicion againff him, 
< was upon the Marriage of a Lady, by whom he had a great 
Fortune, and many Conveniencies ; which would have been 
& ſeiſed by his leaving the Kingdom; and he did fend over to 
King Charles II. and had Leave to ſtay there, and ſometimes 
< ſupplied the King with conſiderable Sums of Money. After- 
< wards he was committed to the Tower by Cromwell, where he 
< remain'd till his Death; and the King was known to the laſt, 
to have had a clear Opinion of his Affection and Integrity; 
< and when King Charles II. returned, moſt of thoſe of the 
* greateſt Reputation, as the Marquis of Hertford, and the Earl 
& of Southampton, gave him a good Teſtimony.“ 

Upon the whole, (fays the ſame Hiftorian) it is probable 
< that Cromwell, who, many Years after, commitred him to the 
* Tower, and did hate him, and deſired to have taken his Life, 
& would have been glad to have blaſted his Reputation, by de- 
* claring, that he had carried his Maſter to the tle of Wight 
< without his Privity, merely upon his own Preſumption. Be- 
& ſides, he was a Perſon of unblemiſh'd Honour and Veracity, 
< and had not any Temptation, and never gave any Cauſe in 
3 the ſubſequent Actions of his Life to have his Fidelity ſuſpec- 

ted.” 

Aſter the Reftoration, he was reſtor d to his former Poſt of 
Groom of the Bedchamber, and was elected one of the Knights 
of the Shire for the County of Sefſex, to that Parliament which 
met at We/Iminfler, Anno 166 1. He lies buried in the Chan- 
cel of Aſbburnbam Church, under a noble Monument of black 
and white Marble, whereon lie the Efhgies in full Proportion 
of a Gentleman in Armour, between his two Wives, the one 
in a Winding Sheer, and the other in a Baroneſs's Robe, with 
a Coronet on her Head; all their Hands elevated; and under- 
neath are the Figures of four Sons, and four Daughters, kneel- 
ing before a Deſk. Over all in an Arch of white Marble, 
ſupported by two black Marble Pillars, is the following In- 
{cription'on black Marble, in gilt Roman Letters:

« of this Place, Son to the unfortunate Perſon Sir John

c of them but was in Condition rather to be helpful to 
© others, than to want Support themſelves. May God be

cc may never be unmindful of the great Things He har 
< done for them. The Wife of the ſaid Sir John Aſb- 
< brynbham, was Daughter to Sir Thomas Beaumont of 
& Staughton in the County of Leiceſter ; ſhe was v emi- 
© nent for her great Temper and Prudence: She died in 
< the ſeventy-fifth Year of her Age; and both the ſaid Sir 
4 John, and his Wife, lie buried in the Church of St. Au- 
* drew's in Holbourn, London. 


« The faid Mr. Job Aſbburuham married the Daughter and 


« Heir of William Holland of Weſtburton in this County, 
c Eſq; who lies alſo here interr'd, and by whom he had 
cc theſe eight Children. She made the firſt Step towards 
cc the Recovery of ſome Part of the Inheritance waſted 
< by the ſaid Sir Jobn, for ſhe fold her whole Eſtate, to 
ce lay out the Money in this Place. She liv'd in great Re- 
ce putation for Piety and Diſcretion, and died in the ſea- 
cc yen and thirtieth Year of her Age. The ſecond Wife 
< to the ſaid Mr. Fohn A/bburnham, who lies alſo here 
ce interr'd, was the Widow of the Lord Poulett of Hinton 
© g. George in the County of * She was Daugh- 
© ter and Heir to Chriſtopher Kenn of Kenn in that County, 
* Eſq; who left her a great Eſtate in Lands, now in the 
« Poſſeſſion of the Lord Pelett. She was worthy Imita- 


* tion by all her Sex, for her honourable and religious 


« Converſation : She brought great Advantages to the 
Family of this Place, and died at the Age of ſeaventy 
« Years and four Months: And her Memory is precious 
« to all conſidering Perſons that knew her. This Mr. 
« ohn Aſbburubam was of the Bedchamber to their Ma- 


4 jeſties Charles L and Charles II. who when he had per- 


* form'd the Service to God in building this Church at his 
« own Charge, died in the fixty-cighth Year of his Age, on 
«© the fifteenth Day of June, in the Year of our Lord 
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Frances, the firſt Wife of the ſaid Jobs Aſhburnham, died in 

the Year 1649, and was buried at Aſbburnham. Of their Daugh- 
ters, Frances, born Auno 1632, was married to Sir Denny Aſb- 
burnham of Bromham in Suſſex, Bart. and Elizabeth, to Sir Hugh 
Smith of Long-Afhton in the County of Somerſer, Bart: 
The eldeſt Son, William Aſbburnham, Eſq; died in the Year 
1655, and was buried at Aſbburnbam, having married Elizabeth, 
Daughter of Fohn Lord Poulet of Hinton St. George, by whom 
he had Iſſue Jobn, his Son and Heir, created Lord Aſhburn. 
ham. And the ſaid Elizabeth was ſecondly married to Sir

Which John Aſbburnbam was Heir to his Grandfather, as alſo

William Lord Aſhburnham, married Catherine, Daughter, and 
at tength ſole Heir to Thomas Taylor of Clapham in the County 
of Bedford, Eſq; but died, leaving no Iſſue by her, on the 
16th of June, 1710, aged thirty-five Years, three Weeks, and 
fix Days; and ſhe ſurviv'd him but a ſhort Time, decealing 
on the 11th of July the fame Year, aged 23 Years, 10 Months 
and 14 Days, and were both buried at Aſbburnbam.

Which Jabn, in the Reign of Queen Anne, was Colonel and 
Captain of the Firſt Troop of Horte-Guards ; and in December, 
1728, was appointed Gentleman of the Bedchamber to his 
Royal Highneſs Frederick Prince of Wales, which he reſign d 
in June, 1731, on Account of his ill State of Health; ha- 
ving che Year before, on the 14th of May, in Conſideration 
of his great Merits, been created Viſcount Si. JO the 
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Principa ity of Wales, and Earl of Aſbburnham. And on the 
23d of November, 1731, he was conſtituted Captain of the 
Yeoman of the Guard. 
His Lordſhip married to his firſt Wife on the 21ſt of Octo- 
ber, 1710, the Lady Mary Butler, Daughter to James Duke of 
Ormond, who dying without Iſlue on the 2d of Jan. 1712, 
in the 23d Year of her Age, was buried at Aſblurubam.

His Deſcent (as | have ſet ſorth in the Second Volume of 
this Work) is from Anceſtors of great Note before the Con- 


queſt, being the ſecond ſurviving Son of the Right Honourable - 


James Compton, Earl of Northampton, by Mary his Wife, Daugh- 
ter of the Right Honourable Baptiſt Noel, Viſcount Camden, by 
Heſter, Daughter and Coheir of Thomas Lord Morton. 

After a learned Education, he ſet out on his Travels in the 
Year 1699, and whilſt Abroad was elected Member of Parlia- 
ment for the Borough of Eje in Com. Suff in the 7th Year of 
King Wliam ; as alſo to all the ſubſequent Parliaments call'd in 
the Reign of the ſaid King; and continued to repreſent the ſaid 
Borough in the three firſt Parliaments of Queen Arne. 

In the Year 1705, he was choſen Chairman of the Committee 
of Privileges and Elections: And was likewiſe in the Chair of 
the Committee of that Houſe, for ſettling the Articles of the 
Union with Scorland. In the Year 1707, he was conſtituted

AVING in the Firſt Volume of this Work, p. . men- 

tioned the Iſſue of Thomas, the ſecond Duke ef Norfolk, 
by Agnes his ſecond Wife (Siſter and Heir of Sir Philip Tilney 
of Bo/?on in the County of Lincoln) I come now to treat of 
William the eldeſt Son by that Marriage, being Anceſtor to the 
preſent Earl of Effingham. 

Which Lord William Howard, in 24 H. VIII. was among 
thoſe Courtiers * who attended on their Sovereign at his magni- 
ficent Interview with the French King at Bologze, having in 
his Retinue eleven Servants, and two Horlekeepers.

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with the Order of the Garter, and to defire him to come into 


England, and accompany King Henry to his intended Interview 
with the French King; which did not take Effect. Alſo the fol- 
lowing Year was again * ſent there with William Barlow, Biſhop 
of St. Aſapb, to procure an Interview between King Henry and 
the Scottiſb King, After which he was ſent Ambaſſador into 
France; and ſoon after his Return in 33 H. VIII. he, together 
with his Lady, and ſeveral of his Relations, were indicted for 
Miſpriſion of Treaſon, in concealing the Miſdemeanor of Ca. 
#harine Howard (fifth Wife of King Henry VIII.) who, for her 
unhappy Deportment, loſt her Head, And this Lord Howard, 
with his Lady, being convicted of not diſcovering what they 
knew of the Queen's Behaviour, were condemned to perpetual 
Impriſonment, and adjudged to Forfeiture of their Goods, and 
the Profits of their Lands during Life. However, in Conſide- 
ration of his Services (and it may be his Innocence) he was 
ſoon after pardoned ; and in 36 H. VIII. © he accompanied the 
Earl of Hereford in that Expedition then made againſt the Scozs. 
Al the following! Year attended on the King at the Siege of 
Bologne. 

In the 6th Year of King Edward VI. he was conſtituted 
Deputy of Calais. And having manifeſted his Valour on ſeveral 
Occaſions, and been ſtedfaſt in his Loyalty, both to King Henry 
VIII. and King Edward VI. as alſo to Queen Mary on her Ac- 
ceſſion to the Crown; and on Mats Inſurreftion*, when he 
was appointed to command in the City of London; he was cre- 
ated a Peer of the Realm, by Letters Patent bearing Date 11 
Martii, 1553, in the firſt Year of Queen Marys Reign', by 
the Title of Lord Howard of Effingham. Alſo on * the 20th of 
the ſame Month, was conſtituted Lord High Admiral of Eng- 
land, Wales, and Ireland, &c. 

On the 8th of Apri/ following, bearing the Title of her-be- 
loved and faithful Counſellor Sir Milliam Howard, Knt. Lord 
Howard of Effingham, High Admiral of England and Wales, 
Ireland, Gaſcony, and Aquitain, the Queen, in Conſideration of 
his * Fidelity, Prudence, Valour and Induſtry, Diligence, Expe- 
rience, and Inegrity, conſtitutes him her Lieutenant General, 
and Chief Commander of her whole Fleet and Royal Army, 
going to Sea for the Defence of her Friends, &. Soon after 
letting fail with 28 Ships of War, and other Veſſels, he kept 
the Seas about three Months, and meeting with the Prince of 
Spain on the 19th of July, he waited on him till his Arrival at

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Southampton, and when he was married to the Queen at Ni- 
cheſter, on the 25th following. 

His Lordſhip ? was elected one of the Knights Companions 
of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, on the gth of October, 
1554, and inſtalled on the 31| of Jarnary following. He was 
alſo 4 Lord Chamberlain of the Houſhold, and of the Privy- 
Council to Queen Mary; and altho* he complied with her Re. 
ligion, yet was it with great Moderation : For in 1554, being 
one of the Commiſſioners for trying thoſe who refuſed to go to 
Maſs, he * at the Arraignment of eleven Perſons, who were 
aſked whether they would be united again to the Catholick 
Church with the reſt of the Realm, finding ten of them refuſe, 
put this favourable Queſtion to the laſt, Whether he would be 
an boneſt Man, as his Father was before him! And anſwering 
Tea, he was diſcharged. Alfa during the Troubles of the Lady 
Elizabeth, being * ſent to her from the Queen, he uſed her with 
the greateſt Reſpect, when many of the treated her moſt 
contemptuouſly. 

Thereupon Queen Elizabeth, on her Acceſſion to the Throne, 
not only continued him in his Place of Lord Chamberlain*, and 
of her Privy-Council, but imployed him in the weightieſt Affairs 
of State. On the 2oth of January in the firſt Year of her Reign, 
his Lordſhip, with the Biſhop of Ely, and Nicholas Wotton Dean 
of Canterbury, were impower'd to conclude a Peace with the 
French King. And on the 23d of May following, he“ was ap- 
pointed one of the Commiſſioners to take the Oath of Supre- 
macy of all Perſons that enjoyed any Imployments or Truſt un- 
der the Queen, bearing then the Title of Lord Chamberlain of 
her Houſhold. He continued in that Poſt till“ the 13th of July, 
1572, 14 Eliz. when being worn out with the Fatigues of an 
active Life?, be reſigned it to the Earl of Suſſex, and was 
thereupon made Lord Privy-Seal; which Poſt he enjoyed but a 
ſhort time, dying on the 12th of January following, 1572, 
at Hampton-Court, full of Years and Honour, being (as Camden 
* writes) of moſt approved Fidelity, and unſhaken Courage. 

His Lordſhip married two Wives, whereof the firſt lies bu- 
ried in the Chancel of the Church of Lambeth in Surry, un- 
der a Monument erected ro her Memory, with this Inſcrip- 
tion: 

« Here lyeth Katherine Howard, one of the Siſters and Heires of 


« Jobi Broughton, Eſq; Sonne and Heire of Fobz Broughton, Eſq; 
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cc and late Wife of the Lord William Howard, one of the Sonnes 
cc of the right high and mighty Prince Lord Thomas, late Duke 
c of Norffoik:, High Treaſurer and Earl Marſhall of England : 
c Which Lord William and Lady Katherine left Iſſue betweene 
<« ther lawfully begotten, Agnes Howard, their only Daughter. 
c Which faid Lady Katherine deceaſed the xxiii Day of April, 
« Dom. 1535. Whole Soule Jeſu pardon.” 


The ſaid Agnes was married to William Paulet, the third 
Marquis of Wincheſter, and died in 1601. | 
This Lord Howard of Effingham had to his ſecond Wife Mar- 
garet, Daughter of Sir Thomas Gamage of Coity in Glamorgan- 
ſhire, Knt. (who ſurvived him, dying in May, 1581) by whom 
he had Iſſue four Sons, Charles his Succeſſor, Sir William How- 
ard of Lingfield in Surrey, who died in 1600, and was buried 
at Rygate, Anceſtor to the preſent Earl of Efingham, Edward, 
and Henry, who both died young: Alſo five Daughters; 1. Don- 
glaſs, married to John Lord Sheffield, Anceſtor to the late Duke 
of Buckinghamſhire, and afterwards to Sir Edward Stafford of 
Grafton, Knt. 2. Mary, married firſt to Edward Lord Dudley, 
afterwards to Richard Mompeſſon, Eſq; and died Avg. 21, in the 
Year 1600; 3. Frances, wedded to Edward Earl of Hertford, 
and died without Iflue in 1598; 4. Martha to Sir George Bour- 
_ chier, Knt. third Son to Fohn Earl of Bath, and, 5. Catharine, 
who died young. 

By his laſt Will and Teſtamentò, bearing Date 6 M (11 Elz.) 
he bequeathed to Charles his Son and Heir, his Collar of Gold, 
and all his Robes belonging to the Order of the Garter; and 
appointed a Tomb to be made for him in the Chancel of the 
Pariſh Church of Rygate in Surrey, where he ordered his Body 
to be buried; which was accordingly done with great Solem- 
nity, on the 29th of January, ſeventeen Days after his Death. 

Charles Lord Howard of Effingham, his eldeſt Son, was ini- 
tiated during the Life-tire of his Father in the Affairs of State, 
being © ſent in 2 Elia. on the Death of the French King, with a 
Compliment of Condolence to his Succeſſor, and to congratu- 
late him on his Acceſſion ; alſo to deſire that the Friendſhip ſo 
lately commenced between the rwo Crowns might continue. 
Returning from this Embaſſy, he was elected one of the Knights 
of the Shire for the County of Surrey in 5 Eliz. and in 12 Eliz. 
was General! of the Horſemen, under the Earl of Warwick, in 
that Army ſent againſt the Earls of Northumberland and Ve- 
morland, then in Rebellion. The following Year he was ' ſent 
with a Fleet of Men of War to convoy the Lady Anne of Au- 

Aria, Daughter of the Emperor Maximilian, going into Spain, 


b Peter, qu. 22+ in Cur. Prerog · Cant. d Hllizfbed, p. 1212, 
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over the Britiſh Seas. And on his Return the next Year, was 
again elected one of the Knights for Surrey; and ſhortly after 
ſucceeded his Father in Honour and Eftate. 

He was inſtalled Knight of the moſt Noble Order of the 
Garter on the 24th of April in 16 Eliz. alſo was made* Lord 
Chamberlain of tbe Houſhold. And having undergone ſeveral 
Maritime Employments with great Commendation, he in 28 
Eliz. (on the Death of the Earl of Lincoln) was b conſtituted 
Lord High Admiral of Exg/and. In 1588, the memorable Year 
of the Spaniſh Invaſion, the Queen (as Camden writes) having 
a great Opinion of his fortunate Conduct, and well knowing 
him to be ſkilful in Maritime Affairs, wary and provident, va- 
liant and couragious, induſtrious and active, and that by the 
Sweetneſs of his Behaviour, and Bravery, and Conduct, he was 
of great Authority and Eſteem among the Seamen, ſhe com- 
mitted to him the Command of the whole Fleet: With which 
he had the Honour of ſaving his Country, 14 1 3 and to- 
tally ruining that Fleet, which the Spaniards had fondly boaſted 
to be invincible, and had been three whole Years fitting out, at 
a vaſt Expence; and thereby gained immortal Honour to him- 
ſelf and Family, For which great Service the Queen not only 
ſettled a Penſion on him, but ever after conſidered him as a 
Perſon born for the Preſervation of his Country. And when 
in 1596, 39 Eliz. on a Report of the Spaniards again attempt- 
ing to invade England, a Fleet was equipped of 150 Ships, with 
Land Forces on Board, he was made Commander in Chief at 
Sea, and the Earl of Eſſex at Land. In which Expedition Cales 
was taken, and he mericed fo much, and his Service therein was 
ſo well eſteemed, that the Queen on the 22d of October the 
fame Year advanced * him to the Dignity. and Title of Earl of 
Nottingham (being deſcended from the Family of Moxzbray, 
whereof ſome had been Earls of that County) the Reaſons 
whereof are thus! inſerted in his Patent: 

“That by the Victory obtained Anno 1588, he had ſecured 
& the Kingdom of England from the Invaſion of Spain, and 
© other impendant Dangers ; and did alſo, in Conjunction with 
c our dear Couſin Robert Earl of Eſſex, ſeize by Force the Iſle 
« and ſtrongly fortified City of Cales in the fartheſt Part of 
“ Spain; and did likewiſe entirely rout and defeat another 
4 Fleet of the King of Spain, prepared in that Port againſt this 
« Kingdom,” | 

In the fame Year he was ® conſtituted Juſtice Irinerant, for 
Life, of all the Foreſts South of Trent. And in 41 Ez. when

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® on a Report of the Spaniards again deſigning the Invaſion of 
England, and on private Intelligence that the Earl of Eſſex, then 
Deputy of Ireland, diſcontented at the Power of his Adverſa- 
ries, was meditating to return into Exgland with a ſelect Party 
of Men, on which the Queen raiſed 6000 Foot Soldiers, to be 
ready on any Emergency, ſhe repoſed ſo entire a Confidence in 
the Fidelity of this Earl, that ſhe ® committed to him the chief 
Command. But theſe Forces were again diſbanded in a few 
Days, and the Ear! had no Opportunity to exerciſe his Courage 
or Conduct, till 44 Ez. when on the Earl of Eſſex's Inſur- 
rection he was? ſent to reduce Drury-Howſe, whither Eſſex had 
retired, which was preſently ſurrendered. The ſame Year he 
was * conſtituted one of the Commiſſioners for exerciſing the 
Office of Earl Marſhal of England. The Year after, the Queen, 
ſenſible of her declining Condition, removed from Weſtminſter 
to Richmond (where ſhe ended her Days on the 24th of March) 
and faid to the Lord Admiral, for whom (as Camden relates) 
ſhe had a particular Reſpect, My Throne has been held by Princes 
in the way of Succeſſion, and ought not to go to any but mj next 
and immediate Heir. Which he acquainting the Council with, 
ſome time before her Death, they deputed him, the Lord 
Keeper, and the Secretary, ro wait on the Queen to learn her 
Pleaſure in reference to the Succeſſion 3 whereupon ſhe de- 
| Clared the King of Scots to be her neareſt Kinſman and Suc- 
ceſſor. 

On whoſe Acceſſion to the Throne, the Earl was continued 
in his Poſt of Lord Admiral, and at his Coronation was made 
Lord High Steward of England for that Occaſion. He was alſo 
{ent Ambaſſador into Spain, attended with a very ſplendid Re- 
tinue of Engliſh Noblemen, and was made one of the Commil- 
fioners to treat of an Union between England and Scotland. On 
the Marriage of the Lady Elizabeth to the Prince Elector Pala- 
tine, ſhe was conducted from the Chapel between him and 
the Duke of Lenox; ind he had the Honour to convoy her 
with a Royal Navy to Flaſbing. He continued Lord Admiral 
of England till the 16th Year of King James I. when finding 
himſelf unable any longer to perform the neceſſary Duties of 
that great Employment, which he had enjoyed about 32 Years 
with the greateſt Commendations, he yoluntarily ” ed it: 
And his Majeſty, ſenſible of the great Services he had the 
Nation, remitted him a Debt * owing to the Crown of 1800/7: 
ſertled a Penſion of 1000 J. per Azzum on him for Life, and 
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ed him likewiſe the Place and Precedency of John Mon- 

4% who had been created Earl of Nottingham by King Ri- 
chard II. at the Time of his Coronation ; to enjoy, for Term 1 
of his Life only, that Place and Precedency, as well in Parlia- 
ments as in the Star- Chamber, and all other Aſſemblies and Con- | 
ferences of Councils, above all other Earls of later Creation. 
He dyed aged 88 Years, on the 14th of Dec. 1624, leaving 
rather an everlaſting Memorial of his extraordinary worth, than = 
any great Eſtate to his Family, altho' he enjoyed ſo long that 
profirable Place of Lord Admiral. But he lived in a moſt | 
ſplendid and magnificent Manner, keeping (as Dr. Fuller“ re- 
lates in his Worthies of England) ſeven ſtanding Houſes at the 
fame Time, and was always forward to promote any Deſign 
ſerviceable to his — He expended in ſeveral Expedi- 
tions, great Sums out of his private Fortune, as appears from 
Cambden in his Annals of Queen Elizabeth, who“ relates that 
in 1588, on a Surmiſe thar the Spaniards were unable to ſer Sail 
that Year, Secretary Walſizgheam, by Order of the Queen, 
wrote to him to ſend back four of the biggeſt Ships; but he 
humbly deſired that nothing might be raſhly credited in ſo 
weighty a Matter, and that he might retain the Ships with him, 
tho? it were at his own Coſt. Alſo the ſame Author fays, that 
in the Expedition to Cales, he and the Earl of Eſex, the two 
— expended vaſt Sums out of their own private 

ortunes. 

This noble Perſon married two Wives; 1. Catharine, Daugh- 
ter to Hexry Cary Lord Hunſ/don, by whom be had [due wo th, 
Sons; Wilkam, who was ſummoned by Writ to ſeveral Parlia- 
ments during his Father's Life-time, and wedded Anne, Daugh- 
ter and ſole Heir to Fohn Lord Sr. Jobs of Bleſbo ; which Lady 
Arne, died 11 June, 1638, and was buried at Weſtminſter. He died 
in his Father's Life - time, leaving Elizabeth his ſole Daughter and 
Heir, married to Fobu Lord Mordant, afterwards Earl of Pe- 
terborough ; ſo that his 24 Son Charles, was his Succeſſor in his 
Honours : Alſo three Daughters, Elizabeth, married to Sir Robert 
Southwell, of Wood-Rifſeng in Norfolk, Kut. and aſterwards to John 
Stuart Earl of Carrick in Scotland. Frances, 1ſt to* Henry Fit 
gerald, Earl of Kildare in Ireland, and 2dly to Henry Broke Lord 
Gobham ; and Margaret to Sir Richard Leveſon of Trentham 
in Com. Staff. Knt. Vice-Admiral of Ezglaxrd. To his ſecond 
Wife he married Margaret, Daughter ro James Stewart Earl 
of Murray in Scotland, in Right of his Wife Elizabeth, eldeſt 
22 and Coheir to James Earl of Murray, Natural Son 
to King James V. of Scotland. And by her, who was natura- 
lited in Parliament 1 Fac. I. he had Iſſus two Sons; James, 
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who died young, and Sir Charles Howard, Knt. Succeſſor to 
his Brother in the Title of Earl of Nottingham. This Lady 
ſurviving him, remarried with Sir William Monſon, Knt. Viſc.

Charles, Earl of Nottingham, his eldeſt ſurviving Son, mar- 
ried on Tucſday in Whitſon Week, 19 May, 1597, Charity, 
Daughter“ of Robert White of Chriſt- Church in Hantſbire, W. 
dow of William Leche of Sheffield in Fletching, in Suſſex. Which 
Lady died without Iſſue, on the x8th of December, 1618, and 
was buried in Fletching Church. His Lordſhip married ſecond- 
ly on 22 April, 1620, Mary, eldeſt Daughter of Sir William 
Cockaine, Knt. Alderman, and ſome Time Mayor of London; 
and laſtly Margaret, Daughter to James Earl of Murray in Scot- 
land. And dying without Iſſue Male on the zd of October 
1642, was buried at Ryegate in Surrey, the 8th of the ſaid 
Month, Sir Charles Howard, Knt. his Half-Brother*, ſucceed- 
ing him in his Honours. 

Which Charles received the Honour of Knighthood at 
Theobald's on the 2d of April, 1624, and having married Ara- 
bella, Daughter to Edward Smith, of the Midale-Temple, Eſq; 
departed this Life on the 26th of April, 1681, without Iſſue, 
and was buried at Ryegate. 8 the Earldom of Nor- 
ringham became extinct, and the Title of Lord Howard of Ef. 


fngham devolved on Francis Howard, of Great-Buckham in Sur- 


rey, Eſq; Great Grandſon of Sir Wilkam Howard of Lingfield 
in Surrey, ſecond Son to William, who had been firſt created 
Lord Howard of Effingham. 

Which Sir William Howard of Lingfield, in the Year 1581 
23 Eliz. was among thoſe noble Perſons who © accompani 
the Duke of Anjov, on his Departure out of England, into 
the Low Countries, where he was to be inveſted with the chief 
Sovereignty. He afterwards received the Honour of Knight- 
hood; and having been elected a Member for the Borough 
of Ryegate in Surrey, in ſeveral Parliaments, departed this Liſe 
in the Year 1600, leaving Iſſue, by Frances his Wife, Daugh- 
3 Gonlawell, of Gouldwell-Hall in the County of 
Kent, three Sons; Edward, Francis, and Charles, who were all 
honoured with Knighthood. | 

Edward, the eldeſt Son, inherited the Eftate, and ſerved * 
for the Borough of Ryegate in the laſt Parliament called by 
Elizabeth; as alſo in the 1ſt of King James, who * conferred 
the Honour of Knighthood on him at the Charter-houſe, on 
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the 11th of May, 1603. He was Cup-Bearer to that King; 
and dying without Iſſue in the Year 1620, the Eſtate deſcended ; 
to Sir Francis Howard, Knt. his next Brother and Heir. ? 
This Sir Francis received the Honour of Knighthood at 
Chatham, on the 4th of July, 1604, and married Jane, Daugh- 
ter of Sir William Monſon of Kinnerſley in Surrey, Kant. He 
lies buried in the Church of Great Beckham in Surrey, under a 
Monument erected to his Memory, having the following In- 
ſcription, which ſhews his Deſcent, and the Time of his Death.

whereof only Thomas is ſurviving, who is a Colonel of a Regi- 
ment:of Foot, and ſeated at Bookhar in the County of Surrey. 
Ou. 18: Dec. 1735, he was appointed Brigadier-General of his 
Maj Forces, and one of his Majeſty's Aid de Camps; alſo 
17 Jah, 1739, was promoted to the Rank of a Major-Gene- 
having in Feb. 1737-8, been appointed one of the Grooms 
of the Bedchamber de the King. He married Mary, only 
of Dr. Morton Biſhop of Meath in Ireland, by the 
Lady Jones, Relict of Sir Artbur Jones of the Kingdom of 
Fund, by whom he had four Sons, and five Daughters;

Which Francis Lord Howard of Effingham, was Governor of 
Virginia in the Reign of King Charles II. and departed this 
Life on the 3oth of March, 1695. His Lordſhip married Phila- 
delphia, Daughter of Sir Thomas Pelham, Bart. Great Grandfather 
of the preſent Duke of Newcaftle, by whom he had Iſſue three 
Sons ; Charles, who died in his Father's Life-time, in the 18th 
Year of his Age; on 11 April, 1694; Thomas, late Lord How- 
ard of Effingham; and Francis, now Earl of Effngham. Alſo 
three Daughters; Philippa, Margaret-Frances, who died young; 
and Elizabeth, married to Wiltam Roberts of Willeſden in Com. 
Midalx. Eſq; and, ſecondly to William Hutchenſon, Eſq. The 
faid Francis Lord Howard wedded to his ſecond Wife, Su/an, 
Daughter of Sir Hexry Felton of Playford in the County of 
Suffolk, Bart. and Widow of Thomas Herbert, Eſq, but by her 
had no Iſſue. 

Thomas, his eldeſt ſurviving Son, ſucceeding him in Honour 
and Eſtate, was, in the Reign of Queen Anne, one of the Gen- 
tlemen of the Bedchamber to his Royal Highneſs George Prince 
of D-nmark. He married, firſt, Mary, Daughter of Rab Went- 
worth, Eſq; third Son of Sir George Wentworth, a younger Bro- 
ther to Thomas Earl of Strafford, by whom he bad Iſſue two 
Daughters; Anne, who on the 14th of Sept. 1729, was mar- 
ried to Sir William Yonge, Knight of the Bath, and Bart. and 
Mary, who on the 21ſt of June, 1733, was married to George 
Venables Vernon of Sudbury in Derbyſhire, Eſq; His Lordſhip 
had to his ſecond Wife, Elizabeth, Daughter of Jobs Rothe- 
ram of Much-WWaltham in the County of Eſex, Efq; and Wi- 
dow of Sir Theophilus Napier of Lutan-Heo in the County of 
Bedford, Bart. but by her had no Iſſue (She is now the Wife 
of Sir Conyers D'Arcy, Knight of the | Bath): And departing 
this Life without Iſſue Male on the roth of July, 1725, the 
Barony devolv'd on Francis his Brother and Heir. 

Which Francis, on the 14th of July, 1731, was appointed

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Lordſhip married 1ſt, Digna O Farrel, Daughter of Major-Ge- 
neral O Farrel, of the Kingdom of Ireland, by whom he has a 
Son named Thomas, And in July, 1728, wedded, 2dly 4nne, 
Siſter to Robert Briſtow, Eſq; one of the Commillioners of his 
Mijeſty's Board of Greencloth, by whom he has hitherto had 
only a Son George, that died young.

Wasſon, Eſq; ſecond ſurviving Son of Edward Lord 
Rockingham, by the Lady Anne Wentworth his Wife, eldeſt 
Daughter to Thomas Earl of Strafford, and Siſter and Coheir 
to William Earl of Strafford; as I have ſer forth in the Fami- 
lies of the preſent Earls of Strafford and Rockingham. 

Which Thomas, by the Laſt Will of his Uncle the Earl of 
Strafford, poſſeſſing an ample Fortune, changed his Name to 
Wentworth, and ſervd for the Borough of Boſſiney in Cornwall, 
in the 12th Year of King William III. and for the Borough of 
Higham Ferrers in Northamptonſhire, in all the Parliaments call'd 
by Queen Ane; in the laſt of which he was alſo choſe for 
the Borough of Maltox in Yorkſhire; for which Place he was 
again elected in the ſucceeding Parliament, together with his 
Son and Heir the preſent Lord Maltion. Alſo in the next Par- 
liament which met in 1722, he ſerved for Higham Ferrers ; and 
departing this Life in the 38th Year of his Age, on the 6th of 
Oc laber, 1723, was univerſally lamented for his extraordinary 
Virtues, which he manifeſted on every Occaſion, being of 
r the Service of his 
Country, an affectionate Huſband, a moſt generous and indul- 
geat Father, obliging, a to his Friends, .

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ble ro his Neighbours, and juſt and charitable to all Men. The 
Inſcription on his Monument gives this further Character of him: 


His Virtues were equal to his Deſcent: By Abilities be was 
form'd for publick, by Inclination determin'd to private Life : If 
that can be called private, which was daily imployed in ſucceſſive 
Act: of Beneficence to the Publick. He was in Religion exem- 
plary, in Senate impartial, in Friendſhip ſincere, in domeſtick Re- 
lation the beſt Huſband, the moſt indulgent Father. 

He augmented a Charity School at Wentworth in Com. Ebor. 
where 50 poor Children are cloth'd and taught at his Charge 
for ever. He gave 100/. to be laid out in Land for the Uſe 
of the Charity Schnol at Sheffield, and 136 J. for the like Uſe 
in Rotherham, for ever. In 1709, he gave 200/. to the Cor- 
poration of Pontefract, the Intereſt of which Money to be ap- 


plied towards maintaining poor Children in the Charity School 


in that Town. The ancient Parochial Church or Chapel of 
St. Laurence of Tinſley, being decay'd and ruin'd for many Years 
(all irs Endowments being taken away, excepr .44.-18s. in the 
Reign of King Henry VIII.) he rebuilt that Church in 1710, 
fenced the Church-yard, and encloſed 15 Acres of the Com- 
mon which he ſettled on the Church, with a Rent-charge of 
15 J. per Ann. payable out of two Parts of the Tithes of Tinſley. 
He procured an Augmentation of 10 l per Amr. to the Paro- 
chial Chapel of Bradfie/d, alſo another Augmentation of 10/7. 
per Ann. to the Parochial Chapel of Bol ſerſtone; and gave Pa- 
rochial Libraries to Wentworth, Tinſley, and Bolſſerſſone, all in 
Yorkſhire, beſides conſiderable Charities in other Places.

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Ardmagh in the ſaid Kingdom; and on 13 April, 1693, was by 
her & Majeſty's Command ſworn of the Privy-Council in Eng- 
land, and took his Place at the Board; and ſoon after reſigned 
his Place of one of the Lords Juſtices of Ireland. In ud fol- 
lowing, Richard Earl of Bellamont, and James Hamilton, Eſq; 
having petitioned her Majeſty that a Stop might be pur ro the 
paſſing of Pardons to the Lord Coningsby, and Sir Charles Porter, 
Kar. late Lords Juſtices of Ireland, until the Petitioners, and 
many other of their Majeſties Subjects in Ireland, might be per- 
mitted to produce their Proofs againſt them, the Lord Co- 
ningsby, and Sir Charles Porter, upon hearing of ſuch Petition, 
did likewiſe requeſt her Majeſty to put a Stop to the ſaid Par- 
dons, till their Accuſers might be heard in the moſt publick 
Manner, before her Majeſty in Council. Thereupon it was or- 
dered in Council the 27rh of July, that the Matters of the faid 
Petitions ſhould be heard the next Conncil-Day ; at which time 
the Earl of Bellamont and Mr. Hamilton delivered a Paper, ex- 
culing their giving any Charge againſt the Lord Coningsby and 
Sir Charles Porter; which being read, it was ordered, that the 
Matter ſhould be farther examined at the Board that Day fix 
Weeks; and that in the mean time, the Accuſers ſhould deliver 
their Charge againſt the late Lords Juſtices in Writing to the 
Board, on the 17th of Augiſt.

Which Robert Earl of Eſex, his Son, was honoured with 
Knighthood at Windſor with his Highnels Charles Prince of 
Wales, after King Charles II. when he, was to be inſtalled 
Knight of the Garter the 2oth of May, 1638; and upon the 
firſt Inſurrection of the Scots in 1639, was made Lieutenant-

Which Anthony was with the Earl of Surrey, Lord High Ad- 
miral, at Southampton, in 14 Henry VIII. when he convoyed the

Brittany, he was knighted for his Valour in the Aſſault, and 
winning of that Town. In 16 Henry VIII. being one of the 
Eſquires of the King's Houſhold, he was one of the Challengers 
in Feats of Arms againſt the Feaſt of Chriſtmas at Greenwich 
before the King; and the Year after was made * Lieutenant of 
the Iſle of Mar, and thoſe other Iſlands belonging thereto, du- 
ring the Minority of Edward Earl of Derby. In 19 Herz. VIII. 
he, with Arthyr Plantagenet, Viſcount Liſle, Knight of the Gar- 
ter, and others, were ſent Ambaſlidors to Francis the French 
King, to inveſt him with the Order of the Garter ; as alſo to

VIII. he was again ſent into France * 
with the Duke of Norfo/k, the Lord Rochford, Brother to the 
Queen, and Sir William Paulet, Comptroller of the Houſhold, 
in Ambaſſage to the French King, and to accompany him to 
Nice; as alſo to commune with the Pope there, concerning his 
Stay in the King's Divorce. 

30 Heu. VIII. he“ obtained a Grant of that eminent Office 
of Maſter of the Horſe, with the yearly Fee of 40 J. for that 
Service, and on the 15th of Avguſt the ſame Year had a Grant 
of the Houſe and Scite of the late Monaſtery of Battle in Com.

In 37 Hen, VIII. the King“, confiding in his Loyalty, Va- 
lour, Induſtry, Foreſight, and Care, being Maſter of the Horſe, 
and Knight of the Garter, commiſſioned him, with Sir Thomas 
IWriothefley, Lord Chancellor, Henry Earl of Arundel, William 
Lord Sr. Fohz, Chamberlain of the Houſhold, to levy, array, 
and try all Men able to bear Arms in the Counties of Surrey, 
Suſſex, Soathampton, Wilts, Oxon, and Berks, and to arm them 
according to their Degrees, and to muſter them in proper 
Places; and ro march all his liege Subjects ſo arrayed and tryed, 
as well Men at Arms and Archers, as other Horſe and Foot, by 
themſelves, or others by them deputed, to ſuppreſs his Enemies, 
as often as Occaſion ſhall require. The ſame Year (37 Hen. VIII.) 
he was made Juſtice in Eyre of all the Foreſts beyond Trent; 
and in 38 Hex. VIII. was conſtituted Standard-bearer to the 
King (as his Father had been to Hen. VII.) And was in ſuch 
Favour with the King, that he“ appointed him one of his Exe- 
cutors, with Truſt likewiſe to be of the Council to Prince Ed- 
ward his Son, and left him a Legacy of 300.

er. And for the more honourable Reception of the Prince of 
Spain, then to be married to Queen Mary, he was on the 8th 
of April, 1554, appointed Maſter of his Horſe. Alſo in conſi- 
deration of his great Merit, he was by Letters Patent ? bearing 
date at Hampton-Court the ad of September, i and 2 Phil. & Mar. 


advanced to the Dignity of Viſcount Montagu, which Title he 
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choſe, by reaſon that the Lady Lucy his Grandmother was one 
of the Daughters and Coheirs to John Newvil Marquis Montagu. 
After which Honour being conferred on him, he was by Order 
of Parliament ſent to the Pope (together with Thomas Thur/by, 
Biſhop of Ely) for reducing of this Realm to an Union with the 
Church of Rome, and to the Obedience of that See. 

In the 4th of Queen Mary, he was © Lieutenant-General of 
the Engliſh Forces at the Siege of St Quintins in Picardy, and

On the Acceſſion of Queen Elizabeth, he was left out of 
her Privy-Council; and in the 2d Year of her Reign, on that 
grand Diſpute in Parliament for aboliſhing the Pope's Supre- 
macy, and reſtoring it to the Crown of this Realm, he was the 
only Peer, who, with the Earl of Shrewſbury, then voted againſt 
it, out of a Sentiment of Zeal and Honour, as Camden has ob- 
ſerved in his Hiſtory of Queen Elizabeth; urging, © Thar it 
4 would be a very diſgraceful Reflection for England, which 
« was ſo lately, and ſo well reconciled to the Apoſtolic See, to 
© make ſo ſudden a Revolt from it: And moreover, that the 
“ Hazard would be as great as the Scandal, ſhould the Pope 
© thunder out his Excommunication, and expoſe the Nation, 
by that means, to the Reſentment of its neighbouring Ene- 
mies, upon the ſcore of this Defection: That he, for his 
ce part, had by Authority of Parliament, and in the Name of 
« the whole Body of England, tendered Obedience to the 
« Pope; the Performance of which he could by no means 
* diſpenſe with.” | 

In 3 Ekz. being highly eſteemed for his great Prudence and 
Wiſdom, tho? earneſtly devoted to the Romiſb Religion, he 
was * thought a Perſon the moſt acceptable to be employed 
Ambaſſador into Spain, to ſatisfy the King of thoſe Realms, 
what juſt Cauſe Queen Elizabeth had to ſend an Army into 
Scotland; and to repreſent that the Practices of the Guiſes might 
be of as dangerous Conſequences to his Provinces in the Nether- 
lands, as well as in Spain, as to England. But all that I have 
ſeen farther as of him, is, that he was one of the Peers 
which ſate on the Trial of the Queen of Scots, and that depart- 
ing this Life at Horſley in Com. Sur. 19 Och. An. 1592 (34 Elis.) 
he was buried at Coudray. | 

Camden makes this Mention of him in his Annals: Queen 
F Elizabeth having experienced his „ had a great Eſteem 
cc for him (tho he was a ſtiff Romeni/?) and paid him a Viſit 
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< ſome time before his Death : For ſhe was ſenſible that his 
« Regard for that Religion was owing to his Cradle and Educa-

In 37 Hen- 
ry III. he had Command to ſend Baldwin de Fienes his Brother, 
well fitted with Horſe and Arms, into Gaſcoign, there to ſtay in 
the King's Service; as alſo William, his own Son, to be edu- 
cated with Prince Edward: And furthermore, to provide 80 
ſufficient Men at Arms, beſides thoſe 40 for whom the King 
had formerly written: And the next Year following * was in his 
Service beyond Sea. And in 47 Henry IIT. in conſideration ? of 
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bis long continued and laudable Services, obtained the Cuſtody 
of the Lands of William de Beauchamp of Bedford, then de- 
ceaſed, to ho!d until the Heir ſhall accompliſh his full Age. 
Moreover, in conſideration of his great Fidelity * and Conſtancy 
to the Royal Intereſt in the Time of the Barons Wars, fo ſoon 
as the King recovered his Liberty and rightful Power by that 
Victory at Eveſham, in the 49th of his Reign, he obtained his 
Precept, that all thoſe his Lands, whereof he had been diſpoi- 
ſeſſed in the Time of thoſe Troubles, ſhould forthwith be re- 
ſtored to Robert de Amneſe, his Bailiff. 

To this Ingelram ſucceeded William de Fienes, who in 54 Hen- 
ry III. preparing for his Journey to the Holy Land, conſtituted 
* IWilliam de Amneſe, his Attorney, to tranſact all Buſineſſes for 
him in his Abſence ; giving Power * alſo to Reginald de Fienes, 
his Brother, to conſtitute any other Attorney during the Space 
of five Years. In 22 Edward I. he had Command to fit him- 
ſelf with Horſe and Arms, and to attend the King at Pors/mourh, 
on Sepremb. 1, thence to fail with him into Gaſcoigne. And it 
ſeems, that on the Differences which were about that Time 
berween King Edward and the King of France, he favoured 
the French; whereupon his Lands in Exgland were ſeized . But 
in 27 Edward I. making his Peace, Command was given for the 
reſtoring them again. And in 30 Edward I. he departed * this 
Life, being then ſeiſed of the Manor of Clopham in Com. Sur. 
as allo of the Manor of Wendovre in Com. Bucks, ec. and 
Mertock in Com. Somerſet, leaving Jobn his Son and Heir, 26 
Years of Age, as faith the Inquiſition. But by the Fine Rolls* 
it appeareth, that Proof could not be made of his Age, accord- 
ing to the Cuſtom of Exgland, in regard he was born beyond 
Sea: Vet by reaſon that William his Father had done his Ho- 
mage to the King, and died a loyal Subject, his Homage was 
alſo accepted, and Livery made to him of all his Lands. 

In 10 Edward II. this Fohs de Fines having“ Lands in Flax- 
ders, wherein much Damage had been done by the Inhabitants 
of St. Omers, he obtained the King's Letter to the Mayor and 
Commonalty of that Town, to make him Satisfaction, in which 
Letter King Edward calls him his Kinſman. And in 18 Ed- 
ward II. his Lands in England having been ſeized *®, in reſpect 
of his Reſidence within the Power of France, on Security given 
n was made of them, until farther 
Order ſhould be given therein. | 

This John I take to be the ſame Jobs de Fines who* married 
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an, Daughter and Heir of John Fordain, Foteſter of Windſav 
oreſt, who had Iſſue by her Sir Fobn Fines, Knt. who had tti 
Wife Maud, Daughter and Heir of. Monceaux of Hurſt- 
Monceaux in Sfx, and dying in 25 Edward III. left Iſſue Sit 
William Fines, Knt, who died in 34 Edward III. and having 
married Joan, youngeſt Daughter to Geoffrey Lord Say, and at 
length Coheir to William her Brother, his Poſterity thereby 
ſhared in the Inheritance of that Family; being ſucceeded by 
William his Son and Heir. 

Which Milliam was a Knight, and was“ Sheriff of Surrey and 
Suſſex in 20 Richard II. as allo in © 1 Herry IV. and in 6 Hen- 
yy IV. was found to be * Son of William (Son of Fohn Fines) 
and Joan his Wife, third Siſter and Coheir to William de Say. 
He had to Wife Elizaberb, Daughter and Heir of William Ba- 
tisford, by Margery, Heir to Simon Peple/ham, by whom he had 
Iſſue two Sons, Roger and James, whereof the elder left a Son 
Richard, who marrying Joan, Daughter and Heir of Thomas 
Lord Dacre, was declared Lord Dacre in 37 Henry VI. which 
determined in an Heir Female, married to Sampſon Lennard, Eſq; 
whoſe Iſſue by her were Lords Dacre. Bet I now return to 
James, ſecond Son, of whom I am principally to treat. 

Which James being very ſerviceable to King Henry V. in his 
Wars in France, obtained a Grant © from that victorious King, 
in the th Year of his Reign, of the Lordſhip of De la Court 
le Comte, within the Bailiwick of Cavx in Normandy, Part of 
the Poſſeſſions of the Lord of Lymers; and likewiſe of all thoſe 
Lands lying within the Bailiwick of Roven, and Caux, which did 


belong to Roger Blaſer and his Wife. And the Year after*, upon 


the Render of Argaes, he was conſtituted Governor there. In 
$ Henry VI. he attended t the King into France, for the better 
Defence of thoſe Parts. 5 = 

In 18 Henry VI. being Eſquire ® for the Body to that King, 
he had a Grant of 100/. yearly Penſion, to be paid 1 Prior 
of Leues out of a certain Rent due by him unto the Exchequer. 
Moreover, in 23 Henry VI. being then a * Knight, he had a 
Grant from Henry Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, of a yearly 
Penſion of 20 J. Sterling iſſuing out of the Manor of Rozher- 
feld in Com. Suſſ. And in 25 Henry VI. by reaſon that Juan his 
Mother was * third Siſter and Coheir to William de Say (a De- 
ſcendant of the former Barons Say) by a ſpecial Writ bearing 
Dare at Sr. Edmmundſbury, 3 Martii, had Summons to that Par- 
liament then held there, by the Title of Lord Say and Sele 
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Whereupon, the third Day after, in conſideration of his emi- 
hent Services performed as well beyond the Seas as in this 
Realm of England, he was in open Parliament there, by the 
Aſſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, advanced to the 
Degree and Dignity of a Baron of this Realm, by the fame Title 
of Lord Say and Sele. And for farther Corroboration of that 
Tirle and Honour, on Nov. 1. next following had a full Con- 
firmation and Quiteclaimer thereof from Joh Lord Clinton, 
as alſo of the Arms of Say; which, by reaſon of the Deſcenc 
of the ſaid Foby Lord Clinton from Idonea, the eldeit Siſter 
of the before-ſpecihed Milliam de Say, did or might belong unto 
him. 

After which, viz. Feb. 24, he obtained a Grant of the Office 
of Conſtable of Dover, and Warden of the Cinque Ports, and 
to the Heirs Male of his Body: And having been made Lord 
Chamberlain to the King, as alſo one of his Council (18 Ju 
the ſame Year) in conſideration of his Exerciſe of that Office“, 
he had a Grant of 100 Marks per Annum, to be received out of 
the Cuſtoms of Woolls in the Port of London: Alſo on the 7th 
of Auguſt next enſuing he was made Conſtable of the Tower of 
London, during the Minority of Henry, Son and Heir to John 
Duke of Exeter; and on Octob. 30, 28 Henry VI. was conſti- 
tuted Lord Treafurer of Enzland. 

But about the Octaves of Ezfter following ?, the Parliament 
being adjourned to Sr. Edmund/dury, the Commons there laid 
Treaſon to his Charge, as alſo to the Duke of Salt, and ſome 
others, who had aſſented to the Releaſe of Anjou, and Delivery 
of Maine to the French. Whereupon the King, to appeaſe them, 
baniſhed the Duke, and ſequeſtred this James Lord Say from 
his Office of Treaſurer : And ſhortly after, on the Inſurrection 
of the Kentiſh Men under the Command of Jact Cade, the 
King, to qualify their Paſſions, committed him to the Tower of 
London, in regard he diſcerned how much they clamoured 
againſt him. But this riotous Mob entering the City of London, 
and finding their Numbers increaſe, fetch d him thence to Guild- 
ball, and there arraigned him before the Lord Mayor, and other 
the King's Juſtices, notwithſtanding his Requeſt to be tried by 
his Peers; whence hurrying him to the Standard in Cheapſide, 
they cut off his Head, and carried it on a Pole, cauſing his naked 
Body to be drawn at a Horſe's Tail into Southwark, to St. Tho- 
mas of Waterings, and there hang'd and quarter d. 

This his untimely Death happened * on the 4th of Fay, in 
29 Henry VI. leaving Sir William Fienes his Son, by Emeline his 
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Wife, Daughter of ...... Cromer of Willingham (and by her 
Mother one of the Coheirs of Try/low) then about 24 Years 
of Age. 


Which Sir Nilllam by ſpecial Writ was * ſummoned to Par- 
liament the fame 29 Henry VI. Before the End of which Year, 


being ſeiſed of an Eſtate in Tail (to himſelf, and the Heirs Male 


of his Body) of the Office of Conſtable of Dover Caſtle, and 
Warden of the Cinque Ports, by Virtue of a Patent thereof to 
James his Father, he granted all his Right and Title thereunto 
to Humphrey, Duke of Buckingham, and to his Heirs Male. 

In 30 Henry VI. he was ® retained to ſerve the King in his 
Wars in Frazce, with 20 Men at Arms and 80 Archers; and 
the next Year with 49 Men at Arms and goo Archers in Aqui- 
tain, continuing in thoſe Parts to the 38th of that King' 
Reign. | - 

In 1 Edward IV. he“ obtained a Grant of the Office of Con- 
ſtable of Porchefter Caſtle in Com. Southampz. for Life, and the 
like of Pevexſey Caſtle in Com. Suſſ. And being one of the Lords 
who * attended that King into the North, the fame Year was made 


Y Vice-Admiral to Richard Nevil, the great Earl of Warwick, then 


Hizh-Admiral of Exgland. And in 10 Edward IV. was one of 
the Lords that fled with the King into Flanders; and on his Re- 
turn landed with him at Rawvenſpar in Holderneſs, but ſoon after 
was lain * in the Battle at Barnet. 

This William married > Margaret, the Daughter and Heir to 
William Wickham, Son and Heir to Sir Thomas Wickham, Knt. 
Son of William Perot by Alice his Wife, Daughter of William 
Champncis by Agnes his Wife, Siſter to William of Wickham, 
Biſhop of Iinche/ter, and Founder of New College in Oxford. 
By which Match he © had the Lordſhip of Broughton near Ban- 
bury in Com. Oxon. and had Summons © to Parliament from 29 
Henry VI. (as is obſerved before) to 9 Edward IV. incluſive. 

It is ſaid by Leland, in his 17izerary, that the laſt of the Lord 
Says, which was this Nilliam (for after him, for divers Deſcents, 
none had Summons to Parliament) being in Renown, was twice 
taken Priſoner, whereby he ſuffered much, and was forced to 
mortgage the greateſt Part of his Lands, fo that the Barony be- 
came extinct ; and that rhe Heirs Male of the Family were only 
called Fienes. | 
Conſonant whereto, Henry, the Son and Heir of this laſt 
mentioned William (reſiding at Broughton) tho? he uſed the Title 
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of Lord Say, had never Summons to Parliament. He died - 
Auwgu/t 1, 16 Edward IV. leaving Iſſue by Anne his Wife“, 
Daughter of Sir Richard Harcourt of Stanton-Harcourt in Com. 
Oxon. Knt. Richard his Son and Heir, then two Years of Age. 

Which Richard afterwards married © Elizabeth, the Daughter 
of Richard Crofts of Chiping-Norton in Com. Oxon. Eſq; and by 
her had Iſſue vne Son Edward, and three Daughters. 

Which Edward took to Wife Margaret, the Daughter of Sir 
ohn Danvers of Dantſey in Com. Wilts, Knt. by whom he 
ad Iſſue Richard his Son and Heir, and Elizabeth, a Daughter, 

who became the Wife of Francis Barentine, Eſq; 

This laſt mentioned Richard married Urſula, Daughter of Ri- 
chard Farmer, Eſq; and by her had Iſſue Richard, his Son and 
Heir, who married Conflance the Daughter of Sir William King 
mill, Knt. and in the Year 1592 was knighted ; but by rea- 
ſon of that Diſcontinuance of Summons to Parliament of his

Fohn Eliot of Port. Elio in the County of Cornwall, Knr. 
Which William took to Wife Mary, one of the Daughters of 
his Uncle Richard Fienes, fourth and youngeſt Son of the aſore- 
ſaid William Viſcount Say and Sele, and by her had [flue his only 
Child Nathanael, of whom his Mother died in Childbed Oct. 23, 
1676. The ſaid William married ſecondly, Sept. 8, 1685, a Daugh- 
ter of John Maller of Banbury in Com.

THE Name of this Family in old Deeds and Records, has 
been wrote Belaſiſe, Bellaſyes, Belaſys, &c. from the 
Town of Belaſyſe in the Biſhoprick of Durham, of which 
the Anceſtors ot the preſent Lord Viſcount Faxconberg were 
Owners ſoon after the Conqueſt. 

Belaſins, a Norman Knight, came into England with William 
the —_— and was General * of thoſe Forces ſent to ſup- 
prels E/zewinas, Biſhop of Durham, Earl Morcar, and others, 
who betook themſelves to the Iſle of Ely, which they beld 
againſt the Conqueror, until the ſaid Belaſus reduced them to 
Obedience. And the Place which he chole to encamp in with 
his Army, being on the South End of Alderbeath, is to this 
Day called Belſars-bills, corruptly from his Name. 

His Son Rouland®, married the Daughter and Heir of Ralpb 
de Belaſyſe of Belaſyſe in the Biſhoprick of Durham, and there- 
tore wrote himſelf Rowland Belaſyſe de Belaſyſe, and was alſo 
poſſeſſed of Beuly in the ſaid County, and died in the Reign 
of King Henry I. leaving Ralph his Son and Heir. 

To whom fucceeded William de Belaſit (as it was then wrote) 
who © confirmed to William, Son of Robert, and his Heirs, the 
Town of Belaſis, wich the Appurtenances and Liberties, by his 
Charter without Date: Whereunto Richard Vavaſor, Malg. Va- 
vaſor, and others are Witneſſes. It ſeems to be very ancient, 
and the Seal appendant, is a Man on Horſeback in complear Ar- 
mour, brandiſhing a Sword. It may be preſumed chat Robert was 
Son, and William, Grandſon to the ſaid Mlliam de Bela ſu, for 
the oldeſt Deeds are very ſhort, and don't ofien deſcribe -the 
Parties thereto. | ! | 
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Contemporary with theſe was Herviſius de Belaſiſe*, who by 
his Charter, without Date, (as was the Cuſtom in ancient Times) 
granted ro the Canons of St. Mary of Giſeburgh in free Alms, 
his Lands in Aluerton. | 

The next I meet with is Rouland de Bellaſiſei, who married 
Mary, Daughter and Heir to Sir Henry Spring, Knt. by his 
Wife the Daughter and Heir of Robert Bernard. By this Mar- 
riage the ſaid Roland was poſſeſſed of the Manor and Lands of 
Houghton de Spring, in the Biſhoprick of Durhams®, as allo of 
Beter, Burdon, and other Places, as appears by his Charter in 
24 Henry III. to which is a Seal appendant of a Cheveron be- 
tween three Fleurs de Lis (the fame Arms the Family now bear) 
impaling an Eſcutcheon between ſix Mavtlets, the Arms of Spring. 

This Rowland de Bellaſiſe was knighted ® at the Battle of Lewes 
in Suſſex, in 48 Henry III. when the King was taken Priſoner 
by Simon Montford, Earl of Leiceſter, and other Barons. A Fi- 
gure of a Knight in Armour in a praying Poſture, with his 
Sword by his Side, repoſing his Head on a Cuſhion, and at his 
Feet a Lion, is yet remaining in the Church of Zoughron, ſaid 

to be for this Sir Ronland Belaſiſe, who was * ſucceeded by Ro- 
ger his Son and Heir.

William de Belaſyſe (Son and Heir of the laſt John) married 
Maud, Daughter and & Coheir of William Bellingham of Bel- 
lingham, Eſq; by whom be had Iſſue John his Son and Heir, 
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and a Daughter Joan, Wife of Jobn Buſſy, Eſq. In a Plea at 
Durham, before Robert de Brampton, Adam de Boughs, | Bowes | 
and Richard de Stanlaw, Juſtices of Lewis, Biſhop of Durham, 
at the Aſſiſes held in the firſt Year of his Pontificate, [| Az 1317] 
William de Belaſyſe, and Maud, his Wife, were ſummoned to 
anſwer Richard del Hall: of IWolveſton, and Jabel his Wiſe, 
who pleaded that they held of them, by Agreement, one Meſ- 
ſuage and ſixty Acres of Land, exc. in Wolveflon : Whereunto 
William and Maud made anſwer, That they were ready to make 
good the Agreement. 

But Jobn, Son of John de Belaſyſe of Nolveſton, appeared 
and ſaid, That the aforeſaid William Belaſyſe, and others, had 
no Power to make ſuch Agreement, becauſe they had no Right 
to the ſaid Lands, being Tenants in Fee-tail to them and their 
Heirs. And that he the ſaid John is the next Heir apparent to 
the aforeſaid Lands. And thereupon the ſaid Milliam, being 
aſked what Right he had to the Lands? ſaid that 1/:/iiam, Son 
of Ralph Bellingham, died ſeiſed of a Meſluage, and 24 Acres 
of Land in prion, and that Maud, and Chriſtian were his 
Daughters and Heirs, between whom Diviſion was made of 
the laid Lands, &c. and that he married Maud, and John Son 
of Richard, married Chriſtiaz, who granted their Part to him, 
and the faid Maud his Wife. 

Jobn, Son and Heir of the ſaid William Belaſy/e*, was knighted, 
And by Indenture bearing date at Durham, on the Moxday 
after the Feaſt of St. Andrew, 1380, between the Prior and 
Convent of the Church of St. Cuthbert, of Durham, of the 
one Part, and John de Belaſyſe, on the other Part, it is wit- 
neſſed, that the ſaid Jobs gave and confirmed to the ſaid Prior, 
and Convent, and their Succeſſors, all his Lands and Tene- 
ments, Rents and Services, with the Appurtenances in Wol- 
veſton, (now called Oulſfon) in exchange for the Manor of 
Henknoll, to hold to the ſaid Prior and Convent, in pure and 
free Alms for ever. And the ſaid Prior and Convent gave and 
granted in exchange to the ſaid John, and his Heirs and Aſſigns, 
the ſaid Manor of Henknoll, with the Appurtenances. Where- 
unto Sir Ralph Eure, Sir Jobn Coigniers, and others were Wit- 
neſſes. Alſo by another Deed of the ſame Date, Robert, the 
Prior, and Convent of Durham, ailign Allan de Byliingham, 
and Fohn de Elnett, to deliver Seiſin of the Manor of -Henk- 
voll, to Fohn de Belaſys. And Robert de Hereſſey, Clerk, re- 
leaſes to John de Belaſys, Sen. and his Heirs and Aſſigns, all the 
Right he had to the Manor of Hex&ze/l, with the Appurte- 
nances. Dated at Durham, June, 16, 14 R. II. Within the 
Manor of Molveſtan, was the Lordſhip of Belaſiſe 5 and on the 
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ſaid Exchange, this Proverb had its Riſe in the Biſhoprick of 
Durham, 
Belaf ſe, Belaſſis, daft was thy Nowle, 
When thou gave Bellaſſis for Hentnocole. 

Belaſyſe-Creſs, in the Biſhopricx of Durham*, was erected by 
this Sir John Belaſiſe, who by Alice his Wife, Daughter of 
Sir Robert Hanſard of Walworth, Knt had Iſſue “ Robert Belu- 
Jyſe, his Son and Heir, and three Daughters, Elizabeth married 
to Sir John Waddome, Knt. Julian, Wife of Sir John Cranling- 
ton, Kut. and wedded to Tamas Brigham, Eſq. 

The ſaid Robert Belaſyſe*, by his Charter dated at Henknoll, 
the Friday after the Feaſt of Eaſter, 8 H. IV. grants to William 
de Lambton, and William de Lambton, jun. Robert and Thomas, 
Sons of the ſaid William, his whole Manor of Hentnoll, ec. 
which was in order to a Settlement; for he married Alice, one 
of the Daughters? of that Family, by whom he had Iſſue three 
Sons, Fohn, William, and Robert. | 

Fohn Bellaſis died “ in 18 H. VI. leaving Alice, his Daugh- 
ter and Heir thirty Years of Age, whereupon Wilkam, his Bro- 
ther, ſucceeded to the Eſtate. 

Which William married Cecilie, Daughter and Heir of i. 
liam Hoton (as the Name was wrote in 1 Ed. IV.) of Butter- 
wick; and in 28 H. VI. he“ ſettles on Thomas Belaſyſe, his Son 
and Heir, and Margery, Daughter of Richard Dalton, of Weſt 
Auckland in the Biſhoprick of Durham, Eſq; in free Marriage, 
all his Lands in his Manor of Heutnoll, to hold to the ſaid 
Thomas and Margery, and their Heirs. He was living in 6 E. IV. 
as appears by a Deed between him and Stephen Shotten of Neu- 
caſtle, upon Tyze, Gent. 

Thomas Belaſiſe in 1 E. IV. is wrote“ Son and Heir of iI. 
liam Belaſyſe, and Cecilie his Wife, Daughter and Heir of l. 
lam Hoton, late of Butterwyke, Eſq; by which Charter Ralph 
Hoton of Hunwyke, Eſq; (Son and Heir of VMilliam Hoton, late 
of Hunwyke, and Coſin and Heir of Joan, who was the Wife 
of William Hoton of Herdwyke) grants to the faid Thomas Be- 
laſyſe, all the Right and Claim he had in the Towns and Ter. 
ritories of Redmerſbell, Butteruyte, or Rongton in Com. Ebor, 
Ge. dated at Hunwyke, 20 Jan. 1 E. IV. He married Mar- 
garet, Daughter of Sir Lancelot Thirkeld, Knt. * and had Iflue 
_ Sons, Richard, and Anthony, and two Daughters, Elizabeth, 

ife, of William Clervaux of Croft, Eſq; and Anne, of Au- 
rhony Smith, of Kelton, Eſq. 

Richard, the eldeſt Son, 20 Aug. 10 H. VIII. ſettled divers 
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Lands in his Manor of Henknoll, on Margaret Simpſon, his 
Mother, for Term of her Life, whereby it appears thar ſhe 
had a ſecond Huſband. And on the 4th of March, in 19 H. VIII. 
Hache ſaid Richard Belaſyſe was conſtituted Conſtable of the Caſtle 
of Durham during Life, ro officiate by himſelf or ſufficient 

Deputies. He was alſo * of the Council of the North, on the 
firſt Eſtabliſhment. He * married Margery, Daughter and Heir 
of Richard Errington of Cokel, and Morton, Eſq; and died ſeized 
of the Manors of Henknoll, Bradwood, Barington, and Scole- 
Aclac in the Biſhoprick of Durham, and Heigheington and Pel.- 
ton; and of Lands in Biſhop Auckland, Wardale, and Swand- 
burne inthe ſame County, on the 26th of March, in 32 H. VIII. 
leaving William his Son and Heir, under Age, whoſe Ward- 
ſhip his Brother Anthony obtained. 

The faid Anthony Belaſyſe, was Doctor of the Civil Law, 
and Maſter in Chancery in 36 F. VIII. when he * was one of 
the four ſpecially appointed by the King, to hear Cauſes and 
pals Decrees in the Court of Chancery, in the Abſence of 
Sir Thomas IWriotheſley, Lord Chancellor. And in the' Reign 
of King Edward VI. being wrote Anthony Belaſis, Eſq; he was 
one of the * Council in the North. On the Diſſolution 
of Monaſteries he obtained from that King, a Grant of Neu- 
borough- Abbey in Com. Ebor, which he afterwards gave to Sir 
William Belaſyſe, Knt. his Nephew, Son of Richard his elder 
Brother betoxe-mentioned. 

Which Sir William Belaſyſe, lived in the Reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, and wrote himſelf of Newborough in 1584”, when 
his Grandſon Thomas was ſeven Years of Age, and before that 
Time had the Honour of Knighthood conferred on him. He 
lived to eighty-one Years of Age, and died 13 April, 1604. 
- He had been Juſtice of Peace ſixty Years, and Knight fifty, and 
ſaw his Son and Grandchild knighred before his Death. 

He married Margaret, Daughter of Sir Nicholas Fairfax, of 
Malton and Gilling, Knt. by whom he had Iſſue“ Henry, who 
ſucceeded him in his Eſtate ; Bryan, ſecond ſurviving Son, born 
at Newborough 19 July, 1559, 1 Eliz. He was of Morton in 
the Biſhoprick of Durham®, and the Father of Sir William 
Belaſyſe, of Morton, Anceſtor to thoſe of rhe Name there; Ni- 
cholas, chriſten'd the third of OF. 1551, 5 Ed. VI. Charks 
and Richard, with four Daughters died young, or without Iſſue; 
and Catharine, chriſten'd 8 Sept. 1553, was married to Thomas 
Metham of Metham, Eq. | 
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Henry Belaſyſe, bis Son and Heir, was chriſten'd in the Pa- 
riſh of Cockewold, 14 June, 1555, 3 P. & M. He was knighted 
by King James I. ® at York, 17 April, 1603, in his Journey to 
London; and was “ created a Baronet, 29 June, 1611, at the firſt 

Inſtitution of that Dignity. He lived in great Hoſpitality, and 
was the firſt named * in the Commiſſion of the Peace for the 
North-Riding of the County of York, in 1 Car. I. He had to 
Wife Urſu/a, Daughter of Sir Thomas Fairfax, of Denton in 
Com. Ebor, by whom he had Iſſue Thomas his Son and Heir, 
and two Daughters, Dorothy, Wife of Sir Coniers Darcy of 
. Knt. and Mary married to Sir William Liſter, of Thorn- 
ton, Kat. 

This Sir Henry Belaſys, had a Monument erected in his Life- 
time, in the Catheral of Tork, with the Effigies of him and his 
Lady, his Son, and two Daughters, with the following In- 
ſcription :

Gulielmi Belaſſis, Militis, ex Margaretta 
Filia primogenita Nicholai Fairfax de Gilling

That the Time of his Death is not mentioned, may be from 
the Confuſion of the Nation that then happened. 

His only Son and Heir Sir Thomas Belaſyſe", born Anxo 
1577, was, in Conſideration of his great Merits, advanced to 
the Dignity of a Baron of this Realm*, by Letters Patent 
bearing date 25 Maii, 3 Car. I. 1627, by the Title of Lord 
Fauconberg of Yarum. And faithfully adhering to that King in 
the Times of his unhappy Troubles, was in Conſideration 
thereof, created Viſcount Fauconberg of Henknowle, in Com. 
Pal. Durb. by Letters Patent bearing date at Oxford, 31 Jan. 
18 Car. I. 1642. His Lordſhip having a Friendſhip with Wit 
lam Cavendiſh, Marquis ot Newcaſtle, he followed the For- 
tunes of that Nobleman, in the Siege of York, which held out 
_ Months againſt three powerful Armies, as Lord Claren- 

has obſerved; and on the Loſs of the Day at the Battle of 
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Marſton Moor, the Marquis, under that anxiety of Mind, em- 
barking at Scarborough tor Hamburgh, the Lord Fauconberg * 
took his Share with him in his foreign Adventures. He landed 
with the * Marquis at Hamburgh, 8 July, 1644; but I can 
give no further Account of him, than that he died in Ann 
1652*, and was buried in the Pariſh Church of Cockswold in 
Com. Ebor. 

He married Barbara, Daughter to Sir Henry Cholmmdley, of 
Roxby in Com. Ebor. Knt and Bart. by! whom he had Iſſue 
two Sons, Heury and John ; and five Daughters, Margaret, 
married to Sir Edward Ofbarn of Keeton, Anceſtor to the pre- 
ſent Duke of Leeds; Mary to John Lord Darcy of Afton, An- 
ceſtor to the preſent Earl of Holderme/s, Barbara to Sir Heur 
Slingeſby of Scriven, Bart. Urſula to Sir Walter Vauaſor of Haſle- 
wood, Knt. and Bart and Francis to Thomas Ingram, Eſq; eldeſt 
Son to Sir Arthur Ingram of Temple- Newſom, all in Torkſbire. 

Jobn, his ſecond Son, was, in Conſideration of his Conduct 
and Courage in many gallant Actions, in the Time of the Re- 
bellion, created Lord Belaſyſe of Morlaby, in the County of 
Liucoln*, by Letters Patent bearing date at Oxford, 27 Fax. 
20 Car. I. 1644 ; but this Honour is now extinct. 

A very loſty and coſtly Monument of curious Workman- 
ſhip, is affixd to the Eaſt Wall of the Church in the Church- 
yard of St. Giler's in the Fields, Middleſex, on Part of which, 
being of white Marble, is the following Inſcription in black 
Letters, under the Arms of Belaſſſe, impaling the Arms of 
Poulet. 

This Monument was erected in the Year of our Lord, 1736, 
by the pious Direction of the Hon. Dame Barbara Mebb, Wife 
of Sir John Webb of Cranford Magna, in the County of Dorſer, 
Bart. and the Hon. Catherine Talbor, Wife of the Hon. John 
Talbot, of Longford in the County of Salo, Eſq; ſurvivi 
Daughters aud Coheirs of the Right Hon. Fobz Lord Bel 
ſecond Son of Thomas Lord Viſcount Fauconberg, in Memory 
of their moſt dear Father, his Wives and Children. 

Who for his Loyalty, Prudence and Courage, was promoted 
to ſeveral Commands of great Truſts by their Majeſties King 
Charles I. and II. viz. having raifed fix Regiments of Horſe and 
Foot in the late Civil Wars, he commanded a Tertia in his 
Miajefty's Armies ar the Battles of Edge-Hill, Newbury and Knaſe- 
by, at the Sieges of Reading and Briſtol, afterwards, being made 
8 of York, and Commander in Chief of all his Ma- 
jeſty's Forces in Tork/vire. He fought the Battle of Selby with 
the Lord Fairfax, then being Lieutenant-General of the Coun. 


u Whitlechi's, Mem. p. * Ex Regiſt. Par. de Cock ſwuld. 
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ties of Lincoln, Nottingham, Derby, and Ratland, and Gover- 
nor of Newark, he valiantly defended that Garriſon againſt 
the Engliſh and Scorch Armies, till his Majeſty came in Perſon 
to the Scorch Quarters, and commanded the Surrender of it. 
At which Time he alſo had the Honour of being General of 
the King's Horſe-Guards, in all which Services, during the Wars 
and other Atchievements, he deported himſelf wich eminent 
Courage and Conduct, and received many Wounds, ſuſtained 
three Impriſonments in the Tower of London; and after the 
happy Reſtoration of King Charles II. he was made Lord Lieu- 
tenant of the Eaſt-Riding of the County of York, Governor of 
Hull, General of his Majeſty's Forces in Africa, Governor of 
Tangier, Captain of his Majeſty's Guard of Gentlemen Pen- 
ſioners, and firſt Lord Commiſſioner of the Treaſury ro King 
James II. He died the roth of September, 1689, whoſe Re- 
mains are depoſited in this Vault. 

He married to his firſt Wife, Jane, Daughter and ſole Heireſs 
of Sir Robert Boteler, of Woodhall in the County of Hertford, 
Knt. by whom he had Sir Henry Belaſyſe, Knight of the moſt 
| Honourable Order of the Bath, interr'd in this Vault, Mary 
Viſcounteſs Dunbar, and Frances, both deceaſed. 

He married to his ſecond Wife, Aune, Daughter and Co- 
heir to Sir Robert Crane, of Chilton in the County of Suffolk 
Bart. who alſo lies interr'd here. 

He married to his third Wife, the Right Hon. the Lady Anne 
Poulet, ſecond Daughter of the moſt Noble John Marquis of 
Iincheſter, Siſter to Charles late Duke of Bolton, and is here in- 
terr'd. 

The Right Honourable John Lord Belaſſſe had Iſſue by his 
third Marriage with the Lady Anne Poulet, three Sons and nine 
Daughters, whereof the three Sons and five of the Daughters 
died in their Infancy ; Honora, Lady Dowager Bergavenny, Wi- 
dow and Relict of George Lord Bergavenny, one of the Coheirs 
of the ſaid Fobn Lord Belaſyſe, who died without Iſſue the 6th 
of January, 1706, and is interr'd in this Vault. 

The Hon. Dame Barbara Webb, and the Hon. Catherine Tal- 
bot, the two ſurviving Daughters and Coheirs, now living, who 
cauſed this Monument to be erected. 

Alſo the Hon. 1/abella, the youngeſt Daughter, who married 
Thomas Stoner of Stoner in the County of Oxon, Eſq; one of 
the Coheirs of the ſaid late Lord Belaſy/e, and died without Iſſue 
the 4th of June, 1704. 

The Earl of Clarendon ſays of this Lord Belaſyſe“, That when 


he was made Governor of Tork, he was a Perſon of great Inte- 
reſt in the Country, and of exemplary Induſtry and Courage ; 
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and that the King made him * Governor of Newark, being allied 
to moſt of the Gentlemen of the adjacent Counties, and having 
a good Eſtate there, he thought him more acceptable than Sir 
Richard Willis, whom he ditplaced. 

I now return to Henry Belaſyſe, eldeſt Son and Heir of Tho- 
mas Viſcount Fauconberg. Which Henry was, with the Lord 
Fairfax, the two Knights who ſerved for Yorkſhire in the Parlia- 
ment which met in 1641; and in Auguſt, 1642, ſigned with 
that Lord the Articles for a Neutrality in the ſaid ſpacious Coun- 
ty; which he was induced to do, as Lord Clarendon bas * ob- 
ſerved, for that after the King had left Tork, and his Brother 
Col. Fobn Belaſyſe and his Regiment, with other Forces, had 
been ſent to his Majeſty, no further Supply could be raiſed. He 
gives this Relation of it : | 

Harry Bellaſfis, with the Lord Fairfax, the two Knights 
© who ſerved in Parliament for Yorkſvire, ſigned Articles for a 
« Neutrality for that County, being nearly allied together, and 
© of great Kindneſs, till their ſeveral Opinions and Aﬀections 
* had divided them in this Quarrel; the Lord Fairfax adhering 
© to the Parliament, and the other with great Courage and So- 

© briety to the King.“ He further relates, that the principal 
Perſons of both Parties ſubſcribed the Articles; but the Parlia- 
ment expreſſed their Deteſtation of it, and reproved the Lord 
Fairfax and his Party, for being couſened and over-reached by the 
other. 

This Henry died in his Father's Life-time. He had to Wife 
Grace, Daughter and Heir to Sir Thomas Barton of Smithells in 
Corn. Lanc. e lineally deſcended from Raiph Barton of Holm near 
Newark in Com. No#r. and of Joan his Wife, only Daughter 
and Heir of Sir Ralph Rarcliff of Smithells, living in the Reign 
of King Heury V. 

By the ſaid Grace his Wife he left Iſſue four Sons and four 
Daughters. His Sons were, Thomas, who ſucceeded his Grand- 
father; Henry, who died unmarried; Sir Rouland Belaſyſe, Knight 
of the Bath, Anceſtor to the preſent Lord Viſcount Fauconberg; 
and John, who died in his Youth, His Daughters were, Grace, 
married to George Lord Viſcount Caſtletos in Ireland, and ſeated 
Mi! . 22457 in Lincoluſbire ; Frances to Sir Henry Jones of Afton 
in Com. Oxon. Knt. by whom he had Frances, his only Daugh- 
- ter and Heir, married to Richard Earl of . Father 
by her of the 2 Earl; Arabella, third Daughter, was mar- 
ried to Sir William Frankland of Thirkelby in Torkſbire, Bart. and 
Barbara, fourth Daughter, was the Wife of Walter Strickland, 
a younger Son, to Sir Robert Strickland of Sizer in Com. e-

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morland, Knt. and after his Death to Sir Marmaduke Dalton of 
Huxwell in Yorkſhire, Knt. 

Thomas Viſcount Faxconberg (as Succeſſor to his Grandfather) 
married firſt Mildred, Daughter to Nicholas Viſcount Caſtleton, 
and ſhe dying without Iſſue by him, he married ſecondly Mary, 
Daughter of Oliver Cromwel, the Uſurperf, at Hampton-Courr, 
— 18, 1687. The Earl of Clarendon gives this Account of 

. 


« After Cromwell was declared Protector, and in great Power, 
© he married his Daughter to the Lord Fauconberg, the Owner 
ce of a very great Eſtate in Yorkſhire, and deſcended of a Family 
< eminently loyal. There were many Reaſons to believe that 
< this young Gentleman, being then of about three or four and 
< twenty Years of Age, of great Vigour and Ambition, had 
< many good Purpoſes, that he thought that Alliance might 
c qualify and enable him to perform. His Marriage was cele- 
cc brated at Whitehall | Wood has given the Time at Hampron- 
* Court] with all imaginable Pomp and Luſtre. And it was 
© obſerved, that tho? it was performed in publick according to 
ce the Rites and Ceremonies then in Uſe, they were prelently 
ce afterwards in private married by Miniſters ordained by Bi- 
<« ſhops, and according to the Form in the Book of Common 
< Prayer, and this with the Privity of Cromwell.” 

In 1657 he was made one of the Council of State“; and in 
Fune, 1658, when Dunkirk was taken from the Spaniards, the 
French King ſent the Duke of Cregui, together with Monſieur 
Mancini, Nee to Cardinal Mazarine, Prime Miniſter, to 
congratulate Cromeel on it; who, in Return of the Compli- 
ment, ſent his Son- i- Law the Lord Fawconberg to Calais, to 
congratulate the French Monarch for their joint Proſperity. 

This was the only Employment the Lord Faucunberg had un- 
der the Uſurper ; for, as the * noble Author before-mentioned 
relates, His domeſtick Delights were leſſened every Day; he 
c plainly diſcovered that his Son Fauconbridge's Heart was ſet 
cc upon an Intereſt deſtructive to his, and grew to hate him 
cc perfectly. And Whitlock * relates, that Richard, the Pro- 
tector's Son, was betrayed by his near Relations, and thoſe of 
his Council. In 1659 -he ® was by the Council of State ſent 
to the Tower. |

Biſhop Burnet writes, that CromwePs Daughter, married to 
the Lord Fauconberg, © was a wiſe and worthy Woman, more 
ce likely to have maintained the Poſt [of Protector] than either 
« of her Brothers; according to a Saying that went of her, 
That thoſe who wore Breeches deſerved Petticoats better; but i 
thoſe in Petticoats had been in Breeches, they would have 
faſter. It may be preſumed, that ſhe was influenced by this 
Lord her Huſband, and (from what has been faid) concurred 
with him in the Reſtoration. 

King Charles the Second was ſo well ſatisfied with his Lord- 
ſhip's Conduct, that he conſtituted ? him Lord Lieutenant of 
the Biſhoprick of Durham, July 27, 1660; and the ſame Year 
he was * alſo made Lord Lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of 
the North Riding of Tork/bire, which he held till 1687, when 
not complying with the Deſigns of King James the Second, he 
was put out of the Commiſſion. | 

He was alſo by King Charles the Second ſent * Ambaſſador to 
the State of Venice, and the Princes of Italy; and made Captai 
of the Band of Gentlemen Penſioners, on the Surrender of that 
Employment by his Uncle Fob» Lord Belaſyſe of Worlaby in 
the Year 1672. He was likewiſe one of thoſe * who were ſworn 
of the Privy-Council on the 2 1ſt of April, 1679, when his Ma- 
jeſty declared he had reſolved to lay afide the Uſe he had hitherto 
made of a ſingle Miniſtry, and to conſtitute ſuch a Privy-Coun- 
cil as may not only be fit for the Conſultation and Digeſtion of 
all Buſineſs; but may be beſt informed in the true Conſtitutions 
of the State, and thereby the moſt able to counſel him in all the 
Affairs and Intereſts of this Crown and Nation. 

On the Acceſſion of King William and Queen Mary his 
Lordſhip was ſworn of their Privy-Council; and on March 28, 
1689, conſtituted Lord Lieutenant of the North Riding 6f. 
Torkſbire, having, as before mentioned, been pur out of the 
Commiſſion by King Fames the Second. And in conſideration 
of his great Merits, was advanced to the Honour of Eatl of 
Fauconberg, on the gth of April in the firſt Year of their Reign. 
He departed this Life without Iſſue in the Year 1700, and Was 
"buried at Cock/wold in Com. Ebor. 

I am therefore now to treat of Sir Roland Belaſyſe, who died 
in the Life- time of his Brother the ſaid Earl of Fauconberg.

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1699, was buried at Macclesfield. He married Anne, eldeſt 
Daughter and ſole Heir of James Davenport of Sutton in the 
County Palatine of Cheſter, Eſq; by whom he had Iſſue four 
Sons and two Daughters; Thomas, of whom hereafter ; Henry, 
who died unmarried ; John, who deceaſed without Iflue ; and 
Rouland, married to Frances, Daughter of Chriſtopher Roper Lord 
Teynham, and Siſter to Henry Lord Teynham, by whom he hath 
Iſſue two Sons, Henry and Anthony, and four Daughters, Brid- 
get, Frances, Barbara, and Anne, all living unmarried. 
Thomas, the eldeſt Son of Sir Rowland Belaſyſe, became Viſ- 
count Fauconberg in 1700, by the Death of his Uncle the Earl 
of Fauconberg, with whom the Earldom expired. He married 
Bridget, Daughter of Sir John Gage of Firle in Suſſex, Bart. 
and Coheir to her Mother, who was Daughter of Thomas. Mid- 
dlemore of Egebaſton in the County of Warwick, Eſq; by whom 
he had Iſſue four Sons, and three Daughters. And dying at 
Bruſſels in November 1718, was buried at Cock/wold in York- 
ſhire, his Lady ſurviving, who deceaſed Nov. 18, 1732. 

His eldeſt Son Thomas is now Lord Viſcount Fauconberg ;

He 
was thrice Sheriff of the County of Norfolk “, wiz. in the FS 
oth, and 17th of King Henry VIII. and in 33 Henry VIII.

held. In 37 Henry VIII. he was * knighted, on the King's Re- 
turn from Bulloign; and was one of the principal Perſons of 
the County of Norfolk entruſted by the King and his Council, 
as appears by a Letter? from the Duke of Somerſet, Protector 
of the Realm, dated at the Tower of London, Feb. 12, 1 EA.

W hich Richard Townſhend, Eſq; reſided alſo at Brampton, and 
died in the 5th Year of King Edward VI. as appears by his 
Will*, bearing date the 2oth of Fuly, the ſame Lear (and the 
Probat thereof Feb. 12, 1544) at which Time he was danger- 
ouſly ill, and appoints Thomas Tewnſbend, Eſq; his Uncle, ſole 
Executor. He married Catharine, third Daughter and Coheir 
of Sir Humphry Brown of Ridley in Cheſhire, one of the Juſtices 
of the Common Pleas, who was afterwards eſpouſed to Sir Ni- 
liam Roper, Knt. Anceſtor to the Ropers of Melball; but by her 
firſt Huſband had Iſſue a Son named Roger, and a Daughter 
Elizabeth, married to Thomas Godſalve of Buckenham in Goes: 
Norf. Eſq; who * deceaſed on Ang. 2, in 30 Eliz. leaving by 
her Roger God/alve of Buckenham, his Son and Heir, at that 
Time 20 Years of Age. | 

Roger Townſhend, Eſq; Son and Heir of Richard, reſided at 
Raynham, and became famed for his Prudence, Valour, and 
other Accompliſhments. He enlarged his Eſtate by divers Pur- 
chaſes of Manors, Lands, exc. in the Counties of Middleſex, 
Norfolk, and Eſſex, as appears by ſeveral Authorities. And in 
the memorable intended Invaſion by the Spaniards, in the Year 
1588, ſhewing an undaunted Spirit and Bravery, Charles Lord 
Howard, Lord High Admiral, conferr'd © the Honour of Knight- 
hood on him, the Lord Sheffield, and two others, who had like- 
wiſe ſignalized themſelves in that great Fight at Sea; having 
Power from the Queen ſo to do. — 
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He lived but two Years afterwards, departing this Liſe in the 
Flower of his Age, at a Seat he had purchaſed of Thomas Sut- 
ton, Eſq; * at Newington in Com. Middleſex, and was buried in 
the Pariſh- Church of Cripplegate, London, Jure 30, 1590. His 
Lady was Fane, youngeſt Daughter of Sir Michael Stanhope of 
Shelford in Com. Nor. Anceſtor to the preſent Earls of Cheſter- 
field and Stanhope, by whom he left two Sons, John, and Ro- 
bert Townſhend : She lived a Widow till about ſeven Years after 
his Deceaſe, when ſhe was married ro Henry Berkl:y, Lord 
Berkley, wiz. on March 10, 1597. 

Robert Townſhend, youngeſt Son of Sir Roger, was © knighted 
at the Charter- houſe by King James I. on May 11, 1603, and 
took to Wife Arne, Daughter of William Lord Spencer, but 
died without Iflue, having been elected for Caſtle- riſing and 
Orford, to all Parliaments from 42 Eliz. to the laſt Parliament 
of King James I. 

Fohn Townſhend, Eſq; the eldeſt Son, was elected to Parlia- 
ment for Caſtle-rifing in Norfolk in 35 Eliz. and four Years after: 
When the Earl of Eſex had concerted the invading of the Spa- 
#i/þ Dominions, in the Year 1596, he followed the Example of 
his Father, going in Perſon in the Service of his Country, in 
that Expedition; and for his ſignal Valour in entering the Town 
of Cales, was ® knighted by the General. 

After his Return, he was the ſame Year * elected to Parlia- 
ment one of the Knights for the County of Norſoll, and in the 
35th of Eliz. for the Borough of Caſtle-riſing in the ſame Coun- 

„ alſo in the 43d of Eliz. for the Borough of Orford in Suf- 

the, and was a leading Member in the firſt Parliament * called 
by King Fames ; being appointed, among others of the princi- 
pal Members, to conſider of the Grievances of the Nation, 
and in a Committee for a Conference with the Lords, concern- 
ing Wardſhips ; as alſo in other ſpecial Affairs, as the Journals 
of the Houſe of Commons ſhew. During the firting of this 
Parliament he had the Misfortune of falling into a Quarrel with 
Sir Matthew Brown of Beachworth Caſtle in Surrey, which 
ended in a Duel fought between them on Horſeback on Hown- 
flow-Heath, wherein they were both mortally wounded, Sir 
Matthew dying on the Spot, and Sir Fobn Townſbend ſoon after, 
on Avg. 2, 1603, in the firſt Year of King James I. He was 
poſſeſſed of a very great Eſtate, as appears by two Inquiſitions 
taken after his Death ar Thetford, one on the 8th of June, and one 
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310 Townsnenp, Viſcount Townſhend, 
on the laſt of November the ſame Year, wherein it was found 


that Roger, his Son and Heir, was eight Years of Age, and that 


he died poſſeſſed in the County of Norfo/k of the Manors of 
Reynham and Sherbornes in Weſt Reynham, the Manor and Caſtle 
of Rudbam, with the Rectory, the Lordſhip of Holloughton, the 
Scite of the Priory of Coxford, the Manors of Ingaldeſthory, Scales 
Barwick, Haviles, Reyton, Halles-Payne and Morehouſe, Scales, 
Horſham, with the Rectory and Advowſon of the Vicarage of 
the Church, Buckenhams in Barwick, Eatſball and Stanhoe, Sher- 
burnes in Stanhoe, Stinton-Hall, Stibard, Pandles and Barnier, 
with other Lands and Tenements. He left a Daughter, Eliza- 
beth, who was married to John Spelman, Eſq; and a ſecond Son, 
Stanhope Townſhend, who went a Voluntier in the Service of 
the States of Holland againſt the Spariards®, and being wounded 
in a Duel in the Low-Countries, it occaſioned his Death, tho' he 
lived to come into Eugland, dying at London unmarried. 

His eldeſt Son Roger Townſhend was created a Baronet by 
King James I. by Letters Patent bearing date April 16, 1617, 
in the 15th Year of his Reign, and the 98th in order of Cre- 
ation. He render'd himſelf ſo conſpicuous, and was fo well 
eſteem'd in his Country ®, that in the 3d Year of King Charles I. 
Anno 1627, he was unanimouſly elected one of the Knights in 
Parliament for the County of Norfo/k, was * Sheriff of that 
County in the 5th Year of King Charles I. and ſerved in all 
other Offices ſuiting his Degree. He refided for the moſt part 
of his Life in the Country, an eminent Example of all Chriſtian 
Virtues; and is mentioned with Honuur by Sir Henry Sfelman?, 
and other Writers of thoſe Times, being univerſally eſteemed 
for his Piety and Charity, having nobly endowed ſeveral 
Churches with Impropriations?, to the yearly Value of ſome 
hundred Pounds. He built from the Ground a ſtately Houſe 
at Raynham, now the Manſion- Seat of the Family, and * de- 
— this Life on Jan. 1, 1636, aged 41 Years. He took to 

ife Mary, ſecond Daughter and Coheir of the famous Horatio 
Vere, Lord Vere of Tilbury, by whom he had two Sons, and five 
Daughters; and ſhe ſurviving him, was afterwards married to 
Milamay Fane, Earl of Weſtmoreland, by whom he was Father 
of Vere Fane, Earl of We/{moreland, Father of the preſent Earl. 
Her Sons by Sir Roger Townſhend were, Sir Roger, and Sir Ho- 
yatio ; and her Daughters were, Mary, married to Thomas Lord 
Crewe of Steen in Com. Northamp. Fane to John Windham, 
Eſq; Anne to William Cartwright of Ayno in Com. Northamp.

Sir Roger Townſhend, Bart. born Dec. 21, 1628, was in Ward. 
to the King, and dying in his Minority, was ſucceeded by his 
Brother Sir Horatio Townſhend, Bart. ; 

Which Sir Horatio Thwnſhend was under Age during the Civil 
War begun in 1641; but when he became poſſeſſed of the 
Eſtate of his Anceſtors, which was one of the beſt of the 
County of Norfolk (as the Inquiſition taken after the Death of 
his Father ſhews) he was ſoon diſtinguiſhed for his eminent 
Abilities, and courted by all thoſe who had the Intereſt of their 
Country at Heart; and the Part he ated during thoſe Times 
of Confuſion, was a principal Means of the Reſtoration of Mo- 
narchy and Epiſcopacy. My Lord Clarendon * ſays of him, 
That he was a Gentleman of the greateſt Intereſt and Credit 
© in that large County of Norfo/k, and was able to bring in a good 
Body; that he had been under Age till long after the End of 
* the War, and fo liable to no Reproach or Jealouſy, yet of 
© very worthy Principles, and of a noble Fortune, which he 
engaged very frankly to borrow Money, and laid it out to 
4 provide Arms and Ammunition ; and all the King's Friends 
& in thoſe Parts were ready to obey him, and the Lord il. 
4 loughby of Parham (whom he had brought over to his Side) 
in whatſoever they undertook.” And he ſays, their Defign in 
the Year 1659 for ſurprizing of Lynn, a maritime Town of 
great Importance, in reſpect of its Situation, was the beſt di- 
geſted, and the moſt likely to ſucceed in reſtoring of the King, 
of any that had been formed. He took to Heart the Oppreſ- 
fion of his Country, and had the Courage, with the Lord Ri- 
chardſom and Sir Jobn Hobbart, to bring an Addreſs from the 
County of Norfolk, which, on Jan. 28, 1659, he preſented to 
the Members then fitting, herein they demanded the ſecluded 
Members to be admitted, or a free Parliament choſen. is for- 
warded the Arrival of General Mont, and moſt Counties in 
England followed the Example, and delivered Addreſſes to the 
fame Purpoſe. During the Time of his being in the Council of 
State, he contracted a Friendſhip with the Lord Fairfax, who 
was General of the Army; and being entruſted by the King 
with his Affairs, he delivered that Lord a Letter from his Ma- 

jeſty, and brought him into the King's Intereſt; which, as my 
Lord Clarendon writes *, greatly facilitated General Monts Ad- 
vance into Exgland, and his Reception into the City of Tork. 
When the long Parliament was diſſolved, and another call'd to 
be holden at Weſtmin/ter, April 29, 1660, this Sir Horatio and 
the Lord Richardſon were elected Knights for the County of

Which Charles Lord Viſcount Townſhend in the Reign of 
Queen Anne was appointed Ambaſſador Extraordinary to the 
States General, Captain of the Yeomen of the Guard, one of 
the Commiſſioners to treat of an Union between Exgland and 
Scotland, and one of the Privy-Council; and upon her Deceaſe 
was made by our late Sovereign one of the Lords Juſtices of 
Great Britain, till he arrived from Hanover, On Septemb. 17, 
1714, he was made Principal Secretary of State, and on Jan. 
23, 1716-17, appointed Lord Lieutenant of Ireland; but de- 
clined going over to that Kingdom. On June 11, 1720, he 
was conſtituted Preſident of the Council; and the ſame Year 
was one of the Lords Juſtices during his Majeſty's Abſence. 

On Feb. 8, 1720-21, he was again made Principal Secretary 
of State; and in 1723 one of the Lords Juſtices, during his Ma- 
jeſty's Abſence. Alſo on July 9, 1724, being elected a Knight 
of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, was inſtalled at Windſor 
on the 28h of the ſame Month. In 1725 he was a third time 
made one of the Lords Juſtices; as he was again in 1727, when 
his Majeſty died on his Journey. On Fuly the 24th following, 
delivering the Seals of his Office of Secretary of State to his

Anne Egerton his ſecond Wife. And on Decemb. 7, 1728, was 
made Groom of the Bed-chamber to his Royal Highneſs Frede- 
rick, Prince of Wales, and was alſo Uſher of his Majeſty's Ex- 
chequer, and Member of Parliament for the Town of Great 
Tarmouth in Norfolk. He died in Fax. 1737-8, and left Iſſue 
one Son, and four Daughters. Roger, youngeſt Son, is Captain 
of a Troop of Horſe in General Wade's Regiment, and on the 
Death of his Brother was choſen Member of Parliament for 
Great Yarmouth aforeſaid. 

His Lordſhip in July, 1713, married Dorothy, Daughter of Ro- 
bert Walpole of Houghton in Com. Norf. Eſq; and Siſter to the pre- 
ſent Sir Robert Walpole, Knight of the Garter, who left him a ſe- 
cond time a Widower, on March 29, 1726, and his Iſſue by her 
was four Sons, and rwo Daughters; George, Lieutenant of a Man 
of War, in which Poſt he died in the Weſt Indies in Novemb. 
1737; Auguſtus, Captain of a Ship in the Service of the Eaſt 
India Company ; Horatio, Edward, Dorothy, and Mary. 

Charles, now Lord Viſcount Townſhend, was ſummoned in 
his Father's Life-time to the Houſe of Peers, by the Stile and 
Title of Lord Lyn of Lynn-Regis in the County of Norfolk, 
May 24, 1723, in the gth Year of our late Sovereign, and took 
Place according to his Grandfather's Patent of Creation. 

His Lordſhip was one of the Gentlemen of the Bed-chamber 
to the late King; and on Fune 25, 1730, was appointed Lord- 
Lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the County of Norfolk, 
ec. in the Room of his Father, who reſigned ; alſo about that 


Time was made Maſter of his Majeſty's Jewel-Office : But 
lince ſucceeding his Father has reſigned. In May, 172Þ bis 
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Lordſhip married Audrey, Daughter and ſole Heir of Edward 
Harriſon of Balls in the County of Hertford, Eſq; who had 
been Governor of Fort St. George in the Eaſt Indies, and by 
her had Iſſue three Sons; George, born Feb, 28, 1723-4, to 
whom the late King George was Godfather, Charles, and Ed- 
ward, who died of the Small-pox, June 25, 1731.

T appears from the Evidences ſtill extant among the Wri- 
tings of this Family, that their ancient Name was Bottewille ; 
and by this Name they held Lands in the Manor of Srrettos in 
Shropſbire, for many Generations, from the Time of King Fobn. 
In whoſe Reign the two Brothers, Feoffry and Oliver Botteville, 
Gentlemen of conſiderable Rank in Poictou, came into Emng- 
Lind, in order to aſſiſt him againſt his Barons, as Matth. Paris 
relates in his Hiſtory. 

Feoffry, the elder Brother, was the firſt that ſettled at Srretton, 
on the Lands given him by the then Earl of Arundel, which 
have been ever ſince called Bottevilles-Lye, and are ftill in the 
Poſſeſſion of one of that Name. This . was conſtituted 
by King Jabs Governor of Beluoir-Caſile, which had been 
taken from the ſaid Earl. 

In which Pariſh of Stretton, did this Family reſide, from the 
ſaid Feoffrys Time, till Sir Jobs Thyzne, the elder, ſettled at 
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' Fobn Botteville, Grandſon to , was knighted ſoon af- 
ter the 20th of King Edw. I. and his Name occurs in an old 
Roll, among the Knights of Shropſhire, who attended that King 
at the Siege of Caerlaveroci-Caſtle. Sir Adam Botteville, the 
Son of this Sir Fohn, was alſo a Knight, but attainted of Trea- 
ſon in 15 Edward II. for taking Part with Thomas Earl of Lan- 
caſter at the Battle of Borough-bridge; This was a great Blow 
given to the Family, which they never well recovered. 

In the latter End of King Edward IV. this Family firſt loft 
the Name of Botteville, and began to be called Tyne; at 
which Time 2 Botteville, of Stretton, Eſq; was called 7 
of the Inne, from his Manſion in Stretron. 

Mr. Francis Thynne, the Herald, who drew up the Pedigree 
of this Family (now in the Library of Longleat) has not men- 
tioned any of the Matches of his Anceſtors, before the faid 

ohn Botteville, who married Joan, Daughter of. Boulder, 

y whom he had Iſſue three Sons, William, Roger, and Thomas, 
which laſt died without Iſſue. 

From Roger, ſecond Son, deſcended Thomas Thynne, of De- 
verill, Com. Wilts, who married Elizabeth, Daughter of. 
Done, and was living 4. D. 1625, very aged, as the Pedigree 


affirms. 
William le Th of Stratton, in Com. Salop, (eldeſt Son of 


the ſaid firſt John le Thynne) died in 6 H. VIII, 1515, and was 
buried with Solemnity at Stratton. He married Joan, Daugh- 
ter of John Higgons the younger of Stratton, by whom he had 
Iſſue Thomas Thynne of Stratton, and William Thynne, Father 
of Francis Thynne, one of the fix Heralds, whoſe Manuſcript 
Collections ſufficiently ſhew his great Skill in the Antiquities of 
his Country, which are in the Cotton Library, and in the 
Hands of Fohn Anſtis, Eſq; the worthy Garter King at Arms. 
Thomas Thynne of Stratton, married Margaret, Daughter, and 
at length, Heir of Thomas Eynes of Stratton, Eſq; by Joyce, 
is Wife, ſole Daughter and Heir to Hwmphry Gatacre, 2 
who was Eſquire of the Body to King Henry VI. and married 
Eleanor, Daughter and Heir of Richard Blake, Eſq. And his

The ſaid Thomas Thynne had Iſſue by the aforeſaid Margaret, 
Sir Jobn Thynne, the Builder of Longleate, deſcended by his 
Mother from the Heireſſes of _ Blake, Fililode, Aflley, 
Gatacre, Burley and Pembridge ; antient and conſidera- 


ble Families of Shropſhire and Herefordſbire ; the two laſt were 
icularly eminent for —_ ſome Knights of the Garter 
from them, in the Reigns of Edu. III. and Rich. II. 
' as. abound: _ . 
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Longleate was a ſmall Priory of the Monks of St. Auguſtine, 
dedicated to St. Radigunde, founded anciently by Sir John Ver- 
nom, Knt. Lord of Horningſham, as we are told by Mr. Leland 
in his Itinerary. V.4. P.11. p. 141. „ 
In the 29th Year of King Henry VIII. that King being in- 
formed that this Priory was in a very ruinous Condition by the 
Negligence and Miſmanagement of the Prior, & c. (by the 
Conſent of Peter Stantour, Eſq; Lord of Horningſbam and Pa- 
tron of Longleate) diſſolves the faid Priory, and grants the per- 
petual Preſentation of it, with all the Lands belonging to it, 
to Jobu, Prior of the Carthuſian Monaſtery of Hinton in Com. 
Som. and his Brethren for ever. Rymer T. 14. p. 297. 

And thus it continued as a Cell to that Carthuſian Monaſte- 
Ty, till the Time of its total Diſſolution, which happened a 
few Years after: For Edmond Horde, Prior ef the Cathuſian 
Monaſtery of Hinton, with the Conſent of the Convent, made 
a Surrender of all their Lands, Houſes, c. (comprehending 
thoſe belonging to Longleate) to King H. VIII. in the zoth 
Year of his Reign. Rymer, ibid. p. 614. | 

All the Lands belonging to Longleate Priory were granted 
to Edward Earl of Hertford, 32 Henry VIII. which were pur- 
chaſed the Year following of the ſaid Earl, by Sir John Thynne, 
as appears from the Deed of Purchaſe, ſtill preſerved among 
the Evidences at Longleate. 

The capital Meſſuage, or Scite of the Priory of Longleate, 
with the Lands and Woods adjoining and appertaining to it, 
were never any Part of the Poſſeſſions of Edward Earl of 
Hertford; but had been purchaſed by Sir John Horſey, of Clif- 
tou in Com. Dor/. Knt. and were bought of him by Sir Fo 
Thynne, in 32 Henry VIII. as the Deed of Purchaſe ſhews more 
at large. 

The Books of the Building of Longleate, are at this Time 
remaining there, which plainly ſhew, that the Foundation be- 
gan to be laid in Far. 1567, from which Time the Building 
was carried on to 1579, ſo that twelve whole Years were ſpent 
before it was finiſh'd. This is ſaid to be the firſt well-builc 
Flouſe in the Kingdom, the Front is 220 Feet, and the Sides 
upwards of 180, and very noble Cellars, the of the 
Front of the Houſe. The Stone and Timber was all his own; 
and beſides Carriage and Days of Gift, N coſt 8016/7, 13s. 8d. 
As 8 from three old Folio Books of the Building of 
Longleat. | 

Sir - Th before-mentioned, was knighted the 
Duke 7 yon. 7h in the Camp before Rockesburgh in EVI 
having been at the great Battle of Muſtelburgb, and the Siege 
of Leith in Scotland; and in the firſt Year of Queen Elizabeth, 
ſerv'd in Parliament for Wil:ſbire, and afterwards for Heyteſbury

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in that County. By his Laſt Teſtament, dated at Longleaze the 
6th of May, 1580, (the Probate whereof is on the 12th of 
November following) he orders his Body to be buried in the 


Church of Deverell-Langbridge in the County of Wilts, and that 


a convenient Tomb be made for him and his late Wife in the 
faid Church, according to a Plot thereof, made and ſigned with 
his own Hand, and to the Value of 100/. He bequeaths to 
Fobn Thynne his eldeſt Son, the preſent Poſſeſſion of his Houſe 
at Longleat, with the Inheritance thereof, as alſo of all other 
Manors, according to a Conveyance made by him in his Life- 
time, and conſtitutes him ſole Executor, provided he gives Se- 
curity for the Performance of his Will, in the Sum of 100007. 
And ordains the Lord Treaſurer of England, (whom he truſts will 
take it on him, in Reſpect of the Friendſhip that had been 
between them of old Time) together with Sir Amias Paulet, 
Knt. Overſeers. He further wills, that Francis, Thomas, Harry, 
Charles, Edward, William and Egremont his Sons, enjoy all ſuch 
Lands and Annuities, which by his Deed, or this Will, he had 
conveyed and aſſured to them. And bequeaths to Elizabeth, 
his Daughter 2000 Marks, alſo to Catherine and Greſham his 
Daughters, 1000 Marks each, and to every other of his Daugh- 
ters, 1000 Marks; likewiſe to Dorothy Colles, the Daughter of 
his Son-in-Law John Colles and Anne, his Wife, 100, | 
He bequeaths to Dorothy, his Wife, the third Part of all his 
Plate and Houſhold Stuff at Longleat and Corſeley in Wilts, and 
the two other third Parts, to him, her or them of his Blood, 
that after his Deceaſe, ought to have the lawful Poſſeſſion of 
his Freehold at Longlear. And that all his ſaid Plate, Hangi 
Bedding, ee. remain and be Heir Looms, to ſuch Perſons as 
ſhall or ought to have the Freehold of his Houſe at Longleat ; 
and that an Inventory be made thereof within one Month after 
his Deceaſe, to be kd to his Will, and to remain on Record, 
with the Probate of his Will: He died 21 May, 1580, At 
Funeral ſixty Gowns were given to ſo many poor Men, which 
coſt 7a l. 125. Sixty one mourning Suits were given to ſo 
many Servants; alſo Cloaks were given to à great Number of 
Gentlemen for Mourning Gowns, which came to à great Sum 
of Money. He was attended by the Heralds with Pennons, 
and a great Number of Eſcutcheons, ec. The whole Sum 
came to 320 85, 3 d. as appears from the Bill indorſed by his 
Son Sir Fohn Thynne, and was in thoſe Days a great Sum,

Wilts, by whom he had 
Sir James and Sir Thomas Thynne. Sir James married the Lady 
abella Rich, Daughter of Henry Earl of Holland, but died 
without Iſſue, OZ. 12, 1670. Sir Thomas, the younger Son, 
married the Daughter of Dr. Belanquell, Dean of Durham, and 
had Iflue Thomas Thymne, that was murdered by Count Conings- 
mark, and two Daughters, one married to Baynton, of 
Spy-Park..in Com.

There was an extraordinary Friendſhip between this Mr. 
Thyme, (who ſerved in Parliament for Wiltſhire) and the Duke 
of Monmonth: His Grace had been often with him at Long- 
leate, and, as a Teſtimony of his particular Reſpect to him, 
Mr. Thynne, at his Death, gave to his Grace his fine Ser of 
Oldenburgh Coach-Horſes. He made the new Lane near Long- 
teate, which goes to Frome, planted the Elms there, and made 
it a good hard Way; and alſo made ſeveral advantageous and 
ornamental Alterations in the Houſe. He likewiſe built a hand- 
ſorne Stable on the Middle of the Hill in the Park for his Hunt- 
ing Horſes, which the late Lord Weymouth having no Occa- 
ſion for, ordered to be pulled down. He lived very magni- 
ficently, but on his Death, ſome Manors and Farms which he 
had by Inheritance from his Father Sir Thomas Thynne, were diſ-

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Which Henry Frederick Thynne, being the youngeſt of the 
three Sons of Sir Henry Frederick Thynne, Bart. was under the 
particular Care of his Uncle Henry Coventry, Eſq; who, when 
he became Principal Secretary of State, made him his Under 
Secretary, or firſt Clerk in his Office.

The ſaid Henry Frederick Thynne, Eſq; purchaſed ſome Lands 
at Old Windſor in Berkſhire, where he built a Houſe, which was 
the uſual Place of his Reſidence, and now belongs to his Grand- 
ſon, the preſent Lord Weymouth, He had been for many Years 
much afflicted with the Gout, which at laſt put an End to his 


Days, in the Year 1705, at London, being aged about 60 Years; 


and was buried near his Lady at her Eſtate at Sundbury, leaving 
by her two Sons, and two Daughters ; Thomas, and Fohn, Doro- 
thy and Mary. He bequeathed in his laſt Will 3000 J. for cha- 
ritabie Ules, which my Lord Weymouth, his Brother, laid out 
for Lands in E/? Pernard in Com. Somer/. and ſettled as Part of 
the annual Income belonging to the new Church erected on 
Rottenbury Common near Longleate. 

Dorothy, his eldeſt Daughter, was married to John How, Eſq; 
only Son of Fohn How of Stauel in Glouceſterſbire, Eſq; by 
whom ſhe has ſeveral Sons now living. . 

Mary, the youngeſt Daughter, died of the Small-pox at her 
Uncle the Lord Weymourh's Houſe in St. Fames's Square, Anno 
1710. 

John, the youngeſt Son, died of the Small-pox at Briſtol, 
about the Year 1708. 

Thomas Thynne, Eſq, eldeſt Son, was born at Little Holland- 
Houſe at Kenſington, and was about the Age of eighteen when his 
Father died, and was then at Eaton School, where he had ſpent 
ſome Years, Soon after he was removed to Chriſt-Church Col- 


lege in,Oxford; and about two Years after chat, his Uncle tho 
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Lord Viſcount Weymouth, who was his Godfather and Guar- 
dian, ſent him to travel. And after having been Abroad about 
two Years in Holland, Germany, Italy, & c. he returned Home. 
His Uncle then made it his Buſineſs to find out a Wife for him, 
being (except one) the laſt Heir Male of his Family. Accord- 
ingly a Marriage was conſummated, Anno 1709, between him 
and the Lady Mary Villiers, Daughter to Edward Earl of Jerſey. 

He died at London of the Small-pox on April 24, 1710, and 
was buried at Deveril Longbridge, leaving his Lady big with 
Child, who on May the 21ſt following was brought to Bed of a 
Son, Thomas, now Lord Viſcount Weymouth. By his Father's 
Will he was not to be in Poſſeſſion of his Lands, ec. till he 
arrived to the Age of 24, which he never attained ro; but in the 
mean time his Guardians purchaſed for him and his Heirs, out 
of his Father's Money, the Manor of Backwell near Briſtol, 
Lands in Dorſetſhire, and the noble Houſe at Coſbam, with 
Lands, & c. and Toghill Farm at Colſton in Com. Wiles. 

His Widow, in December, 1711, was married to George Gran- 
ville, Eſq; who was immediately after created by Queen Arne 
Lord Lanſdown, on Fan.

Thomas, only Son and Heir of the ſaid Thomas Thynne, Eſq; 
ſucceeded to the Title and Eſtate of his Grandfather's elder Bro- 
ther Thomas Viſcount Weymouth, who died in 1714, as afore- 
mentioned. 

Which Thomas, now Lord Viſcount Weymouth, on Dec. 6, 
1726, was married to the Lady Elizabeth Sackvile, eldeſt ſur- 
viving Daughter to his Grace Lionel Duke of Dorſet, Which 
Lady died on June 29, 1729, whilſt his Lordſhip was on his 
Travels. His Lordſhip married ſecondly Loviſa, Daughter of 
John Lord Carteret, by whom he bath Iſſue, Thomas his Son 
and Heir, born at his Houſe in Groſvenor-Square, Friday, Sepr. 
13, 1734, Fames, and Henry Frederick, third Son, of whom her 
Ladyſhip died in Childbed at his Lordſhip's Houſe in Groſvenor.

Wejiby in Com. Cant. and had Iſſue three Sons, William, Jobn, 
and Chri/topher. 

William Hatton of Holdenby, the eldeſt Son, had to Wife Alice, 
Daughter to Laurence Saunders of Horringworth in Com. Nor- 
thamp. Eſq; and had Iſſue three Sons, Francis Hatton, who died 
young; Thomas, who died without Iſſue; and Chriſtopher Har- 
ton, who by his ſingular Merit became a great Ornament to his 
Family, and firſt laid the Foundation to the Honour it now en- 
joys. He was bred to the Laws at the Inner Temple, and in the 
4th Year of Queen Elizabeth, when a magnificent Chri/tmas 
was kept there, at which the Lord Robert Dudley (after Earl of 
Leiceſter) being Conſtable and Marthal®, this Chriflopher Har- 
ton was then Maſter of the Game. But it does not appear that 
he was in any other Office of that Society, whereby it is ſaid 
he was there more like a Gentleman, than one who pretended 
to raiſe himſelf by that Profeſſion. The Queen firſt © took No- 
tice of him for the Comelineſs of his Perion, and his graceful 
dancing at a Maſk at Court; but afterwards imployed him for his 
great Abilities. 

He became firſt one of the Queen's Gentlemen-Penſioners, 
then Gentleman of the Privy-Chamber, and next Caprain of the 
Guard ; from which Office he was advanced to be her Majeſty's 
*Vice-Chamberlain, one of the Privy-Council ; and at length 
Lord Chancellor, 29 April, 29 Eliz. 11587, being likewiſe 
made a Knight of the Garter ', and inſtalled 23 May, 1588. 

This Character is given of him: He had a large Proportion 
of Gifts and Endowments, his Features, his Gait, his Carriage,

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and his Prudence ſtrove to ſet him off. Every thing he did 
was ſo exactly Juſt and Diſcreet, and what he ſpoke ſo Weighty, 
that he was choſen to keep the Queen's Conſcience, as her 
Chancellor; and to expreſs her Senſe as her Speaker. The 
Courtiers that envied the laſt Capacity, were forced by his 
Power, to own themſelves in an Error; and the Serjeants that 
refuſed to plead before him at firſt, could not, at length, but 
own his great Abilities. His Place was above his Law, but not 
above his Parts, which were ſo very pregnant and comprehen- 
five, that he could command other Men's Parts to as good Pur- 
poſe as his own. 

His Station was great, but his Humility was greater, giving 
an caly Acceſs to all Addreſſes. He was fo Juſt, that his Sen- 


. tence was a Law to the Subject; and fo Wiſe, that his Opinion 


was an Oracle with the Queen. 

Her Majeſty, who never forgave Debts, call'd him to an 
Account for an old one, and rigorouſly demanded the preſent 
Payment: This ſtartled him, becauſe he could nor do it juſt at 
that Time; which Unkindneſs, as he thought, of the Queen's, 
went ſo deep to his Heart, that it caſt him into a mortal Di- 
ſeaſe. The Queen, ſorry for what ſhe had done, endeavoured 
to recover him, and brought him Cordials with her own Hands, 
but all would nor do. 

He died a Batehclor, 20 Nov. Aro 1591. having adopted 
Sir William Newport, his Nephew, viz. Son of Dorothy Hat- 
ron, his Siſter, by John Newport of Harringham in Com. Wars. 
Eſq; for his Heir, who changed his Name to Sir William Hatton 
and was then twenty-ſix Years of Age; but in Default of Iflue 
Male by him, he ſettled the greateſt Part of his Eſtate on his 
Godſon, Chriſtopher Hatton, Son and Heir of John Hatton, 
his neareſt Kinſman of the Male Line, being Son of Fohn Hat- 
ton, ſecond Son of Fohn Hatton, his Father's Brother. 

Which Sir William Newport, alias Hatton, leaving (by El- 
zabeth, his Wife, Daughter and Heir to Sir Francis Gawd), Kt 
Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas) only a Daughter, 
Frances, married to Robert Rich Earl of Warwick, the ſaid Chri 
ftopher Hatton did accordingly enjoy the Eſtate. 

Which Chri/topher was made K night of the Bath, at the Coro- 
nation of King James I. and departing this Life, was buried in 
Weſtminſter- Abbey, 11 Sept. 1619, He married Alice, Daughter 
to Thomas Fanſhaw, of Ware-Park in Com. Hertf. Eſq; and 
left a Son of his Name, 

Chriſtopher Hatton made Knight of the Bath, at the Coro- 
nation of King Charles I. and always ſtanding firm to his Ma- 
jeſty's Intereſt, was, in Conſideration thereof, by the faid King, 
created a Baron, 29 July, 1643. 19 Car. I. by the Title of 


Lord Hatton, of Kerby, in Com; Northamp. alfo made _ 
d . Ir 
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troller of his Majeſty's Houſhold ; and afterwards on the hap- 

y Reſtoration of King Charles II. was conſtituted Governor 
of the Iſle uf Guernſey; and ſworn of his Privy-Council. He 
was a learned and religious Peer, and has left in Print, Pious 
Meditations on the Pſalms; and his Memory is to be honoure1 
for the generous Aſſiſtance he gave to Sir William Dugdale in 
his Works, and preſerving the Inſcriptions on the Monuments, 
in moſt of the Cathedral Churches in this Kingdom, the 
Draughts whereof at his great Charge were taken, and finely 
depicted in two large Volumes in Folio. He died at Kirby, 
4 July, Anno 1670, and was buried in Weftminſter- Abbey, leav- 
ing by Elizabeth, his Wife, (the eldeſt of three Daughters, and 
Coheirs ro Sir Charles Montague, a younger Brother to Henry 
Earl of Manchſter) two Sons and three Daughters; Chriſtopher, 
who ſucceeded him ; Charles, Hatton ; Mary, Fane, and Alice. 

Which Chriſtopher Lord Hatton, ſucceeded his Father in the 
Government of Guernſey, as well as to his Honour and Eſtate ; 
and not long after he wonderfully eſcaped with Life. For 
taking his Reſidence with his Family in Corner-Caſtle (belonging 
to Guernſey) ſtanding about Half a Mile in the Sea, the Ma- 
ezine of Powder took fire at Midnight, by Lightning (as ſup- 
poſed) and the Lord Hatton the Governor, being ſleeping in 
his Bed, was blown out of the Window in his Shirt, and lay 
for ſome time ſtrugling on the Wall of the Caſtle, without 
Harm. His Lady, and ſeveral Women, ber Attendants, pe- 
riſhed ; and one of his Children, a yourig Infant, was found 
the next Day alive, ſleeping in its Cradle under a Beam. 

On the zoth of Nov. 1681, he was conſtituted Cuſtos Ro- 
tulorum of the County of Northampton: And in Conſideration 
of his approved Fidelity and Services, was created Viſcount Har- 
ton, of Gretton, in Coin. Northampton, 17 Fan. 1682. 34 Car. II. 

On the Acceſſion of King William and Queen Mary, the 
Lord Viſcount Mordant was made Cuſtos Rotulorum of the 
County of Northampton; but before the End of the firſt Year 
of their Reign, wiz. on 30 Sept. 1689, he was again conſtitu- 
ted Cuſtos Rotulorum of the ſaid County; and had that Poſt 
to the Time of his Death, which was in Sept. 1706.

HE Family of Lowther is of great Antiquity in the County 
of Weſimerland, and hath produced many eminent Perſons, 
who have honoured their Country by the molt conſiderable Ser- 
vices to it.

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Battle of Durham, by John de Standiſh, whom he had paid for 
his Redemption, and was delivered to Sir Huzh de Louthre, 
Knt. to be conveyed ſafe from his Enemies, who, in Conſi- 
deration of a Falcon he preſented to him, undertook to con- 
duct him, and entertain'd him at his Houſe for three Weeks. 
After which he delivered him to John, Son and Heir of Tho- 
mas de Louthre, his Kinſman, to convey him out of the King's 
Dominions. But the ſaid Jobn, and Thomas convey'd him to 
ſtrange Places, under cloſe Confinement, till he agreed to pay 
to the ſaid John de Louther, and Thomas, a Fine of 230 Marks. 
Whereupon the King appointed Henry de Percy, Ralph de Ne- 
vill, and Thomas de Lucy, to enquire into the Fact. In 46 E. III. 
He was again returned one of the Knights for the County of 
Weftmerland, to the Parliament held at Weſtminſter, which was 
the laſt Time he ſerv'd; for growing in Years, I find John his 
Son and Heir, elected for that County, three Years after.” And 
I preſume this Sir Hugh Louther departed this Life about that 
Time, having been employed in the moſt eminent Nations in 
thoſe Shires, during his Time. And as he was in the Com- 
miſſion for arraying all Men at Arms, exc. it is not to be 
doubted, but that he was in the ſeveral Engagements with the 
Scots, in one of which, near Durham, their King David was 
taken Priſoner. 

His Son and Heir Sir — de Louther, Knt. in 50 E. III. 
was returned one of the Knights for the County of Weſtmor- 
land; and in the Indenture he is wrote Fohis fil Hugo de 
Louthre. He was alſo return'd for the ſame County with © 

ames de Pickering, to the Parliament held at Glouceſter, in 2 R.II. 
and the Year following, with * William de Threlkeld, to the Par- 
liament held at Veſtminſter. He was ſucceeded by Robert his 
Son and Heir, and had Iſſue alſo a ſecond Son William de Lon- 
ther, who?, in 14 R. II. with Sir Thomas Colvylle and Sir John 
Etton, Knts. William Salveyn, Henry Van Croypole, and Simon 
Ward, obtained the King's Licence to challenge certain Per- 
ſons of the Kingdom of Scotland, to perform and exercile Feats 
of Arms. And thereupon the King appointed Foby Lord Roos, 
to fix a Camp, and to be Judge in the ſaid Exerciſe. In 2 HIV. 
this William de Louther was Sheriff of the County of Cumber- 
land*; as alſo in the 7th, 8th, and gth Years of that King. 

Robert de Lowther, (eldeſt Son and Heir of Sir John) was 
one of the Knights for * Cumberland, in the Parliament held at 
Weſtminſter, in 15 & 17 R. II. and in 8 H. IV. was the firſt in 
Commiſſion * with William Ormoudeſlowe, William Stapilton,

County, for making the King's eldeſt Son a Knight, and the 
Marriage of the King's eldeſt Daughter, viz. 20s. out of each 
Knight's Fee, and 20s. for every 20/. Land held in Socage, 
according to an Act of Parliament in 21 E. III. In 2 H. IV. 
he was again elected © one of the Knights for * Cumberland; 
and ſerved for that County in 5 H. IV. with his Brother l- 
liam Louther, and both of them before that Year had · been ho- 
noured with Knighthood. This Sir Robert Louther in 8 H. IV. 
was choſen with Fohn de Skelton, Knts. for Cumberland“, as 
alſo in 2 H. V. with Sir JVilliam de Lezh, and 5 H. V. with 
Sir Peter de Tilliol. In 6 H. V.* he was Sheriff of Cumberland, 
but afterwards I find no further mention of him, than that C he 
died in April, A. D. 1430, and lies buried in the Pariſh Church 
of Louther, whereof the Family are Patrons. 

To whom ſucceeded Sir Hugh de Louther of Louther, Knt.

He married Anne, Daughter to Sir Lancelot Thirkeld, Knt.“ b 
his Wife Margaret, Baroneſs Veſey, Widow of Fohn Lord Clif- 
ford, and Weſtmorland, by whom he left Iſſue a Son of his own 
Name, Sir Hugh Louther. 

Which Sir Hugh Louther on 17 Nov. 1501, 17 H. VII. was 
made one ® of the Knights of the Bath at the Marriage of Prince 
Arthur, eldeſt Son of King Henry VII. and having wedded * 
Dorothy, Daughter of Henry Lord Clifford, had Iſſue Sir Fobx 
Lowther, his Son and Heir. 

Which Sir Fohn Louther was Sheriff of Cumberland in 7 H. 
VIII. before which Year the Honour of Knighthood was con- 
ferred on him *. He was alſo Sheriff of the ſame County in 34 
H. VIII. and in the 4th Year of K. Edward VI. He married 
Lucy, Daughter to Sir Thomas Curwen of Workington in Cum- 
berland, by whom he had Iſſue ſeveral Sons and Daughters.

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His eldeſt Son Sir Richard Louther was Sheriff of Cumberland 
in the 8th and zoth Years of Queen Elizabeth. He was like. 
wiſe * Lord Warden of the Weſt Marches, and thrice Commiſ- 
foner in the great Affairs between England and Scotland. When 
Mary Queen of Scots fled into England, and arrived at Working. 
tom in Cumberland, on May 17, 1568, Queen Elizabeth, on No- 
rice of it * ſent Orders to this Sir Richard Lowther to convey 
her to Carliſte. Bur whilſt that Princeſs was in his Cuſtody in 
the Caſtle of Carliſle, he incurred the Queen's Difpleaſure by 
permitting the Duke of Norfolk to viſit her. In the ad Year” of 
King James I. he was ſpecially cominiſſioned to ſuperviſe the 
debatable Lands between Exgland and Scotland; 7 departing 
this Life in the Year 1607, aged 77, was buried with his An. 
ceſtors in the Church of Louther. He married Frances, Daugh- 
ter of Fohn Middleton, Eq; and was ſucceeded by Sir Chriſto- 
pher Louther, his Son and Heir. 

Which Sir Chriſtopher Louther was born on Sept. 8, 1557; 
and when King James I. came into England, on his Acceſſion 
to the Crown, he was waited on by Mr. Lowther with a gallant 
Company from the Borders of Scotland to Neweaſfile, where his 
Majeſty conferred the Honour of Knighthood on him, April 
13, 1603. In the 15th Year of King James I. he was in a 
Special Commiſhon with William Lord Howard, Philip Lord 
Wharton, and others, Gentlemen of Quality, for repreſſing all 
Murthers, Robberics, &. on the Borders of Scotland. He was 
alſo in all other Commiſſions ſuiting his Degree, concerning the 
Government of the Counties of Cxmberland and Weſtmoreland ; 


and having married Eleanor, Daughter of William Muſgrave of 


Hayton in Cumberland, Eſq, had Iſſue ſeven Sons, whereof 
Fobn, his eldeſt Son, ſucceeded to the Eſtate at Lowther ; and 
from Robert, his youngeſt Son, deſcended the Family of Loutber 
of Maſk in Com. Ebor. whereof Sir William Louther was cre- 
ated a Baronet, June 15, 1697, 8 K. William III. whoſe Son 
Sir Thomas Louther of Holker, Bart. is a Member in the preſent 
Parliament for the Borough of Lancaſter. 

Sir John Lowther (eldeſt Son and Heir of Sir Chriſtopher 
was one of the Knights for the 9 Weſtmoreland, in the 
Parliament held in the 21ft Year of King James I. as alſo in 
three Parliaments in the Reign of Charles I. in the laſt of which 
Jobn Lowther, Eſq; his eldeſt Son and Heir, was elected with 
him.

7 E Family of O Brien is agreed to be one of the moſt 
Ancient and Noble in the Kingdom of Treland; all of 
the Name being originally deſcended from Brian Boraime, by 
ſome Aurhors call'd Brian Boroxs, by others Brian Boravius or 
Boruma; who was proclaim'd King of all Ireland, about the Begin- 
ning of the 11th Century. The Jr Chronologiſts and Antiquaries 
do as unanimouſly agree in tracing this Monarch's Pedigree, in a 
dect Line from Heber or Hiberius who ( jointly with his Bro- 
ther Hermon) was the firſt King of the Milian Race that ever 
reign'd in Ireland, as their Hiſtorians do, in repreſenting him 
the greateſt Prince, both for his Wiſdom, Piety, Valour, and 
Juſtice, that ever fat upon the Iri/b Throne. At his firſt coming 
to the Crown, he found his Kingdom engag'd in a bloody War 
with the Danes, who were endeavouring to conquer the whole 
Nation: And at the fame time, ſaw ſeveral of his Subjects, 
even ſome of the Iriſb Provincial Kings themſelves, join d in 
a moſt unnatural Confederacy with the common Enemy, 
Whereupon, without Loſs of Time, he raiſed an Army, at the 
Head of which, he, in Perſon, fought againſt the Danes and 
their Confederates, no leſs than twenty-four Battles, and with 
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ſo good Succeſs, that towards the End of his Reign, no Danes that 
were left in Ireland, except ſome few he ſuffered to ſtay there. o . 


After this he neglected nothing that might conduce to put his 
Kingdom into a flouriſhing Condition'; but was ſoon diverted — 
by another great Army of Danes, ſent by their King, under the %

the other Side were killed the King of Leinſter, who occa- 
fion'd the Battle, with his principal Nobility, and 3000 of his 2 7 
Soldiers. Of the Danes were ſlain, the King of Denmark's ſaid * A 


two Sons, and 10700 of their Men. This Slaughter was on . 
Good. Friday, the 22d of April, 1034. The Danes never after ar 
attempted to invade Ireland but once, under the Command of of 8 
Magnus King of Denmark, when Murietagh O Brien, Great he 1 
Grandſon to Brian Boriambe, reigned in chief there. But Mag- 7 * 


zus had no better Succeſs than his Anceſtors; he landed with 0 Brie. 
Part of his 'Army, but both he and they were killed before the 9 
reſt could land, which ſo daunted thole remaining on * 2M 
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that they immediately return d. This Murietagb O Brien uſurp'd 
the Kingdom from his elder Brother Dermoid, which he did not 
long enjoy in Peace, being, as was ſaid before, attacked by the 
Danes, and after by the King of Tyrcoxnel, who diſputed the 
Sovereignty of Ireland with him; and likewiſe by his own Bro- 
ther Dermoid. But being a warlike Prince, he maintain'd his 
Ground (yet not without great Devaſtation of the Country, and 
Spilling much Blood) till about the twentieth Year of his Reign. 
In the Year 1119, he reſign'd his Crown, and rurn'd Monk in 
the Monaſtery of Liſmore, and was the laſt Monarch of the 
Family. O Conner, King of Connaught, uſurping the Sovereignty, 
notwithſtanding the Oppoſition given him by Ter/ogh O Brien, 
Son to the aforeſaid Dermoid (towhom of Right the Monarchy 
belong d) who, at Moinmhoir in Munſter, with the Forces of 
that Province only, fought O Conner and the Troops of all the 
three other, and perform'd Wonders, but were at length forced 
to yield to the great Inequality of Numbers. 

This Sovereignty thus obtain'd, did not continue above 52 
Years in the O Conner Family; for when King Henry II. landed 
in Ireland, (of which all our Ezg/i/þ Hiſtorians give an Ac- 
count) invited thither by Mac Murchoe King of Leinſter ; O 
Conner ſubmitted to him without ſtriking a Stroke. At which 
Time Donald O Brien, Son of Terlogh, laſt nam'd, was living: 
Of whom Warexs ſays in his Antiguitates Hibernia, Nec Si- 
lentio præteriri debet ex Familia O Brienorum, Donaldus O 
Brien Rex Lymericenſis, ol largitiones non ſolum Eccleſie Laonenſi, 
ſed quam plurimis etiam aliis conceſſas, ab Hibernicis multum ce- 
lebratus, He met Henry II. at Caſbell, and ſubmitted to him 
by the Name of Donald O Brien King of Lymerick, as appears 
by an Iriſb Act of Parliament made in the eleventh of Queen 
Elizabeth, for the Attainder of Shan O Neale. Iriſh Statutes, 
fol. 237. David's Diſcovery ef the State of Ireland, fol. 16. King 
Henry III. ſtyles him King of Thomond in the following Record, 
Rex Regi Tolmond /alutem, conceſſimus vobis terram Toſmond, 
ſuam prius tenuiſtis per firmam centum &. triginta Marcarum, 
tenendum de nobis uſque ad Statem noſtram. Since this, the 
Chief of the O Brien Family was conſtantly ſtyled King of 
Thomond, till Morrough O Brien arriving in England, 3 Fuze, in 
35 H. VIII. reſign'd his Title and Principality to King H. VIII. 
and was created Earl of Thomond, during Life, by Letters Pa- 
tent bearing date at Greenwich, 1 July 1543, 35 H. VIII. Re- 
mainder * Brother Conner O Brien for Life, as alſo a Baron 
of the ſaid Kingdom, by the Style and Title of Baron Inchi- 
gun, to him and the Heirs Male of his Body. And by other 
Letters Patent, bearing the fame date, the King * creates Connor 
0 Brie, Baron of 1brickas in the Kingdom of Ireland, to him 
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and the Heirs Male of his Body, as alſo the Title of Earl of 
Thomond, after the Deceaſe of Morrongh O Brien. And by the 
ſame Letters Patent, having granted to the ſaid Connor, an Annui- 
ty of 20/1. per Ann. for Lite; he grants the ſaid Annuity to him, 
and the Heirs Male of his Body, as alſo the Moiety of the Mo- 


naſtery of Clare, and the Monaltery of Gleanaganaghe, alias Ille 


of Cannons, which the ſaid Convor then held. 

The faid Morrough Earl of Thomond, was Son to Terlogh or 
Terlachus O Brien, and had three elder Brothers, Connor, Tieg, 
and Doxrnough, which two laſt died without Iſſue. Connor, the 
eldeſt, was the laſt of twelve Princes of the O Brien Family, 
ſince the Landing of King Henry II. in Ireland, that were ſtyled 
only either Kings of Limeriek, or Thomond, inſtead of Sove- 
' reign Monarchs of all Ireland, as their Anceſtors were. 

This Connor, laſt King of Thomond, left Iflue Donnough 0 
Brien, a Minor, to whom of Right did belong the Principality, 
whereof the ſaid Earl Murrozgh his Uncle poſſeſſed himſelf, 
under Pretence of a moſt unreaſonable Cuſtom call'd Taxi, 
then uſed in that Kingdom, (but now aboliſhed) whereby the 
Eſtate and Title was to deſcend, for Life only, upon the eldeſt 
and worthieſt Man of the Blood, and Surname of him that died 
laſt ſeized ; Seniori & digniſſimo viro Sanguinis & Cognominss. 

But King Henry VIII. being ſenſible of the Injuſtice done to 
the ſaid Connor O Brien, uſed this Expedient to pleaſe both; by 
his Letters Patent, he created the ſaid Mwrrovgh, Earl of Tho- 

ond, for his Life, as is already obſerved, which Title the (aid 
8 enjoyed after his ſaid Uncle Murrougb's Death, by Grant 
5 Fan. 5 E. VI. io him and his Heirs Male. Which Patent recites 
that the ſaid Murroungh was lately dead, and that the ſaid Donnough 
was then ſeiſed of the Honour of Earl of Thomond. 
 Morrough O Brien, firſt Earl of Thomond, left Iſſue Dermot, 
Trige, and Donnongb O Brien; from which Dermot, in a di- 
rect Line, is deſcended the preſent Earl of Inchiquin ; and from 
Donnough O Brien, youngeſt Brother to the aforeſaid Dermot, 
deſcended Sir Donat O Brien of Dromolard, Bart. a Gentleman 
of a plentiful Fortune, and great Intereſt in the Kingdom of 
Treland. 

I now return to Donnough Earl of Thomond, (Son of Connor 
O Brien, Baron of Ibrickan) who, as I have ſhew'd before, 
ſucceeded to the Title of Earl of Thomond, and to his Father 
Connor, as Baron of Ibrickan. Which Donnough, married Olen 
Butler, Daughter to the Earl of Ormond; and was ſucceeded 
by Connor his Son, who married Mac Ibrienara's Daughter, and 
had Iflue by her three Sons, whereof Donnough Earl of The- 
mond was the eldeſt: From Tieg O Brien, ſecond Son, Connor 
or Cornelius O Brien, next Heir apparent to the preſent Earl of 
Thomond PF Failure of Iſſue Male) lineally deſcends ; and from 
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Daniel O Brien, third Son, the Lords Viſcount Clare, of the 
Kingdom of Ireland, derive their Deſcent. 

Donnough O Brien aforeſaid, commonly cail'd the great Earl 
of Thomond, was Preſident of Munſter, Privy Counſellor in 
Ireland, and very much in Favour both with Queen Elisabeth 
and King James I. He married firſt the Lord Roch's Daugh- 
ter, and had Iſſue by her the Lady Margaret, married to Cor- 
mack Mac Corthy, Son and Heir to the Lord Muſterry. He 
afcerwards married the Lord Kildave's Siſter, by whom he had 
two Sons, Henry Lord O Brien, and Sir Barnaby O Brien. 

The elder Son Henry Earl of Thomond, married the Daughter 
of Sir William Brereton, Knt. and died, leaving only five Daugh- 
ters ; the Lady Mary married to Charles Cokain Lord Viſcount 
Cullen; the Lady Margaret to Edward Somerſet, Marquis of 
Worceſter; the Lady Elizabeth to Dutton Lord Gerrard of Brom- 
ley; the Lady Anne married to her own firſt Couſin, Henry 
Earl of Thomond ; and the Lady Honora firſt married to Sir 
Francis Englefield, and afterwards to Sir Robert Howard, ſixth 
Son of Thomas, the firſt Earl of Berkſhire. The Title and E- 
ſtate deſcended to his Brother Sir Barnaby O Brien. 

Which Barnaby, his Succeſſor, by his Wife Mary, Daughter 
of Sir George Farmer, Knt. Anceſtor to the preſent Earl of Pom- 
fret, left Iſſue Henry Earl of Thomond, and Penelope O Brien, 
married to Heury Earl of Peterborough, Uncle to Charles the late 
Earl of that Name. 

Henry Earl of Thomond married, as is aforeſaid, the Lady 
Anne O Brien his firſt Couſin, and had Iſſue by her Henry Lord 
Ibrickan, who married the Lady Katherine Steuart, Siſter and 
ſole Heir to Charles Duke of Richmond and Lenox. He died 
in the Life-time of his Father, leaving Iſſue a Son Donnough 
who married Sophia, Daughter to Thomas Oſborn Duke of Leeds, 
and died without Iſſue; as alſo two Daughters, Mary, married 
to John Earl of Kildare, and Catharine to Edward Earl of Cla- 
rendon, who left by her an only Daughter and Heir, from whom 
the preſent Earl of Daruley, of Ireland, and Lord Clifton, in 
Enyland, is deſcended. 

The faid Henry Earl of Thomond, burying his firſt Lady, mar- 
ried afterwards Sarab, Daughter of Sir Francis Ruſſell, of Chi- 
penbam in Cambridgeſhire, Bart. and by her had Iflue, belides a 
Son and Daughter that died unmarried, the Lady Penelope O 
Brien, firſt Wife to Henry Earl of Suffolk and Bindon; the 
Lady Mary, married to Sir Matthew Dudley, of Clopros in Nor- 
thamptonſbire, Bart. and Henry Horatio Lord Obrien, who died 
alo in the Life-time of his Father, having married the Lady 
Henrietta Somerſet, youngeſt Daughter to Henry Duke of Be- 
fore, by whom he laue, _— the prelent Earl of Tho- 
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mond, and three Daughters, Lady Mary, Lady Margaret, and 
Lady Elizabeth, who all died unmarried. 

Which Henry, now Earl of Thomond, born 14 Arg. 1688, 
having diſtinguiſh'd himſelf in Defence of the Proteſtant Suc- 


ceſſion, and in Conſideration of his Deſcent from ſuch noble 


Anceſtors, was deſervedly advanced, by his Majeſty King Georz- 
on his Acceſſion to the Crown, to the Dignity of a Viſcouir 
of England, by the Style and Title of Viſcount Tadcaſter in Com. 
Elor. by Letters Patent“ bearing date 19 OF.1714. On 13 March, 
1721. his Lordſhip was conſtituted Cuſtos Rorutorum of the 
County of Hex; and on 2 April following Lord . ieutenan: 
of the ſame County, in which Poſts he was continued by his 
preſent Majeſty, on his Acceſſion to the Throne. 

He married Elizabeth, eldeſt Daughter of Charles Seymors 
the preſent Duke of Somerſet, by which Lady, who died at his 
Houſe in Dover-ſtreet, April 2, 1734, he had no Iſſue.

And his Name occurs 
in the Roll of Barrle-Abbey, among thoſe who were with the 
Conqueror, when he obrained that memorable Victory near 
Haſtings. 

This William de St. Jobn, Part of whoſe Eſtate was the Ma- 
nor of Belington, had to Wife Oliva, Daughter of Ralph de Eil. 
giert in Normandy, Grandfather to Feffry de Filziers, whoſe Siſter 
Clementia, of the Family of Filziers, Widow of Alus de Dinant, 
about the Time of King John, was the ſecond Wife of Rany/ph 
de Blundeville Earl of Cheſ/ter. 

This William was the Father of Thomas de St. Fohn, that held 
Lands in Com. Oxon 13 Henry |. and“ gave to the Monks of 
St. Peters in Glouceſter his Lands called Ragge, lying in Standiſh : 
But after this Thomas's Death, John de St. Fobn, who was his 
Brother, and inherited his Lands in Erglazd, and principally 
the Lordſhip of Stanton in Com. Oxon ( henceforth, for Diltinc- 
tion to other Towns of the ſame Name, called Stanton St. Fobn ) 
gave*© in the 5th Year of K. Stephen 160 Marks of Silver for 
Livery of thoſe Lands, and was a Witness“ to that Grant of the 
Church of Combe made to the Monks of Egucſbam in Oxford. 
ſvire by the Empreſs Maud; and likewiſe enfeotted © thoſe Monks 
with the Church of Stanton: He was Wirnels alſo to another 
Charter of the Empreſs, confirming the Donation of Baldwix

This Jobn was famous. in the Reign of K. William Rufus, 
being one of the twelve Knights who accompanying Robert 
Fitzhamon Lord of 17 in that Warlike Expedition made 
apainſt the [#el/b, had in Reward of his great Benefics and Helps 
in many Victories (as other Knights that attended had) the 
Caſtle of Falmont, Paumont, or Fauman (as variouſly written) 
in the County of Glamorgan. 

He had Iflue Thomas de St. John, Lord of Stanton St. Fobn, 
living 13 Henry II. and Father to Roger de St. Fohn, who in 22 
Henry If was ö aſſeſſed 133 6s. and 8d. for treſpaſſing in the 
King's Foreſts in Com. Oxon, and being dead in the 16th Year 
of King Fohn, eg de Luci * gave 300 Marks for the Ward-

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of that Name was the ſame Perſon who wes in the Hol

The elder Brother to Thomas de St. John | take to be Roger + 
St John; which Roger intermarrying with k Cicely, Daughter and 
Heir to Robert de Haya, Lord of the Manor of Halrac in Com. 
Suſſex (given unto him by his Kinſman, K. Herry 1.) had al 
by her a Daughter, Muriel, and two Sons, William de St. Jobn 
(mentioned among the Barons and Knights in the Rolls, for Pay. 
ment of Scutage tor Knights Fees in the County of S»fſex) and 
Robert de St. John, who augmented the Number of Monks at 
Boxgzrave in that County from three to fifteen, William adding 
ten, and Robert two, the three being inſtituted by their maternal 
Anceſtor (Robert de Haya, the pious Founder of that Priory, 
which he made a Cell to Fay in Normandy. 

Muriel had for Huſband ® Reginald de Aureval, of whom pro- 
ceeded Mazil, married unto Adam de Port, a great Baron, bau- 
ing the Head of his Barony at Baſing in Com. Southampton, 
Son of John, Son of Henry, Son of Hugh de Port, Proprietor 
of 55 Lordſhips in the County of Southampton, temp. Will. |. 
A Perſon of very ample Revenues, as may be ſeen under the 
Title of Terra Hugonis de Port, in Doomſday-Book, ſome of 
which (at leaſt two Manors, Cerdeford and Eſthetune in Hany- 
ſhire) he had ſrom his Anceſtors before the Entrance of Vi. 
liam the Norman Duke. 

Nevertheleſs, as great as he was, his chief Heir- Male . 
liam, the Son of Adam de Port by Muriel, aſſumed the Surname 
of his Grandmother by the Mother's Side, wiz. St. Fohbn®, wri- 
ting himſelf Willielmus de Santo Fohanne, Filins & Heres Ade 
de Port. 

This William de St. Fohn is ſtyled Son and Heir of Adam dt 
Porto, confirming to the Monks of Boxgreve, what Robert 4. 
Haya, Roger, and William, and Robert de St. John, his Predecel- 
fors, Lords of Haluac, had given them. 

The fail William de St. 2 enjoyed the Barony of Ba, 
and likewiſe ! gave to the aforeſaid Monks of Boxgrave eleven 
Virgates of Land in the Town of Walborneton, and Paſture for 
twelve Oxen and as many Cows, exc. and in the Town of Con- 
cone two Virgates of Land, and Paſture for Sheep, Part alſo of 
his Wood near Boxgrave ; and likewiſe a Virgate in Haluac to 
the Church of Boxgrave, for the Souls of William, and Roben 
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de St. Fohn, and Adam de Port his Father, and Mabel his Mo- 
ther; witneſſed 4 by Geffry Peverell, Roger Hay, and Geffry de 
St. Fobn, under the Seal of his Arms, on a Chief, two Mullers, 
as now borne by his Deſcendants. 

To this William de St. John Lord of Baſing*, by Godehild 
(Godehelda) his Wife, Daughter of Paganel, ſucceeded Robert 
de St. John, his Son and Heir; and had other Children, Feffry 
and Adam. 

Robert de St Fobn, Lord of Baſing, Anno 38 Henry III.“ ob- 
tained a Charter of free Warren in all his demeſne Lands at 
IVarnfoord and Chanton in Com. Southampton, Weſtret, Hamp- 
ton, Godmewood, Walferton and Bernham in Com. Suſſex ; as 
alſo at Schisford in Com. Berks: And in 42 Henry III. had Sum- 
mons '; among divers other great Men, to be at Cheſter upon 
Monday next after the Feaſt of St. John Baptiſt, well accouter' d 
with Horſe and Arms, to oppoſe the Incurſions of the Welſh. 
Likewiſe 45 Henry III. he obtain'd Licenſe ® to fix a Pale upon 
the Bank of his Moat at Baſing ; as alſo to continue it ſo forti- 
fied during the King's Pleaſure: And in 50 Henry III. was con- 
ſtituted Governor * of the Caſtle at Porchefter, but died the next 
Year, or before *; for then had John his Son and Heir (by the 
Daughter of William de Cantelupe) Livery of his Lands, doing 
his Homage; the Brother of which Fob» was William, whoſe 
Poſterity bore for Arms, till the Time of Queen Elizabeth, 
Argent, on a Chief, Gules, the two Mullers, over all a Bend of 
the ſecond, as a Note of Cadency. 

This William before-mentioned ? had the Caſtle of Faumont 
in Glamorganſbire, by the Gift of his Father Robert, the ſecond 
Lord St. Fohn of Baſing. He lived in the Reign of King EA. 
ward I. about which Time, to one of his Name I find Iſabel 
was Wife, who was Daughter and Cobeir to Miliam Combmar- 
tin; and it is evident that he had two Sons, Henry, who died 
without Iſſue, and Sir John St. John, who by Beatrix his Wife 
had Iſſue another Sir Jobn St. John of Faumont, his Son and 
Heir, who married Elizabeth, Daughter and Coheir to Sir Henry 
Humfreville of Penmark, of whom proceeded Sir Oliver St. 
Fobs, Father to another Sir Fohn St. Fohn, Lord of Penmark, 
and greatly enriched by the Intermarriages of his Grandfather 
and Father with the Female Coheirs of Sir Fobn Pavely of 
Pavely in Com. Northampton (the Heir general of Folio?) and 
with the Coheir of Delabere. | 

This laſt Sir Jobn, who was found Couſin and Heir to Sir 
John Delabere, had Iſſue Sir Oliver St. John, who came firſt to 
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poſſeſs the Lordſhip of Bletſbo in the Reign of King Henry VI. 
by taking to Wife Margaret, Siſter and fole Heir to John 4. 
Beauchamp of Bletſbo in Com. Northampton, Knt. a Junior Line 
of the Beauchamps of Powick, which branched from the old 
Earls of Warwick; by which Lydiard Tregoze alſo came into 
this Family of Sz. Jobn, poſſeſſed by Beauchamp ever imce thy 
Marriage of Roger, Baron Beauchamp of Bletſbo, temp. Ede III. 
with the eldeſt Siſter and Coheir of Sir William de Path), 
Lord of Blezſho, to whom it deſcended by Broye, the original 
Owner, and the Lords Grandiſon. 

This Sir Oliver, ſays Leland in his Itinerary, Vol. 6. had (is 
or ſeven Daughters, of whom I find only the Names of four, 
viz. Edith, Wife unto Sir Feffry Pole, Knt. Elizabeth unto

formed other memorable Services againſt the Rebels. He was 
Preſident of Munſter, Vice-Preſident of Connaught, and Naſt;

Sir Richard Cox in his Preface to the ſecond Part of the Hiſte- 
ry of Ireland gives this Account of him, That he was of a gene- 
rous Temper, and was not inferior to any of his Predeceſlom, 
in a ſincere Concern for the Proteſtant Religion, and the Good 
of the Kingdom; but he happened in an ill Time, as did allo 
his Succeſſor, the worthy Lord Falkland, whilſt the Sponib 
Match was in Agitation. So that both theſe brave Men, by the 
Clamour of the Iriſh, and the prevailing Power of their Popilh 
Enemies, came away in Diſgrace. | 

However, Sir Oliver was not wanting in his own Vindica- 
tion; and therefore wrote to the King, that he met a Cloud of 
malicious Enemies, inſtead of good Subjects; and that even 
ſome of the Privy-Council were Spies upon him, and took 
occaſions to leſſen him, tho? they had no other Provocation ſor 
doing ſo, but his Examination of a certain Patent, according to 
his Majeſty's ſpecial Order, and his righting the Church againſt 
their Depredations. And tho' the King in Anſwer aſſured him, 
That his Reputation /iood without Blemiſh, yet his Enemies atter- 
wards not only prevailed by getting the Lord Falkland to ſuc- 
ceed him, but were ſo importunate for his coming over, that 
his Majeſty from Newmarket on Far. 28, 1621, anſwers them, 
that it were diſhonourable to ſerve one in that eminent Station 
ſo unkindly without a Crime; and with his own Hand ads 
this Poſtſcript : It was never wont to be my Faſhion, to diſgrat 
any antient Miniſter of mine before he was heard.

Before I proceed to treat of ohn, his eldeſt Son, I ſhall ob. 
ſerve that Anthony his ſecond Son, was Father to Sir Millian 
Temple, bred up at King's College in Cambridge, where he took 
the Degree of Maſter of Arts. He was deſign'd for the Lay, 
but falling into the more refined and philoſophical Studies of that 
Age, he wrote on thoſe Subjects two Treatiſes in very elegant 
Latin, the firſt printed in 1581, and dedicated to Sir Phili 
Sidney, who prevailed with him to leave the College, and ac- 
company him Abroad as his Secretary, and there died in his 
Arms: After he had, before his Death, recommended him to 
the great Earl or Eſſex, at that Time in the Height of Queen 
Elizabeth's Favour, and whoſe Secretary he was till the tragical 
End of his Life. Sir William Temple not only fell with the 
Earl from the Proſpect of fo great Fortunes, but was purſu'd 
by Cecil. At laſt in 1609, on the importunate Solicitations of 
Dr. James Uſher, he accepted of the Provoſtſhip of Trinity- 
College in Dublin; after which he was knighted, and made one 
of the Maſters of the Chancery, and there died at the Age of 
ſeventy-three Years, Anno 1626, having married Martha, 
Daughter of... Harrington. 

His eldeſt Son, Fob» Temple, was ſent young abroad, and 
afterwards bred in the Court of King Charles I. who made him 
Maſter of the Rolls in Ireland, and of the Privy Council there. 
He was in particular Friendſhip and Confidence with the Earl 
of Leiceſter at the Time he was declared Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland; and afterwards on the Changes in the King's Councils 
and Affairs, was impriſon'd there with three more Privy Coun- 
ſellors, for oppoling the Ceſſation, which the Duke of Ormond 
was commanded to make with the ITriſþb Rebels. In 1644 be 
was exchang'd and ſent for by the Parliament in Exgland, in 
which he fat till 1648, and was then turn'd out with thoſe 
called the ſecluded Members, for joining with them in voting 
for the Conditions of the Peace, then treated on with the King 
in the Iſle of Vigbt. During the fad Scene which followed, 
he continued privately in London, till the Reſtaurarion in 1660, 
when he returned to the Place of Maſter of the Rolls in Ire- 
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Ind, where he lived in great Plenty and Eſteem, and there died 
in the Year 77, which was the ſame of his Age, and lies buried 
by his Father in Trinity College. He married Mary, Daughter 
to Robert Hammond, of Chertſey, and Siſter to the famous Dr. 
Henry Hammond, by whom he had Iſſue four Sons, and one 
Daughter Martha, married to Sir Thomas Gifford, Bart. who all 
except one Son ſurviv'd him. 

His eldeſt Son was the famous Sir William Temple, Bart. one 
of the Privy Council to King Charles II. fo well known in the 
Common-wealth of Learning, and for his Negotiations in fo- 
reign Courts, that he has added great Honour to his Name 
and Family: He departed this Life in Jan. 1698, in the oth 
Year of his Age, and lies buried in We/tminfter- Abbey, accor- 


ding to Directions in his Will. He married Dorothy, Daugh- 


ter to Sir Peter Oſborn, Governor of Guernſey for King Cha. I. 

whom he had nine Children, but of them only Jobn his 
Son ſurviv'd to Maturity, who marry'd in France a rich Heireſs 
Mary, only Daughter of MonC. Dupleſſis Rambouiller, à French 
Proteſtant, of a very good Family, and by her left two Daugh- 
ters, now living, the eldeſt of which is Elzzabeth, married to 

bs Temple, of Moor-Park in Com. Surrey, Eſq; younger Son 
to Sir John Temple, (Sir William Temples ſecond Brother) eſteem'd 
one of the beſt Lawyers in Ireland, and Sollicitor and Attor- 
ney General there many Yeats ; to whom Archbiſhop Sheldon 
made a ſingular Compliment, that he had the Curſe of the Goſ- 
pel, becauſe all Men ſpoke well of bim. 

Dorothy, the youngeſt Daughter, is married to Nicholas Ba- 
con, of Shrubland-hall in the County of Sfb, Eſq; 

Sir Fobn Temple, Attorney-General died on the loch of March, 
1704, and was buried at Mortlack. He married Jane, Daugh- 
ter of Sir Abrabam Turner, of the Kingdom of Ireland, and 
belides the ſaid Jobn Temple, of Moor-Park, Eſq; had Iſſue 
Hezry, his eldeſt Son, ſeared at Eæſſbeen in the County of 
Surry, now Lord Viſcount Palmer/on, whoſe Son and Heir the 
Hon Henry Temple, Eſq; married Sept. 12, 1738, . . . Daughter of 
Sir Jobn Bernard, one of the Members for the City of Lox» 
dew, and departed this Life in Auguſt, 1740, leaving Iſſue by 
her one Son. |

Order of Baronets, he was created to that Dignity, by Letters 
Patent bearing date 22 Maii (1611) 9 Fac. I. being the 75th 
in Precedency. He had ro Wife, Heſter, Daughter of Miles 
Sandys, of Latimers in Com. Bucks, Eſq; by whom he had 
four Sons, and nine Daughters, who lived to be married, and ſo 
exceedingly multiplied, that this Lady, who ſurviv'd him, fav 
ſeven hundred deſcended from her, beſides a new Generation 
of marriageable Females juſt at her Death, which is affirmed 
by Dr. Thomas Fuller in his Worthies of England, who relates 
that he bought the Truth thereof, by a Wager he loſt on it. 
An original Picture of this Lady Heſter Temple is at Stow. She 
far ſurpaſſed Mrs. Hcneywood of Marks-Hall in Efjex (men- 
tioned by Dr. Derham and Mr. Hearn, in his Pretace to the 
fifth Volume of Leland's Irin.) who lived to ſee deſcended from 
her own Body 367 Children, &c. for Lady Temple ſaw above 
700, the laſt of which was lately liying, viz. the Daughter of 
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Sir Henry Gibbs, of Hunnington in Warwickſhire. She died in 
Dec. 1737, in extreme Old Age.

The eldeit Son, Sir Richard Temple, on his Father's Death, 
in the 7rh Year of King William, was choſcn to fic in Parla- 
ment for the Town of Buckingham; and on 12 April, 1703, 
was conſtituted Lieutenant of the Town of Buckingham, and 
County thereof; for which Town he ſerv'd in Parliament whilſt 
he continued a Commoner, and was elected in the 4th of Queen 
Anne, one of the Knights of the Shire for that County.

AT the Time of the Conqueſt, four Brothers, Engliſbmes®, 
are mentioned in Domeſday-Book, to be Poſſeſſors of Wat. 
ly in Hampſhire. And Camden, in his Deſcription of that 
County, makes this mention of the Place, and of the Family*- 
e Teſt having taken into it à little River from Wallop, or 
more truly Well-hop, that is, by Interpretation out of our Fore- 
fathers Language, a pretty Well in the Side of an Hill, whereof 
that right worſbipful Family of the Wallops, of Knights Degree, 
dwelling hard by, took Name. In 12 H. II. Wilkam de Wallop * 
held one Knight's Fee in Miliſbire, of Humphry de Bobun. And 
in the Reign of King Herry III. Gerrard de Wallop, held * one 
Knights Fee in Wallop de veteri Feoffamento, viz. whereof his 
Anceſtor had been enfeoffed in the Time of King Henry I.

James I. who was an induſtrious and careful Othcer, and Au. 
guſtine Vincent, Windſor Herald, a laborious Antiquary, his Co- 
temporary, have both left Pedigrees of this Family among their 
Collections. 

The firſt taken Notice of by Vincent, is Walter de Wally, 
alias Welhop ; but * Matthew de Wallop is at the Head of the Pe. 
digree drawn by Nicholas Charles. 

This Matthew de Wallop, on 27 April, in the fifth Year of 
King Fohn*, obtained a Grant to him and his Heirs for ever, 
of the Cuſtody of the Houle, Ciſtle and Gaol of Wizche/}er, 
with the Lands of Nodecote, and one Hide of Land in 4. 
dover, with the Appurtenances, and all other Cuſtoms and Pri. 
vileges thereunto belonging. In 9 Fob. the King 5 grants to 
Matthew de Wallop his Servant, 208 Acres of Land in Wally, 
which was Stephen de Bendenges. 

In 15 Job. the King orders him to deliver“ Nicholas de He. 
vill, (who was in his Cuſtody at Wincheſter) to Robert de Gang). 
And in 6 H. III. * the Sheriff of the County of Southampton, 
had command to deliver to Matthew de Wallop, thoſe Lands 
which were in the King's Hands in Wallop. 

The ſaid Matthew had Iſſue * John de Mallop, Poſſeſſor of 
Wallop, Ann. 1228, 13 H. III. and was living in the Beginning 
of the Reign of King Edward J. 

In 8 Edu. I. the King grants and confirms to his beloved 
and faithful Fohn de Wallope, three Carucates and a Half of 
Land in Ballibaulis, and one Carucate and Half of Land in Ba!. 
liotyre, to him and his Heirs for ever, in Satisfaction of Tr: 
ginta Libratarum terre, which he had granted him for his Ser- 
vices, to hold of the King and his Succeffors, by the Service 
of one Knight's Fee. As he had this Grant of Lands in Ire- 
land, its probable he ſerved in that Kingdom ; for our Hiſto- 
rians relate *, that the Iriſh rebelled, and were every where trou- 
bleſome at the latter End of the Reign of King Henry III. and 
in the Beginning of King Edu. I. 

The ſaid John de Wallop, left Iſſue by“ Mabel his Wife, two 
| 2 Richard, who died without Iſſue, and Robert. who was a 

night. 

Which Sir Robert de Wallop, in 51 Hen. III. was of ſuch 
eminency, that he was appointed with Gilbert de Clare, Earl of 
Gloucefter, Humphrey Earl of Hereford, and other great Men, 
to © provide (as are the Words of the Statute) for the good 
„State of the Land, and namely, for certayn Perſons dyſheri · 
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« ted, havynge thereunto full Power of our ſayd Lord the 
« Kynge, and the other Barons and Councellours, accordynge 
« to the Fourme wrytten and confyrmed in the Letters gene- 
« ral and ſpecyal of the ſayd Kinge, and the other aforenamed 
« wyllinge to procede accordinge to the Path of Equytie, by 
« the Aſſent of the Reverend Father Ozhobone, Deacon, Car- 
« dynall of Sayncte Adrian, and Legate of the Apoſtolique 
“ See, and the Nobleman H. of Alnaine | eldeſt Son of Ri- 
« chard, King of Almain] havynge lyke Power and Auctori- 
« tie, &c.” 

The Award they made conſiſting of forty-three Articles, be- 
tween the King and the Commons, was proclaimed in the 
Caſtle of Kenelworth, the Day before the Calends of November, 
1266, 51 H. III. 

This Sir Robert de Wallop died in 11 Ed. I.“ leaving an only 
Daughter and Heir? the Wife of Peter de Barton, Lord of Weſt 
Barton, in the County of Southampton, who had Iflue by her 
William, his Son and Heir. 

Which William de Barton, was found 4 Grandicn and Heir 

of the ſaid Sir Robert Mallop; in 11 Edu. I. and was dead in 
16 Edu. I. for then Richard his Son and Heir * was in Ward to 
Joan his Wife, who was Daughter and Heir of Herbert Den- 
mede, by Alice his Wife, Daughter of Richard Breton, who was 30 
Years of Age at the Death * of his Father William Breton, who 
died in 21 Edw. I. And the ſaid Richard Breton leaving Iflue® 
William, and he Jobn, who died in 17 R. II. “ leaving Alice 
his only Daughter and Heir *, married to Walter Hacket of the 
County of Southampton“, and dying without Iflue by him, the 
faid Joan was Heir as well to the Family of Breton, as Den- 
mede. 
She was ſecondly in 30 Edu. I. * Wife of Robert Stratfield; 
but I don't find ſhe had any other Iſſue than Richard her Son 
before-mentioned, who took the Name of V allo from his 
Grandmother. 

Which Richard de Wallop, was returned * one of the Knights 
of the Shire for the County of Southampton, to the Parliament 
held in 2 Edu. III. at Saliſbury; and ? its obſervable this Par- 
liament did not meet above ſixteen Days; and the Knights for 
the County of Southampton, are not mentioned among the W rits 
for their Expences, which Mr. Pryzz attributes to the Clerk's 
neglecting to inrol them. | 
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In 3 Edw.III. he, and John de Grym/tede, were returned for 
the ſaid County ©, and had their Expences allowed, firſt in the 
Parliament held at Saliſbury, and from thence adjourned to 
Weſtminſter, where they fat only eleven Days, from the 
1oth to the 22d of February After which I find no further 
mention of him, but only his Marriage and Iſſue. His Wife 
was Alice, Daughter of Sir Fohn Huſee, of Beechworth Caſtle 
in Com. Surrey, Knt. and Siſter and Heir to Roger Huſee, her 
Brother, according to Charles; but Vincent mentions her to be 
Daughter of Roger Huſee, who had Summons to Parliament 
among the Barons in the Reign of King Edward III. and with- 
out doubt, Sir Joh» Huſee, the Father of the ſaid Roger, was 
of the ſame Stock, with others of the Name, who were alſo 
Barons, and deſcended from Geffrey de Hu/ee, in the Reign of 
King Stephen. 

But of Sir John Huſee of Beechworth, I find that in 21 E. 14 
he obtained a Charter for a Weekly Market on the Monday, at 
Weſt Haneleſworth in Com. Wilts. And that Roger Huſee his 
Son and Heir, in 1 Ed. III. as Couſin and Heir to Fob Bere. 
wwyck deceaſed, making Proof of his Age, and doing his Homage, 
had Livery of his Manor of Higgecourt in Surrey. In 12 E. III. 
he * was in that Expedition then made into Scotland; and the- 
Year after, with all the Strength he could raiſe, aſſiſted Fob» d: 
Warren Earl of Surrey, in defending the Sea Coaſts in Suſſex. 
In 20 E. III. he“ was in the Wars of France, in which Year 
Calais was taken, and merited fo well, that in 22 & 23 E. III. 
ihe had Summons to Parliament amongſt the Barons of this 
Realm. He died in 35 E. III.“ ſeiſed of the Manors of , 
Becheſworth and Heggecourt in Com. Surr. Morton, Heneleſwortb 
and Ringſtede in Com. Dorſ. the Moiety of the Manors of 
Barton - Sacy, in Com. Southamp. and of the Manors of No- 
thinkton, and Kingſton Deveril in Com. Wilts, leaving John his 
Son and Heir, then forty Years of Age, the Father (it may be 
preſumed) of the ſaid Alice, Wife of the before-mentioned 
Richard Wallop, who had Iſſue by her three Sons, Thomas, 
John, and Richard I allop. 

John Wallop was one of the Members for Milton in the Par- 
liament of 21 & 22 Ed. III. 

Of Richard Wallop, I find that Anno 1405, 7 H. IV. he” wa 
in that Eſteem with William of Wickham, Biſhop of Wincheſter, 
and Lord Chancellor, that he left him a Legacy in his Lalt 
h Rot. Franc. 20 E. III. p. 1+ m. 16. 
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Will and Teſtament. In 1 H. V. he was ' one of the Juſtices 
of the Quorum, in the County of Southampton; and one of 
the Juſtices of the Gaol- delivery at Winchefter. And in 2 H.V.? 
with five of the greateſt Note in the County of Southampton, 
and the Sheriff, were commiſſioned to inquire into the Sect of 
the Lollards, and other Conventicles in that County, acti 
contrary to the Faith of the Catholick Church. In 9 H. V. 
be and Sir Richard Brocas%, were returned Knights fo the 
County of Southampton, to the Parliament then held; Milites 
Gladiis Cincti, as the Indenture ſpecifies : So that he was 
knighted before that Year; but I find no further mention of 
him 


Thomas Wallop (eldeſt Son of Richard and Alice) married in 
16 E. III. Margaret, Daughter of.. Wellington, He dyed on 
the 27th of November, 35 E. III. ſeiſed of the Manors of Sober- 
ton, Over-Wallop, and Nether-Wallop, in Com. Southampton, 
leaving John, his Son and Heir, of the Age of eight Years. 

Which John, was one of the Members for Saliſbury, in 
the Parliament held in 2 H. IV. and died“ in 16 H. VI. He 
had Iſſue by Avice his Wife, Daughter of Fohn Buſch, Thomas 
his Son and Heir. 

Which Thomas Wallop, was one of the Knights of the 
Shire for the County of Southampton, in 2 H. V. and by Mar- 
nage with Margaret, Daughter and Coheir of Nicholas Va- 
liner, Lord of Farley, and Clideſden in Com. Southamp. had 
Iſſue two Sons, John and Edward, but died a in the Life- 
time of his Father. 

Jobn, his eldeſt Son, ſucceeded his Grandfather in 16 H. VI. 
and was alſo poſſeſſed of the Manors of Farley, and Clideſaden, 
the Eſtate of the Yalyns, as Heir to his Mother. The Manor 
Houſe of Farley, was a noble large Structure, and the Seat of * 
Sir William Valoynes in the Reign of King Henry III. who had 
Iue John de Valoynes ©, and he another John, the Father 
of Nicholas, who left Iſſue Margaret, his Daughter and Heir 
before-mentioned. 

The Family of YValoines deſcended from Peter de Valoines, 
who was in ſuch Favour with Wilkam the Conqueror, that he is 
mentioned in Domeſday Book, to be poſſeſſed of twelve Lord- 
ſhips in Eſſex, in Cambridgeſbire one, in Lincoluſbire one, in Herr- 
fortſhire leventeen, in Norfolk twenty, and in Suffolk fix; in 
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which County his Deſcendants had their chief Reſidence, making 
the Caſtle of Orford the Head or Capital Seat of their Barony, 
which was afterwards the Seat of the Ufords, Earls of Suffolk ; 
Robert de Ufford attaining it by Marriage with Cicelie, Daughter 
and Coheir of Robert de Valoines, who died ſeiſed thereof in 10 
Edw. I. leaving the ſaid Cecilie, and Roeſe the Wife of Sir Hugh 
Pakenham, Knt. his Heirs. And before that, there were ſeveral 
Branches of this Family, whereby the great Inheritance of the 
ſaid Peter de Valoines was divided among them; bur Sir lla 
Dugdale, in his Baronage of England, has not made out their 
Alliances. 

But I return to John Wallop before- mentioned, who being 

ſſeſſed of the Manor-Houſe of Farley, he made it his chief 

eſidence, as it was of his Deſcendants, till it was burnt in 
An. 1667 ; but was rebuilt An. 1733, by the now Lord Vic. 
count Lymington. This Fohn Wallop was Sheriff of the County 
of Southampton in 33 Hen. VI.“ as alſo in the 1ſt Year of King 
Edward IV. And in the 12th Year of that King“ was choſen 
with Sir Maurice Berkley, Knights for the ſaid County, in the 
Parliament then held. He was buried in the Chancel of the 
Church of Farley *, where there is yet remaining a Tomb 
erected to his Memory, covered with black Marble, exhibiting 
the Figures of a Gentleman and his Wife in the Habit of the 
Times, engraved on Braſs, with Labels proceeding out of their 
Mouths. But the Inſcription and all the Braſs Plates were taken 
away in the Time of the Civil War; when the Houſe of Fark 
was made a Garriſon for the Parliament. And the Church of 
Farley being in a very ruinous Condition, has been lately re- 
built by the Lord Viſcount Lymington. The ſaid Fohn Wally, 
Eſq; had to Wife Foan?, Daughter of Richard Holte of Colrythe 
in Com. Seuthamp. Eſq; by whom he had Iſſue three Sons“ 
Richard, Robert, and Stephen ; alſo two Daughters, Margery, 
Wife of John Kirby of Stanbridge, and Margaret of Fohn Vaux 
of Odyam, both in the County of Southampron, Eſqs. 

Richard Wallop, Eſq; the eldeſt Son, was Sheriff ® of the County 
of Southampton, in 17 H. VII. andthe ſame Year was one of the 
principal Gentlemen of that County © certified to the King, to have 
Eſtate ſufficient to be one of the Knights of the Barb, which were 
to be made ar the Marriage of Prince Arthur, the King's eldeſt 
Son; but he had not that Honour conferred on him, dying about 
that Time, as ſhould ſeem by the Will of Elizabeth his Wife*, who 
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was Daughter and Coheir of ....... Hampton of Old Stoke in 
Com. Southamp. Eſq. 

The ſaid Eliaberh by her laſt Will and Teſtament, bearing 
Date 10 Sept. 21 H. VII.“ orders her Body to be buried in the 
Pariſh Church of Farley, near the Sepulchre of Richard Wal. 
lp, Eſq; her late Huſband ; and that her Executors provide 
Prieſts to ſay Maſs for her Soul in the Charch of Farley, the 
Priory of St. Mary Magdalen of Wynteney in the County of 
Southampton, and in the Univerſity of Oxford. . 

She bequeathed to the maintaining the Lights and other Or- 
naments in the Churches of Farley, and Old Stoke, ſuch Mone 
2 ſhould ariſe by the Sale of 100 Sheep, and was a Benefactret 
to the Churches of St. Michael Ba ſingſlote, Over-Wallop, and 
ſeveral other Churches; and bequeaths a Legacy to Gyles, Son 
of Stephen Wallop, to provide for his being brought up a Prieſt. 

To the faid Richard Mallop, Efq,, ſucceeded Robert, his next 
Brother and Heir, who was afterwards knighted. Which Sir 
Robert Wallop, Knt. was Sheriff of the County of * Sourhamprow 
in the firſt Year of King Henry VII. as allo in the 7th and 15th 
Years of that King. He made his Will on Aug. 22, 1529, 21 
H. VIII. having before that Time been knighred, but did not 
die till fix Years after, as ſhould ſeem by rhe Probate thereof, 
which bears Date Fane 16, 1535, 27 H. VIII. 

He thereby ordered his Body to be buried in the Church of 
Farley, within the Chancel, next to his Father's Tomb, and 
bequeathed to the Mother Church of St. Swithine's 10s. and 
205, more, becauſe he was a Brother of the Chapter-Houſe 
there. And according to the Cuſtom of the Times, left Lega- 
cies to ſeveral Churches, and the Iſſues and Profits of his Ma- 
nor of Clidaeſden, to charitable Uſes, for the Space of 20 Years, 
having for that End (as declared in his Will) ſettled it in Feof- 
fees, by Deed bearing Date the 7th Day of April, 10 H. VIII. 

He orders a Prieſt to ſing for his Soul, his Father's Soul, 
Jobs, his Mother's Soul, Joan, and all his Brothers and Siſters 
Souls ; and for the Soul of his Uncle Richard Wallop, and for 
the Souls of his Wives, Jabel, and Frances, and all Chriſtian 
Souls ; and to have annually for his Salary 6 J 13s. and to wait 
on his Wife Roſe, and ſing where it ſhall pleaſe her, or her As- 
bens. The Reſidue of the Profits of the ſaid Manor of Clidde/dew 
de bequeaths to Roſe his Wife, or her Executors, to diſpole of 
n Deeds of Mercy and Charity, without any Account. He 
ikewiſe bequeaths to her all his Debts, Goods, &c. truſting 
nd defiring her to do for his Soul, as the would he ſhould do 
N her Soul; and makes her ſole Executrix, without any Over- 
er, 
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He bequeaths to Oliver Wallop, his Nephew, and his Heirs, 
all his Lands and Tenements in Andover, concluding that he 
wrote his Will with his own Hand, and that at his Requeſt the 
Biſhop of Durham, John Sackfield, William Roper, and other 
_ of Note, ſubſcribed their Names thereto, to prevent 
iſputes. | 

This Sir Robert Wallop® leaving no Iſſue, the Eſtate devolved 
on his Nephew and Heir Sir Joh» Wallop®, Son and Heir of 
Stephen Wallop, youngeſt Son of John Wallop laſt mentioned. 

Which Stephen married *....... Daughter ...... Aſbley of 
Wymburn St. Giles in Dorſetſbire, the Anceſtor of Sir Anthony 
Aſbley of the fame Place, whoſe Daughter and Heir Arne, was 
Wife of Sir Jobn Cooper, Father by her of Anthony the firſt Earl of 
Shaftſbury. And from this Marriage“ proceeded three Sons, Sir 
John Wallop befare-mencioned, Sir Oliver Wallop, and Gyles. 

Sir John Wallop was greatly diſtinguiſhed for his martial Ex- 
ploits, and prudent Conduct in ſeveral Embaſſies in the Reign 
of King Henry VIII. In the 3d of H. VIII. Sir Edward Poyning 
was ſent ® with 1500 Archers to the Aſſiſtance of Margaret, 
Dutcheſs of Savoy, Regent of the Low Countries ; and it is pro- 
bable Sir Fob» Wallop was in that Expedition, and there re- 
ceived the Honour of Knighthood; for he was not long after 
on an Embaſſy to the ſaid Regent, and it is certain he wa 
knighted about that Time. 

In 4 H. VIII. I find him“ by the Title of Sir Fohn Wally, 
in that Fleet which in the Month of March failed ro Britamy, 
and entering the Harbour of Breſt, Sir Edward Howard, Lord 
Admiral, refolved to board fix Gallies of the French under Prior 
Zohn. He was attended hy four choice Captains, this“ Sir Jobs 
Wallep being one of them; but thro? an Exceſs of Valour, the 
Admiral loſt his Life, Sir John Wallop and the reſt eſcaping 


'very narrowly. 


In 1513, 5 H. VIII. he was employed on extraordinary Di- 
patches ro Margaret, Dutcheſs of Savoy, Regent of the Low 
Countries, againit the King's Expedition into France, who that 
of Tourzay, at which (being in 
that Country) it is probable he aſſiſted. 

In 6 H. VIII. he was Admiral and Commander in Chief of 
the Fleet i ſent to encounter Prior Fohn, the French Admira, 
who had landed in Suſſex, and burnt the Town of Brigh1vein- 


lone. But the French getting into their own Ports, he failed to 


the Coaſt of Normanay, and there landed and burnt 21 Vil:ges 
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and Towns, with great Slaughter, and alſo the Ships and Boats 
in the Havens of Treaport, Staple, gc. wherein he acquitted 
himſelf with ſuch Conduct and Valour, that all our Hiſtorians 
have mentioned this Expedition much to his Honour. 

Hall (who lived at that Time) writes", That Men marvelled 
at bis Enterprizes, conſidering be had. at the moſt but 800 Men, 
and landed them ſo often. 

The Lord Herbert writes*, © That Sir John Wallop burnt 
divers Ships, and one and twenty Villages, landing many times 
« in deſpight of the French, which ſeemed the more ſtrange, 
© that his Soldiers exceeded not 800 Men.” 

In 9 H. VIII. 1517, this very honourable Mention is made 
of him in the Hiſtory of Portugal : Fohn Wallop, an Engliſh 
« Gemleman of Worth, afrerwards Governor of Calais, came 
© into Portugal, offering to ſerve in Africk on his own Ex- 
* pence. He ſerved two Years at Tangier honourably, and then 
© returned Home; having received the Order of Knighthood 
« of Chriſt, and other conſiderable Favours, and continued 
« always a great Favourer of the Affairs of Portugal.” 

In 14 H. VIII. he was u one of the principal Commanders of 
that Fleet and Forces which landed in Britainy, Jay t, and 
took the Town of Morlaix by Aſſault ; and this Sir Fohu Wallop 
was with thoſe which firſt entered the Town, where the Sol- 
diers had great Pillage, and returned to the Iſle of Wight before 
the End of that Month. He was alſo the fame Lear“ in that 
Expedition into France under the Earl of Surrey, who, after 
taking ſeveral Towns and Villages, left this Sir obs Wallop*, 
one of the chief Captains, worthy of the beſt Praiſe, at” St. Omers, 
with 1900 Men, to lie there, and at Guy/zes, Hammes, and at 
Mark, where he did good Service by ſpoiling of Towns, taking 
of Priſoners, &c. | 

In 15 H. VIII. he was with the Duke of S»fo/k at the taking 
of Bray, Roy, and Montdidier in France; and the Forces under 
his Command performed ſuch Services * by their Courage and 
Activity, that the Camp was daily ſupplied with Horſes, Vic- 
tuals, and other Neceſſaries: And, as our Hiſtorians * write, were 
called Adventurers, all proper Men and hardy, having, as my 
Author faith , little or no Mages, but by their Manhood and Poli- 
ticks took great Booties, and brought to the Army all Neceſſaries. 

In 16 H. VIII. he was ſtill in thoſe Parts, and with his Band 
of Men performed extraordinary Services againſt the French, 
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whom with great Valour they defeated in the Month of Maj 
at Somer de Boys. And afterwards this Sir Fohn Wallop, and Sir 
William Fitzwilliams, Captain of Guyſues, with 1900 choſen 
Men, on Midſummer-Day paſſed the Low Country of Picardy 
unto the Caſtle of Hardingham or Riſgam, which they aſſaulted, 
and Sir John MWallop with his Men entered the Ditch, and ſet- 
ting up Ladders to the Walls, ſome climbed up, but were re- 
pulſed. And the French coming up with 2000 Horſe and 2000 
Foot, the Exg/iſh being weary, retired in good Order to their 
Fortreſſes. | 

In 18 H. VIII. Ax. 1526, the King ſent him not only to the 
© Princes of Germany, to exhort them to join againſt the Turk; 
but alſo © to Mary Queen of Hungary, to comfort her for the 
Loſs of her Huſband ; adding withal ſuch a Supply of Money, 
as _ teſtify his Zeal to that Cauſe was greater than theirs, 

who by Kindred and Neighbourhood were more concerned 
therein. 

The Year after he was with Sigiſmund King of Poland, to 
animate him to join againſt the Twrks, who in his Letter to 
Thomas Wolſey, Archbiſhop of York, ſtyles him, the magnificent 
Sir John Wallop, great Mareſchal of Calais. 

In 20 H. VIII. he obtained ? a Grant of the Office of Ranger 
of the Park, and Steward of the Manor of Ditton, for Life; 
and on 23 June, 22 H. VIII. was conftiruted Lieutenant of the 
Caſtle of Calais. 

In 25 H. VIII. I find him! Ambaſſador to the French King, 
and continuing at that Court An. 1535, 27 H. VIII. * He ws 
ordered to expoſtulate with the French 5 fonarch, for giving bis 
Advice to the Germans to own the Supremacy of the Biſhop of 
Rome, and to ſhew him the Book wrote — it by Dr. Sany- 
ſon, Dean of the Chapel to King Henry VIII. and to incline 
him to the King's Opinion in Eccleſiaſtical Affairs. Alſo was 
ordered to attend Francis the French King at his Interview with 
the Pope at Marſeilles, who then married his Niece to tbe 
Duke of Orleans. Secretary Cromwel in a Letter to him", dated 

at Thorneberry, 23 Aug. 1535, thus expreſſes himſelf: 

« The King having peruſed the hoole Contents through of 
* your Letters, perceivyng not only the Liklihood of the not 
* Repayr into France of Philip Melancton, but alſo your Com- 
4 munications had with the French King's Highneſs, upon your 
*& Demaund made ot the Kynges Majeſties Penſions, with al'o 
your diſcrete Anſwers and Replications made in that behalie, 
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« for the which his Majeſtie givethe unto condigne 
“ Thanks, Cc.“ wy 

In the ſame Year 1535, 27 H. VIII. he had ®a Grant of the 
Advowſon ef the Pariſh Church of Obberkyrk in the Marches 
of Calais; and was ordered to propoſe to the French King, 
the Conditions concerning a Revocation of the Cenſures inflict- 
ed by the Pope on his Royal Maſter: and to treat of a Marriage 
between the Duke of Angouleſine, the French King's third Son, 
and the Princeſs Elizabeth. | 
| He continued in France on his Ambaſſy till 29 H. VIII. 
when I find him ꝰ ſummoned to attend at the Chriſtening of 
Prince Edward on 15 Oct. that Year, when being of the King's 
Privy-Chamber,' he was one that ſupported a rich Canopy over 
the Prince at that grand Solemnity: And the fame Year was 
in Nomination for one of the Knights of the Garter. 

In 30 H. VIII. in * confideration of his Services, he had a 
Grant of the Priory of Barlich in Com. Somerſ. and the Manors 
of Bramton, Bury, and Marley in the ſame County, and the 
Manor of . Morebach in Devonſbire, to him and his Heirs.  - 

In 1540, 32 H. VIII. he * was again in France on an Ambaſſy, 
where he continued till a War broke out with that Realm. And 
on the 23d of April*, St. George's Day, 35 H. VIII. was at a 
Chapter of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, the firſt named - 
in the Liſt of Knights, by all the Companions preſent ; and had 
more Votes than the Viſcount Lyſſe, Lord St. Fohn, and Lord 
Parr, who were then choſe, tho the King did not then declare 
bim elected. A 

The fame Year, 35 H. VIII. on a Treaty concluded with the 
Emperor Charles V. whereby the King was obliged to aſſiſt him 
in Defence of his Dominions in Lower Germany againſt the 
King of France; his Majeſty being well aſſured (as the Words 
of the Patent import) of * the Fidelity, Prudence, and Expe- 
rience of his truſty and well- beloved Counſellor Sir Fohn Mal- 
lp, Captain and Governor of the Caſtle and County of Guyſnes, 
conſtitures him Captain General and Leader of the Forces to 
be imployed according to the faid Treaty, with full Power to 
give Battle, and annoy all the Enemies of the faid Emperor : 
And was authoriſed, as he ſaw —_— to puniſh all under 
his Command, even with Death itſelf; likewiſe to reward all as 
ſhould well deſerve, with Knighthood, and ſuch Military Ho- 
nours and Marks of Diſtinction as he thought fit. | 

He landed at Calais, A». 1543, and marching * from thence 
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between the Frontiers of France and the Low Countries, did 
much Spoil on the Enemy, till he joined with the Emperor 
Forces before Lanarecy, then beſieged ; whereof the French 
King being advertiſed, reſolved to relieve it. Hereupon the 
two great Armies being near each other, it was expected 4 
Battle would enſue ; but the French in the Night diſlodged 
ſecretly, and retired. After which the Emperor continued the 
Siege till towards the Midſt of November, when he marched 
(without taking of the Town) to Cambray, and poſſeſſed him- 
ſelf thereof. 

On Sir Jobn Wallop's Return the ſame Year, he was elected 
Knight of the Garter, at a Chapter of that moſt Noble Order 
at Hampton-Court v, ſpecially called on Chriftmas Eve, the Duke 
of Norfolk, the Earl of Surrey, Lord Ruſſel, Viſcount Liſt, 
Lord St. Fohn, Earl of Eſex, Sir Anthony Brown, Sir Fobn 
Gage, and Sir Anthony Wingfield, Knights of the Garter, being 
preſent with the King in that Chapter, and were unanimous in 

their Choice. And as a ſpecial Mark of the King's Favour, Sir 
— Wallop * had his Robes of the Order out of the King 

ardrobe, when he was inſtalled, viz. 7 18 Maii, 36 H. VIII 
at which Time the Earl of Arundel and Sir Anthony St. Leger 
were inſtalled with him, who had been elected on the 24th 
of April. 

Mr. Aſbmole, who wrote the Hiſtory of the Order of the 
Garter, did alſo intend to write the Hiſtory of the Lives of 
that moſt Noble Order; but his Deſign being repreſented (4 
he complains) thro' the wrong End of the Perſpective, by the 
Chancellor of the Order, to King Charles the Second, and the 
Knights Companions, he recerved ſo great Diſcouragements, a 
cauſed him to wave it. In his Collections * this Sir John Wally 
is mentioned to have been Ambaſſador to the Emperor, to tie 
Kings of France, Portugal, Hungary, and Poland. And ws 
twice Commiſſioner with the Lord Cobham, and others, for 
delivering of Hoſtages, in King Edward the Sixth's Time, con- 

cerning the Treaty of Yalloigne. 

The laſt Commiſſion I find him in, was Novemb. 16, 1559, 
2 VI. when he was firſt named to ® hear and determine all 

ntroverſies relating to the Titles of Lands and Poſſeſſions, 
as alio of Lordſhips and Territories, as well within the Kings 
; 2 as within the French King's, on the Marches of C- 


Ic appears by ſeveral Circumſtances, that he was Abroad in 
the King's Service at the Death of King Henry VIII. and al 
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the Reign of King Edward VI. having the ſole Command of 
our Forces for the Defence of our Territories in France, And 
he died at © Guiſnes in July, 5 Ed. VI.“ where he lies buried, 
leaving no © Iſſue. 

His laſt Will and Teſtament bears Date 22 May, 1551, 
5 Ed. VI.* the Preamble N. theſe Words: © I Sir John 
« allop, Knight of the Right Honourable Order, Lievtenaunte 
« of the Caſtill and Countye of Guyſnes, being of whole Mynde 
« and in perfitt Memory, and ſicke in Bodye ; conſidering the 
« Yanitie of this Worlde, and the ſoden Chaunge of Man out 
« of this tranſitorie Worlde ; and nothing to be more certayne 
then Death, and the Tyme thereof to be uncertayne : Do 
« therefore deliberatly and adviſadly ordeyne and make this my 
* Teſtament and laſt Will, in Manor and Forme following. 
« Firſt, I revoke and anull all former Teſtaments, &c. And 
« then afore all other worldly Things, I give and bequeathe 
« my Soul to Almightie God my Maker, Redeemer and Sa- 
4“ yiour, humbly defireing our Ladye Saynt Marie the Virgin, 
« Mother of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and all the holy Company 
© of Heaven, to be Mediators and Interceſſors for me, that my 
“ Soul may be ſaved by the Merits of Chriſtes Paſſion, and 
© have Place of Glory that he redeemyd me to with his pre- 
4 cious Blood, thorrowe the Abundance and Multitude of the 
« Mercy of our Lord Jeſus Chriſte. And my Body to be bu- 
© ried in Chriſtian Burial, whare myne Executrice under- 
4 namyd ſhall think moſt expedient at the Tyme of my 
© Deathe. 

Item, I give and bequeathe to my ſingular good Lord the 
4 Duke of Somerſett's Grace, one of the two great guylt 
* Cuppis that King Ferdynando, King of Romayns, did give to 
© me being the King's Ambaſador with hyme: Item, I give 
© and bequeath to my very good Lord Therle of Warwick 
© thother greate gilt Cupp the Fellow of the ſame. Item, To 
©* my Lorde Therle of Wilteſbire my great gilt Boll wich a Cover, 
© that I brought oute of France with me. Item, To my loving 
© Brother Sir Thomas Chayne, Lord Gwarden of the Five Ports, 
© my great gilt Cupp that the Kinge of Pole dyde give me, and 
my Mules. Item, To my loving Frende Sir William Her- 
* bert, Knight, Maſter of the Horſe, one of my three new 
4 Bollys with a Cover gilt, ht at Bruges. Item, To Sir 
4 Edward Wotton, Knight, my gilt Cupp with a Cover whiche 
© I and my Wife dyd ule to drynke Caudels in. And yf it hap- 
© pen the ſaid Sir Edward Mottos to dye afore me, then I be- 
* queathe the ſaid gilt Cupp to Mr. Nicholas Wotton, Dean of 
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« Canterbury, his Brother. Item, To my Brother Oliver Nl. 
< Jope my Gowne furred with Sables, and all my Stuf of Houle. 
ce holde which I now have at my Houſe of my Manor of Farley, 
« Item, To my Coſyne Cooke, Sergeant of the King's Her. 
c hounds, my Gown furrid with Lucerns, and my Velvet 
4 Cloke. Item, To Fohn Smale, my Stewarde, my Gowne em- 
cc brodered with Sarſenet, and the Sarſenet Gowne furred with 
c black Conye. Item, To Cheſter the Harrolde my Serſenet 
c Cloke embroderyd. Item, To Guyens the Purſevaunte my 
cc beſt Capp and the beſt Broche, the ſame that the Quene that 
cc laſt dyed dyd give me with the greate white Stone. Item, To 
« Nicholas Alexander, Captayne of Newnam Bridge, my late Se- 
ce cretary, a Annuitie of vi J. xiii 3. iiiid. to . 
Nie bequeaths to all his Servants of his Houſhold half a Tears 

Wages, and five Pounds to the Reparations of the Church at 
Gui ſues, and five Pounds to the Poor there; and ſeveral other 
Bequeſts and Annuities to his Friends and Servants. 

He bequeathed his Manor of Bury and Barlich in the County 
of Somerſet, and bis Manor of Morebach in the County of De- 
vonſbire, to Elizabeth his Wife, to the Intent that ſhe receiving 
the Iſſues and Profits thereof, ſnould pay all his Debts, and the 
ſeveral Annuities which he leſt payable out of the ſaid Manon 
And after her Deceaſe he bequeathed the ſaid Manors to bis 
Brother Oliver Wallop, and to the Heirs Male of his Body law- 
fully begotten; and the Reſidue of his Goods, &c. to Elizabeth 
his Wife, whom he ordained his ſole Executrix,. concluding with 
theſe Words: * And I moſt humbly beſeche the Kinges Mz 
a Jelty, that in conſideration I have ſervyd his gracious noble 
Father and his Highneſs all my Liet, truly and faithfully ; and 
© have ſpent in his Grace's Service, not only the Revenues and 
& Profytts of myne Office, but alſo the Rents and Profytts of 
« myne owne Landes, and yet remayne ſore indebted to his 
* Highneſs; that yt may lyke his Grace of his Majeſty's Ce- 
4 mency, and my good Lordes of his Grace's Counſail to te- 
4 mytt my ſaid Debt, or Parte thereof, as that ſhall ſtande with 
© his Grace's and their Pleaſure : And the rather that there was 
* nyne hundreth Crownys due to me for the Raunſom of 
4 Frenche Priſoners that were * — whiche Pryſoners I deh- 
< yered by his Grace's Counſayll Commaundment, withoute any 
Money paying for their Raunſom, to me due. And farther 
© beleching moſt humbly his Highneſs and my ſaid good Lordes 
© of his Grace's Counſaill to ſuffer my ſaid Wief, — myne 
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hereby his Grace ſhall rewarde your ſicke Servaunte, that 
« is ſorry he bath no longer Life to ſerve your Highneſs.” 

This Sir Fohn Wallop had two Wives; firſt * Elizabeth, Re- 
lick of Gerald, Son of Thomas Earl of Kildare, and Daughter 
of Sir Oliver St. Fohn of Lidiard Tregoſe in Com. Wilts, Knt. 
Anceſtor to the preſent Lord Viſcount St. Fobn ; and to his ſe- 
cond Wife*, Elizabeth Daughter of Sir Clement Harleſton of 
Okinden in Com. Eſſex, Knt. She ſurvived him, as mentioned 
in his Will; but leaving no Iſſue, his Eſtate devolved on Sir 
Oliver Wallkop, his Brother and Heir, of whom I am now to 


treat. 

This Sir Oliver was in that Expedition into Scotlaud in the 
firſt Year of King Edward VI. where for his Conduct and 
Bravery in the great Battle of Muſleborowgh*, he had the Ho- 
nour of Knightnood conferred on him, 27 Sept. in the Camp 
of Roxborough, by the Duke of Somerſet, General of the Army. 
He was Sheriff of the County of Southampton in the laſt Year 
of Queen Mary; and died in * the 8th Year of Queen Eliza- 
beth. He married two Wives; firſt Bridget Daughter of 
Pigot of Beechampton in Com. Bucks, Eſq, by whom he had 
Iſue » one Daughter Roſe, married to Walter Lambart, Eſq; 
and three Sons; Sir Henry Wallop, who ſucceeded to his Eſtate. 

William®, ſecond Son, who was * returned to Parliament for 
Lymington in 18 Ehz. And on a Monument erected to his Me- 
_ in the Church of Weald in Com. Southamp. is the follow- 
ing Inſcription : 

« Here lies William Wallop, Eſq; ſecond Son of Sir Oliver 
5 8 Kt. His eldeſt Brother was Sir Henry Wallop, late 
* Treaſurer of Ireland: he was Nephew to Sir Fohn Wallop, Kt. 
4 who being firſt a Gentleman of the Privy-Chamber to King 
4 Henry VIII. was afterwards Admiral of a Navy, and Captain 
of 1000 Adventurers againſt the French. He ſerved againſt 
* the Moors for the King of Portugal, and was General of the 
* Engliſh at the Siege of Landarcy : He was ſent Embaſſador 
© to the King of Hungary, to NA PLES, to the Emperor 
“ Charles V. to Ferdinando King of the Romans, and into 
4 France, where he was twice Lieger Ambaſſador. He was 
* Captain of the Caſtle, and Marſhal of the Town of Calais; 
© Lieutenant of the Caſtle and County of Guiſzes ; a Privy- 
4 Counſellor of Eſtate, and Knight of the moſt Noble Order 
© of the Garter. 
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e This William was a Juſtice of the Peace, once High She. 
< riff of this County, and twice Mayor of Southampton ; He 
had three Wives, but died without Iſſue in the 84th Year of 
bis Age, to whoſe Memory his laſt Wife Margery, Daughter 
* of John Fiſher of Chilton Candover, Eſq; hath erected this 
« Monument.

Leaving no Iſſue, his Eſtate deſcended to his Nephew Sir 
Henry Wallop, hereafter mentioned. 

Richard Wallop *, third Son, was ſeated at Bugbrote in Com. 
Northamp. and married Mary, Siſter and Heir of William Spencer 
of Everton in that County, Eſq; by whom he had Iflue * ſeven 
Sons, and five Daughters; but this Branch is now extinct in the 
Male Line. 

The ſaid Sir Olver Wallop had to his ſecond Wite * Arne, 
Daughter of Robert Martin of Adlamſton in Com. Dorſer, Eſq; 
and Widow of Thomas, Son and Heir of Sir John Tregonell, Knt. 
by whom he had Iſſue two Sons, William, and Stephen; allo 
two Daughters, Anne, and Grace, but no Iſſue is remaining 
from them. 5 

Sir Henry Wallop, the eldeſt Son of Sir Oliver, was diſtin- 
guiſhed for his eminent Abilities in the Reign of Queen Ele- 
beth, who“ knighted him at Baſing, An. 1569, in the 12th Year 
of her Reign. In 15 Eliz. he was choſen one of the Members 
for the Town of Southampton, to that Parliament firſt holden 
at Weſtminſter the 8th of May 1572, which continued“ near 
upon the Space of 12 Years, by 80 ſeveral Prorogations, or 
thereabour, viz. from the 8th of May before-mentioned, to the 
19th of April, 25 Elix. when it was diſſolved. 

This Sir Hezry was a leading Member in the Houſe of Com- 
mons; for in 18 Eliz. 1575, I find him * appointed with all of 
the Privy-Council of the Houſe, the Lord Ruſſel, Sir Thomas 
Scot, and Sir Henry Gates, to meet in the Exchequer Chamber, 
and agree touching the Nature of the Petition to be made to the 
Queen, on the Motions for Reformation of Diſcipline in the 
Church. And on Friday, 9 March, the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer reported her Majeſty's Anſwer to their Petition. He 
was alſo* in the ſame Seſſion ſpecially appointed by the Houſe of 
Commons, with Mr. Treaſurer of the Houſhold, Sir Chriſtopher 
Hatton, Captain of the Guard, Sir Henry Rarclif, Sir ob» 
Thyme, and ſeven others of the leading Members, to confer 
with the Lords touching ſuch private Bills in both Houſes, 2 
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upon __ Conference together, ſhall be thought fitteſt to be 
examined. 

On 18 March 1580, Mr. Cromwell reported to the Commons 
from the Committee appointed to inquire into the Returns and 
Defaults, noted upon the laſt Calling of the Houſe. that Fulle 
Grevile, Eſq; was returned for the Town of Southampton, in 
the Room of Sir Henry Wallop, Knt. being in the Queen's Ser- 
vice; whereupon the Houſe reſolved, that it was an undue 
Election, and that Sir Henry Wallop ſhould continue. in his ſaid 
Place. 

On the Rebellion in Ireland, he raiſed a Company of 100 
Men, and went over with them to that Kingdom. On the 4th 
of April, 1580,* he came from Limrick to the Lord Juſtice, 
then beſieging the Caſtle of Aſtetten; and on the Surrender 
thereof, his Company was garriſon'd there. 

On Avg. 14. the fame Year, he was conſtituted Vice-Trea- 
ſurer, and Treaſurer of War in Ireland, as appears from the In- 
ſcription on his Monument in St. Patrick's Church in Dublin. 

The Lord Grey of Milton reſigning his Government of Ire- 
land, the latter End of Auguſt, 15 82 he delivered the Sword 
to Adam Loftus Archbiſhop of Dubliz, Lord Chancellor, and 
Sir Henry Wallop Vice-Treaſurer, and Treaſurer of War in 
Ireland ; whom the Queen afterwards conſtiruted Lords Ju- 
ſtices ©, Sept. 1, 1582. 

The Lord Grey left the Adminiſtration to them at a Time 
when the Spaniards had landed in the Kingdom, the People 
diſquieted, and the Government not ſettled; yet, as my Author 
faith®, they both joining their Wiſdoms, Services, and good Wills, 
were ſo bleſſed therein, that by them the Land was reduced to ſome 
Perfectiom and Quierneſt. The Rebellion was quelled, and Gerald 
Fitzgerald Earl of Deſmond, who was at the Head of it, after 
two Years ſkulking in obſcure Places“, was by a common Sol- 
dier ſurprized, and his Head ſent into England, and ſet on a 
Pole on London Bridge. 

Secretary Fenton, one much confided in by Queen Elizabeth, 
is faid to be a Moth in the Governments of all the Deputies 
of his Time; and either he, or others, did ſome ill Offices by 
Sir Henry Wallop, who in his Letter to the Queen from Dundalk 
Aug. 11, 1583, lays it much to Heart, that any Rumour ſhould 
be ſpread to prejudice his Integrity and Repuration, and lefſen 
him in the good Opinion of her M:jeſty. Which Letter con- 
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tains tuch Sentiments of Honour and Juſtice, and is ſuch an 
Addition to his Character, that I ſhall here inſert it k. 

& It may pleaſe your Majeſty, a Rumour hath been raiſed 
© not long ſince at Dublin (I know not how, nor by what parti- 
cc cular Perſon, but ſtrongly confirmed fince the laſt Paſſage out 
© of England) (neither doth your Service now in hand upon 
© this Northern Border ſuffer me to examine it) that your Ma- 
c jeſty conceived ſome hard Opinion of me, from which your 
« Highneſs is not yet removed; but what the Offence is, or 
cc how conceived, is neither by the Reporters publiſhed, nor 
cc ſecretly revealed unto me: And like as it is eaſy to judge what 
c Effects this may work in the Service of your Majeſty, or to 
« a Man in publick Office as I am, in ſuch a Government as this 
ce is, where the Obedience for the moſt is conſtrained, and all 
< Reputation with the People either growing or diminiſhing 
cc as your Majeſty either graces or diſgraceth your Officers; ſo 
c how much this quiet Burthen overpreſſeth my moſt devoted 
cc and dutiful Mind towards your Majeſty, I feel ro my exceed- 
& ing Grief and Diſcomfort. In examining myſelf in what Root 
& this your Judgment ſhould ſpring, I confeſs, Madam, I have 
« viewed in myſelf many Imperfections, ſome in Nature, others, 
ce perhaps, for lack of Ability and Sufficiency to be a Co-ope- 
cc rator or an Aſſiſtant in ſo great and ſo rickliſh a Government 
cc and Charge, into which not Ambition in me, but your Ma- 
ce jeſty's Will and Commandment, hath intruded me. But in all 
cc that my Memory can hitherto preſent unto me, I find my 
ce Loyalty in your Service, and my Sincerity in imploying your 
* Majeſtie's Treaſure according to your Intent, ſo unſpotted and 
cc direct, as I cannot but comfort myſelf in oppoſing my Inno- 
c cency to the Envy of the Informer, or to any other his hard 
t Conſtruction whatſoever : Yet ſince in general Conſideration, 
cc I cannot feel ſuch a particular Error, as might ſettle in your 
ce Majeſtie's grave Judgment an Offence meriting your Disfa- 
« your, I am moſt humbly to beſeech your Majeſty, that by 
cc knowing my Fault I may either purge myſelf by a juſt Denyal, 
cc or by confeſſing it crave Pardon of your Highneſs, and re- 
c form myſelf. If therefore it ſhall ſtand with your Majeſtie's 
ce good Pleaſure to declare it to my honourable good Friend 
&« Mr. Secretary Walſingham, commanding him to charge me 
cc with it, I will thereupon ſimply anſwer, even as before the 
« Lord God, without.concealing any Matter of Truth in any 
ce wiſe, for my own Defence. This Grace the ſooner I ſhall 
ce obtain, the apter I ſhall be found for your other Services, 
« from which I find-myſelf diſtracted, becauſe the End of my 
« Travels is none other- but to purchaſe that Grace and Fa- 
« your, which I may now fear to be alienated from me, till 
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my Cauſe be better explained. And fo I humbly end, pray- 
« ing the LORD to bleſs you with a long and proſperous

What Anſwer he had I don't find, the Deeds and Writings 
of this Family being deſtroyed in that Fire, Aung 1667, at 
Farley, as before- mentioned: But in a Letter from the Queen 
to this Sir Henry Wallop, and the Lord Chancellor, Lords Ju- 
ſtices, dated Fan. 31. following, informing them that ſhe had 
appointed Sir John Perrot, Knt. Lord Deputy, and requiring 
them to adminiſter the Oath to him on his Arrival *, her Ma- 
jeſty thus expreſſes herſelf, Meaning now no longer to burthen 
you with ſuch a Charge, wherein you have, according to the Truſt 
impoſed in you, very wiſely bebaved yourſelves, greatly to our 
Contentation, we have choſen, &c. 

Whilſt they were Lords Juſtices, a famous Combat was 
fought before them in the Court of the Caſtle of Dublin, and 
a it may entertain my Readers, I ſhall give a ſhore Account 
thereof . Two near Kinſmen of the noble Family of the O- 
couners, had charg'd each other with ſundry Treaſons in the 
late Rebellion, and deſiring a Trial by Combat, the Lords Ju- 
ſtices conſented to it. Whereupon all Things being prepared, 
according to the Cuſtomary Laws in ſuch Caſes in England, and 
the Lords Juſtices, the Lords of the Council, Judges, exc. fit- 
ting in Places, every one according to their Degree, the A 
pellant, ſtripped in his Shirt, was brought before the Court, with 
only his Sword and Target (the Weapons appointed) and when 
he had done his Reverence to the Lords Juſtices, and the Courr, 
was fer on a Stole. The Defendant was likewiſe brought in 
the ſame Order, and with the like Weapons, and after doing 
his Reverence, c. was placed over-againſt the Appellant. Af- 
ter the Challenge was read, each Combarant took an Oath of 
what he averred, and that it was true, and juſtify the ſame both 
with Sword and Blood. Then the Signal, by Sound of Trum- 
ba being given them to e, the Appellant did nor only 
farm the Defendant, but with the Sword he took from 
him, cut off his Head, and on the Point thereof, preſented ir 
to the Lords Juſtices, who thereupon acquitted him. 

Sir John Perrot, who ſucceeded Sir Henry Wallop, and the 
Archbiſhop of Dublin, took his Oath as Lord Deputy*, June 
21, 1584. He was, | Inſtructions, ordered ro conſult 


the Council for the Management of the Government, and,

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when on his Progreſs, he came to Molinger, he ſent Fu 
16, 1584, a Cypher to Dublin, to the Archbiſhop and Sir Henry 
Wallop*, whereby they might underſtand his Letters, and be un- 
intelligible to the Rebels, if they ſhould intercept them, by 
which it appears that they were till in his Abſence, at the Head 
of Affairs. | 

In the Parliament which met Anno 1585, Sir Henry Walls 
was principally concerned in paſſing the Act, That all Convey- 
ances made by any Perſon attainted within thirteen Tears, ſhould 
be entred on Record in the Exchequer, within a Tear, or be void 
This Act did not paſs the Houſes without great Difficulty, and 
perhaps had not paſſed at all, faith Sir Richard Cox, if a pre- 
tended Feoffment had not been produced, to prevent the Earl 
of De/mond's Forfeiture. But Sir Henry Wallop diſcovering the 
Fraud, and producing the Aſſociation fign'd by the ſaid Earl, 
two Months before the ſaid Feoffment, the honeſt Part of the 
Houſe was aſhamed to abet ſo ill a Cauſe, and fo the Act was 
made to prevent the like Contrivances. 

On 26 April, 1587, he“ was commiſſion'd with others, to 
diſpoſe of the forfeited Eſtates in Ireland, and their Warrants 
to the Chancellor to be ſufficient for paſſing Patents accor- 
dingly. In which Commiſſion, Sir John Perrot, the Lord De. 
puty being in Diſgrace at Court, was left out. | 

On 5 Fan. 1595, he and Sir Robert Gardiner, Lord Chief 
Juſtice*, were commiſſion'd to conclude a Peace with the fa- 
mous Tyrone, and the Iriſh Rebels, both Perſons of Gravity and 
Conduct, as Camden has obſerved?. The Treaty was very ſo- 
lern, all the Iriſb Potentates giving in their Petitions and Com- 
plaints, which are related at large by Morriſon, in his Account 
of the Affairs of Ireland, p. 113. 

On 12 June, 1595, 37 Eliz. he was conſtituted one of the 
Commiſſioners for propagating the Province of Munſter, in 
Ireland, with Engliſh Inhabitants, and for compounding with 
the Poſſeſſioners of Lands in the ſaid Province, having, as the 
Commiſſion expreſſes, been employed in the fame Service for 
three Years before. | 

I don't find him in any other Commiſſions, but he continued 
of the Privy Council, and in the Office of Vice-Treaſurer, and 
Treaſurer of Wats in Ireland, till his Death, which happened 
at Dublin the 14th of April, 1599. 

His Integriry and Conduct in the Plantation of Ireland, with 
Engliſh Tnhabitants, is evident from ſeveral Authorities. He 
firſt made a Purchaſe*, 8 Martii, 27 Eliz. of a Leaſe of the 
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Abbey of Exiſcorthy, as alſo of the Caſtle and Manor, with 


the Lands thereto belonging in the County of Wexford, which, 
with other Lands he obtained, are of a conſiderable Exten 
and large Juriſdiftion ; and are now poſſeſſed by his lineal 
Heir, the preſent Lord Viſcount Lymington.

25 Eliz. obtained a Grant from the Queen of the ſaid Leaſe 
for forty Years, in Reverſion after Spencer's Leaſe ; and 8 Mar- 
ti, 27 Eliz.* conveys it to Sir Henry Wallop, then Treaſurer of 
War in Ireland. | 
On the 11th of May the ſame Year, he had a Leaſe of the 
Biſhop of Ferne's Lands; and in 28 Eliz. purchaſed Lands of t 
Dermot Mac Moriſhe, and three of his Brethren, in the Coun 
of Wezford. He alſo in 29 Elia. made Purchaſes of a Leaſe 
of the Priory of Selker in Com. Wexford, and of Lands in ſe- 
veral Towns there. And was ſo prudent a Manager, that he 
was greatly honoured and eſteemed for his Public Spirit, ex-

In 30 Elia. the Biſhop of Fernes, and the Dean and Chapter 
of that Cathedral, granted him a * Leaſe for 99 Years of all 
their Lands in Cloyne, as alſo the Fee Farm Rent of the (aid 
Lands. And Queen Elizabeth at Greenwich, 22 Maii 37 E. 
I590, in Conſideration of the fairhful and acceptable Services 
heretofore done, of her Right Truſty and Well-beloved Coun- 
cellor Sir Henry Wallop, Knt. Treaſurer of Warrs in the King- 
dom of Ireland; as allo in Conſideration of his great Charges 
and Expences in the Structure and Building of the Caſtle of 
Eniſcorthie, and the better Fortification of ir, and Defence ot 
her faichful Subjects in thoſe Parts, by the Advice of Sir Wil 
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Heirs! and Aſſigas for ever, the Abbey of Eriſcorthy, wich 
the Appurtenances; alſo the Caſtle of Exiſcorthy, in Com. 
Wexford, and the Cuſtom of the 13th Part of all Wood and 
Timber, paſſing down the River Slane, by Eniſiorthy, toge- 
ther with all Caſtles, Rents, Services, Reverſions, or Remain- 
ders of the Premiſſes thereto belonging. To hold by the Ser- 
vice of the 2oth Part of a Knight's Fee, as of the Caſtle of 
Dublin: Which paſſed the Great Seal of Ireland, 4 Nov. the 
ame Year. 

He begun to decline in his Health about a Year before he 
died, as ſhould ſeem by the Proviſion for the Settlement of his 
Eſtate. For he obtained Licence of Queen Elizabeth, April 1, 
1598, to alien and convey to Lewis Baſſet, Eſq; Oliver Wal- 
bp, Eſq; his ſecond Son, Richard Harper, and John Brown, 
his Caſtle, Manor, and Abbey of Exiſcorthy, with the Appur- 
tenances, Cc. in Garran, Kilkenan, Loughwerty, Baſcicroue, 
and Ballyne Part, in Com. Wexford, wich all Caltles, Cuſtoms, 
Franchiſes, ec. thereto belongmg, in Truſt to the Ule of his 
Laſt Will and Teſtament. 

The ſaid Oliver Wallp, was {lin ſoon after, in the Life- 
time of his Father“, wiz. on 14. Aug. 1598, in that Battle be- 
tween the Earl of Tyrone and the Marſhal Bagnal, when the 
Iifþ obtained the Victory with the Slaughter of 13 Captains 
ind 1500 Soldiers. And William Wallop his other younger Son, 
aking to a Military Lite , died in the Service of his Country 
in Brittanny, before his (aid Brother, Sir Henry Wallop's Lait 
Will bears date the laſt of March, 1599, 41 Eiz. and a Codi- 
eil two Days after. He? is. wrote therein Vice-Treaſurer and 
Treaſurer of Werrs in Ireland, and the Di poſition of his Eſtate 
ſnews his great Wiſdom and ſolid Judgment.

After whom was Sir Robert Harcourt, who ing him- 
ſelf under King Edward IV. was choſen one of the Knights 
Companions of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, and in 
the third Year of his Reign was * preſent with the King at a 
Chapter at Windſor, 22 April, being the firſt after his Election. 
In 75 Edu. IV. he was commiſſioned “, with other great Men, to 
treat with Lewis the French King about a Peace, Truce, Ceſſa- 
tion of Arms, or Alliance. He loſt his Life in the Service of 
that King ; and in 16 Edw.IV.* Margaret his Wife remits to 
William Stafford of Grafton, Baſtard, Humphry, and Thomas of 
that Place, Eſquires, all Actions, and principally the Appeal which 
the had againſt them for the Death of her Huſband. 

A Monument is erected. to his Memory in the Church of 
Stanton Harcourt, exhibiting the Figures of him and his Lady, 
he in the Habit of the Garter over his Armour, with his Sword 
by his Side. And on her Effigies is the Garter juſt above the 
Elbow on the left Arm, with the Motto, Hony ſoit quy Mal y 
penſe. From which, and other Authorities, Mr. An/tis has ob- 
krved, that antiently the Ladies of the Knights had not only the 
Habit of the Order, which was Semee of Garters, but that they 
had alſo the Enſign of the Garter delivered to them. 

He was ſucceeded by another Sir Robert Harcourt, who 7 in 
10 Hen. VII. was made one of the Knights of the Barb at the 
Creation of the Duke of Tork ; and in the 12th of that Rei 
behaving himſelf with great Valour at the Battle of Black-bearb, 
againſt Tamer Lord Audley, and the Corniſh Rebels, the King 
conferred on him the Honour of Knight Banneret.

Sir Simon Harcourt was allo one of thoſe, in 5 H. VIII. who for 
their Courage and Conduct at the Sieges of Teroven and Tournay 
and the Battle that enſued, called by our Hiſtorians the Battle vf 
Spurs, was then knighted. He married Mary, Daughter of Sir Ed. 
ward Aſton of Tixhall in Com. Staff. and had Iflue Sir Walter 
Hareourt, who by Dorothy his Wife, Daughter of William Ro- 
binſon of Drayton Baſſer, Eſq; had Iſſue Robert Harcourt, Eſq; 
who married Frances, Daughter to Gefery Vere, third Son to 
John Earl of Oxford; from which Marriage proceeded three 
Sons; whereof Francis, the ſecond, died unmarried ; Vere, third 
Son, had to Wife Lucy, ſole Daughter of Sir Roger Thornton of 
Snailwell in Com. Cantab. and had Iflue three Sons, William, 
Simon, and Benjamin. 

The eldeſt Son of the faid Robert, was the valiant Sir Simon 
Harcourt. He. firſt entered on the Stage of War in the Low 
Countries againſt the Spaniards, and was Major of the Regiment 
under that great General Sir Horace Vere Baron of Tilbury, who 
adorned Kirby Hall in Eſſex, with the Effigies of his Officers, 
and among them is this Sir Simon Harcourt's, who is mentioned 
to be one of his Scholars, in the Epi/tle to the Reader before Sir 
Francis Vere's Commentaries, He was knighted at Whitehall, 
26 June 1627; and Sir John Temple in his Hiſtory of the Ir 
Rebellion, Append p. 52. gives this Account of him: The 

Lords Fuſtices and Council were ſhut up within the City of Dublin, 
in a moſt miſerable Condition, deſperately threatened on every Side, 
anti! the moſt 4 and welcome Arrival of that truly valiant 
Gentleman and gallant Commander Sir Simon Harcourt, who be- 
ing deſigned Governor of the City of Dublin, was diſpatched aua, 
by ſpecial Order of Parliament with his Regiment for the Preſer- 
ation of that Place, and landed there on the la/t off December 
1641, to the great Foy and Comfort of all bis Majeſty's Proteſtant; 
and well-affeFed Subjects, and to the Terror of the Rebels in Arms. 
Borlaſe in his Reduction of Ireland, p. 241. ſays, he was a long 
experienced and excellent Officer, worthy the Memory of the bejt 
Prince, and moſt grateful People ; who afterwards was by an ge- 
cial Order admitted into the Privy-Council. 
He was on his landing with his Regiment (which conſiſted 
of 1200 Men) immediately inveſted with the Government of 
' Dxblin*; and on the roth of January diſlodged the Enemy from 
Swords, a Village fix Miles from the City, and raifed the Block- 
ade. In 1642 he belieged © Carrickmain in the County of Dual- 
- lin, and was there ſlain on the 26th of March ; but his Lieute- 
nant Colonel Gib/ox took the Caſtle, and put all within it to the 


Sword, refuſing Quarter to thoſe obtinate Rebels that had ſlain 
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bis beloved Colonel. This Sir Simon having married Anne, Daugh- 
ter to William Lord Paget, to him ſucceeded Sir Philip Har- 
court, his Son and Heir. 

Which Sir Philip was knighted at Whitehall, 5 June 1660, 
and was elected one of the Knights of the Shire for the County 
of Oxford, to the Parliament ſummoned to meet at Oxford 
21 Martii 1680-81. He died in April 1688, and by Anne his 
Wife, Daughter of Sir William Waller of Ofterley Park in Com. 
Middleſex, Knt. left Iſſue Sir Simon Harcourt, of whom 1 am 
principally ro treat. 

Which Sir Simon was educated in Pembroke College in Oxford, 
and in the Inner Temple, London; and from the Year 1690, to 
the firſt of Queen Anne, was a Member of Parliament for the 
Borough of Abington in the County of Berks: On the iſt of 
Fune 1702 he received the Honour of Knighchood, and at the 
ame Time was made the Queen's Solicitor General. On the 
23d of April 1707, he was declared her Attorney General, 
which Office he ſuſtained with great Dignity, but quitted with 
greater on the 12th of February following, by a voluntary Sur- 
render of it then made and inrolled ; the only Inſtance our Re- 
wrds furniſh. 

In 1710 he was re-called to that eminent Employment which 
he had quitted ; and after he had continued in it a few Weeks, 
be was, on the 18th of October, made Keeper of the Great Seal ; 
and on the 3d of September 1711, created Lord Harcowrt, Baron 
Af Stanton Harcourt in Oxfordſhire, The Preamble to the Pa- 
tent ſets forth his eminent Abilities ; viz.

* the Standard of Edward IV. was made Knight of the Gar- 
© ter: Another, fighting couragiouſly againſt the Iriſb Rebels, 
* in the Cauſe of his Royal Maſter King Charles, the beſt of 
* Princes, was the firſt Engliſhman that fell a Sacrifice to their 
* Fury. Nor is there one of all that Race, deſcended from ſuch 
* Noble Anceſtors, who has not been eminent for his Love to 
his Country, and Loyalty to his Prince. He ſuffered, indeed, 
- in his Paternal Inheritance, which was diminiſhed by the 
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Chancellor of Great Britain; and on the Demiſe of Queen 
| Aunt, 
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Fury of the Civil Wars, but not in his Glory, which being 
© acquired by Military Valour, he, as a Lawyer, has advanced 
by the Force of his Wit and Eloquence ; for we have un-

© and has kept the Engagement of Friendſhip, whether in 
ce Proſperity or Adverſity, facred and inviolable. Whom there. 
fore, furniſhed with ſuch great Endowments of Mind, all 
& Clients have wiſh'd to defend their Cauſes ; not without 
© Reaſon we preferred to be one of our Counſel at Law; 
«< whom we a ſecond Time call'd to be our Attorney General, 
* which Office he had once before ſuſtained with Honour, as 
cc far as it was thought convenient; whom laſtly, fince we per- 
& ceived that all theſe Things were inferior to the Largeneſs 
of his Capacity, we have advanced to the higheſt Pitch of

& honourable to himſelf, and beneficial to the Commonwealth,

© Vote in the moſt ſupreme Court, that he who can think and 
c ſpeak ſo excellently well, ſhould not be filent in an Aſſembly 
« of the Eloquent, we grant him a Place among the Peers, and 
that he may add ſome Splendor to that Order, from which 
< both he and his Poſterity will deſerve ſo much: And that the 
« ſame Seat, which is known at this Time, and has been for 
above Six hundred Years, by the Name and Patrimony of 
© Harcourt, be honoured with that Title, which we now con- 
« fer, and will continue (if God permit) from Generation to 
Generation. Now know ye, &c.” 


On the 17th of April 1712, he was declared Lord High 
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Anne, being then Lord Chancellor, was one of the Lords 
Juſtices till King George arrived in England, who was pleaſed 
on the 24th of July in the ſeventh Year of his Reign, to create 
him Viſcount Harcourt; and in 1723, 25, and 27, he was one 
of the Lords Juſtices during his Majeſty's Abſence, and one of 
his Privy-Council. He died on the 2gth of Ju 1727, in the 
67th Year of his Age, and left no Iſſue by his ſecond Wife Eli- 
zabeth, Daughter to Richard Spencer of the County of Derby, 
Eſq; and Widow of ....... Anderſon, Eſq; nor by his third, 
who was Elizabeth, Daughter to Sir Thomas Vernon of, Twicken- 
bam Park in the County of Middleſex, and Relict of Sir Jobn 
Walter of Sareſden in Oxfordſlire, Bart. 

Bur by his firſt Lady Rebecca, Daughter of Thomas Clark, Eſq, 
and Widow of Sir Samuel Aftry, Knt. he had three Sons and 
two Daughters; Aune, married to Fohn Barlow of Slebech in 
the County of Pembroke, Eſq; and died in Novemb. 1733; Ara- 
bella to Herbert Aubery of Cley-Hanger in the County of Devon, 
Eq. The Sons were, Simon, Philip, and Walter ; whereof the 
two latter died young 

Simon the eldeſt died in the Life- time of his Father, in 1721, 
and was buried in the Church of Stanton Harcourt in the Coun- 
ty of Oxford, where a Monument is erected to his Memory, on 
which is this Inſcription, wrote by the celebrated Mr. Pope : 


- To this fad Shrine, whoe'er thou art! draw near. 
Here lies the Friend. moſt lov'd, the Son moſt dear ;

He married Elizabeth, Daughter of Jobs Evelyn, Eſq; and 
Siſter to Sir Fohn Evelyn of Wotton in the County of Surrey, 
Bart. by whom he left two Daughters, Aune and Elizaberh, 
and a Son Simon, who ſucceeding his Grandfather, is now Lord 
Viſcount Harcourt.

he had INue John his Son and Heir, and a Daughter Rebecca, 
married to Henry Goddard of Ruking in Kent. 

Fohn Byng, Eſq; his Son, in the Year 1535, 28 Henry VIII. 
having * married Agnes, Daughter to Spencer of the Coun- 
ty of Eſſex, had Iſſue two Sons and three Daughters. 

Of which Sons, Robert, the eldeſt, was ſeared at Wrotham in 
Kent, and Thomas, the youngeſt, was of Sr. Peter's College in 

Cambridge, and Maſter of Clare Hail, and Doctor of the Civil 
Laws. In 1572, the 14th of Eliz. he was Vice-Chancellor of 
the Univerſity of Cambridge, as alſo in 1578. 

In 18 Eliz. he was in * Commiſſion with William Lord Bur- 
lcigh, Lord High Treaſurer of England, Richard Biſhop of Ely, 
and others, to viſit St. John's College in Cambridge. In 36 Elia. 
1594, he was © conſtituted Regius Profeſſor of the Civil Law in 
the ſaid Univerſity. He was ſeated at Grancheſter in Cambridze- 
ſhire ; and in * 1571, was married to Catherine, Daughter of 
1 Randall, Eſq; by whom he had ſeveral Sons; of which 
Andrew, the ſecond, was Archdeacon of Norwich, the King's 
Hebrew. Profeſſor at Cambridge, and was particularly recom- 
mended by King Fames I. to be Maſter of Corpus Chri/ti College 
in that Univerſity, by his Letter of the 26th of March 1618, as 
knowing perſonally (he fays) his great Worth, and as he would 
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be an Honour and Ornament to the Univerſity, if they made 
choice of him. 

Henry, the eldeſt Son of Thomas, was Serjeant at Law, and 
Counſel to the Univerſity of Cambridge; who by Catharine his 
Wife, Daughter of Thomas Clench of Holebrook in Suffolk, Eſq; 
Son of Fohx Clench, one of the Juſtices of the Queen's Bench 
in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, had Iflue ſeveral Children; 
of which Henry and Edward married two Siſters, Daughters 
and Coheirs to Arthur Cook, Eſq; Son to Sir Edward Cook, Lord 
Chief Juſtice, by the Lady Bridget Paſton. 

Jobn, another of the Sons of Henry, was Counſellor at Law, 
and Counſellor to the Univerſity of Cambridge. He married 
Grace, Daughter and Coheir to Thomas Goad, LL. D. Regius 
Profeſſor of the Civil Law in the Univerſity of Cambridge, and 
left Iſſue John, Who hath now living two Daughters, Winifred 
and Catharine. 

I now return to Robert Byng of Wrotham, Eſq; before-men- 
tioned, the direct Anceſtor of the preſent Lord Viſcount Tor- 
rington, He * ſerved for the Borough of Abingdon in the firſt 
Parliament of Queen Elizabeth, Anno 1559; and in the 34th 
Year of her Reign was“ Sheriff of the County of Kent.

In 1693 that great Officer diſtingniſhed him in a particular 
Manner by promoting him to the Rank of his firſt Captain, 
in which Station he ſerved in the Campaigns of 1694 and 1695, 
in the Mediterranean, where the Deſigns of the French againſt 
Barcelona were prevented ; and alſo the nexr Year 1696, 
in the Channel, to oppoſe the Intended Invaſion of King Fames 
with a French Army from the Coaſt of France, which upon the 
Appearance of the Fleet was laid aſide. 

In 1702, a War breaking out, he accepted the Command of 
the Naſſar, a third Rate, and was at the taking and burning 
the French and Spaniſh Fleet at Vigo. 

In 1703 he was made Rear Admiral of the Red, and ſerved 
in the Fleet commanded hy Sir Cloudeſly Shovel in the Mediter- 
ranean, Who detached him with a Squadron to Algiert, where 
he renewed and improved our Treaties with that Government. 
In his Return home he was in Danger of periſhing in the great 
Storm, which he met with in the Channel. 

In 1704 he ſerved in the Grand Fleet in the Mediterranean, 
and commanded the Squadron that attacked and cannonaded 
Gibraltar, and by landing the Seamen (whoſe Valour was very 
remarkably diſtinguiſhed on this Occaſion) the Town was taken. 
He was in the Battle of Malaga, which followed ſoon after, and 
for his Behaviour in that Action, Queen Arne honoured him 
with Knighthood. 

In the Winter of this Year, the French having two ſtrong 
Squadrons in the Soundings, beſides great Numbers of Priva- 
teers, which very much annoyed our Trade, he was ſent out 
with a Squadron to cruiſe againſt them, in which he was ſo 
ſucceſsful, that he took above twenty of their largeſt Privateers 
in about two Months time, with the Thetis, a French Man of 
War of fifty Guns, and cleared thoſe Seas of the Enemy. 

In 2705 he was made Vice-Admiral of the Blue, and upon 
the Election of a new Parliament, was returned a Burgeſs for 
mouth, which Place he repreſented in every ſucceeding Par- 
lament, to the Year 1721, when he was created a Peer; and 
one of his Sons has been ſince conſtantly choſen there. During 
this Summer he commanded in Chief a Squadron in the Channel, 
A with a much inferior 


gength. 

in 1706 King Charles, late Emperor, being cloſely beſieged 

in Barcelona by Sea and Land, by the Duke of Anjox, and the 

Place reduced to great Extremity, and our Fleet in the Mediter- 
D 
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ranean being too weak to relieve it, he was appointed to com. 
mand a ſtrong Squadron fitting out in Exgland; in the haſt ning 
of which Service he uſed ſuch Diligence and Activity, and 
joined our Fleet with ſuch unexpected Diſpatch, that the ſaving 
of that City was entirely owing to it. He aſſiſted at the other 
Enterprizes of that Campaign, and commanded the Ships de- 
tached for the Reduction of Carthagena, and Alicant, which 
he accompliſhed. 

In 1707 he ſerved in the ſecond Poſt under Sir C/oudeſ} 
Shovel, at the Siege of Toulon, and narrowly eſcaped Ship- 
wreck in his Return home, when that great Officer was loſt. 
For being the next ſhip to him, and finding the Admira!'s 
Lights all out of a ſudden, he was appriſed of his Misfortune, 
and with an admirable Preſence of Mind, immediately ſet his 
Topfails, put up the ſame Lights the Admiral had, and ſteer 
a different Courſe, and the Fleet followed him. 

In 1708 he was made Admiral of the Blue, and commanded 
the Squadron that was fitted out to oppoſe the Invaſion defign'd 
againſt Scotland by the Pretender, with a French Army from 
Dunkirk, which he fortunately prevented, by arriving off the 
Frith of Edinburgh before their Troops could land, and obli- 
ge them to betake themſelves to Flight. For this important 
Service the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh preſented him with the 
Freedom of that Giry in a gold Box, on the Cover whereof 
were engraven the following Words, viz. The Lord Pro vo, 
Bailiffs, and Town Council of Edinburgh, did preſent theſe Let- 
ters of Bourgeoiſie fo Sir George Byng, Admiral of the Blue, 
in Gratitude to him for delivering, under her Majeſty's auſpicious 
Influence, this Iſland from a foreign Invaſion, and defeating the 
Defigns of a F — — 23 Jun of the F as of Edin- 
burg, 13 March 1708. 
On his Return from this Expedition, the Queen was pleaſed 
to offer him. the Place of one of the Prince's Council in the 
Admiralty, which he then declined. 

He continued to command all that Summer in the Channel 
and upon the Marriage of the preſent Qgeen of Portugal, bad 
the Honour of conducting her Majeſty to Li/hon, where a 
Commiſſion was ſent to him ro be Admiral of- the White. 

In the Year 1709 he commanded in Chief ber Majeſty's 
Fleet in the Mediterranean, and after his Return to Exg/ans, 
was made one of the Commiſſioners of the Admiralty, and 
continued ſo till ſome Time before the Queen's Death, when 
not falling in within the Meaſures of thoſe Times, he was re- 
moved. But on the Acceſſion of his late Majeſty King George, 
he was reſtored to that Employment. 

In 1715, a: Rebellion breaking out in the Kingdom, en. 
couraged by the Pretender in Perſon, and fecretly * 
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with Arms, and warlike Stores from France, he was appointed 
to command a Squadron in that critical Juncture, with which 
he kept ſuch a watchful Eye along the French Coaſt, by exa- 
-mining Ships, even in their Ports, and obtaining Orders from 
the Court of France to put on Shore at Havre de Grace, great 

uantities of Arms and Ammunition he had detected were 
ſhipp'd there for the Pretender's Service; that in Reward of his 
Services, the King created him a Baronet, gave him a Ring of 
great Value, and other Marks of his Royal Favour. 

In 1717, upon the Diſcovery of ſome ſecret Practices of the 
Miniſters of Sweden againſt this Kingdom, he was ſent with a 
Squadron into the Baltick, and prevented the Swedes appearing 


ar Sea. 
In 1718 he was made Admiral and Commander in Chief of 


the Fleet, and being ſent with a Squadron into the Mediterra- 
nean tor the Protection of Italy, according to the Obligation 
England was under by Treaty, againſt the further Invaſion of 
the Spaniards, who had the Year before ſurprized Sardinia; and 
had this Year landed an Army in Sicily; he gave a total Over- 
throw to their Fleet on the Coaſt of Sicily, for which Action 
he was honoured with a Letter from the King, written with 
his own Hand, and received congratulatory Letters from the 
Emperor, and the King of Sardinia, and was further honoured 
by his Imperial Majeſty with his Picture fer in Diamonds. He 
remained ſome Time in thoſe Seas, for compoling and adjuſting 
the Differences between the ſeveral Powers concerned, bei 
veſted with the Character of Plenipotentiary to all the Princes 
and States of Ttaly. This Year and the next he ſupported the 
German Arms in their Expedition to Sicily, and enabled them by 
his Aſſiſtance, to ſubdue the greateſt Part of that Iſland. When 
Matters tended to an Accommodation in the Beginning of the 
Year 1720, by the King of Spain's Acceſſion to the Quadruple 
Alliance, and a Convention was ſign d at the Hague for a Cel- 
fation of Hoſtilities, ſuch Confidence was placed in him, and 
Regard ſhewn to his Proceedings, that it was expreſly men- 
tioned in that Treaty, that nothing therein ſhould derogate from 
any Stipulations, he might have made by Virtue of his Pleni- 
potentiary Powers, which ſhould be in full Effect, notwith- 
ſtanding the faid Treaty; and when in Conſequence of the 
Convention concluded between him and the Generals of the 
Imperial and Spaniſh Armies, the Kingdoms of Sicily and Sur- 
dia were to be evacuated by the Spaniardt; he arbitrared fo 
equally between them, that the King of Spain expreſſed his great 
Satisfaction in his Conduct to the Britiſh Court. He afterwards 
oceeded to Sardinia, to be preſent at the Surrender of that 
to the Duke of Savoy, ſtipulated by the Quadruple Al- 
lance, in Exchange for Sicily, in which Affair, "FIAT 
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his other Concerns in thoſe Parts, his Behaviour was very ac 
ceptable to that Prince, whoſe Acknowledgements were accom- 
panied with his Picture ſet in Diamonds. 

After the performing ſo many ſignal Services, he attended his 
Majeſty, by his Command, at Hanover, who received him with 
the moſt gracious Expreſſions of Favour and Satisfaction, made 
him Rear Admiral of Great Britain, and Treaſurer of the N avy ; 
and on his Return to Exgland, one of his moſt Honourable 
Privy Council ; and ſoon after in 1721, he created him a Ba- 
ron and Viſcount, and in 1725, one of the Knights Compa- 
nions of the Bath; upon the Revival of that moſt ancient and 
honourable Order. | | 

In 1727 bis preſent Majeſty, on his Acceſſion to the Crown, 
placed him at the Head of his Naval Affairs, by making him 
firſt Lord Commiſſioner of the Admiralty. In which high Sta- 
tion he died on the 17th of Jan. 1732-3, in the 7oth Year of 


his Age, and lies buried at Southill in Bedfordſbire. 
The Preamble of his Lordſbip's Patent is as follows :

As the Grandeur and Stabi- 
lity of the Britiſh Empire de- 
pend chiefly upon Knowledge 
and Experience in maritime 
Affairs, we eſteem thoſe wor- 
thy of the higheſt Honours, 
whoacting underour Influence, 
exert themſelves in maintaining 
our Dominion over the Sea. It 
is for this Reaſon that we have 
determined to advance to the 
Degree of Peerage, our truſ- 
ty and well-beloved Counſellor 
Sir George Byng, Kant. and Barr. 
who being deſcended from an 
ancient Family in Kent, and 
educated from his Youth in the 
Sea Service, hath through ſe- 
veral Poſts arrived to the high- 
eſt Station and Command in 
our Navy, by the Strength of 
his own Abilicies, and a Merit 
diſtinguiſhed by our Predeceſ- 
ſors, and ourſelyes, in the ma- 
ny important Services, which 
he has performed with remarka- 
ble Fidelity, Courage and mw—_ 
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adfuit ubi Rei bene Gerendæ 
Occaſio et Praclara Facinora 
wocabant, et ubicumgue Claſſi- 
bus certatum eſt, fuit ipſe magna 
Pars certaminum, et per tot Pe- 
ricula, tot Prelia, Militie mu- 
nia indefeſſe obeunti Fortuna 
obſecundavit. Preſertim 

cum 4 Gallia Tempeſtas ingrue- 
ret; et incerti eſſent omnes ad

Daum eſt igitur Clarioribus

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ceſs. In the late vigorous Wars, 
which raged ſo many Years in 
Europe, Wars fruitful of naval. 
Combats and Expeditions, there 
was ſcarce any Action of Con- 
ſequence wherein he did not 
bear a principal Part, nor were 
any Dangers or Difficulties fo 
great but he ſurmounted them 
by his exquiſite Conduct and a 
good Fortune that never failed 
him. Particularly when a Storm 
was gathering in France, and it 
was uncertain upon what Part 
of the Coaſt it would fall, with 
wonderful Sagacity and Dili- 
gence he flew to the very Place 
of Danger, reſcuing our capi- 
ral Ciry of Scotland from the 
imminent Attack of a French 
Squadron, which had many 
Rebels and numerous Forces 
on board, and by his very 
Appearance defeated the vain 
Hopes of the Enemy, compel- 
ling them to relinquiſh their 
diſappointed Enterprize, and to 
feek their Safety by a Flight 
towards their own Ports, at- 
tended with Loſs. With no 
leſs Vigilance he repreſſed not 
long ſince the like Machina- 
tions of the (ame Traitors in 
the Ports of France, who were 
ſo diſconcerted at his Preſence 
as to abandon the Schemes 
they had projected; for which 
prudent Service we conferred 
on him the Dignity ity of Baroner, 
the firſt Mark of our Royal 
Favour. Moreover, lately, 
when new Contentions were 
\pringing up in Italy, and the 

iſcord of Princes was on the 
Point of embroiling 
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triam Merita, quam ad accen- gular Felicity and Conduct, in- 
dendos aliorum Animos Amore terpole with our Squadron, 
et Studio Virtutis. cruſhing at one Blow the la- 
boured Efforts of Spain to ſet 
Sciatis igitur, & e. up a Power at Sea, and advan- 
ced the Reputation of our Arms 
in the Mediterranean to ſuch a 
Pitch, that our Flag gave Law 
to the contending Parties, and 
enabled us to reſettle the Tran- 
uility, that had been diſturb'd. 
t is juſt, therefore, that we 
ſhould diſtinguiſh with higher 
Titles, a Subject who has ſo 
eminently ſerved us and his 
Country, both as Monuments 
of his own Merit, and to in- 
fluence others into a Love and 
Purſuit of Virtue. 
Know ye therefore, &c. 


I ſhall end my Account of this Lord, with an Extract of his 
Character from à Book lately publiſh'd, of An Account of the 
Expedition of the Britiſh Fleet to Sicily. In which the Author 
fays, © To give ſome Deſcription of his Perſon, he was of a 
cc flender Conſtitution, but well ſupplied with Spirits, which did 
© not diſplay themſelves ſo much in Gaiety of Converſation 
<« (for. he was modeſt in his Nature) as in Activity in all the 
cc Duties and Functions of Life, or Buſineſs, in which he was 
ce indefatigable, and by a continued Habit of Iuduſtry had hard- 
cc ened and inured a Body not naturally ſtrong, to Patience of 
ce any Fatigue. He had made no great Proficiency in School 
“Learning (which the early Age of going to Sea, ſeldom ad- 
cc mits of) but his great Diligence, joined with excellent natural 
cc Parts, and a juſt Senſe of Honour, made him capable of 
© conducting difficult Negotiations and Commiſſions, with 
ce proper Dignity and Addreſs. The late King who knew his 
c his Abilities, uſed to ſay to his Miniſters, when they applyed 
cc for Inſtructions to be ſent to him for his Guidance on certain 
cc important Occaſions, that he would ſend him none, for he 
cc knew how to act without any; and indeed all the Meaſures he 
cc took abroad, were ſo exact and juſt, as to ſquare with the 
cc Counſels and Plan of Policy at home. The Cauſe of the 
cc Emperor being become the Cauſe of his Maſter, he ſerved 
< the Intereſts of that Prince with a Zeal and Fidelity that 
© ſtood a Pattern to his own Subjects. He lived in ſuch Har- 
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© mony with the Imperial Vice-roys and Generals, as has been 
ce ſeldom ſeen among Fellow - Subjects united in Command, the 
& Want of which has proved the Ruin of many important Ex- 
& peditions He was incapable of performing his Duty in a 
& cold or negligent manner, and when any Service was com- 
& mitted to his Management, he devoted his whole Time and 
Application to it; nor could any Fatigue or Indiſpoſition of 
&« Body ever divert or interrupt his Attention from any Point that 
© required preſent diſpatch. To this it might be in great meaſure 
ce owing, that he was never unfortunate in any Undertaking, 
ce nor miſcarried in any Service that was entruſted to his Dire- 
« tion. For whoever will trace upwards to the Springs and 
&« Cauſes of publick or private Events, ſhall find (except where 
© the immediate Finger of Providence is viſible) that what is 
& uſually called Ill-Luck, is generally the effect of Negligence 
&« or Imprudence. He always proceeded upon ſolid Principles, 
© and left nothing to Fortune, that could be accompliſhed by 
« Foreſight and Application. His Firmneſs and plain Dealing 
were ſo apparent to the Foreigners who treated with him up- 
on Buſineſs, that it contributed much to the Diſpatch and 
« Succeſs of his Tranſactions with them; for they could depend 
“ upon what he ſaid, and as they ſaw he uſed no Arts or Chicanes 
© himſelf, and had too diſcerning a Spirit to ſuffer them to paſs 
© unobſerved in others, they often found ir their beſt Policy to 
© leave their Intereſts in his Hands and Management, being 
« very ſure of a moſt impartial and punctual Performance of 
« whatever he engaged in. His Reputation was ſo thoroughly 
© eſtabliſhed in this particular, that in the frequent Diſputes and 
« Altercations which aroſe between the Savoyerds and Germans 
© in the Courſe of the War, and between the latter and the 
© Spaniards at the Concluſion of it, wherein little Faith or Con- 
4 gdence was given to the Promiſes or Aſſeverations of each 
© other, he was the common Umpire between them, always 
© ſtetuming and oppoſing any extravagant or unjuſt Demands 
© (which the over-bearing Temper of the German General was 
© very apt to ſuggeſt, where he had the ſuperior hand) and re- 
© conciling, as much as poſſible, the Violences of War with 
© the Rules of Honour and Juſtice. When he departed from 
© Italy to attend his late Majeſty at Hanover, the King among 
© many gracious Expreſſions, told him, That he had found out 
the Secret of obliging his Enemies as well as Friends, and 
© that the Court of Spain had mentioned with great Acknow- 
©ledgment, his fair and friendly Behaviour in the Proviſion of 
© Tranſports and other Neceſſaries for the Embarkation .of 
© their Troops, and in protecting them from many Violences 
« and Oppreſſions that had been attempred. No onder, —

Pattee, the preſent Lord Viſc. Torrington, in 1716 had a Troop 
of Horſe in the royal Regiment of Horſe Guards. In 1718, 
being with his Father in his Expedition into the Mediterranean 
Sea®, he was diſpatch'd by him to Exgland, with an Account of 
his Victory over the Spaniſb Fleet. And returning ſoon after 
to Naples, and Sicily, he attended the late Lord in that Expe- 
dition; and in the Beginning of the Year 1720, was ſent by 
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him to the Court of Vienna, on the Propoſals made by the 
General of the Spaniſh Army for its quitting Sicily, which he 
could not conſent to, till the King of Spain had acceded to 
the Quadruple Alliance. 

His Father being called up to the Houſe of Peers, in 1721, 
he was elected Member of Parliament for Plymouth, in his room; 
and ſerv'd for the ſame Borough in the next Parliament call'd 
in 1722, In 1724, he wasby the late King appointed Treaſurer 
of the Navy; as likewiſe by his preſent Majeſty in 1727, and 
was choſen one of the Knights of the Shire for the County of 
Bedford, in the Parliament then called. In 1732, he was ſworn 
of his Majeſty's moſt Honourable Privy Council, and in 1734, 
was appointed Joint Vice-Treaſurer and Paymaſter-General of 
Ireland, and of the Privy-Council in that Kingdom. 

His Lordſhip married in 1724, the Lady Charlotte Mon- 
tagu, youngeſt Daughter of Charles Duke of Mancheſter, by 
whom he hath had one Daughter, Caroline Charlotte, and two 
Sons George and Frederick now deceaſed.
